Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Texas  as 
relates  to  the  mode  of  trying  Clergymen  be  adopted  as  the  rule  of  proceedinjc 
to  be  in  force  until  this  Diocese  or  the  General  Convention  shall  provide  a 
mode  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Trimble  — 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Diocese  to  orjijanize  a  plan  by  which 
the  claims  of  the  Prptestant  Episcopal  Church  may  be  brought  before  the 
colored  people  of  this  State ;  and  that  we  believe  one  of  the  best  and  most 
effectual  methods  for  accomplishing  this  desirable  object  is  to  educate 
worthy  and  promising  young  men  of  African  descent  for  the  ministry  of 
this  Church,  and  that  the  Rev.  Clergy  take  it  upon  themselves  to  look  out, 
in  their  respective  parishes,  young  men  of  good  report,  and  who  feel  them- 
selves called  to  this  work,  and  that  the  claims  of  all  such  be  presented  to 
the  Bishop ;  and  further,  that  we  will  do  all  that  we  can  to  promote  the 
education  and  training  of  such  persons.  j 

The   Convention   proceeded   to   the    election   of  officers  for  the     ' 
Diocesan  Council — ^Rev.  T.  B.  Lee  and  John  Wassell,  Esq.,  tellers. 

L.  E.  Barber  was  elected  Secretary. 

W.  B.  Wait  was  elected  Treasurer. 

The  hour  of  4  o'clock  having  arrived,  the  special  order  was  taken 
up — being  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 
After  Convention  prayer,  and  a  few  moments  devoted  to  secret 
prayer,  the  Clerical  members  retired.  After  a  time  they  returned 
and  announced  that  they  had  unanimously  nominated,  by  ballot,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Niles  Pierce  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  H.  N.  Pierce  called  the  Rev.  Mr.  Trimble  to  the 
chair  and  retired. 

The  Lay  Delegates,  voting  by  Parishes,  then  proceeded  to  ballot 
on  the  nomination  made  by  the  Clergy,  and  unanimously  concurred 
therein. 

Whereupon, 

It  was  declared  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Niles  Pierce  was  unani- 
mously  elected,  by  both  Orders,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

The  Rev.   Messrs.  Stout  and  Ruth,  and  Messrs.  McCracken    and 
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Stone  were  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  Bishop  and 
inform  him  of  his  election.  The  Committee  retired,  and  after  a  time 
reported  that  they  had  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that 
the  Bishop  would  respond  in  person.  The  Bishop,  having  entered 
and  resumed  the  Chair,  addressed  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  Epis- 
copate ;  declaring  that,  though  at  this  time  he  was  not  prepared  to 
accept  or  decline  the  office  of  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas, 
he  would  not  leave  his  present  field  of  labor  until  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  was  prepared  to  sustain  a  Bishop.     ^^ 

The  Convention  resumed  the  election  of  officers. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble,  C.  A.  Bruce  and  T.  J.  Beard,  and 
Messrs.  L.  E.  Barber,  R.  V.  McCracken  and  J.  T.  Jones,  were  elected 
the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble,  W.  C.  Stout,  C.  A.  Bruce  and  T.  J.  Beard 
were  elefted  Delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention  ;  and  the 
Rev.  John  Sandels,  P.  S.  Ruth,  D.  McManus  and  P.  G.  Jenkins  sub- 
stitutes. And  Messrs.  J.  T.  Jones,  John  W  assell,  R.  V.  McCracken 
and  Allen  D.  Ramsey,  were  elected  Lay  Delegates,  and  Messrs.  M.  L. 
Bell,  L.  E.  Barber,  W.  H.  Stone  and  S.  C.  Griffith,  substitutes. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock  p.  m.

Resolved,  That  the  Bidhop  of  the  Diocese  and  one  Clergyman,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Convention,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  shall  consti- 
tute the  Trustees  of  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Episcopate. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Rector  and  Missionary  to 
secure  as  large  an  qovunt  as  possible  for  this  purpose,  and  forward  the 
same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Fund.

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  o/  Arkansas  : 

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  sundry  resolutions  as  to 
the  raising  of  the  necessary  funds  to  publish  the  Canons  and  Proceedings 
of  the  Primary  Convention,  and  of  the  Council,  and  defi*ay  other  expenses 
of  the  Council,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  serious  consideration,  and  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equal  to  fifty  cents  for  each  communicant,  for  each 
Parish  and  Congregation  in  the  Diocese,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  assessed, 
to  be  collected  by  the  Vestries  thereof,  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
Diocese,  within  ninety  days  from  this  date— to  be  expended  in  payment  of 
the  necessary  printing  and  other  expenses  of  the  Council,  upon  the  order  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  approved  by  the  Bishop ;  and  that  one  hun- 
dred dollars  be  allowed  the  Secretary  for  his  services. 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equal  to  an  assessment  of  fifty  centa  for  each 
Communicant  be  made  on  each  Parish  and  Congregation  to  defray  the  expen- 
ses of  the  next  Council,  and  that  the  same  be  collected  ninety  days  before 
the  meeting  thereof,  and  forwarded  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Council. 

And  the  Finance  Committee,  under  the  first  resolution  herein  reported, 
respectfully  state  that  they  have  assessed  upon  the  several  Parishes  and 
Congregations  the  following  amounts,  to  be  paid  within  ninety  days,  for  ex- 
penses now  incurred  or  ordered,  viz :

Resolved,  That  the  above  form  for  the  organization  of  Parishes  be  and 
is  hereby  recommended  for  adoption  as  a  Canon ;  that  the  Vestries  of  all 
Parishes  hereafter  applying  for  union  with  the  Council  be  required  to  send 
in  said  form  to  the  Council,  duly  authenticated  by  the  Wardens  and  Secre- 
tary ;  and  that  all  the  Parishes  now  in  union  with  this  Council  be  recom- 
mended to  adopt  and  accede  to  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  provisions  therein  referred  to  in  regard  to  the  title  of 
Church  property,  upon  the  suspension  or  dissolution  of  a  Vestry  or  Trus- 
tees, be  adopted  as  obligatory  upon  all  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  to  Article  iii  of  this  Canon  be  added,  "  But  the  exclusion 
shall  not  affect  the  spiritual  standing  of  the  excluded." 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  does  hereby  affirm  the  election  of  the  Rt. 
Rev.  H.  N.  Pierce,  DD.,  LLI/.,  made  by  this  Council  at  its  session  last  yeari 
leaving  it  to  his  discretion  as  to  the  time  of  his  acceptance.

THE  PRIMARY  CONVENTION 


OF   THE 


DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

rWe  are  met  together  to  organize  the  Church  in  Arkansas  into  a  Diocese, 
if,  on  mature  deliberation,  such  a  step  should  seem  wise  and  expedient. 
When  I  summoned  the  Clergy  and  Laity  to  meet  me  in  convocation  a  few 
months  since,  I  did  not  look  for  speedy  action  in  this  direction.  It  seemed, 
indeed,  very  desirable  that  we  should  have  some  organization  of  the  Church 
here.  The  Parishes  and  Clergy  were  but  disjecta  membra.  Each  Clergy- 
man stood  isolated ;  each  one  was  working  alone.     None  extended  a  helping 

hand  to  his  brother;  for  they  were  strangers  to  one  another.     Our  system 

» 

practically,  was  pure  Congregationalism,  save  that  the  Bishop  was  a 
connecting  link  to  hold  them  loosely  together.  We  lacked  the  strength  that 
is  derived  from  combination.  And  the  very  loneliness  of  his  position 
depressed  the  heart  and  enfeebled  the  energies  to  a  greater  or  less  degree. 
My  desire  was  to  bring  nearer  each  to  each  these  scattered  fragments,  that 
there  might  be  united  and  co-operative  action. 

Bat  when  the  committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  considering  the  subject 
of  organization   began  to  weigh  the  matter,  they  were,  at  every  step,  more 
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and  more  impressed  with  the  fact  that  no  organization  would  be  adequate 
to  our  wants,  save  such  as  would  give  the  Church  in  Arkansas  a  full  and 
complete  Diocesan  character.  I  was,  therefore,  requested  to  summon  a 
Primary  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  at  Little  Rock,  at  some 
time  near  the  end  of  Summer.  We  are  now  met  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  then  passed.^The  Church  in  Arkansas  is  now  more  fully  repre- 
sented than  at  our  foriror  meeting,  and  you  come  authorized  to  take  such 
action  as  you  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
prosperity  of  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard. 

A  committee,  appointed  at  our  Convocation  in  May  last,  has  prepared  a 
draft  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  be  laid  before  you.  This  much 
was  done  in  order  that  we  might  not  be  compelled  to  hurry  up  the  work  of 
weeks  and  months  in  a  few  days.  This  is  but  a  draft,  to  be  altered  as  yon 
see  fit,  or  to  be  thrown  aside  for  something  better,  if  such  be  offered. 

You  are,  of  course,  too  well  taught  to  imagine  that  we  are  about  to  adopt 
a  Constitution  of  the  Church,  whether  in  Arkansas  or  elsewhere.  The 
Church  received  her  Divine  Constitution  more  than  eighteen  centuries 
since.  The  essential  government  and  laws  of  the  Church  of  God  were 
established  by  her  founders  in  the  beginning,  and  no  man,  or  collection 
of  men,  have  any  power  to  change  them.  But  in  the  beginning  many  things 
were  left  to  be  arranged  by  human  wisdom,  and  consequently  these  vary 
according  to  the  exigencies  of  time,  and  place,  and  circumstance.  With 
this  variable  portion  of  the  Church's  system  we  have  now  to  deal,  and  under 
the  limitations  of  the  Divine  Constitution  of  the  Church  to  form  a  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas;  and  her^ 
we  have  a  wide  scope.  But  it  is  mSl  always  wise  to  go  to  the  extreme  on 
what  is  allowable.  Untried  schemes  cannot  be  relied  upon,  as  can  those 
which  have  been  found  to  work  successfully  heretofore.  Other  Dioceses  in 
this  country  will  be,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  your  models,  and  you  will 
pick  and  cull  such  portions  of  each  as  may  seem  best  suited  to  our  peculiar 
position  and  wants.  We  can  hardly  hope  to  excel  them  all ;  and  yet  that 
is  not  impossible,  since  we  start  with  the  advantage  of  their  experience,  and 
may  avoid  the  mistakes  which  some  of  them  have  made.  And  again,  we 
may  be  able  to  approach  nearer  to  that  primitive  model  which,  though  not 
absolutely  binding  on  the  Church  at  all  times,  is  certainly  our  best  and 
safest  guide.  Even  in  those  things  which  are  temporary  and  variable,  I  do 
not  believe  that  any  departure  from  primitive  usage  has  been  an  improve- 
ment. The  Apostles  and  Apostolic  men  of  old  arranged  well  the  Church's 
system,  and  the  nearer  we  approach  to  the  early  Church  the  more  efficient 
we  shall  find  our  organization.  And  I  believe  we  can  lay  a  foundation  now 
for  a  nearer  approach,  in  some  respects  at  least,  to  the  primitive  system 
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than  the  Church  in  this  country  has  ever  made.  I  refer  here  to  the  primi- 
tiip«  Diocesan  system.  What  that  was  sabstantially,  yon  do  not  need  to  be 
told. 

When  the  Apostles  went  forth  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  a  province,  they 
went  at  once  to  the  metropolitan  city,  where  they  established  the  Church 
with  a  Bishop  at  its  head,  and  then  proceeded  to  another  metropolis.  These 
formed  centers  from  which  the  light  of  Truth  was  to  radiate  into  all  the 
surrounding  regions.  It  was  the  work  of  the  metropolitan  Church  to 
evangelize  the  whole  province.  As  the  Gosi>el  spread,  each  city  within  the 
province  became  the  center  of  a  Diocese,  and  received  a  Bishop.  The 
Diocese  (as  we  now  call  it)  took  its  name  from  the  city,  and  the  city  was 
the  Bishop's  see  or  seat.  The  exceptions  to  this  were  very  few;  and  such 
has  been  the  practice  froo)  that  day  to  this,  in  every  part  of  the  Church 
Catholic,  with  the  single  exception  of  our  own  land.  We,  by  a  mistake, 
named  onr  Bishopricks  after  States  instead  of  cities.  We  made  them 
territorial  instead  of  sees.  Whether  it  be  desirable  or  not  to  depart  from 
the  American  usage  in  founding  this  first  Diocese  in  Arkansas,  may  be  a 
question.  But  do  as  we  may  now,  we  can  lay  the  foundation  for  a  better 
state  of  things  in  the  future.  What  we  need  is  to  reduce  the  size  of  our 
Diooeses.  The  vast  territories  now  assigned  to  the  care  of  a  single  Bishop 
renders  it  absolutely  impossible  for  him  to  perform  duly  all  the  functions  of 
hia  office.  As  to  our  Bishops  being  what  the  titl»  denotes — overseers  of  the 
Church — it  is,  in  the  present  state  of  things,  utteriyhnpossible.  The  Bishop 
can  ordinarily  visit  not  oflener  than  once  a  year.  His  stay  is  generally 
very  brief,  and  he,  consequently,  is  merely  an  ordaining,  a  confirming,  a 
Church  consecrating  functionary.  Practically,  he  can  hold  no  pastoral 
relation  either  to  the  Clergy  or  Laity  of  his  Diocese.  He  cannot  be  a 
Chief  Shepherd  of  the  flock.  Indeed,  the  time  which  should  be  spent  in 
inquiring  into  the  condition  of  his  charge,  and  planning  for  its  welfare,  is 
taken  up  in  long  and  wearisome  travel.  The  truth  is,  scarcely  one  out  of 
fifiy,  in  the  larger  Dioceses,  knows  his  Bishop,  except  by  sight.  However 
earnest  and  devoted,  therefore,  a  Diocesan  may  be,  he  must,  under  the 
present  arrangement,  in  comparison  with  the  demands  of  his  office,  be 
inefficient  Reducing  the  extent  of  our  jurisdictions  is  the  only  method  of 
obtaining  a  live  and  effective  Episcopate.  But  the  reduction  of  the  size  of 
our  Dioceses,  and  the  establishment  of  sees,  would  be  a  long  step  towards 
the  restoratipn  of  the  true  Diocesan  system  of  ancient  times;  aye,  of 
Apostolic  days.  What  this  is,  or  rather  was,  may  be  briefly  stated :  All 
the  Chorches  were  free — ^rented  pews  being  unknown.  The  offertory  was 
the  source  of  the  Church's  income.  All  the  offertory  taken  up  in  the 
various  Parishes  went  into  the  Diocesan  fund,  a  certain  percentage  of  which 
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was  set  aside  for  the  poor,  and  other  charities ;  another  portion  went  to 
defray  current  expenses — to  build  and  keep  in  repair  the  places  of  worship, 
etc.;  another  went  to  the  Bishop  for  his  own  support,  for  the  entertainment 
of  strangers,  and  for  several  other  specified  objects,  and  the  remainder  was 
divided  among  the  Clergj  pro  raia^  or  according  to  each  man's  needs. 

Gould  this  system  be  faithfully  carried  out  in  this  day,  I  firmly  believe  the 
strength  of  the  Church  would  be  quadrupled  in  ten  years,  and  its  moral 
power  be  increased  ten  or  twenty  fold. 

The  gf  eat  trouble  now  is,  that  we  have  a  true  Apostolic  Episcopacy  united 
to  a  Puritan  Congregational  system.  Let  us  put  our  Bishops  in  the  right 
position,  and  the  mere  change  will  accomplish  wonders.  But  how  can  we 
place  them  there  ?  Where  the  present  system  is  already  strongly  established, 
the  matter  presents  difficulties  almost  insurmountable.  But  the  drift,  for 
the  last  twenty-five  years,  has  been  so  clearly  towards  Apostolic  practice 
and  often  intent,  when  mere  Medievalism  has  been  mistaken  for  primitive 
Catholicity — that  I  do  not  despair  entirely  of  seeing  a  revival  in  this  respect. 
If  the  early  system  be  not  restored  in  its  completeness,  there  may  be 
approximations  towards  it,  which  will  be  a  vast  improvement  on  what  we 
now  have. 

But  while  the  whole  Church  in  this  land  may  be  far  from  the  attainment 
of  so  desirable  an  object,  we,  who  are  just  starting  on  our  Diocesan  career, 
may  take  measures  to  secure  this  great  benefit  to  those  who  shall  come 
after  us.  To  introduce  the  ancient  system  directly  would,  perhaps,  be  as 
difficult  here  as  elsewhere.  The  scattered  Parishes  in  which  the  Congrega- 
tional spirit  has  been  more,  perhaps,  than  usually  developed  by  their  mere 
isolation,  would  present  the  same  obstacles  as  would  be  found  elsewhere. 
But,  happily,  this  very  spirit  may  be  modified  and  developed  into  the  very 
thing  we  seek.  We  have  now  no  town  or  city  with  more  than  one  Parish. 
What,  in  one  aspect,  may  be  looked  upon  as  a  misfortune,  may,  rightly 
used,  become  a  blessing  to  the  Church  hereafter.  If  we  can  so  regulate  the 
matter  that  the  second  Parish  to  be  established  in  any  city  shall  not  be  an 
isolated  Parish,  totall}"  independent  of  the  mother  Church  in  said  city — if 
the  two  can  be  bound  together  under  a  common  organization;  if  the  new 
Church  be  made  an  outpost  of  the  main  stronghold ;  if  the  two  can  be 
under  one  government,  and  dependent  on  a  common  purse — then  we  have 
the  beginning  of  a  true  Diocese  after  the  primitive  model.  As  the  city 
increases  in  population,  a  third,  fourth,  fifth  or  sixth  Church  will  be  added, 
and  all  will  be  united  in  like  manner.  The  Clergy  will  bear  the  same 
relation  to  the  Rector  of  the  mother  Church  as  the  other  Clergy  of  Trinity 
Church,  New  York,  for  instance,  do  to  the  Rector  of  Trinity.  All  the 
outlying  villages  will  be  occupied  by  Churches  and  Clergy  bearing  a  like 
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relation  to  the  mother  Parish  as  those  within  the  city  limits  do.  And  these 
arban  and  suburban  Churches  will  be  multiplied  more  rapidly  than  they 
now  are;  for  there  will  be  no  unchristian  rivalry  and  jealousy  to  mar  the 
Church's  growth.  Each  move  in  advance  will  be  made  by  the  united  efforts 
of  alL  How  is  it  now  in  many  of  our  cities  ?  You  well  know  that  a  new 
Parish  is  built  up  in  the  very  teeth  of  violent  opposition  from  other  Parishes 
already  established,  and  yet  not  strong  enough  not  to  dread  the  loss  of  its 
members.  And  the  jealousies,  the  strifes,  the  struggling  for  the  lead  often 
witnessed,  is  nothing  less  than  disgusting  to  every  right-minded  Christian. 
Our  present  system  places  Parish  in  antagonism  against  Parish;  they 
become  rivals ;  and  seldom  can  you  combine  them  in  an  effort  to  establish  a 
new  Parish,  unless  the  point  to  be  occupied  is  so  far  away  as  not  to  draw  off 
any  of  their  parishoners.  Thank  God,  there  is  enough  Christian  spirit,  and 
enough  love  to  God  and  to  immortal  souls  yet  left  to  spread  the  Church  in 
spite  of  the  Congregational  system.  But  it  is  in  spite  of  the  system.  That 
tends  only  to  utter  selfishness — to  stagnation  and  dwarfishness. 

How  readily  would  the  Church  in  any  city,  if  organized  and  working  on 
the  plan  suggested,  seize  on  every  opening  to  plant  a  new  redoubt  for  the 
defense  of  the  faith  ?  And  besides  checking  strife,  emulations  and  jeal- 
ousies, this  system  would  prove  beneficial  in  another  way — it  would  enable 
us  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  principle  of  division  of  labor,  so  efficient  in 
other  departments  of  human  activity. 

We  should  have,  in  a  large  city,  one  Clergyman  noted  for  his  knowledge 
of  Church  music  and  liturgies;  another  for  his  deep  learning  and  contro- 
versial skill — enabling  him  to  be  the  champion  of  the  faith  against  all 
assaults ;  another  for  his  acquaintance  with  charities,  and  his  tact  in  dealing 
with  the  poor,  the  vicious,  the  unfortunate ;  and  so  we  might  specify  every 
branch  of  Church  work.  And  hoyr  much  more  weight  and  influence  such 
a  body  of  Clergy  would  have  than  a  number  of  Clergy  compelled,  each,  to 
do  everything,  and  so  noted  for  nothing,  may  be  seen  at  a  glance.  Then 
we  should  have  a  place  for  eveiy  man,  though  not  a  Demosthenes  for 
I  eloquence  or  a  Porson  for  learning;  and  the  aged  and  infirm  among  our 
Clergy,  who  are  often  laid  on  the  shelf  because  they  cannot  bear  the  heavy 
burden  of  all  the  labor  required  in  a  Parish,  would  all  find  such  work  as 
they  can  do,  and  have  a  share  in  the  gifts  of  the  altar  for  their  proper 
maintenance.  Now,  many  a  worthy,  pious,  devoted  priest  of  God,  whom  the 
Church  has  admitted  to  minister  at  her  altars  with  the  implied  pledge  that 
he  shall  be  decently  supported,  and  whom  she  has  cut  off  from  other  means 
of  obtaining  a  livelihood,  is  struggling  in  direst  poverty,  the  victim  of 
despair,  though  a  martyr  to  his  sense  of  duty,  because  no  Parish  wants  a 
man  who  cannot  i>erform  all  the  manifold  functions  of  a  Parish  Priest  in  a 
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manner  acceptable  to  the  critical  pablic!  There  is  work  that  he  can  do 
well — very  well,  it  may  be — bat  not  being  able  to  do  everything,  he  is 
allowed  to  do  nothing.  There  is  no  place  for  him  ;  and  why  ?  The  Bishop 
may  not  be  to  blame;  the  Parish  may  not  be  to  blame;  but  onr  system  is, 
and  the  Church  is,  that  fosters  and  continues  such  a  system.  Let  us  endeavor 
to  rid  ourselves  of  this  Congregational  incubus.  We  commit  no  sacrilege, 
I  assure  you,  in  doing  so. 

Our  ancestors  of  two  or  three,  or  five  or  six  generations  since,  were  not 
inspired,  and  were,  perhaps,  as  liable  to  blunder  as  we  are.  When  we  can 
correct  their  work  by  substituting  that  of  the  inspired  Apostles  themselves, 
let  us  not  fear  to  do  so.  We  know  that  our  present  system  is  inefficient. 
Let  us  not  sit  down  and  say  we  can  do  nothing  to  better  it.  We  can ;  we 
ought  to ;  we  must — and  by  God's  help,  we  will.  We  are  in  a  good  position 
to  make  the  effort.  Let  a  few  years  pass  away  and  it  will  be  next  to  impos- 
sible. Our  Churches  are  all  free ;  thank  God  for  that !  Let  us  take  good 
care  that  they  ever  remain  so.  Then  let  us  establish  such  a  scheme  to 
regulate  the  relation  between  all  the  Parishes  in  a  city  or  county  as  will 
bind  them  in  one  compact  whole,  with  the  mother  Church  as  the  head.  By- 
and-by  the  mother  Parish  Church  will  become  a  Cathedral,  and  at  the  head 
of  it  a  Bishop,  as  your  cities  become  sees.  Ton  will  have  the  primitive 
Diocesan  system  perfect  and  complete,  and  all  the  Dioceses  in  the  State 
will  be  united  in  one  province — for  what  so  nearly  corresponds  with  the 
ancient  province  of  the  Roman  Empire  as  one  of  these  United  States  does 
in  its  relation  to  the  whole  Union  ? 

My  brethren,  while  you  find  in  mere  Mediievalism  some  few  things  worthy 
of  admiration,  and  very  many  things  to  condemn,  and  nothing  which  you 
are  bound  to  follow,  I  know  full  well  you  reverence  Catholic  antiquity  as  the 
best  interpreter  of  Apostolic  faith  and  practice,  and  are  not  afraid  to 
advance  toward  it.  And  though  the  matters  spoken  of  do  not  relate  to  the 
essentials  of  a  Church,  and  the  absence  of  them  does  not  destroy  its  Apostolic 
character,  yet  I  am  persuaded  that  every  departure  from  the  old  system  has 
resulted  in  more  or  less  harm,  and  the  return  to  that  system  cannot  but  be 
productive  of  great  good.  That  system,  in  three  centuries,  conquered  the 
Roman  Empire  and  the  km  wn  world.  Our  system,  in  three  centuries,  has 
handed  over  millions  to  infidelity  and  vice. 

I  commend  the  whole  subject  to  your  prayerful  consideration,  and  doubt 
not  your  wisdom  will  find  a  way  to  make  practical  such  of*  these  suggestions 
as  may  commend  themselves  to  your  judgment. 

May  Gk>d's  good  spirit  guide  and  assist  us  in  our  present  work,  and  the 
Most  High  crown  jour  labors  with  success.

THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL, 


CONVENED  IN  MAY,  1872. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

The  j?ood  Providonce  of  God  has  Rpared  us  to  assemhle  again  in  our 
Diocesan  Council.  I  am  sorry  to  see  that  nearly  one-third  of  the  rier}<y 
entitled  to  seats  in  this  body  are  absent,  and  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Parishes  have  'failed  to  send  their  Representatives.  I  know  better  than 
most,  it  may  be,  the  difficulties  of  travel  in  a  State  so  illy  supplied  with 
means  of  communication  as  Arkansas  is,  and  therein  1  find  a  partial  excuse 
for  the  many  vacancies  in  this  body.  But  I  hold  it  to  be  the  bounden  duty 
of  every  Clergyman  to  be  present,  if  possible,  at  our  Annual  Council,  and 
no  less  the  duty  of  each  Parish  to  see  that  it  is  duly  represented  here.  I 
trust  that  the  attendance,  at  the  next  meeting,  will  be  be  far  greater.  If  we  ^ 
are  to  have  a  Diocese  full  of  life  and  energy,  we  must  take  a  lively  and  deep 
interest  in  the  Councils  of  the  Church.  If,  looking  for  and  invoking  \he 
guidance  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  we  come  together  with  glad  hearts  to  consult 
for  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  God's  Church,  we  shall  be  sure  to  carry 
back  to  our  work  an  influence  which  will  be  felt  throughout  the  year.  I 
hope  that  we  shall  soon  bring  to  a  good  working  condition  our  system  of 
Diocesan  Law,  and  that  our  meetings  in  the  future  will  be  not  so  much  for 
purposes  of  legislation  as  f<»r  the  consideration  of  how  we  may  best  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Church;  how  we  may  make  our  machinery  effective  in 
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accomplishing  that  for  which  it  is  designed.  The  best  machinery  is  of  no 
avail  unless  put  in  operation.  It  is  but  a  dead  body  until  we,  under  the 
inspiration  of  God,  breathe  into  it  the  breath  of  life.  Diocesan  councils  are 
prone  to  forget  this,  and  to  imagine  that  the  deadness  felt  arises  from  some 
defect  in  organization,  instead  of  lack  of  propelling  force. 

The  completion  of  our  system  is  now  our  chief  labor.  Henceforth,  I 
trust,  our  main  care  will  be  to  make  it  efficient  by  the  development  of  energy 
and  power. 

Having  foreshadowed,  as  1  hope,  what  may  be  the  character  of  our  future 
Councils,  it  becomes  me  to  give  you  first  a  brief  account  of  my  own  labors 
during  the  past  year.  This  I  proceed  to  do  by  laying  before  you  the  follow- 
ing abstract  of  my  journal : 

1871.  May  1. — St.  Philip's  and  St.  James  Day.  Preached  twice  in 
Grace  Church,  Washington,  Hempstead  coynty,  Arkansas — the  service 
having  been  said,  on  both  occasions,  by  the  Rev.  P.  G.  Jenkyns. 

May  2. — Started  for  Lewisville,  but  the  roads  being  very  bad,  and  the 
carriage  out  of  order,  we  were  obliged  to  return. 

May  S. — Preached  at  night  in  Grace  Church,  Washington,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Jenkyns  saying  evening  prayer. 

May  4. — After  evening  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jenkyns,  preached  in 
Grace  Church  again. 

May  ♦^. — Preached  again  at  night. 

May  6. — After  evening  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jenkyns,  preached  in 
Grace  Church,  Washington,  and  confirmed  five  persons  (one  male  and  four 
females),  and  addressed  the  class. 

May  7. — Fourth  Sunday  aft«r  Easter.  Consecrated  Grace  Church, 
Washington;  preached,  and,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jenkyns,  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.     At  night,  preached  again. 

May  8. — At  2  o'clock  a.  m.  started  for  Little  Rock  by  stage,  arriving  the 
next  evening. 

May  10. — Assisted  at  evening  prayers  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock. 

May  11. — Assisted  at  evening  prayer. 

May  IS, — Assisted  at  evening  prayers. 

May  14. — Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter.  Administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  Christ  Church,  assisted  by  Rev.  T.  B.  Lee,  at  7:30  a.  m.  At 
10:30,  assisted  in  the  services  and  preached.  At  night,  assisted  in  the 
services. 

May  IS. — Assisted  at  morning  prayer  and  made  an  address.  At 
evening  service,  again  addressed  the  congregation. 

May  17. — Assisted  at  morning  prayer,  and  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble 
preached. 
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May  18. — Ascension  Day.  A  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
Arkansas  assembled  this  day  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  in  accord- 
ance with  a  call  made  by  myself  some  weeks  since.  At  morning  service, 
after  a  very  able  discourse  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fulton,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama,  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  W. 
C.  Stout.  At  3  p.  M.,  the  Convocation  was  called  to  order,  and  there 
were  found  to  tfe  present  of  the  Clergy  resident  in  Arkansas,  seven,  viz  : 
The  Revs.  W.  C.  Stout,  D.  C.  McManus,  R.  W.  Trimble,  P.  G.  Jenkyns, 
C.  A.  Bruce,  C.  M.  Hoge,  T.  B.  Lee.  Three  of  the  Clergy  failed  to  attend — 
the  Rev.  John  Sandels,  John  Gordon,  P.  S.  Ruth.  There  were  Lay  Dele- 
gates from  three  Parishes — Messrs.  Barber,  Little  Rock;  Ramsey,  Bates- 
ville;  Stone,  Helena.  My  object  in  summoning  this  Convocation  was  to 
effect  some  organization  of  the  Churchmen  of  the  State  for  more  effective 
work.  Having  proposed  several  points  for  consideration,  committees  were 
appointed  to  report  thereon.     At  night  I  preached  in  Christ  Church. 

i  May  19. — The  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Organization,  the  Rev.  W.  C. 

I      Stout,  reported  in  favor  of  full   Diocesan  organization.     The  report  was 

I  received,  and  the  resolution  requesting  me  to  call  the  Primary  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  '  Arkansas,  in  the  latter  part  of  August  next,  was 
adopted.  The  day  fixed  upon  was  St.  Bartholomew's  Day,  August  24th. 
This  action,  rendering  the  consideration  of  the  other  topics  proposed  inex- 

I      pedient  at  this  time,  our  business   was  completed.     Services  were  held 

i      morning  and  evening  of  this  and  the  following  day. 

May  £1. — Sunday  after  Ascension.     At  morning  prayer,  the  Rev.  Dr. 

!  Fulton  preached  and  I  ordered  Priest,  the  Rev.  Coffey  Montgomery  Hoge, 
Deacon ;  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble  presenting  the  candidate,  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Fulton  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stout,  McManus,  Trimble.  Jenkyns,  Bruce, 
Beard  and  Lee  joining  in  imposition  of  hands.  At  night,  after  evening 
service  and  a  sermon  by  Rev.  T.  B.  Lee,  I  addressed  the  Clergy  and 
closed  the  Convocation. 

May  ^^. — ^Took  boat  for  Pine  Bluff,  accompanied  by  all  the  Clergy 
present  at  the  Convocation.  Here,  with  great  regret,  we  parted  with  our 
esteemed  guest.  Dr.  Fulton,  and  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beard,  both  of  whom 
were  summoned  home  by  the  call  of  urgent  duties. 

May  ^4. — Assisted  by  the  Clergy  present,  I  consecrated  to  the  worship 
of  Almighty  God,  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff.  I  preached  the  sermon  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Of  this  beautiftil  church  I  have 
spoken  before  on  several  occasions,  and  I  will  add  now  only  this  word — it 
shows  what  can  be  done  even  under  very  adverse  circumstances,  when 
energy,  zeal  and  thorough  self-sacrifice  are  at  work.  The  Parish  and  the 
Diocese  may  well  be  proud  of  it,  and  I  congratulate  the  Rector  on  this 
noble  result  of  his  arduous  labors. 
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May  S5. — Assisted  the  Rector  at  a  marriage  in  Trinity  Church. 

May  S7. — Assisted  at  evening  service.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Hoge  preached. 

May  28. — Whitsunday.  At  morning  service  I  preached,  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  and  confirmed  one  person — ^a  female.  At  4  p.  m.  I 
preached  again.  At  8  p.  M.,  afler  the  so-called  short  service  and  a  sermon 
by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Stout,  I  confirmed  four  persons — two  males  and  two 
females.     The  Clergy  present  took  part  in  all  these  services. 

May  29. — Monday  in  Whitsunweek.  Services  at  10:30  a.  m.  and  8  p.  m.. 
and  I  preached  twice.  At  the  evening  service,  1  confirmed  three  persons — 
all  females. 

May  SO, — Took  boat  for  Helena,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Hoge. 

May  SI. — Arrived  at  Helena.     At  night,  after  evening  prayer  by   Rev, 
Messrs.  Beard  and  Hoge,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church. 
•  June  1. — Rev.  Mr.  Hoge  and  myself  rode  out  to  Judge  Jones*. 

June  S. — ^At  evening  service  held  in  the  schoolhouse,  Rev.  Mr.  Hoge 
saying  prayers,  I  baptized  an  adult  and  a  child  and  preached. 

June  S. — Returned  to  Helena. 

June  4. — Trinity  Sunday.  Catechised  and  addressed  the  children  at  9 
A.  M.,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Helena.  At  11  a.  m.  I  confirmed  three  persons — 
one  male  and  two  females — preached  and  administerd  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, the  Rector,  Rev.  T.  J.  Beard,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoge  present  and 
assisting.  At  night  I  preached  again  and  confirmed  four  persons — one 
male  and  four  females.  i 

June  5. — Assisted  at  evening  service.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Hoge  preached. 

June  6. — Assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoge,  I  consecrated  to  the  worship 
of  Almighty  God,  St.  John's  Church,  Helena.  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons — one  male  and  three  females — and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. At  night  I  confirmed,  in  private,  a  young  lady,  making  in  all 
eleven  confirmations  at  Helena  during  this  visit. 

June  7. — Mr.  Hoge  and  myself  took  boat  for  Memphis,  and  arrived  there 
that  same  evening. 

June  9. — Left  Memphis  by  rail  for  Little  Rock,  and  arrived  that 
evening. 

June  11. — First  Sunday  afl»r  Trinity,  Preached  at  Christ  Church* 
Little  Rock,  and  assisted  at  morning  service.  At  night  assisted  at  evening 
prayer. 

June  IS. — Second  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  early  celebration.  Preached  at  morning  service,  being  assisted 
by  Rev.  Mr,  Lee.     At  night  assisted  at  evening  prayers. 

June  24. — Nativity  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  Preached,  assisted  in  the 
morning  service  by  Rev.  Blr.  Lee.     Said  evening  service  in  Christ  Church. 
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June  S5. — Third  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Assisted  iti  the  service  and 
preached  in  the  morning.  Evening  service  having  been  said  at  4  p.  m.,  at 
night  I  took  part  in  the  services,  and,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee, 
I  confirmed  ten  persons — four  males  and  six  females — and  addressed  the 
class,  all  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock. 

June  S9. — St.  Peter  s  Day.  Said  morning  service  and  lectured  on  the 
day.     Said  evening  prayers  in  Christ  Church. 

June  SO. — Officiated  at  a  funeral. 

July  -'. — Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Said  morning  service,  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Coraniunion  in  Christ  Church.  At  night  said 
evening  prayers  and  preached. 

July  *i. — Officiated  at  a  funeral. 

July  /<— Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  at 
7  A.  M.,  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  10:30  said  service  and 
preached.     At  night,  evening  prayer  and  preached. 

July  10, — Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  7  A.  M.,  and  officiated  at  morning  and  evening  service  and 
preached  twice. 

July  18, — Married  two  couples.  Administered  the  Holy  Communion 
to  a  sick  person. 

July  SI. — Officiated  at  a  funeral.  At  night  took  the  boat  for  ¥oTi 
Smith. 

July  -•! — The  seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity.  The  steamboat  being 
small  and  much  crowded,  there  was.  much  to  my  regret,  no  opportunity 
for  services  on  board. 

July  ^4. — Arrived  at  Fort  Smith.  At  night,  after  evening  prayer  said 
by  Rev.  Messrs.  Lee  and  McManus,  in  St.  John's  Church,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  twelve  persons — si.K  males  and  six  females — and  addressed  the 

class. 

July  ^.5, — St.  John.s'  Day.  Assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Lee  and  McManus 
I  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  St.  John's  Church,  Fort 
Smith,  on  which  occasion  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. At  night  I  preached  again  and  confirmed  three  persons — one 
male  and  two  females — in  the  same  church' 

July  26. — Preached  at  morning  service,  and  confirmed  three  persons — 
all  males.  At  5  p.  m.,  rode  to  Van  Buren,  where  we  held  service  at  night, 
and  I   preached. 

July  -V. — Assisted  in  the  morning  service  by  Rev.  Messrs.  I^ee  and 
McManus,  I  preached  again  and  administered  the  Holy  Comnninion.  In 
the  afternoon  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  sick  person  and  bap- 
tised a  child.     At  night  I  preached  again. 
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July  iS8. — I  baptized  a  child  at  Van  Buren,  and  in  the  afternoon 
started  for  Clarksville  in  a  carriage. 

July  29. — Arrived  at  Clarksville  at  night.  I  preached  after  such  irregu- 
lar service  as  I  could  have  without  prayer-books  in  the  hands  of  the  con- 
gregation. Not  contemplating  this  visit  when  I  left  home,  I  was  not 
provided  with  the  mifision  service.  So  far  as  I  could  learn,  this  was  the 
first  time  a  clergyman  of  our  communion  ever  officiated  in  this  town. 

July  SO. — The  eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Preached  again  this  morn- 
ing. The  congregations  on  both  occasions  were  large  and  attentive.  The 
services  were  held  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  kindly 
tendered  to  me  by  the  minister,  Rev.  Mr.  Latta.  Late  in'  the  evening  I 
started  by  carriage  for  Lewisburg. 

July  SI. — Reached  Lewisburg  in  time  to  take  the  cars  for  Little  Rock, 
and  arrived  home  that  evening. 

August  6. — The  ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  At  morning  service  in 
Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee.  At  night  I  took  part  in  the  services 
and  he  preached. 

August  9. — At  Devalls  Bluff  I  joined  two  persons  in  holy  matrimony. 
At  Devalls  Bluff  I  took  boat  for  Jacksonport,  Ark.,  and  arrived  there  on 
the  10th. 

August  11. — Rode  with  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce  to  Batesville. 

August  IS. — The  tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Assisted  by  Mr.  Bruce, 
I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons — ^both  females — ^administered  the  Holy 
Communion  at  Batesville.  At  night  I  preached  again  and  confirmed  four 
persons — all  females — and  addressed  the  class. 

August  14. — ^Took  stage  for  Jacksonport,  and  arriving  there  at  6  p.  m., 
Mr.  Bruce  said  evening  prayer  and  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Jackson- 
port.  After  service  I  took  boat  for  Devalls  Bluff,  where  I  arrived  late  the 
next  night. 

August  16. — Spent  most  of  the  day  visiting  church  families,  and  then 
took  the  cars  for  Little  Rock. 

August  18. — ^At  4  a.  m.  took  stage  for  Camden,  and  riding  all  night 
reached  my  destination  next  day  at  2  p.  m  . 

August  19. — Evening  service,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  John  Sandels.  I

August  to. — The  eleventh  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels 
assisting  in  the  services,  I  preached  morning  and  night.

September  5. — Took  a  carriage  for  Pine  Bluff,  accompanied  by  Rev. 
C.  A.  Bruce  and  Mr.  L.  E.  Barber.  At  night  we  held  evening  service  in 
Trinity  Church.  The  congregation  was  composed  of  fteedmen.  Addresses 
were  delivered  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Bruce,  Ijee,  Trimble  and  myself  It  was  an 
interesting  occasion,  and  I  had  hopes  of  its  resulting  in  the  formation  of  a 
congregation  of  the  Church  among  these  people  before  now.  Untoward 
circumstances  have,  as  yet,  hindered  this  good  work,  but  I  trust  only  for  a 
short  time. 

September  6. — In  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  I  made  a  Deacon — Mr. 
David  Lardner  Trimble,  his  father,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble,  presenting  the 
candidate,  and  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Lee  preaching  the  sermon.  At  night,  after 
evening  service  and  a  sermon  by  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce,  I  confirmed  six  persons 
— ^two  males  and  four  females. 

September  7. — Returned  by  land  to  Little  Rock. 

September  10 — The  fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  the  morning  I 
preached  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  assisted  at  morning  and 
evening  service. 

September   16. — Took  stage  for  Hot  Springs,  and  reached  there  at  night. 

September  17. — The  fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  After  morning 
service  by  Rev.  P.  S.  Ruth,  I  preached  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs. 
At  night  the  Rev.  P  S.  Ruth  and  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Thorpe  said  evening 
prayer ;  I  preached,  and  confirmed  four  persons — all  females — and  addressed 
the  class. 

September  18. — Returned  to  Little  Rock. 
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Septembrr  ^J. — St.  Matthew's  Day.  Said  morning  service  in  Christ 
(^hiirch,  Little  H<dck,  and  lectured  on  the  day. 

September  iiS. — Called  to  a  sick  man  some  miles  in  the  country,  where  I 
confirmed  one  person — a  female — baptized  three  children,  and  administered 
the  Holj^  Communion. 

September  24. — The  sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  said  morninfj  and  evening  service,  and  preached  twice  in 
Christ  Church. 

September  27. — Left  home  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  and 
reached  Kahway,  New  .Jersey,  on  the  HOth  inst. 

October  1. — The  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I  preached  at 
morning  service,  and  a<rain  at  night,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Rahway,  New 
Jersey.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Comforter. 
Upper  Rahway. 

October  S. — Left  Rahwav  for  Baltimore.

Oc.tolier  4. — Opening  services  of  the  General  Convention.  From  this 
date  till  October  27  I  was  in  my  place  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  taking 
a  part  in  a  council  of  the  Church,  which,  notwithstanding  the  abundant 
criticism  spent  on  its  actions,  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  most 
glorious  the  American  Church  has  ever  seen. 

October  fi. — The  eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I  assisted  at  divine 
service  in  the  Meifiorial  Church,  Baltimore. 

October  lo. — The  nineteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  At  morning  service

At  morning  service 
I  preached  in  Mount  Zion  Church,  Baltimore.  At  night  I  presided  at  a 
meeting  in  behalf  of  the  Prayer-book  and  Bible  Society,  and  made  an 
address  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Baltimore. 

October  2S. — Visited  Washington  City  on  business  connected  with  my 
Mission  in  the  Indian  Territory,  and  returned  to  Baltimore. 

October  2-^. — The  twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Assistc<l  at  Divine 
service  in  St.  .Luke's  Church,  Baltimore.

From  this  record  it  will  be  seen  that  since  the  1st  of  May,  1871, 1  have 
preached  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  times,  made  thirty-six  addresses, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  forty-six  times,  baptized,  at  places 
where  no  Clergyman  of  our  communion  is  officiating,  ten  adults  and  twenty- 
two  infants,  to  which  should  be  added,  in  order  to^ve  a  proper  view  of  what 
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has  been  done  in  the  Diocese,  three  infants  baptized  by  the  Rev.  A.  D; 
Drummond,  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  at  my  request — making  a  total 
of  baptisms,  not  otherwise  reported  to  the  Council,  twenty-five  infants  and 
ten  adults.     I  have  married  one  couple. 

Besides  these  ministerial  acts,  I  have,  in  connection  with  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  baptized  ten  infants,  officiated  at  eight  funerals,  and  joined  in 
holy  matrimony  three  couples.  These,  of  course,  are  embraced  in  the 
returns  from  that  Parish. 

My  acts,  strictly  Episcopal,  are  as  follows  :

I  have  given  my  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
William  Bell  White  Howe,  DD.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina,  and  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  M.  A.  De Wolfe  Howe,  DD., 
as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania.

Mr.  James  Stoney,  formerly  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese, 
has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

The  Rev.  C.  M.  Hoge  has  removed  to  Colorado ;  the  Rev.  John  Sandels 
to  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Beard  to  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama. 

Arkansas  has  lost  much  in  the  removal  of  all  these  Clergymen.  The 
Rev.   Mr.   Sandels  had  been    long  residing  here,  and  was  held  in    high 
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esteem  as  a  faithful  Priest,  an  able  theolegian,  and  as  a  scholar  and 
Christian  gentleman.  The  Hev.  Mr.  Beard,  though  he  had  been  with  U8 
little  more  than  a  year,  had  won  golden  opinions,  and  his  departure  is  much 
regretted. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Thorpe  has  been  received  from  the  Diocevse  of 
Albany.  He  is  at  present  residing  at  Hot  Springs,  for  the  benefit  of  his 
somewhat  impaired  health.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  will  soon  regain  his 
vigor  so  as  to  be  able  to  enter  upon  more  active  dut}'. 

The  Rev.  David  L.  Trimble,  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  at  Pine  BlulT  on 
the  6th  of  September  last,  is  laboring  with  acceptance  and  prospect  of  much 
fruit  at  Augusta  and  Searcy.  The  two  stations  together  have  been  self- 
supporting  from  the  first.  There  is  a  dozen  other  equally  promising 
fields,  which  might  be  occupied  at  once,  and  without  a  dollar  of  Missionary 
aid,  coald  I  obtain  young,  active, -self-denying  men.  Soon  these  places  will 
be  able  to  support  a  Clergyman  with  a  family.  To  ask  them  to  do  so  nowi 
when  they  have  their  Church  edifices  yet  to  build,  would  be  unreasonable. 
Who  will  come  and  aid  us  in  cultivating  the  fruitful  soil  of  this  portion  of 
God's  vineyard?  Our  young  Deacon  has  shown  what  can  be  done  in  new 
ground,  scarcely  yet  broken  by  the  furrow.      Who  will  go  and  do  likewise? 

Towards  filling  the  vacancy  in  St.  Johns'  Parish,  Camden,  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  John  Sandels,  steps  have  been  already  taken,  and  I 
trust  that  St.  Johns',  Helena,  vacated  by  the  removal  of  Rev,  T.  J.  Beard, 
will  not  be  long  in  securing  a  faithfiil  Pastor. 

Lake   Village  is  still  without  a  Clergyman.      I  hoped  that  an  efibrt  to 
secure  a  Minister,  made  by  the  Parish  last  Fall,  would  prove  successful. 
Though  it  failed,  I  doubt  not  other  efibrts,  now  making,  will  have  a  happiel^ 
result. 

The  Rev.  A.  D.  Drummond,  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  has  consented, 
by  permission  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  kindly  given,  to  visit  Osceola  as 
often  as  once  a  month.  So  this  interesting  point  will  be  partially  supplied 
with  the  services  of  the  Church. 

Fayetteville,  made  vacant  by  Rev.  C.  M.  Hoge's  resignation,  fs  still  desti- 
tute of  a  Minister.  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  fill  it,  and  trust,  with  the  earnest 
co-operation  of  the  Parish,  to  succeed  before  long. 

Des  Arc,  Chicot  City,  Dardanelle,  Spadra  Bluff,  Clarksville  and  Van 
Buren  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  places  where  the  Church  ought  to  be  planted 
without  delay.  May  God  send  us  men  and  means  to  enter  upon  this  work 
soon. 

Laconia  is  a  point  which  promises  much.  I  had  hoped  to  report  the 
establishment  of  a  self-supporting  Parish  there  before  this,  and  trust  that  it 
will  not  be  long  delayed. 
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Steps  have  been  taken  towards  the  erection  of  Church  edifices  at  Bates- 
ville,  Aujpnista,  Searcy,  Camden  and  Fayetteville,  and  the  work  at  Batesville 
and  Augusta,  I  am  glad  to  say,  has  been  actually  begun. 

The  school  near  Fayette vi lie,  started  by  Bishop  Lay,  is  at  present  broken 
up.  The  patronage  extended  to  it  was  small,  and  I  had  no  funds  to  sustain 
it  till  it  acquired  strength  sufficient  to  make  its  own  way.  I  do  not  despair 
of  seeing  it  revived  again,  and  pray  God  the  day  may  not  be  far  distant. 
We  must  make  an  effort  for  Christian  education  in  Arkansas.  We  cannot 
rest  content  till  the  Church  and  the  parochial  school  stand  side  by  side  in 
every  Parish,  nor  till  we  can  give  a  higher  culture  to  our  sons  and  daughters 
in  institutions  of  our  own.  God  speed  the  day  when  no  child  of  the  Church 
need  #eek  for  an  ordinary  classical  or  scientific  education  beyond  our 
borders.  I  know  the  undertaking  is  an  arduous  one,  but  we  roust  attempt 
it  ourselves.  It  is  vain  to  look  for  help  from  abroad.  In  this,  and  in  all 
other  matters,  the  sooner  we  put  our  own  shoulders  to  the  wheel  the  better 
for  us. 

In  closing,  it  may  be  expected  that  I  should  say  something  of  the  late 
General  Convention,  and  there  is  much  that  might  be  said,  but  I  deem  it 
neither  necessary  or  expedient  to  discuss  here  the  various  acts  of  that 
council  of  the  Church.  Whatever  may  be  the  opinion  of  some  concerning 
the  wisdom  of  its  doings,  almost  all  will  allow  that  it  showed  consummate 
wisdom  in  what  it  did  not  do.  The  Church  manifested  there  the  same 
tendency  that  she  has  shown,  in  an  increasing  degree,  for  quite  a 
number  of  years  past — a  tendency  to  become  more  truly  Catholic  without 
being  latitudinous,  more  zealous  without  being  bigoted. 

||  In  this  connection,  perhaps,  better  than  in  any  other,  I  may  refer  to 
another  matter  more  nearly  touching  our  relations  to  each  other.  At  our 
Primary  Council  I  was  elected  Bishop  of  Arkansas.  I  asked  time  to 
consider  before  I  accepted  or  declined.  My  reason  for  doing  so  was,  that  I 
might  obtain  a  definite  opinion  from  the  General  Convention  as  to  the 
interpretation  of  f  5  of  Jvii,  Canon  13,  Title  i.  Concerning  the  meaning  of 
said  Canon  I  have  not  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  in  my  own  mind,  as  I  am 
personally  acquainted  with  the  history  of  its  enactment,  and  the  object 
aimed  at.  Indeed,  I  was  one  of  the  parties  who  procured  its  passage. 
During  the  General  Convention  I  raised  the  question  in  reference  to  the 
Diocese  of  Nebraska,  the  position  of  which  was  precisely  the  same  as  that 
of  Arkansas;  but  owing  to  the  press  of  business  before  the  house,  and  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the.  question  involved  did  not  seem  to  require  an  immediate 
solution,  no  satisfactory  and  definite  response  was  returned.  I  am  not, 
therefore,  even  now,  prepared  to  accept  the  office  of  Diocesan  of  Arkansas. 
Should    the    Council,    however,  desire  to  settle  the    matter  before    the 
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assembling  of  the  next  General  Convention,  I  will  not  impede  anj  action 
that  it  may  now  wish  to  take.  I  will  decline,  at  once,  and  leave  it  as 
perfectly  free  as  it  was  before  my  election.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  I  still 
reserve  my  answer,  it  must  be  with  the  express  understanding  that  the 
election  continues  in  as  full  force  as  it  had  on  the  day  it  was  made,  and 
that  I  have  the  time  till  the  next  General  Convention  in  which  to  make  my 
answer,  unless  I  may  deem  it  expedient  to  accept  sooner.  I  leave  the 
decision  of  this  matter  in  the  hands  of  this  Council,  and  will  be  guided  by 
its  wishes.  Meanwhile,  I  cannot  but  urge  you  to  take  steps  looking  to  the 
future  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  Arkansas.  The  measures  proposed  at 
I  our  Primary  Council  have,  so  far,  proved  abortive.  I  feel  that  I  can  urge 
this  subject  upon  your  consideration  with  all  the  more  freedom,  inasmuch 
as  it  does  not  concern  myself  personally.    Jw 

Brethren,  permit  me  to  say,  as  a  last  word,  that  I  have  good  hopes  for 
this  young  Diocese.  It  has  elements  of  vast  growth,  if  we  are  but  diligent 
in  developing  them.  I  trust  in  God  that,  whether  it  be  myself  or  another, 
the  Bishop  who  shall  lead  yon  in  the  years  to  come,  will  not  have  graven  on 
his  monument  the  true,  but  sad,  record  which  appears  on  the  walls  of  this 
Chancel  in  memory  of  my  dearly  beloved  father  in  God,  your  former  Bishop, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  George  W.  Freeman :  "  In  weary  journeys  and  hopes 
deferred."

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PREAMBLE. 


Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  those  important  constitutional  principles 
which  distingaish  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  should  be  fully  exhibited 
and  thoroughly  understood  among  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  system 
of  laws  land  government  should  be  presented  in  a  brief  and  simple  form  ; 
therefore,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  said  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas,  duly  assembled  in  Primary  Convention,  at  Christ  Church,  Little 
Rock,  on  this  24th  day  of  August,  A.  D.,  1871,  have  set  forth  the  following 
Constitution  and  Canons,  declaratory  df  the  said  principles,  and  for  a  guide 
in  the  administration  thereof,  as  follows,  to- wit : 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE   I. 

OF  THE  BIBLE,  THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER,  ETC. 

This  Church  acknowledges    and   receives  the   revealed   Word  of  God, 
contained  in  the  canonical  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the 
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only  infallible  rale  of  faith  and  practice,  to  which  her  doctrines,  her 
worship  and  her  government  are  all  referred. 

And  next  after  the  Holy  Scriptnres,  and  as  safe  interpreters  of  the  same, 
this  Church  receives  and  adopts  the  standards  established  in  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  in  all  matters  of  faith,  worship,  polity  and  government. 

And  in  all  matters  of  ecclesiastical  legislation  and  government,  this 
Church  will  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  as  set  forth  by  the 
General  Convention  of  the  same ;  to  which  Constitution  and  Canons  this 
Church  hereby  accedes  and  subordinates  herself  according  to  the  rules  of 
ecclesiastical  law. 

ARTICLE    n. 

The  Church  is  composed  of  all  persons  who  have  been  admitted  to  the 
covenant  of  grace  by  Holy  Baptism.     These  are  divided  into — 

First — The  Clergy,  who  have  been  set  apart  to  the  sacred  offices  of  the 
Ministry,  by  ordination,  to  preach  the  Word  and  administer  the  sacraments. 

Second — ^The  Laity,  embracing  all  baptised  members  of  the  Church,  who 
have  not  been  advanced  to  any  of  the  orders  of  the  Ministry. 

Without  the  concurrence  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  no  rule  or  law  of 
the  Church  can  be  adopted,  changed  or  done  away. 

ARTICLE    m. 

OF  THE  MINISTRY. 

There  are  three  orders  of  the  Clergy: 

First— The  Bishop,  who  exercises  all  the  functions  of  the  Ministry, 
presides  over  the  Church  by  Apostolic  authority,  and  has  the  sole  right  to 
ordain,  to  confirm,  and  to  pronounce  judicial  sentence  on  offenders;  and 
governs  the  Church  in  his  own  Diocese  according  to  the  Holy  Scriptures 
and  the  Canons  of  this  Church.  He  does  not,  ordinarily,  act  in  any  impor- 
tant matter  without  the  advise  and  consent  of  a  select  council,  or  standing 
committee  of  Priests  and  Laymen. 

Second — The  Priests  or  Presbyters,  who  preach  the  Word,  administer  the 
sacraments  of  the  Church,  and  have  the  oversight  and  pastoral  care  of  the 
Laity  in  their  several  congregations.  They,  also,  have  the  right  to  advise 
their  Bishop,  and  to  share  in  the  government  of  the  Church,  according  to 
the  Canons. 

Third — ^The  Deacons,  who,  having  received  a  limited  office  in  the  general 
Ministry,  serve  in  the  same  where  they  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 
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Thej  are  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Bishop,  cannot  take  the  Rectorship  of 
a  Church,  and  must  be  under  the  supervision  and  care  of  some  Priest,  who 
shall  direct  them  in  their  work. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

OF  THE  LAITY. 

The  Laity  are  divided  and  organized,  according  to  local  convenience, 
into  Parishes  or  Congregations.  They  commit  the  general  management  of 
their  parochial  business  to  a  portion  of  their  own  number,  annually  elected, 
and  called  Wardens  and  Vestrymen.  To  these  belong  the  administration 
of  all  the  secular  concerns  of  their  particular  Parish ;  but  they  have  no 
part  in  the  spiritual  government  of  the  Church,  which  belongs  to  the 
Ministry  alone. 

ARTICLE    V. 
OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  annually,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  May.  In  this  Council  the  Bishop  shall  preside  by  virtue  of  his  office. 
I  The  Clergy  shall  sit  by  right  of  their  order,  and  the  Laity  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  delegates  chosen  for  that  purpose  by  the  Vestry  of  each  Congre- 
gation. Special  Councils  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  standing  committee,  when  some  urgent 
necessity  may  require  the  action  of  the  whole  Church.  But  as  every  act  of 
legislation  requires  a  concurrence  of  all  the  orders  in  the  Church,  of  which 
the  Bishop  is  chief,  a  Council,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  cannot 
enact,  alter  or  abridge  any  Law  or  Canon  of  the  Church.  The  Council  may 
perform  all  other  canonical  duties  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop. 

ARTICLE    VI. 
OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  CONQREaATIONS. 

All  Congregations  and  Parishes,  represented  in  the  Primary  Convention, 
shall  je  deemed  duly  organized ;  and  hereafter,  the  organization  of  all 
Parishes  shall  be  in  the  form  provided  by  Canon,  and  subject  to  the  will  of 
the  Council.  And  no  Parish  shall  have  an  organic  existence,  or  corporate 
life  in  this  Church,  unless  acknowledged  by  the  Council,  and  approved  by 
the  Bishop.     The  same  power  which  constitutes  may  abolish. 
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ARTICLE    VII. 

OF  THE  SUPPORT  AND  ADVANCEMENT  OP  THE  CHURCH. 

All  Christian  men  are  bound  to  bear  their  just  share  of  the  burdens  which 
duty  imposes. 

The  Council,  by  canon  and  resolution,  may  establish  special  funds: 

First — For  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Second — For  the  support  gf  Missionaries. 

Third — For  the  support  of  at?ed  and  infirm  Clergymen. 

Fourth — For  Church-building. 

Fifth — For  education  of  men  for  the  Ministry;  and  take  all  other 
measures  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom;  provided 
that  this  article  does  not  imply  any  power  to  make  any  assessment  except 
for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

OF  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  JUSTICE. 

The  Bishop  is  amenable  only  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Clergy,  Priests,  and  Deacons  may  be  tried  by  an  ecclesiastical  court, 
composed  of  Presbyters  chosen  for  that  purpose.  But  there  shall  be  no 
such  trial  except  on  due  presentment,  and  according  to  the  Canon  for  the 
trial  of  Clergymen  set  forth  in  this  Diocese  and  the  rules  of  ecclesi- 
a.^tical  law. 

ARTICLE    IX. 
OF  AMENDING  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

A  proposition  to  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  laid  before  the  Council 
in  writing,  and,  if  approved,  shall  lie  over  until  the  the  next  Annual  Council, 
and,  in  the  mean  time,  shall  be  notified  to  the  Parishes;  and  then,  if  it  be 
approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  by  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  and  by  two-thirds 
of  the  Laity  present,  voting  by  orders,  the  proposed  amendment  shall 
become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 
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TITLE    L 
OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE   DIOCESE. 


CANON   I. 

OP  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  1. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  at  such 
place  as  the  Council  next  preceding  may  determine;  and  in  case  of  its 
failure  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  place. 

Section  2. — The  members  of  the  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  the  Diocese  having  the  following  qualifications :  Every  Clerg}'man 
having  been  admitted  canonically  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Council ;  but  no  Clergyman  shall  be  qualified  to  vote 
at  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the 
Diocese  for  six  months,  unless  he  shall  have  been  instituted  as  Rector  of 
some  Parish  of  the  Diocese. 

Every  Parish  regularly  organized  as  required  by  the  C'onstitution,  shall 
be  entitled  to  send  three  Delegates  to  the  Council ;  provided  always,  that 
BQch  Delegates  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
and  that  no  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  whether  Clergy- 
man or  Layman,  shall  be  allowed  a  seat  in  the  Council. 
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Section  3. — The  Council  shall,  ordinarily,  deliberate  and  vote  without 
any  distinction  of  orders ;  but  any  member  may  call  for  a  division  upon 
any  question,  and  if  this  call  is  sustained  by  two  other  members,  then  the 
question  in  debate  shall  be  put  first  to  the  Clergy  and  next  to  the  Laity, 
who  shall  vote  by  Parishes ;  and  in  such  case  a  majority  of  both  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  an  affirmative  vote  of  the  Council. 

Section  4. — The  Bishop  presides  in  Council  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and 
has  the  right  to  express  his  opinion  upon  every  subject  that  may  come 
before  the  Council.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  shall  elect  a 
Chairman  from  the  Clergy  present.  At  each  Council  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  a  joint  ballot  of  the  whole  body. 

Section  6. — When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected  the  Council  shall  always 
vote,  by  orders,  in  this  vrise:  The  Clergy  shall  make  a  nomination  by 
ballot,  and  a  majority  of  Lay  Delegates,  voting  by  Parishes,  shall  concur, 
by  ballot,  in  order  to  constitute  an  election. 

Section  6. — When  any  great  necessity  shall  arise,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  call  a  special 
Council.  In  such  case,  four  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  to  every  Clergy- 
man and  to  one  of  the  Wardens  in  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  stating  the 
time,  place  and  objects  of  the  special  Council ;  and  no  other  matters  shall 
be  proposed  or  acted  upon,  than  those  specified  in  the  call  of  said  special 
Council. 

CANON  II. 
OF  THE  BECRETART  AND  TREASURER. 

Section  1. — The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  keep,  in  a  fit  book,  full 
and  exact  records  of  all  its  acts,  and  shall  preserve  all  papers,  documents,  i 
memorials,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  same,  duly  indorsed  and  filed  in  such  way 
that  they  may  be  easily  consulted,  whenever  recourse  to  them  may  be  neces' 
sary.  He  shall  also  prepare,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  at  least  one 
week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  their  respective  stations,  distinguishing 
Priests  from  Deacons,  but  not  inserting  the  name  of  any  Clergyman  who 
may  be  suspended  from  the  Ministry.  The  list  thus  prepare  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Council  immediately  afler  it  shall  be  called  to  order ;  and  the 
names  of  the  clerical  members  shall  be  called  therefrom.  Nevertheless, 
the  Council  has  power  immediately  to  order  the  correction  of  any  errors  or 
omissions.

Section  2. — The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  general  fund  of  the 
Dioee«e,  and  all  other  funds  the  Council  may  commit  to  itsicare,  and  shall 
keep  a  strict  account  of  the  same  in  a  fit  book,  with  a  distinct  place  therein 
for  all  proper  entries.  He  shall  keep  a  regular  account  with  all  funds,  and 
with  all  persons  and  Parishes  concerned,  and  shall  annually  exhibit  a 
balance  sheet  to  the  Auditing  Committee.  He  shall  indorse  and  file  away 
all  warrants,  orders  or  other  papers  belonging  to  his  department,  and  shall 
have  his  accounts  audited  at  each  Council  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  3. — ^When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Secretary  or 
Treasurer  the  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  who  shall  receive  all  records,  funds  and  papers  from  the  hands 
of  the  former  officer,  or  his  legal  representatives,  and  such  appointee  shall 
continue  in  office  and  '  perform  all  the  duties  thereof  until  the  ensuing 
Council  shall  have  elected  some  one  to  fill  the  same. 

CANON   III. 

OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

Section  1. — A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council,  into  whose 
keeping  shall  be  committed  all  documents  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  that  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become 
the  property  of  the  Council.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Registrar  to 
preserve  all  the  documents  herein  referred  to,  in  some  suitable  place  of 
deposit,  and  to  hold  them  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Council  may, 
from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

Section  2. — Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  and  until 
another  shall  be  chosen  in  his  place. 

CANON   IV. 

OF  REGULAR  ATTENDANCE  AT  COUNCIL. 

Section  1. — Every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese  shall  attend  the  Annual 
Council,  unless \ he  has  a  satifactory  excuse;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
Parish  to  send  Lay  Delegates,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 
make  provision  for  their  representation.  A  satisfactory  excuse  will  be 
required  for  every  failure. 

Section  2. — No  member  of  the  Council  shall  leave  the  same  during  the 
session  without  having  obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the  Council.

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CANON  V. 

OF  THE  NUMBER  NECESSARY  TO  CONSTITUTE  A  (QUORUM. 

SetTioN  1. — A  quorum  for  ordinary  business  shall  consist  of  at  least 
four  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  Delegates  from  at  least  four  of  the  Parishes 
entitled  to  representation ;  provided,  the  Bishop  be  present :  but  in  the  absence 
of  the  Bishop  such  quorum  shall  have  power  only  to  receive  the  reports  of 
committees  and  Parishes,  and  elect  the  ordinary  officers^  In  the  election 
of  a  Bishop  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  present,  and  a  majority  of 
the  Parishes  shall  be  represented  by  Delegates  before  the  Council  shall 
proceed. 

CANON    VI. 

OF  THE   OPENING  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  1. — At'  the  opening  of  every  Council  there  shall  be  morning 
prayer,  with  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  a  sermon  by  a 
Priest  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  when  the  Bishop  himself  does  not  deliver  a 
sermon  or  charge. 

CANON  vn. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMBilTTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Section  1. — At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  elected  three  Priests 
and  two  Laymen,  by  ballot,  as  a  Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 
They  shall  elect,  from  their  own  body,  a  President  and  Secretary.  They 
shall  meet  on  the  summons  of  the  President.  To  constitute  a  quorum  two 
Priests  must  be  present ;  and  when  required,  they  shall  vote  by  orders. 

Section  2. — ^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  regular  record 
of  their  proceedings  in  a  book  which  shall  belong  to  the  Diocese,  and  which, 
together  with  all  papers  in  the  possession  of  the  Committee,  shall  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Committee,  or  the  Council  when  required. 

Section  3. — ^The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  summoned  on  the  requi- 
sition of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish  their  advice ;  and  they  may 
meet,  of  their  own  accord  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when  they  may 
be  disposed  to  advise  the  Bishop.  And  the  President  shall  call  a  meeting  at 
any  time,  en  the  request  in  writing,  of  any  two  members,  or  when  he  may 
deem  it  necessary. 
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SECTion  4. — ^When  the  Diocese  is  vacant,  through  any  cause,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  call  a  meeting  forthwith,  and,  after 
a  consultation  as  to  the  time  and  place,  to  summon  a  special  Council  of  the 
Diocese  to  elect  a  successor  with  all  convenient  speed ;  provided,  that  if 
such  vacancy  occur  in  less  than  six  months  of  the  Annual  Council,  there 
shall  be  no  special  Council,  but  the  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  deferred 
until  the  Annual  Council;  and  during  the  vacancy  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  consistent  with 
their  character  as  the  administrators  of  the  Diocese  under  the  Council. 

CANON  vm. 

Section  1. — At  every  Council  the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  standing 
committees  on  all  subjects  that  he  may  deem  requisite  to  put  the  Council  in 
possession  of  properly  proposed  information  for  their  action. 

CANON  IX. 

Section  1. — Every  Council  shell  elect  trustees  for  all  funds  that  may 
be  created. 

CANON  X. 

Section  1. — Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
Council  next  preceding  the  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen. 

Section  2. — ^The  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot.  The  Clergy  and  Laity  separately  electing  the  Deputies  and  Substi- 
tutes of  their  respective  orders. 

Section  3. — Substitutes  for  Deputies  shall  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  Deputies  are.  And  in  case  of  the  resignation  or  inability  of  any 
Deputy,  Clerical  or  Lay,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Bishop  from 
the  list  of  Substitutes. 

Section  4. — Clerical  Deputies  must  be  Priests  and  members  of  the 
Council;  Lay  Deputies  must  be  communicants. 

CANON  XI. 

Section  1.— The  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  published  by  the 
Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  duly  distributed,  unless 
the  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 
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CANON   XII. 

Segtiok  1. — In  all  cases  of  failure  to  elect  officers,  whether  in  the  Council 
or  in  a  Parish,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  to  serve  with  full 
power  until  their  successors  are  elected. 


TITLE    n. 


CANON  I. 

OP  PARISHES  AND  PARISH  MINISTERS. 

Section  1. — All  vacant  Parishes  shall  be  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Bishop.  He  shall  provide  for  public  worship,  as  far  as  he  can,  by  occa- 
sional services  of  the  clergy,  and  by  fit  persons  appointed  as  Lay  readers. 

CANON   II. 

Section  1. — When  any  Parish  shall  have  elected  a  Rector,  and  he  shall 
have  accepted  the  call,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  file  with  the 
Bishop  a  minute  of  their  proceedin^i^s,  including  the  particular  agreement 
on  their  part,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  elected  Minister,  showing  that  he 
accepts  on  the  terms  and  agreements  stipulated  by  the  Vestry.  The  Bishop 
shall  make  record  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties 
concerned,  and  held  as  a  firm  contract. 

CANON    III. 

Section  1. — The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  Vestry  meetings,  if  present, 
and  open  the  same  with  prayer,  and  may  advise,  but  not  vote  on  any 
question. 

Section  2. — The  Rector  shall  have  power  of  the  kej's  of  the  Church,  and 
shall  open  the  same  for  public  prayer,  sermons,  catechetical  instruction, 
marriages,  funerals,  baptisms,  and  all  rites  and  ceremonies  authorised  by 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  America,  at  all  times  when  he  may 
deem  proper. 

Section  3. — The  Church  building  and  its  precincts,  afler  its  consecration, 
^hall  never  be  used  for  any  secular  or  profane  purpose. 
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CANON  IV. 

Section  1. — CommuDicants  of  the  Church,  removing  from  one  Parish  to 
another,  shall  not  be,  necessarily,  received  until  they  shall  have  procured, 
from  the  Parish  of  their  late  residence,  and  presented  the  same  to  the 
Parish  in  which  they  may  have  settled,  a  certificate  to  this  effect,  to-wit : 

"I,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  certify  that is  a 

member  of Parish,  and  a  communicant  in  good 

standing  of  the  same;"  signed  by  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge,  or  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  by  the  Senior  Warden. 


CANON  V. 
OP  THE  PARISH  REGISTER. 

Section  1. — Every  Parish  Minister  shall  keep  a  Parish  Register,  which 
shall  be  a  well-bound  book,  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  uniform  throughout  the 
Diocese. 

Section  2. — In  it  shaU  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  baptized, 

« 

Confirmed,  married  and  buried  in  the  Parish.  It  shall  contain  a  list  of  all 
the  communicants  and  of  all  families  belonging  to  the  Parish,  or  regularly 
attending  her  services.  It  shall  contain  a  record  of  all  services  in  the 
Church,  and  of  all  collections  made. 

Section  S. — From  this  Register  shall  the  annual  parochial  reports  he 
made  to  the  Council,  under  all  the  heads  that  may  be  re(|uired  by  the 
Council  or  Canons. 


CANON  VI. 

Section  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  report,  annually,  to  the 
Council  by  their  Delegates,  a  full  statement  of  their  financial  condition, 
according:  to  general  order  of  the  Council.  This  statement  shall  contain 
the  amount  and  value  of  their  property ,  and  the  net  income  of  their  Parish. 


CANON  VII. 

Section  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make  a  full  exhibit  to 
the  Bishop  at  the  time  of  his  annual  visitation,  if  he  shall  so  require,  of  all 
their  affairs,  and  receive  from  him  counsel  and  advice  for  the  conduct  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Parish. 
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CANON  VIII. 

Section  1. — The  organization  of  a  new  Parish  shall  lie  forthwith  notified 
to  the  Bishop,  and  if  approved  by  him,  the  Parish  may  elect  a  Rector,  and 
send  Delegates  and  apply  for  admission  to  the  Council. 

Section  2. — But  if  the  new  Parish  proposed  to  be  organized  be  within 
the  territorial  bounds  of  any  existing  Parish,  the  Bishop  shall  notify  the 
Rector  and  Wardens  thereof,  and  if  objection  be  made  thereto,  notice  shall 
be  given  to  both  parties,  and  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  shall 
hear  the  same  before  the  Standing  Committee;  and  the  decision  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  shall  determine  the  case, 
provided,  that  no  Parish  within  any  city  shall  be  divided  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  new  and  independent  Parish  within  its  boundaries,  except  by 
express  order  of  the  Council.  But  such  city  Parish  shall,  as  need  may 
arise,  build  new  Churches  and  establish  new  Congregations  within  its  limits, 
in  which  case  the  qualifications  and  rights  of  the  members  of  such  new 
Congregation,  in  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of 
the  members  of  the  mother  Church.  The  Rector  of  the  mother  Church 
shall  be  the  Rector  of  the  whole  Parish,  and  shall  have  concurrent  voice 
with  the  Vestry  in  electing  assistant  Minister  or  Ministers  for  such  new 
Congregation ;  and  in  case  of  the  vacancy  of  the  Rectorship,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  the  Vestry  shall  elect  his  successor. 

Section  3. — The  boundaries  of  all  Parishes  now  existing  shall  be  conter- 
minous with  the  counties  in  which  is  the  Church.  But  the  Bishop  may 
assign  other  territory  temporarily,  and  the  Parish  may  be  divided  by  the 
formation  of  new  Parishes,  as  provided  in  section  2  of  this  Canon. 

CANON  IX. 

Section  1. — Congregations,  Parishes,  and  the  members  thereof,  shall 
never  recognize  any  suspended  Clergyman,  otherwise  than  as  declared  by 
the  ecclesiastical  authority. 

Section  2. — If  any  Parish,  or  the  members  thereof,  shall  take  part  with 
a  contumacious  Clergyman,  they  shall  forfeit  their  rights  in  the  Church. 

Section  3. — All  parochial  property  is  held  by  a  tenure  subject  to 
this  rule. 

Section  4. — In  case  any  Congregation  should  be  so  far  forgetful  of  the 

honor  of  God's  Church  as  to  transgress  in  this  matter,  it  shall  be  the  duty 

of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  or  the  Trustees  of  the  general  fund,  to 

proceed  at  once  to  recover  all  the  Church  property  in  such  contumacious 

^^rish,  and  reduce  it  to  the  control  of  the  Diocese. 
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Section  5. — The  organization  of  every  Parish  shall  recojijnize  this  rule; 
and  if  it  be  not  expressed  in  the  articles  of  association,  then  admission 
into  nnioD  with  the  Council  shall  bind  them  to  this  law. 


TITLE    m. 


CANON   I. 

OF  CONVOCATIONS,   DKX'ESAN   MLSHION8   AND  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

Section  1. — The  Bishop  may  divide  the  Diocese  into  Districts,  naming 
the  town  in  each  District,  which  shall  be  the  centre  of  a  Missionary  work  ; 
and  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  every  Parish  and  Missionary 
station  shall  be  assigned  to  one  or  the  other  of  the  Missionary  centers. 

Section  2. — The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  each  District,  when  organized* 
shall  constitute  a  Convocation,  and  have  charge  of  the  Missionary  work  in 
the  field  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Section  3. — The  Bishop  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Clergy  in  each  District 
as  Dean  of  Convocation.  The  Convocation  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  a  Clergyman,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  a  Layman. 

Section  4. — The  Convocatiom  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  as  they 
shall  adopt,  with  the  Bishop's  approval ;  and  each  shall  report,  through  its 
Dean,  to  the  Bishop. 

Section  5. — The  Deans  of  Convocation  shall  constitute  the  Missionary 
Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  6. — Every  Parish  shall,  by  its  Vestry,  appoint  one  Delegate  to 
Convocation. 

Section  7. — In  Missionary  stations  the  Missionary  in  charge,  or  Dean 
of  Convocation  shall  appoint  the  Lay  Delegate. 

CANON  n. 

Section  1. — All  Missionary  stations  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Bishop  and  Missionary  Committee. 
Section  2. — All  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 
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Skction  3. — Miftsionary  stations  duly  organized,  shall  report  to  the 
Annual  Council  the  same  as  Parishes,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one 
Delegate. 

CANON    III. 

Sk^tiok  1. — Every  Parish  shall  take  up  collections  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
as  often  as  the  Council  shall  appoint,  on  which  occasions  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Clerjj:}'  to  teach  the  people  their  duty  in  this  matter. 

CANON   IV. 

Skction  1. — It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  deem  it 
expedient,  to  require  every  Parish  Minister  to  officiate  four  Sundays  in  each 
year  in  Missionary  stations  of  the  Diocese.  Their  traveling  expenses  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  Missionary  funds,  or  by  the  station  visited. 

CANON  V. 

Section  1. — The  officers  of  the  Missionary  Committee  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex- 
officio  President,  the  Junior  Dean  of  the  Parish  shall  be  Secretary,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  Treasurer.  The  Committee  shall  report, 
through  the  Secretary,  to  the  Annual  Council.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive, 
hold  and  pay  out  funds  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Committee.  His  accounts 
shall  be  audited  by  the  Council  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund. 


TITLE    IV. 


CANON   I. 

OP  VESTRIES  AND  WARDENS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES,  ETC. 

Section  1. — Annually,  at  a  meeting  on  Easter  Monday,  or  as'soon  there- 
after as  may  be,  the  members  of  the  Parish  entitled  to  vote,  shall  elect  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen,  of  whom  the  Rector  or 
Minister  shall  appoint  one  as  Senior  Warden,  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect 
another  as  Jnnior  Warden. 
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Sectidx  2. — Notice  of  the  election  shall  be  given  on  Easter  Day,  or  at  the 
service  last  preceding  the  election,  after  morning  prayer,  and  the  congrega- 
tion duly  warned  of  the  importance  of  the  election. 

Section  3. — The  Vestry  elect  shall  meet  within  ten  days  thereafter,  and 
organize  by  the  election  of  the  Junior  Warden,  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 
As  soon  as  the  offices  are  filled  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  if  not 
re-elected,  shall  pass  over  to  their  successors  the  books,  papers,  accounts 
and  moneys  in  their  hands.  The  Vestry  shall  then  proceed  to  elect 
Delegates  to  represent  the  Parish  in  the  next  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  the  Rector,  shall  give  the  delegates  elect 
certificates  to  that  effect. 

Section  4. — It  is,  in  general,  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  to 
consider  and  determine  upon  the  election  of  a  Minister  when  the  Parish  is 
vacant,  to  see  that  the  Minister  is  well  and  properly  supported,  sufficiently 
and  punctually  paid,  to  make  and  execute  ail  contracts  for  the  erection  of 
Church  edifices,  rectories  and  other  Church  buildings ;  to  provide  for  their 
furnishing  and  repair  and  due  preservation ;  to  have  and  to  hold  all  Church 
property  as  trustees  of  the  Parish,  and  as  such  generally  to  (transact  all  the 
temporal  and  financial  business  of  the  Parish. 

Section  5. — It  is  the  special  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  see  that  the  Church 
edifice  be  kept  from  unhallowed  uses ;  that  it  be  kept  clean  and  in  good 
repair,  duly  lighted  and  warmed ;  to  provide  a  sufficient  supply  of  books 
and  ecclesiastical  vestments  to  be  used  in  the  public  ministrations  by  the 
Minister,  and  to  provide  proper  elements  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  preserve  due  order  during  service. 

Section  6. — In  the  absence  of  the  Rector  the  Wardens  preside  at  Parish 
and  Vestry  meetings. 

Section  7. — In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens  their  duties  devolve  on  the 
Vestrymen. 

Section  8.— It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  all  the  meetings  of 
the  Vestry,  and  perform  the  proper  functions  of  his  office. 

Section  9. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys 
collected  under  authority  of  the  Vestry ;  to  collect  all  moneys  due  the 
Vestry  or  Congregation,  and  to  pay  them  out  on  the  order  of  the  Vestry  in 
the  manner  they  shall  provide.  Two  weeks  before  East*,  every  year,  the 
Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Vestry  a  full  statement  of  all  his  accounts, 
and  the  Vestry  shall  audit  the  same,  and  if  found  correct,  order  the  annual 
balance  to  be  made  up  in  accordance  therewith. 

Section  10. — The  Minister  may  call  meetings  of  the  Vestry  whenever 
he  shall  desire,  and  shall  call  a  meeting  when  requested  by  any  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Vestry,  of  which  he  sKall  give  due  notice;  but  meetings  may  be 
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held  at  regular  periods,  by  regulation  of  the  Vestry.  At  every  meeting  the 
minutes  of  the  former  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved,  or  corrected  and 
approved. 

Section  11. — It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Vestry,  qj^  the  time  of 
public  service,  or  other  meeting  in  the  Church,  to  see  that  the  Congregation 
is  properly  seated,  and  in  the  performance  of  this  duty  shall  give  special 
attention  to  strangers. 

CANON  II. 

NEW  PARISHES— FORM  FOR  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  NEW  PARISHES. 

Hereafter  all  new  Parishes  shall  be  organized  by  the  adoption  of  the 
following  form  of  organization : 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desirous  of  enjoying  the 
privileges  of  religious  worship  and  instruction  of  the  Holy  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  Church,  according  to  the  forms  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant 

Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  have  this day      \ 

of. A.  D at in  the  State 

of  Arkansas,  formed  ourselves  into  a  Congregation,  and  adopted  the 
following  articles  of  association : 

Article  1.— This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of. Church. 

Article  2. — This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to,  and  will  be 
governed  by  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of 
the  Prostestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Article  H. — When  any  person  uniting  with  this  Association,  shall  dis. 
claim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  no 
longer  enjoy  the  privilege  of  voting  in  the  election  of  Vestrj^men,  of  being 
elected  a  Vestryman,  or  of  exercising  any  function  concerning  or  connected 
with  the  said  Association ;  but  this  exclusion  shall  not  affect  the  spiritual 
standimj  of  the  excluded. 

Article  4. — In  this  Parish  all  communicants  of  the  Church,  who  are 
duly  registered  as  members  of  this  Congregation,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  Vestrymen  and  on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter  meeting;  and 
besides  these,  such  other  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  as  the  Parish,  duly 
assembled  in  Easter  meeting,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  determine. 

Article  5. — The  Vestrymen  of Church  shall  be 

elected  annually,  on^e  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
may  be,  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  assembled  for  that  purpose,  notice  to 
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that  effect  having  been  given  publicly  to  the  Congregation  on  the  preceding 
Sunday.  The-  Vestrymen  so  elected  shall  continue  in  office  one  year  or 
until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

Article  6. — ^The  Rector  of Church  shall  be  elected 

by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  open  meeting,  which  shall  be  duly  con- 
vened for  that  purpose,  they  having  due  regard  in  all  such  elections  to  the 
previously  ascertained  wishes  of  the  Congregation,  and  especially  of  the 
communicants  of  the  Church. 

Article  7. — No  person  shall  be  chosen  Rector  or  Minister,  or  Associate 

Rector,    or    Assistant    Minister    of. Church,    or  be 

aUowed  to  exercise  any  of  the  functions  of  the  sacred  Ministry  in  the  same, 
unless  he  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop  having  charge  of  this  Diocese,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  an  ordained 
Minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  good  standing ;  provided, 
that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  prevent  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  from 
inviting  any  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  good 
standing,  to  officiate  occasionally  in  the  Church,  or  interfere  with  the 
performance  of  the  usual  services  by  Lay  Readers,  duly  appointed  to  so 
officiate  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector  or  Minister. 

Article  8. — The  annual  rents,  contributions,  and  other  revenues  raised  by 
this  Congregation,  shall  be  applied  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  Rector  or  Minister,  and  to  such  other  objects  as 
are  connected  with  the  well-being  of  the  Church,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever. 

Article  9. — This  Association,  or  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry,  or 

other  persons  in  whose  names  the  property  of. Church 

may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other  means,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  under  his  hand  given,  grant,  alienate  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  lands,  messuages  or  hereditaments  in  them  vested 
for  tbe  use  and  benefit  of  said  Church,  nor  charge,  nor  encumber  the  same 
to  any  person  whatever. 

Article  10. — In  case  of  the  dissolution  or  extinction  of  this  association, 
for  any  cause  whatever,  the  lands,  tenements  and  other  estates,  real  or 
personal,  if  such  there  be,  shall  vest  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant , 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or  under  whose  supervision  it  may  for 
the  time  be,  and  his  canonical  successors,  to  be  by  him  and  them  held 
in  trust  fox  the  benefit  of  a  future  congregation  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  which  may  be  formed  in  the  same  place  or  its  vicinity, 
and  upon  the  same  principles  as  the  present  Church  and  Association. 
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CANON  in. 

BIQNINO  CERTIFICATES. 

Section  1. — Clergymen  and  Laymen  shall  exerciae  due  care  in  signing 
the  papers  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  shall  not  sign  except  upon 
personal  knowledge  or  reasonable  evidence.  And  if  any  fraud  or  conceal- 
ment may  have  been  used  to  obtain  certificates,  the  signers,  on  evidence  of 
the  facts,  may  revoke  their  recommendation.  And  if  they  shall  rashly  or 
unadvisedly,  without  due  care  and  caution,  or  through  favor,  or  with  corrupt 
purpose,  sign  the  recommendation  of  candidates,  whereby  unwort.hy  or 
unfit  persons  may  be  admitted  to  the  Ministry,  whether  they  be  Clergymen 
or  Laymen,  they  shall  be  subject  to  ecclesiastical  censure.

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TITLE    V. 


TRIAL  OP  MINISTERS. 

Section  1. — Every  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  liable  to  present- 
ment and  trial  for  the  following  offenses,  to-wit: 

First — Crime  and  immorality; 

Second — Holding  and  teaching,  publicly  or  privately  and  advisedly,  any 
doctrine  contrary  to  that  expressly  and  generally  set  forth  in  the  standards 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch  in  the  United  States ; 

Third — Violation  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, or  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Section  2. — If  a  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  found  guilty  of  any  of 
the  offenses  enumerated  in  the  foregoing  section,  he  shall  be  admonished, 
suspended  or  degraded. 

Section  3. — In  order  to  bring  a  Clers:yman  to  trial,  a  charge  shall  be 
made  to  the  Standing  Committee,'  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  two  com- 
municants of  the  Diocese,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  Priest,  affirming  that  the 
charge  is  true  and  that  the  accusers  will  make  it  good.  And  if  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  deem  the  charges  clearly  within  the  scope  of  the 
Canons,  they  shall  present  the  accused  to  the  Bishop  for  trial. 

Section  4. — When  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  such  presentment 
they  shall  state  distinctly  the  charges,  and  the  Canon  which  is  thereby 
violated ;  whereupon,  the  Bishop  shall,  impartially,  select  by  lot,  in  the 
presence  of  sufficient  witnesses,  and  summon  seven  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese 
to  meet  on  a  certain  day  afler  ninety  days,  at  a  certain  place  within  the 
county  in  which  the  accused  may  reside.  Three  of  the  seven  may  consti- 
tute a  court,  and  the  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  object  to  any  indfvidual 
until  the  number  is  reduced  to  three.  If  no  member  is  excepted  to,  all  that 
assemble  shall  sit  as  a  court.  The  court  shall  be  judges  both  of  law  and 
fact.  The  Bishop  shall  forthwith  notify  the  court  and  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  court. 

Section  5. — The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  prosecutors  in  the  case,* 
and  shall  appoint  a  judge-advocate,  who  shall  be  a  Priest  of  this  Diocese. 
The  Standing  Committee  shall  give  the  accused  sixty  days'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall,  also,  deliver  to  him,  at  the  same  time,  a 
copy  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him ;  and  he  shall  not  be  required  to 
answer  to  anything  not  contained  in  the  presentment. 
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Section  6. — At  the  time  of  trial  the  prosecution  may  ask  for  leave  to 
amend  the  presentment;  and  if  it  be  amended,  the  accased  shall  have 
twenty-four  hours  to  elect  to  go  to  trial,  or  he  may  claim  sixty  days  to 
prepare  his  defense. 

Section  7. — At  the  time  fixed  for  the  trial  the  members  of  the  court 
shall  assemble  at  the  place  designated,  and  choose  a  President  and  Clerk 
from  their  own  number;  and  they  shall,  before  they  proceed,  adopt  and 
declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted,  if  rules  of  ecclesi- 
astical trial  have  not  already  been  set  forth  by  authority. 

Section  8. — The  accused  shall  be  allowed  counsel,  whom  he  may  choose 
from  the  Priests  of  the  Church ;  and  he  may  also  advise  with  a  Lay  com- 
municant, learned  in  the  law.  If  the  accused  decline  to  choose  counsel, 
the  court  shall  appoint  counsel  for  him  from  the  Priests  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  9. — If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  for  trial,  without  assigning 
sufficient  cause,  the  court  shall  proceed  against  him  for  contempt,  and  he 
shall  be  suspended  by  the  Bishop  from  the  exercise  of  all  clerical  functions 
for  the  space  of  six  months.  And  if,  in  the  six  months,  he  shall  not  apply 
for  trial,  the  Bishop  shall  declare  him  indefinitely  suspended.  And,  at  any 
time  afterwards,  with  the  consent  and  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  Bishop  may  proceed  to  pronounce  upon  the  recusant  the  sentence  of 
degradation  j&om  the  Ministry. 

Section  10. — But,  if  in  the  six  months  above  named,  the  accused  shall 
appear  for  trial,  the  court  may  proceed  on  the  presentment  originally  made, 
and  on  any  new  matter  that  the  prosecution  may  add  thereto,  and  shall 
adjudge  him  guilty  or  not  guilty,  according  to  the  evidence;  but  the  jndg- 
ment  of  guilty  shall  not  be  rendered  on  less  evidence  than  is  required  in  a 
civil  court.  The  court  shall  render  their  verdict  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  it 
shall  be  guilty,  they  shall  designate  the  penalty  or  degree  of  censure,  which, 
in  their  judgment,  ought  to  be  pronounced  against  him,  which  the  Bishop 
shall  not  exceed,  but  he  may  modify  it. 

Section  11. — The  Clerk  of  such  ecclesiastical  court  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  the  proceedings,  which  shall  contain  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  the 
specifications  under  particular  charges,  the  notice  to  the  accused,  his  answer, 
his  plea  or  pleas,  a  clear  statement  of  the  evidence  for  and  against,  both 
oral  and  written,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court.  An  attested  copy  of  this 
record  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  to  the  Bishop. 

Section  12. — The  Bishop  shall,  within  twenty  days,  proceed  to  declare 
the  decision  of  the  court  and  pronounce  sentence,  if  he  approve  the  find- 
ings; but  if  he  disapprove  he  may  order  a  new  trial,  stating  in  the  order 
the  grounds  and  reason  of  his  decision.  Furthermore,  the  Bishop  may,  at  his 
discretion,  pronounce  a  lighter  sentence  than  that  indicated  by  the  court. 
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And  when  the  sentence  is  less  than  degradation  the  Bishop  may.  for  satis- 
factory reasons,  reprieve  or  wholly  pardon  the  condemned.  But  this 
extraordinary  power  shall  be  exercised  only  in  extraordinary  cases,  and  in 
such  a  case,  the  Bishop  shall  report  his  action  to  the  next  Annual  Council 
for  approval. 

Section  13. — Every  summons,  notice  or  citation  mentioned  in  the 
proceedings  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly  served  by  the  delivery  of  a  written 
notice  to  the  person  to  be  summoned,  notified  or  cited,  or  by  leaving  it  or  a 
certified  copy  at  his  residence,  or  last-known  residence,  by  a  person  duly 
appointed  in  writing  by  the  Bishop,  Standing  Committee  or  court,  as  the 
case  may  require.  Affidavits  may  be  received  as  evidence,  and  depositions 
may  be  taken  according  to  the  rules  of  law.  A  commission  to  take  depo- 
sitions may  be  issued  on  the  application  of  the  prosecution  or  defense. 

Section  14. — The  court  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  or  to  a  day 
certain,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  parties  to  obtain  evidence  that  thoy 
may  affirm  to  be  necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  their  cause:  but  to  obtain 
a  postponement  of  trial  for  more  than  three  days  the  party  making  the 
motion  shall  solemnly'  affirm  that  such  postponement  is  sought,  not  for 
delay,  but  that  justice  may  be  done,  and  that  he  expects  thereby  to  obtain 
evidence  which  is  material  to  his  cause,  and  which  he  cannot  now  produce. 

Section  15. — Suspension  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  the 
Ministry  shall,  ipsofacto^  sever  the  connection  between  a  Clergyman  and 
his  Parish. 

Section  16. — If  any  Clergyman  shall  be  contumacious  when  suspended, 
and  attempt  to  perform  any  of  the  functions  of  the  sacred  Ministry,  the  Bishop 
shall  at  once  cite  him  before  the  Standing  Committee ;  and,  if  the  alleged 
facts  be  admitted  or  proven  by  sufficient  evidence,  on  having  been  duly 
cited,  such  suspended  Clergyman  shall  not  appear  or  give  reasons  for  not 
appearing,  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  at  once  to  pronounce  upon  said  recusant  the  grave  sentence  of 
degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Section  17. — No  Clergyman  shall  be  suspended,  or  receive  any  public 
censure  from  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  without  having  been 
a4judged  thereto  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Canon. 

Section  18.  -  If  an  accused  Clergyman  shall,  to  avoid  notice  or  citation, 
remove  himself  out  of  the  Diocese,  he  may  be  duly  served  with  all  notices 
by  publication  in  some  newspaper  published  at  the  capital  of  the  State,  or 
the  Church-newspaper  which  the  Bishop  shall  have  adopted  as  the  official 
organ  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  19. — If  there  shall  be  a  necessity  for  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman, 
at  any  time  when  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  is  vacant,  the  Bishop  of 
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some  neighboring  Diocese  may,  at  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
perform  all  the  acts  assigned  by  this  Canon  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Skctiox  20. — Any  resort  to  a  civil  court,  on  the  part  of  the  accused,  for 
the  purpose  of  impeding,  dela^'ing  or  avoiding  trial,  shall  be  treated  as 
contumacy,  and  shall  be  sufficient  cause  to  suspend  such  Clergyman  from 
the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  for  Contumacy  until  he  shall  appear  and 
demand  a  trial. 

Skction  21. — No  Clergj'man  under  trial,  or  suspension,  or  against  whom 
charges  have  been  presented  by  the  Standing  Committee,  can  be  transferred 
to  any  other  Diocese,  or  })e  received  therefrom.  And  if  charges  are  made 
against  a  Clergyman  who  has  already  obtained  letters  dismissory,  said 
charges  shall  be  sent  to  the  Diocese  to  which  the  letters  were  taken  within 
six  months  after  the  date  of  said  letters,  and  not  lat  ;r.  And  if  such  letters 
have  not  been  presented  and  received  at  the  time,  the  party  shall  be 
remanded  to  his  Diocese  for  trial,  and  his  letters  dismissory  thereby 
revoked. 

Skctiox  22. — All  rights,  claims  and  privileges  which  any  Clergyman  may 
enjoy,  or  have  a  right  to  enjoy  or  receive  in  the  Diocese,  by  virtue  of  her 
general  Law,  or  by  particular  Canon,  are,  by  the  sentence  of  suspension  or 
degradation,  ipso  facto,  forfeited  and  rendered  void;  and  every  Clergyman 
shall  hold  his  ecclesiastical  rights  subject  to  this  tenure.

I.  It  was,  by  current  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  (ieneral  Convention 
of  1871, 

Rejiofved  That  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  omitting  the 
liLst  seven  words,  viz:  "by  any  Church  destitute  of  a  bishop,"  and  sul^stitu- 
ting  the  words,  "in  another  DiocCvSe  by  the  Episcopal  Authority  thereof,"  so 
that  the  Article  shall  be  as  follows: 

Article  IV. 
The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  l)e  chosen  agreeably  to  sueh 
rules  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese;  and  every  Bishop 
of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Episctopal  Office  to  his  pit>p<?r 
Diocoso,  unless  reciuosted  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  other  net  of 
th«'  I]piscoj)al  ofiioe  in  another  Diocese>  hy  the  Keclesiastical  Authority 
tlu»Pf»of.

In  consequence  of  this  neglect  or  inability  to  pay  their  part,  we  find  a 
deficiency  of  about  987.50  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  publication  of  the 
journal  last  published.  In  order  to  meet  this  deficiency,  and  to  raise  means 
necessary  Ibr  the  publication  of  five  hundred  copies  of  the  journal  of  the 
present  and  last  annual  Council,  we  recommend  that  an  assessment  be  made 
upon  each  parish  of  fifty  cents  per  capita  for  each  communicant,  and  that 
tbey  be  urged  to  forward  the  same  without  delay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council,  and  that  those  parishes,  which  have  neglected  as  yet  to  pay  their 
pro  rata,  be  reminded  of  their  failures,  and  requested  to  forward  the  amount 
at  once  in  addition  to  the  amount  assessed  for  the  present  j-ear.

On  motion  of  Col.  W.  G.  Whipple,  the  report  was  received 
and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the.  State  of  the  Church  presented  their 
report,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Chunh  beg  leave  to  report:  That  the 
parochial  reports  of  this  year,  are  not  full.  This  is  attributable  to  causes  well- 
known  to  all  the  brethren. 

There  has  been  a  loss  of  clergy,  but  this  must  not  be  construed  injurious- 
ly to  the  Church  in  Arkansas.  The  wonder  rather  is  that  any  standing  at  all 
has  been  maintained.  Events  of  the  past  year  had  as  serious  effect  upon  the 
('burch  as  upon  the  secular  interests  of  the  State.  The  poverty  that  ensued 
tied  the  hands  of  the  most  liberal,  and  made  men  weary  of  pledging  them- 
selves to  future  endeavors.  We  feel  confident  that  the  near  future  will  be 
more  bright,  and  that  the  Church  will  reap  her  share  of  the  general  pros- 
rx^rity. 

Whilst  the  general  distress  of  the  country  and  great  depressions  in  all 
material  interests  of  the  people  have  prevented  that  development  that  all 
churchmen  desire,  the  report  of  the  Bishop  and  clergy  show  that  there  has 
l)eeu  a  full  measure  of  increase  reaped  for  all  labor  expended.  Indeed, 
judging  by  the  reports  from  the  parishes,  and  the  extra  parochial  work  re- 
ported by  the  Bishop,  we  venture  the  opinion  that  the  percentage  of  increase, 
notwithstanding  all  the  adverse  infiuences  of  the  past  and  present  will 
compare  favorably  with  that  in  dioceses  and  parishes,  w^here  the  Church  is 
well  established. 

We  believe  from  all  the  information  before  us  that  there  is  a  great  future 
for  the  churches  in  Arkansas,  and  that  she  will  enter  upon  an  era  of  progress, 
with  the  return  of  prosperity  to  the  secular  interests  of  the  State. 
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All  of  which,  with  the  accompanying  parochial  reports,  we  respocttuUy 
submit.  »

Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce  called  for  a  division  of  orders. 

The  call  was  sustained. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost. 

After  considerable  discussion,  action  upon  the  ])roposed  canon 
was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Charles  Minor  moved  that  the  next  Council  be  held  at 
Jacksonport,  in  Grace  Church.  He  read  a  letter  of  invitation 
to  this  elfect  from  the  Vestry -of  Grace  Cluirch.

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  in  Grace  Church,  Jacksonport, 
.May  the  11th,  1876.  The  testimonials  of  Wm.  Burt  Littlejohn^ 
a  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  bein^  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  canons 
of  the  Church,  were  approved,  and  the  certificate,  in,  due  form, 
was  signed  by  the  Committee. 

The  testimonials  of  David  L.  Trimble,  Deacon,  a  candidate 
for  Priest^s  orders,  being  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the 
Church,  he  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  a  suitable  person 
for  Priest^s  orders. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  in  Little  Rock,  December  20, 
1876.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Wm. 
S.  Perry,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Iowa ;  also,  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  T.  J.  Shereschewsky,  D.  D.,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Shanghai,  with  jurisdiction  in  China ;  also,  to  the  consecration 
of  Rev.  Clifton  Penick  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Cajie  Palmas, 
Africa,  and  parts  adjacent  thereto. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Noble,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  advanced  to  the  sacred  order  of  Priests. 

Mr.  Wm.  Burt  Littlejohn  was  recommended  for  ordination  to 
the  Diaconate. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  in  St.  John's  Church,  Helena, 
June  30,  1877. 

The  petition  of  Mr.  Joseph  Waldrop,  heretofore  a  preacher  in 
the  Campbellite  or  Christian  Church,  requesting  that  he  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders,  were  presented.  The 
petition  being  accompanied  by  testimonials  in  accordance  with 
the  canons,  Mr.  Waldrop  was  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Dea- 
con's orders. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  of  Order,  appointed  by  the  last 
Council,  made  a  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  rules 
of  "Parliamentary  Proceedings"  contained  in  "Cushing's  Man- 
ual," as  the  rules  to  govern  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  with 
the  addition  that  the  Chair  shall  be  addressed  as  Right  Reverend 
Sir.     The  report  was  adopted.    * 
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The  Committeee  on  Finance  asked  for  further  time  .to  report, 
which  request  was  granted. 

A  ballot  was  taken  for  Treasurer,  which  resulted  in  the  elec- 
tion of  Maj.  J.  J.  Hornor,  of  Helena. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce,  the  Chair  appointed  the 
Rev.  Frank  B.  Gilbert,  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce,  Col.  W.  G.  Whip- 
ple and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  a  committee  on  the  revision 
and  printing  of  the  Journal  of  the  Council.

Resolved,  That  "The  Protestant  Fpiscopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,''  do  herewith  take  steps  to  resume, 
in  the  eyes  of  the  world.  Her  Primitive  and  Apostolic  Title  of 
Catholic,  and  that  she  adopt  the  name  by  which  she  is  hereafter 
to  be  known  of  "The  American  Branch  of  the  Church  Catholic." 
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On  motion  of  the  Rey.  C.  A.  Bruce^  the  subject  was  laid  on 
the  table.

Sterling,  John  T.  Jones,  C.  Polk,  E.  D.  Pillow,  H.  H.  Kloene 
and  E.  A.  Ejaty,  for  the  formation  of  a  new  parish  within  the 
limits  of  the  parish  of  St.  John^s,  Helena. 

The  Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble  and  Maj.  J. 
J.  Hornor  were  appointed  a  committee  on  ''New  Parishes,''  to 
whom  the  above  petition  was  referred. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Ck)l.  Whipple : 

Whereas,  Ck>l.  Ketchum  proposes  to  publish  a  Church  paper 
in  this  Diocese,  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Episcopal  Chansh: 

Resolved^  That  this  Council  approve  of  the  enterprise,  and 
recommend  the  same  to  the  members  of  the  Parishes  of  the  Dio- 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Trimble  asked  for  leave  to  withdraw  from 
further  attendance  upon  the  Council.     The  request  was  granted. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at  3  o'clock  p.  n., 
July  1,  1877.

lange  4  east ;  and  sections  27,  28,  29,  30,  31,  32,  33  and  34,  in 
township  1  south,  range  4  east. 

Resolved,  Therefore,  that  the  Parish  known  and  described  as 
above,  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council.

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  and  recommendation  of  this 
Council,  that  this  subject  be  presented  by  the  Rector,  or  Mission- 
ary in  charge,  to,  and  an  offertory  for  that  purpose  be  taken,  in 
each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  on  the  first  Sunday  after 
Epiphany  of  each  year,  and  that  annually,  just  previous  thereto, 
the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop,  and  the  Standing  Committee  co-Jointlj, 
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is8ue  to  the  parishes  and  missions  a  circular  letter  in  recom- 
mendation of  this  object,  and  that  at  least  one  week^s  notice  of 
this  offertory  be  given  by  the  Rector,  or  Missionary  in  charge, 
who,  at  the  time  of  giving  said  notice,  shall  then  read  said  cir- 
cular letter  to  his  congregation. 

Resolved,  That  the  proceeds  collected  by  the  above  offertory  be 
delivered  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  is  hereby  in- 
structed, as  often  as  the  amount  received  by  him  shall  aggregate 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  invest  the  same  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  the  first  object  and  purpose  of  this  fund  shall 
be  the  purchase  of  a  residence  for  the  Bishop.

The  Rev.  Thomas  May  Thorpe  has  returned  to  us  from  Illinois, 
aad  the  Rev.  P.  G.  Jenkins  has  removed  to  Louisiana ;  but  the 
regular  transfer  in  these  cases  has  not  been  made  as  yet,  though 
I  presume  it  soon  will  be,  as  there  is  no  cause  for  delay. 

I  have  given  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  C. 
C.  Penick,  as  Bishop  elect,  Cape  Palmas,  Africa,  and  of  Itev. 
Dr.  Schereschewski  as  Bishop  elect  of  China. 

Besides  the  above,  I  have  ordained  one  Deacon  at  the  request 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Northern  New  Jersey,  and  I 
have  confirmed  five  persons  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  at  the 
request  of  the  Bishop  thereof. 

The  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  has  erected  a  beau- 
tifal  chapel,  affording  about  the  same  number  of  sittings  as  the 
church  lost  by  fire  some  years  since  had.  I  trust  that  ere  long 
the  financial  condition  of  the  community  may  be  such  as  to  war- 
rant the  Parish  in  proceeding  to  the  erection  of  the  church  upon 
the  noble  foundation  already  laid. 

At  Dardanelle  a  frame  church  is  approaching  completion,  and 
steps  are  being  taken  for  the  erection  of  two  others,  one  at  Hope, 
the  other  at  Prescott. 

The  number  of  clergy  resident  in  Arkansas  at  this  time  is 
fourteen.  Were  the  people  half  up  to  their  duty  in  the  matter 
of  clerical  support  we  might  double  the  number.  As  it  is  cler- 
gyman after  tjlergyman  is  driven  from  his  work  because  the  sal- 
ary is  not  enough  to  allow  him  to  live  and  be  an  honest  man. 
Godly,  zealous  and  able  ministers  of  Christ  are  forced  into  sec- 
ular life  to  keep  their  families  from  actual  want.  I  know  that 
people  plead  the  hard  times,  but  I  believe  it  is  no  superstition  to 
say  that  the  hard  times  are  the  effect  of  unfaithfulness  in  this 
respect  and  not  the  cause  of  it.     I  do  not  expect  this  land  to 
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prosper  till  it  begins  to  consecrate  a  jiroper  portion  of  its  wealth 
to  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts.  I  cannot,  under  the  circum- 
stances, heartily  pray  for  material  prosperity.  The  grace  of 
repentance  is  more  needed  than  an  increase  of  wealth. 

I  do  trust  that  some  churchmen,  during  the  coming  year,  will 
have  faith  enough  in  God's  word  to  test  its  truth.  Let  the  plan- 
ter, the  merchant,  the  professional  man,  and  the  mechanic  vow 
to  the  Lord  one  tenth  of  his  net  income,  and  see  whether  he  will 
not  find  therein  a  remedy  for  hard  times  more  potent  than  any 
that  financiers  can  suggest  or  statesmen  devise.  Let  the  cle^* 
faithfully  instruct  their  flocks  in  the  duty  of  giving  a«  well  a^j  in 
all  other  duties,  and  let  prayer  be  added  to  precept,  .since  th** 
hearts  of  this  nation  are  in  God's  hand. 

In  this  connection  let  me  say  also,  that  it  is  high  time  that  x\\^. 
Church  in  this  State  should  begin  to  do  something  as  a  Diooe^*-. 
Hitherto  you  can  point  to  no  one  thing  that  you  have  done,  or 
begun,  except  the  printing  of  a  few  journals. 

Our  Diocesan  Missionary  work  should  now  be  organized  ami 
prosecuted  with  vigor,  and  we  should  begin  to  accumulate  a  fund 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the 
maintenance  of  your  next  Bishop  will  rest  upon  the  Dioces?*-, 
you  should  prepare  as  best  you  can  for  the  future.  However 
small  the  oeginning,  it  will  be  something  done.  Seven 
years  have  been  lost  already,  let  us  not  lose  another  one. 
Allow  me  to  affectionately  urge  upon  you  to  take  some  definit** 
action  on  both  these  matters.  As  the  Diocese  grows  stronger 
we  can  attempt  other  things.  But  these  two  should  not  be  neir- 
lected,  however  weak  we  may  be.  They  are  necessary  in  order 
to  show  that  there  is  rea.son  in  our  being  a  Diocese  at  all. 

In  closing  these  brief  remarks,  allow  me.  Brethren,  to  add 
that  amidst  many  causes  for  discouragement  there  are  not  a  fow 
for  encouragement.  The  Diocese  is  increasing  in  the  number^ 
of  her  clergy  and  church  edifices.  That  the  confirmations  are 
fewer  this  than  in  some  previous  years,  may  be  partly  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  the  minds  of  men  have  been  much  occupied 
by  the  unwonted  aspect  for  many  months  of  public  afiairs. 

Well  does  the  church  pray  for  peace,  for  peace  is  the  atmos- 
phere in  which  she  flourishes  best.  War  against  her  is  le.ss  harm- 
ful than  strife  around  her. 

But  one  satisfaction  and  ground  for  great  hopes  we  of  this 
Diocese  surely  have.  We  are  at  peace  among  ourselves.  Dif- 
ferences of  opinion,  perhaps  wide  differences,  we  may  have,  but 
strife  is  unknown  among  us.  Standing  stoutly  for  the  faith  once 
delivered  to  the  saints,  bowing  reverently  to  the  authority  of 
the  undivided  Church  of  God,  we  relegate  to  the  region  of  opin- 
ion all  those  matters  which  are    not  declared  by  the  diurch 
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Catholic  to  be  articles  of  faith.  We  do  not  trouble  ourselves  as 
to  the  length  or  cut  of  a  surplice,  or  the  color  of  a  stole.  No 
one  is  watching  his  neighbor  to  see  how  oflen  he  bows  in  the 
s«»rvice,  or  which  way  he  turns  in  the  creed.  If  it  does  him  any 
irood  we  would  be  perfectly  willing  for  a  man  to  cjover  himself 
with  crosses  from  the  crown  of  his  head  to  the  sole  of  his  foot. 
At  the  altar  the  Priest  may  stand  at  the  north  side^  at  the  front, 
or  at  the  back.  We  do  not  think  a  minister  a  schismatic,  if 
<onstrained  by  circumstances  he  preaches  without  surplice  or 
jrown,  or  afler  such  services  as  may  be  practical.  We  do  not 
bandv  the  names  of  Romanizer  or  Puritanizer.  We  believe  all 
to  be  loyal  to  the  Church. 

In  .short,  we  are  oflen  amazed  and  sometimes  amused,  at  the 
tierce  coutest  over  little  things,  which  we  hear  of  in  some  por- 
tions of  our  communion,  and  we  pray  God  to  bring  about  the 
time  when  the  church  may  be  characterized  best  as  the  working 
rhurch. 

Brethren,  let  us  go  forth  from  this  Council,  resolved  to  labor 
for  God  and  his  Church  as  we  never  have  done,  and  may  God 
grant  that  our  efforts  may  be  blessed  to  the  increase  of  His 
dory,  the  good  of  the  world,  and  the  saving  of  souls,  through 
Ji^UH  Christ,  our  liord.

FIRST  DAY. 

Christ  Church,  Friday^  June  lith,  1878. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas,  assembled  in  Christ  Church  this  day,  pursuant  to 
n»solution  of  the  Annual  Council  of  1877. 

Morning  prayer,  the  Litany  and  the  Ante-Communion  having 
lK»en  said ;  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,. 
Helena,  preached  the  sermon  from  St.  James,  II,  1,  after  which 
the  Bishop  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

At  the  close  of  the  service,  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop,  called 
the  Council  to  order. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  having  been  called  by  the  Rev.  T.  C. 
Tupper,  acting  in  the  place  of  the  Secretary,  who  >Vas  absent, 
the  following  were  found  to  be  present:  The  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop;  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce;  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Gilbert;  the  Rev. 
I^  (t.  Jenkins,  M.  D.;  the  Rev.  D.  McManus;  the  Rev.  D.  B. 
Kamsey,  Deacon ;  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Stout ;  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Thorpe ; 
the  Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper ;  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx. 
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There  being  a  quorum  of  Clergy,  the  Bishop  appointed  a?i 
Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  the  Revs.  W.  C. 
Stout  and  F.  B.  Gilbert. 

The  Committee  reported  the  Credentials  from  the  following

the  Church,  as  his  professional  counsel  may  be  asked  or  rei|uire<l. 
As  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  he  shall  be,  cv-otfich,  entitled  to  i 
seat  in  the  Council,  with  all  the  privileges  of  Lay  membership, 
and  in  case  of  a  vote  bv  orders,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  **anh- 
vote  as  a  parish.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shairhold  hi- 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy, 
the  Annual  Council  next  ensuing,  shall  elect  a  successor  for  tlu 
full  term  of  three  years.

Uesidenee ;  and,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Treausurer  to 
make  a  full  report  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  each  Dio- 
cesan Council. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved,  That  the  Seventh  Annaul  Council 
'>f  this  Diocese  meet  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  on  the  third 
Friday  in  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1879.  After  which 
the  Committee  on  Finance  made  its  report  (vide  appendix  D); 
which,  together  with  the  following  resolutions,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  second,  was  adopted  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  arrearages  of  the  several  parishes  of 
this  Diocese,  on  assessments  due  up  to  and  including  the  Fifth 
Annual  Council,  be  and  are  hereby  remitted. 

2.  Resolved,  That,  beginning  with  the  next  Annual  Council, 
the  delegations  of  the  several  parishes  be  required  to  present 
with  their  credentials  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  payment  of 
amounts  assessed  against  their  respective  Parishes,  and  that  no 
paribh  be  admitted  to  participate  in  the  Council  until  such  evi- 
<lence  is  presented,  or  the  Parish  is  excused  by  the  Council. 
(Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with 
instructions  to  report  a  canon  for  the  purposes  intended  to  be 
accomplished  by  the  resolution.) 
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3.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  ol*  the  several  parishes  be  aoil 
are  hereby  requested  by  this  Council  to  present  the  matter  of  the 
annual  assessment  to  their  respective  Vestries  and  congregation^, 
and  to  urge  upon  them  the  absolute  necessity  of  promptly  meet- 
ing the  same^  in  order  that  the  Council  may  maintain  its  selt- 
respect  and  deserve  tlie  respect  of  others,  by  promptly  meetint: 
all  just  demands  upon  it;  and,  that  strong  and  persistent  efforts 
should  be  made  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy,  to  remove  from  the 
minds  of  the  Laity  the  prevailing  false  notion^  that  what  they 
contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Church  is  a  gift,  and  to  impress 
upon  them  that,  if  they  are  honest  in  their  professions  of  lovt* 
for  the  Church  and  its  institutions,  they  will  go  far  toward  demon- 
strating that  fact,  by  paying  liberally  for  its  support,  so  tar  a^ 
God  has  blessed  them  with  the  means  to  do  so.  The  delicaov 
with  which  some  of  the  Clergy  treat  this  matter  on  account  nt' 
their  personal  interest,  or  other  causes,  results  in  a  false  and  tie- 
plorable  education  of  the  people,  conveying  to  their  mind  the 
impression  that,  if  paying  is  a  duty  at  all,  it  is  one  of  no  great 
importance;  and  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  it  is  as  much  the 
duty  of  the  Clergy  to  insist  on  the  performance  of  the  duty  of 
paying  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Church,  as  on  the  perform- 
ance of  any  other  Christian  duty. 

4.  Resolvedly  That  the  $26  paid  by  St.  Pau^s  parish,  Bates- 
ville,  upon  asvsessment  of  1877,  be  applied  to  the  repayment  of 
the  $61  paid  by  members  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  and 
Printing,  for  cost  of  reprinting  the  proceedings  of  the  Fifth 
Annual  Council,  and  the  balance  of  the  amount  shall  be  refunded 
to  the  members  of  the  committee,  whenever  there  shall  be  funds 
in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in  excess  of  what 
may  be  necessary  to  complete  payments  of  expenses  growing  out 
of  the  current  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  to 
make  the  payments  as  herein  indicated. 

5.  Resolved,  That  assessments  are  hereby  made  upon  the  sev- 
eral Parishes  in  this  Diocese  for  Diocesan  purposes,  of  one-half 
as  many  dollars  as  there  are  resident  communicants  in  each 
Parish  ;  and  the  respective  Rectors  are  requested  to   notify  the

Vestries  and  congregatioas  of  the  amount  thereof^  and  remind 
them  that  this  is  an  assessment  upon  the  parish  and  not  a  per 
rnpHa  assessment ;  and  at  the  same  time  forcibly  ur^e  the  dutiful 
necessity  of  its  payment. 

On  motion^  it  was  resolved,  That  the  parochial  reports  to  this 
('ouncil  and  to  all  future  Councils  of  this  Diocese  be  and  are 
hereby  required  in  all  cases  to  include  the  names  of  the  Senior 
and  Junior  Wardens  of  the  several  parishes. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved,  That  the  Council  adjourn  at  one 
oY^lock,  to  meet  immediately  after  the  nine  o'clock  service  on 
Monday. 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  Fifth  Annual  Council  to 
report  to  the  Sixth  Annual  Council  on  the  advisability  of  estab- 
lishing a  Church  School  in  and  for  the  Diocese,  made  their 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  the  Committee  discharged.  (Vide 
Appendix  E.) 

Whereupon,  it  being  1  o'clock,  the  Council  adjourned. 


THIRD  DAY. 

ChriHt  Church,  June  17,  1878. 

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  resolution,  aft«r  Morning  Prayer. 

Present,  same  as  on  the  second  day. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  amended. 

Whereupon,  it  was  resolved.  That  the  minutes  be  approved  as 
read  after  correction. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  then  reported  as 
Sec.  2,  Canon  IX,  Title  I,  as  follows  : 

"A  Trustee  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Council  who 
>hall  be  known  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopal  Endowment 
^nnd,  and  who  shall  be  specially  charged  with  the  responsibility 
fi»r  the  accumulation  and  investment  of  said  Fund. 

"As  often  as  the  amount  received  by  him  shall  aggregate  the 
^um  of  $50  he  shall  invest  the  same  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 
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^^When  the  accumulation  of  said  Fund  will  so  warrant,  it  i< 
made  the  duty  of  said  Trustee,  acting  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  to  first  provide  a  perma- 
nent residence  for  the  Bishop  out  of  said  Fund. 

^*It  shall  he  the  duty  of  said  Trustee  to  make  annual  reports  t«> 
the  Council  of  the  condition  of  said  Fund  and  the  investment 
thereof." 

On  motion,  the  Canon  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  also  reported  an  amendment  to  Sec.  2,  Canon 
I,  Title  I,  as  follows: 

Add  to  the  end  of  said  section  the  following  words: 

^^ Provided,  further.  That  such  Parish  shall  have  furnished  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  the  Council  of  the  payment  of  the  lust 
annual  pro  rata  assessment  for  Diocesan  expenses ;  and  that,  until 
such  evidence  shall  have  been  furnished,  or  the  Parish  shall  have 
been  excused  by  the  Council  from  such  requirement,  such  ParWi 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  representation  in  such  Council.'' 

On  motion,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  further  reporteti, 
recommending,  That  the  "Order  of  Business''  of  the  Council  be 
amended  by  inserting  therein  after  the  words,  "Election  of 
Treasurer,"  the  following  words,  "Election  of  Chancellor:" 
which  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

On  motion,  it  was  resohed,  That  no  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  speak  on  a  question  more  than  three  minutes,  nor  more  than 
once  on  the  same  question  save  by  unanimous  consent. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved,  That  the  resolution  offered  by  Col. 
Whipple  at  the  last  Diocesan  Council,  requesting  the  Rectors  of 
the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  to  take  an  offertorv  on  the 
first  Sunday  after  Epiphany  in  each  year  for  the  Episcopal  Fund 
be  so  amended  as  to  request  the  various  Rectors,  as  aforesaid,  to 
take  this  offertory  on  said  Sunday,  or  on  some  other  Sunday  du- 
ring the  year  intervening  between  the  meetings  of  the  Diocesan 
C^ouncils  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  object.

It  ws^s  re^olvedy  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Council  be  directed 
to  return  the  thanks  of  this  Council  to  Mr.  Otis  Patten  for  an 
invitation  to  visit  the  Institution  for  the  Blind,  in  the  city  of 
Little  Rock,  and  to  express  the  regret  of  the  Council  that  urgent 
business  will  prevent  the  acceptance  of  the  invitation. 

On  motion,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were 
adopted : 

Whereas,  There  appears  to  bean  evident  error  in  the  printed 
Journal  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Council ;  be  it  renolvcd,  That  the 
Secretary  be  authorized  to  enter  in  the  Journal  of  this  Council 
the  following  declaration :  That  the  fourth  line  of  page  2o,  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Council  of  this  Diocese, 
should  read,  "Thus  amending  Art.  v,  of  the  Constitution." 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  then  read  its  report, 
a.s  follows : 

To  the  Sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  Dioceae  of  Arkans(i><: 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  appended  tabular 
statement  (vide  Appendix  F.),  which  will  give  as  correct  a  showing 
of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  as  can  be  made  from  the  defec- 
tive Parochial  Reports  in  our  hands.  By  comparing  the  totals 
with  the  last  year's  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
Baptisms  and  Confirmations  has  been  less  than  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  Your  Committee  are  convinced  that  this  falling  off 
^^  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have  but  eight  clergymen  engaged 
in  active  work  against  thirteen  of  the  year  before.     But  why  so 
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many  removals?  No  doubt  the  inadequate  support  of  the  clergy 
is  the  cause.  Whether  this  inadequate  support  be  due  wholly  to 
the  want  of  appreciation  of  the  great  duty  and  privilege  of  exer- 
cising the  kingly  and  priestly  offices  which  appertain  unto  God's 
people  (for  "ye  are  a  royal  priesthood")  by  offering  royal  and 
priestly  gifts  unto  God  of  our  substance ;  or  whether  it  be  due 
in  part  to  the  stringency  in  money  matters,  we  are  unable  to 
4jay.  Your  Committee  would  urge  upon  the  clergy  a  more  ear- 
nest setting  forth  to  the  people  of  the  duty  of  consecrating  their 
worldly  goods  by  more  abundant  offerings.  And  we  would  urge 
upon  the  laity  freely  and  abundantly  to  give,  that  God  may  ble^s 
them  both  in  body  and  soul  in  this  world  and  the  next.  "Freely 
ye  have  received,  freely  give."  Prayers  without  alms  are  but 
little  worth.  We  would  earnestly  urge  upon  all — clergy  and 
laity — to  pray  continually  to  God,  beseeching  Him  to  "open  the 
hearts  and  the  hands  of  His  faithful  people"  to  abundant  offer- 
ings that  so  His  priests  may  be  properly  clothed  and  fed,  the 
offices  of  the  sanctuary  duly  fulAIlcd  and  works  of  charity 
abound.  It  is  with  deep  sorrow  your  Committee  notes  the  fact 
that  in  the  Diocese  we  have  neither  Orphanage  nor  hospital,  nor 
yet  a  school.  The  marks  the  Saviour  gave  to  John's  disciples 
whereby  he  might  know  Him  to  be  the  Messiah  are  the  same 
whereby  the  Church  should  be  known.  Where  are  the  marks? 
This  Diocese  should  at  ka^t  endeavor  to  provide  some  school 
where  our  children  should  be  taught  daily  in  the  ways  of  our 
Holy  Mother  so  that  they  may  grow  up  properly  developed  spir- 
itually as  well  as  mentally  and  bodily.  Your  Committee,  with 
thanksgiving  to  God,  report  that  one  church  (at  Prescott)  has 
been  built  and  consecrated  during  the  past  year. 

Our  beloved  Bishop's  presence  is  ever  most  welcome  to  us,  both 
Clergy  and  Laity,  and  it  is  indeed  necessary  to  the  full  prosperity 
of  every  Parish  and  Church  Community  in  our  Commonwealth. 
Still  we  cannot  and  ought  not  forget  that  he  is  a  Bishop  of  the 
Catholic  Church  as  well  as  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  Rec- 
ognized wherever  known  as  eminently  skilled  in  Theology,  we 

* 

eel  that  his  presence  at  the  Pan-Anglican  Conference  would  be 
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of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  Christian  world  and  that  indirectly 
Arkansas  would  reap  the  benefit;  for  if  Christian  unity  be 
brought  nearer  to  a  realization,  every  Diocese  throughout  the 
Globe  would  be  strengthened  in  its  combat  with  infidelity  and 
false  doctrine.  In  accordance  with  these  sentiments  a  resolution 
i?  herewith  respectfully  presented. 

We  deem  it  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  to 
the  fact  that  ere  long  the  support  of  our  Bishop  ought  to  and 
will  fall  upon  our  shoulders,  and  we  trust  that  all  members  of 
the  Church  will  respond  promptly  and  generously  to  any  and  all 
appeals  for  the  Episcopate  Fund  whether  from  the  Clergy  or 
from  the  Treasurer  of  said  Fund. 

Xor  can  we  close  this  report  without  devout  thanks  to 
Almighty  God  that  His  blessing  has  so  richly  fallen  upon  the 
earnest  and  constant  efforts  of  our  Bishop  and  his  little  band  of 
Clergy. 

*'Pray  ye,"  and  pay  ye,  dear  brethren,  "that  the  Lord  would

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THE  BISHOPS  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Ijaity: 

We  arc  assembled  to-day  for  tlie  sixth  time  in  the  Diocesan 
Council.  Thanks  to  the  good  Providence  of  God,  that  while  we 
miss  the  faces  of  some  who  have  heen  wont  to  meet  with  us,  we 
have  not  to  mourn  their  departure  from  this  world.  I  rejoice  to 
r«iy,  that,  in  the  eight  years  and  more  that  1  have  been  connected 
with  this  Jurisdiction,  we  have  lost  no  clergyman  by  death,  while 
resident  in  Arkansas.  Our  hearts  have  been  oftened  saddened 
bv  the  loss  of  brethren  bv  removal  to  other  fields  of  labor ;  and 
on  the  other  hand,  they  have  been  gladdened,  as  to-day,  by  the 
appearance  of  new  and  welpome  faces  in  the  midst  of  us.  It  is 
peculiarly  gratifying  to  see  so  large  an  increase  of  the  lay  ele- 
ment. Wise  was  the  Church  in  this  land  when  she  admitted  lay- 
men to  a  participation  and  voice  in  her  Councils.  Every  year 
proves  those  Dioceses  most  vigorous  and  active  where  the  laity 
take  a  lively  interest  in  the  diocesan  deliberations,  as  well  as 
in  diocesan  work,  I  believe,  that  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  will 
this  year  take  a  new  departure  for  the  better.  I  greet  you  all 
with  a  hearty  welcome  and  pray  God  that  He  may  guide  us  in 
our  labors,  and  prosper  all  our  efforts  to  make  more  efficient  for 
His  Glory  and  the  World's  good,  this  branch  of  the  Holy  Church 
Catholic. 

The  last  annual  Council  closed  its  sessions  on  the  second  of 
July.  The  day  following,  I  left  Helena  to  return  home  by  way 
of  Memphis.

Morning  Service  and  preached  in  St.  Mathew's  Church,  Jer8ey 
City,  New  Jersey.  In  the  afternoon  I  said  the  funeral  servit'e 
over  a  child.     At  night  I  preached  again  in  St.  Mathew's. 

September  16 — The  sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I  saiil 
Morning  Service  and  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Greenville,  New 
Jersey.  At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Brooklyn, 
Jjong  Island. 

September  23 — The  seventeenth  jSunday  after  Trinity.  1 
preached  in  Christ  Church,  New  York. 

September  30 — The  eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I 
preached  in  The  Church  of  the  Heavenly  Rest,  New  York  City. 

From  the  3d  of  October  to  the  25th,  inclusive,  I  was  attend- 
ing the  General  Convention  and  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts.  I  do  not  propose  to  discuss  here 
all  the  doings  of  that  body  ;  but  I  believe  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
did  truly  preside  in  that  Council  of  the  Church.     Never  have  I 
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Heen  such  an  exhibition  of  really  Catholic  feeling.  It  appeared 
to  me  that  brethren  were  just  learning  to  trust  each  other^s  hon- 
esty and  loyalty  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  If  the  spirit 
that  prevailed  there  can  henceforth  govern  our  Councils  and 
our  conduct^  there  is  a  bright  and  glorious  future  before  us.  But^ 
whatever  may  happen  in  the  days  to  come^  I  shall  ever  consider 
it  a  great  blessing  that  I  was  allowed  for  a  few  weeks  to  breathe 
that  atmosphere  of  brotherly  love,  peace  and  good  will.  The 
doings  of  the  General  Convention,  though  very  important,  as 
you  all  know,  were  of  far  less  consequence  than  the  temper 
which  it  exhibited.  I  believe  that  Council  was  the  beginning  of 
a  new  era  in  the  American  Church.

December  25 — Christmas-Day,  assisted  at  Morning  Service, 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communi'^n  in  St.  David's 
Church,  Austin,  Texas. 

December  SO — The  first  Sunday  after  Christmas,  I  assisted  at 
Morning  Service,  baptized  two  children  at  the  request  of  the 
Rev.  T.  B.  Ijee,  the  Rector,  and  preached ;  at  night  I  preached 
again  at  St.  David's,  Austin. 

January  4,  1878 — I  preached  at  night  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Brenham,  Texas,  after  Evening  Prayer  said  by  my  old  friend,  the 
Rev.  L.  P.  Rucker,  the  Rector.  In  this  County  of  Washington. 
Texas,  I  began  my  ministry  and  planted  the  Church  thirty 
years  ago.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Rucker  was  a  member  of  the  fir^t 
class  I  ever  presented  for  confirmation.  Brenham  has  so  changed 
that  I  could  find  few  of  the  localities  once  so  familiar  to  me. 
But  I  found  many  of  my  old  flock  who  have  never  been  out  of 
my  memory  and  by  whom,  as  I  found,  I  was  not  forgotten.  But, 
as  I  thought  of  that  first  Confirmation  class,  memory  summoned 
up  the  form  and  face  of  one,  once  well  known  to  some  of  you : 
one  whom  I  loved  as  a  father ;  one  whom  I  revered  for  hi> 
manly  piety  and  for  his  profound  wisdom.  No  clearer  head,  n<> 
nobler  heart  ever  found  a  place  in  the  American  Epi.scopate, 
than  those  of  Bishop  Freeman.  I  knew  him  well.  I  was  the 
first  man  that  he  ever  ordained  to  the  sacred  ministrv,  and  1 
cherish  his  memory  still  with  a  more  than  filial  love.  Few  are 
the  days  when  I  do  not  call  him  to  mind,  and  always  with  a 
blessing  on  his  name. 
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January  6 — Epiphany.  An  accident  on  the  railway  prevented 
my  reaching  Houston  last  nighty  therefore,  at  Hempstead,  after 
Morning  Prayer  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patrick,  I  said  the  Ante-Com- 
munion Service  and  preached  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Church.  At 
half  past  3  p.k.  I  took  the  train  for  Houston  and  at  night,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Clemens,  Rector,  I  preached 
in  Christ  Church,  Houston. 

January  IS — The  first  Sunday  after  Epiphany.  I  visited  and 
addressed  the  Sunday  School,  assisted  at  Morning  Service  and 
preached  in  Christ  Church,  Houston,  Texas.  At  night  I 
preached  again. 

January  18 — At  half  past  4  p.m.  I  preached  in  St.  David's 
Church,  Austin,  Texas,  and  confirmed  three  persons  and  made 
an  address.  This  confirmation  was  held  on  the  written  request 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Gregg,  the  Diocesan. 

January  W — The  second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany.  I  vis- 
ited and  addressed  the  Sunday  School.  At  11  a.m.,  in  St.  David's 
Church,  I  assisted  at  Morning  Service  and  preached.  At  night 
I  preached  a^ain. 

January  21 — I  confirmed  one  person  in  St.  David's,  and  made 
an  address.  I  this  day  gave  Rev.  David  F.  McDonald,  D.  D., 
Ijetters  Diniissorv  to  the  missionarv  Diocese  of  Northern  Cali- 
tornia.

From  that  date  until  October  last,  when 
the  Rev.  T.  M.  Thorpe  removed  to  this  field,  services  were  held 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gilbert  and  myself.  In  all, 
I  think  services  had  been  held  here  about  twenty  times  before 
the  church  was  commenced,  less  than  a  year  ago.  We  owe  this 
rapid  progress  mainly  to  Col.  J.  B.  Miluer,  by  whose  zeal  and 
energy  this  beautiful  church  has  been  pushed  so  soon  to  comple- 
tion. A  large  proportion  of  the  cost  has  been  met  by  him  and 
and  his  son-in-law^  Mr.  MacMahon.  May  God  reward  them  for 
this  good  work.

In  performing  these  acts,  I  have  traveled  8,433  miles. 

I  may  add  here  that  I  have  given  my  canonical  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  all  the  Bishops  elected  during  the  past  year. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Council,  I  have,  by  Letters  Dimissory, 
transferred  the  Rev.  William  Burt  Littlejohn,  Deacon,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  the  Rev.  David  F.  McDonald,  D.  D., 
to  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Northern  California,  and  the 
Rev.  William  M.  Noble  to  England. 

I  have  received  the  Rev.  Thomas  May  Thorpe  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Illinois,  and  the  Rev.  Daniel  Breck  Ramsey,  Deacon, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  E.  Phillips,  much  to  my  regret,  has  been  com- 
pelled, by  continual  ill  health,  to  resign  the  Rectorship  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  and  is  now  residing  in  Chicago, 
III.,  for  the  benefit  of  medical  treatment. 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Matthews  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
Grace  Church,  Jacksonport,  and  is  now  officiating  in  Mississippi. 
Both  are  still  canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

The  Rev.  P.  G,  Jenkins,  who  was  officiating  in  Louisiana  last 
year,  has  now  returned  to  the  Diocese  and  is  laboring  as  a  mis- 
sionary in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State. 

The  Rev.  F.  B.  Gilbert  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Camden,  and  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Fort  Smith. 

The  Rev.  T.  M.  Thorpe  has  resigned  his  missionary  field  in 
South  Arkansas,  and  taken  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs. 

The  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Bates- 
ville,  and  Grace  Church,  Jacksonport,  which  are  for  the  present 
united  under  one  Rector. 

By  the  changes  made  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  loss  of  clergy  by 
removal,  we  have  a  large  number  of  vacancies. 

Emanuel  Church,  Lake  Village,  is  still  without  a  minister, 
though  I  have  been  for  twelve  months  trying  to  find  a  clergy- 
man suited  to  the  place.     I  regret  this  the  more  as  the  Parish 
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is  self-supporting  and  is  offering  a  salary  sufficient  to  sustain  a 
young  man,  or  a  man  with  a  small  family.  This  is  the  only  self- 
supporting  parish  in  the  Diocese  now  vacant.  But  only  two  ont 
of  the  six  missionary  stations  are  at  present  occupied.  The  va- 
cancies, however,  are  most  of  them  recent.  Rev.  Dr.  McDon- 
ald left  Dardanelle  in  February  last,  Rev.  Mr.  Gilbert  left  Cam- 
den on  the  first  day  of  May,  the  Rev.  Dr,  Strong,  who  had  been 
officiating  at  Van  Buren  since  November  last,  departed  from  the 
field  soon  after  Easter.  He  was  not  canonically  a  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  and  has  left  us  under  painful  circumstances  which  I 
need  not  discuss  on  this  occasion.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Thorpe  has 
just  vacated  his  wide  missionary  field. 

When  we  take  these  circumstances  into  consideration,  the  out- 
look is  not  so  discouraging  as  it  would  seem  to  be  at  first  sight. 
There  has  been  scarcely  time  to  obtain  clergy  to  fill  these  vacan- 
cies, and  I  have  been  myself  so  busy  in  winding  up  my  spring 
visitations  that  I  have  been  unable  to  give  proper  attention  to 
the  matter.  I  have,  however,  taken  some  steps  in  that  direc- 
tion, and  shall  use  every  endeavor  to  secure  an  increase  of  our 
clerical  force. 

But  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  laity  to  strongly  second  my 
efforts.  The  missionary  stipend  in  any  case  is  inadequate  to  the 
support  of  a  clergyman.  It  will,  therefore,  be  needful  for  the 
Churchmen,  at  each  of  these  points,  to  do  their  utmost  towards 
increasing  the  salary  of  the  minister.  The  clergy  should  live  6^ 
faith,  but  they  can  no  more  live  on  faith  than  the  laity  can.  All 
should  remember  that  it  is  as  Christians  and  not  as  Ministers  of 
the  Gospel  that  we  are  called  to  self-denial.  Self-sacrifice  is  in- 
cumbent upon  all  alike.  The  clergy  are  not  to  bear  all  the  bur- 
dens. Every  one  must  take  his  share.  Is  it  not  a  shame  that, 
with  many,  every  retrenchment  of  expenses  begins  with  the  re- 
duction of  the  mere  pittance  given  to  the  Church  of  God !  I 
will  not  continue  this  subject — I  can  add  nothing  to  what  I  said 
last  year.  I  refer  you  to  my  address  delivered  at  the  Council  a 
year  ago.  I  spoke  God^s  truth  to  you  then.  Time  and  experi- 
ence will  prove  that  I  did  so.  Fearful  are  the  words  of  our 
Lord,  "So  is  every  one  who  is  not  rich  toward  God."  Before 
closing,  I  cannot  forbear  referring  to  the  Lambeth  Conference, 
which  is  to  meet  next  month.  I  ask  every  clergyman  in  Arkan- 
sas to  use  daily  during  the  three  weeks  of  its  sessions  and  spe- 
cially on  every  occasion  of  public  worship,  the  prayer  set  forth 
by  our  Church  to  be  said  during  the  meeting  of  Councils  Eccle- 
siastical. May  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  counsel  be  with  the 
assembled  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Communion!  I  have  for 
several  years  intended  to  be  present  at  this  Conference,  and 
through  the  kindness  of  our  venerable  Presiding  Bishop  I  have 
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heevL  assured  that  the  means  of  defraying  xnj  expenses  would 
be  supplied  me.  But  I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  absent  myself 
from  roy  work  at  this  time^  and  I^  therefore^  have  about  given 
up  all  expectation  of  sharing  in  its  deliberations.  Though  I 
have  reluctantily  relinquished  the  hope  of  attending,  yet  I  have 
done  so  with  the  less  reluctance  because  I  do  not  consider  the 
present  time  opportune  for  accomplishing  aught  toward  the  re- 
union and  unison  of  a  divided  Christendom.  The  unsettled 
state  of  affairs  in  Europe  seems  to  forbid  us  to  look  for  any  great 
results  in  that  direction. 

I  did  hope  that  this  Conference  might  be  postponed  for  a  year 
or  two.  Then  it  might  have  met  with  much  greater  chance  of 
success,  humanly  speaking.  But  God  may  overrule  all  and  make 
everything  work  for  peace.  L?t  us  pray  that  He  will  do  so ;  for 
the  greatest  of  all  good  that  can  fall  to  the  world  is,  that 
Christians  may  show  themselves  to  be  one,  as  the  Lord  besought 
that  they  might  be  in  His  great  supplication.  When  men  show 
hy  union  the  God-given  unity  of  the  Church,  "  then  will  the 
earth  give  us  increase,  and  God,  even  our  own  God  will  give  us 
His  blessing."  "  Oh,  pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem.  They 
shall  prosper  that  love  Thee ;"  and  while  we  pray  for  the  peace 
of  the  Zion  of  our  God,  let  us  cultivate  peace  among  ourselves. 
I^t  us,  shoulder  to  shoulder,  move  forward  to  conquer  this  world 
for  God,  being  sure  that  we  shall  certainly  gain  the  other  w^orld 
for  ourselves. 

Were  £  sure  that  this  is  the  last  time  that  I  am  ever  to  ad- 
dress you ;  and  God  only  knows  whether  it  may  not  be ;  were 
this  congregation  expanded  till  it  embraced  the  whole  Church  of 
God ;  and  did  I  wish  to  say  the  thing  most  important  in  this 
world  and  in  the  other  world  also,  I  would  simply  re-echo  the 
words  of  the  profoundest  of  human  writers,  secular  or  sacred, 
and  say,  "  Little  children,  love  one  another."

The  Standing  Committee  met  April  11,  1878.  Consent  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  A.  Burgess,  D.  D,  as  Bishop 
of  Quincy,  111.  Consent  was  also  given  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  George  William  Peterkin,  as  Bishop  of  West  Virginia, 
Dr.  J.  H.  Eccleston  having  declined. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  in  Little  Rock,  June  15,  1878, 
and  recommended  the  Rev.  David  Breck  Ramsey,  Deacon,  to 
the  Bishop  for  Priest's  Orders.

APPENDIX   B. 

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON   REVISION   AND   PRINTING. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  and  Printing  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report : 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Coun- 
cil of  this  Diocese,  the  Committee  met  and  revised  the  Journal. 
The  Secretary  then  re-wrote  the  journal,  after  which  it  was  again 
revised  by  the  Chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  committee,  misled  by  the  representation  of  Col.  A.  C. 
Ketchum,  of  Fort  Smith,  placed  the  MSS.  in  his  hands  for  pub- 
lication, giving  him  an  order  for  300  copies.  In  order  to  get 
the  work  done  at  all,  the  Secretary  was  obliged  to  advance  $36.50 
for  paper,  etc.,  from  the  funds  of  the  Diocese.  After  long  delay 
and  repeated  requests  by  letter  and  by  telegraph,  and  without 
sending  proof  sheet,  for  revision,  Col.  Ketchum  sent  to  the  Com- 
mittee a  bundle  of  pamphlets  which  he  dignified  by  the  name  of 
Journal.  It  is  probable  that  there  never  have  been  seen  so  many 
errors  in  a  work  of  that  size.  The  committee  refused  to  receive 
these  pamphlets.  The  Chairman  then,  as  the  Treasury  was  ex- 
lausted,  ordered  the  printing  of  the  Journal  at  his  own  expense,

by  the  Gazette  office  in  Little  Rock,  at  the  cost  of  ^66  ;  ^6  of 
this  was  paid  by  the  Diocese,  the  remainder,  f  61,  by  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee.  This  sum  they  ask  the  Council  to 
refund.  The  Committee  regret  the  delay  of  publication,  but 
they  have  done  their  best  to  correct  their  errors.  They  have 
given  to  the  Church  a  decently  printed  Journal,  and  now  throw 
themselves  upon  the  generosity  of  the  Council,  and  ask  to  be  re- 
lieved from  the  burden  they  are  now  carrying. 
In  conclusion  they  offer  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  and  is  hereby 
ordered  to  pay  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Revision 
and  Printing,  the  sum  of  $61.

APPENDIX  H. 

CHANGES   IN   THE  CONSTITUTION    AND   CANONS. 

Title  IV,  Canon  I,  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  new  section 
o  be  numbered  12^  as  follows: 

Sec.  12.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  vestry- 
nan,  or  other  elective  office,  the  vestry  shall  have  power,  how- 
iver,  to  fill  it  at  any  meeting.     (Vide  Journal  1873,  p.  10.) 
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Art.  v.^  of  the  Constitution  amended  as  follows:  Strike  out 
the  following  words  in  the  first  and  second  lines :  "On  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May,"  and  insert  the  following:  "at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Council  from  time  to  time  may  determine ;  and  in 
case  of  its  failure  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  time  and 
place."     (Vide  Journal,  1875,  p.  16.) 

Title  I,  Canon  XIII,  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  Tiiere 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Council  an  officer  learned  in  the  law, 
under  the  title  of  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  act  as  the  legal  counselor  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  in  matters  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church, 
as  his  professional  counsel  may  be  asked  or  required.  As  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Diocese  he  shall  be  ex  officio  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  Council,  with  all  the  privileges  of  Lay  membership,  and  in 
oasc  of  a  vote  by  orders,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  vote  as 
a  Parish.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy,  the 
Annual  Council  next  ensuing,  shall  elect  a  successor  for  the  full 
term  of  three  years.     (Vide  Journal,  1878,  p.  12.) 

Title  I,  Canon  IX,  sec.  2.  A  Trustee  shall  be  annually  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Trustee  of 
the  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund,  and  who  shall  be  specially 
charged  with  responsibility  for  the  accumulation  and  investment 
of  said  fund.  As  often  as  the  amount  received  by  him  shall 
aggregate  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  he  shall  invest  the  same,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese.  When  the  accumulation  of  said  fund  will  so  warrant, 
it  is  made  the  duty  of  said  Trustee,  acting  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  to  first  provide  a  per- 
manent residence  for  the  Bishop  out  of  said  fund.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  Trustee  to  make  annual  reports  to  the  Council 
of  the  condition  of  said  fund  and  of  the  investment  thereof. 
(Vide  Journal,  1878,  p.  15.) 

Title  I,  Canon  I,  sec,  2.  Add  to  the  end  of  said  section  the 
following  words:  Provided,  further,  that  such  Parish  shall  have 
furnished  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Council  of  the  payment  of 
the  last  annual  pro  rata  assessment  for  Diocesan  expenses ;  and, 
that  until  such  evidence  shall  have  been  furnished,  or  the  Parish 
shall  have  been  excused  by  the  Council  from  such  requirement, 
»uch  Parish  shall  not  be  entitled  to  representation  in  such  Coun- 
cil.   rVide  Journal,  1878,  p.  16.)

The  Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  assembled  in  Christ  Church 
this  day,  pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  Annual  Council  of  1878.

At  3  o'clock  p.  M.  the  Council  reassembled. 

Owing  to  sickness  in  his  femily,  Mr.  L.  H.  Boots  tendered 
his  resignation  as  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and 
Prof.  J.  B.  Gordon  was  duly  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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Mr.  P.  O.  Thweatt  moved  to  repeal  the  amendment  to  Section 
2,  Canon  1,  Title  1,  found  on  page  16  of  the  Journal  of  1878, 
which  reads  as  follows : 

^'Provided,  further^  That  such  Parish  shall  have  furnished 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Council  of  the  payment  of  the  last 
annual  pro  rata  assessment  for  Diocesan  expenses;  and  that, 
until  such  evidence  shall  have  been  furnished^  or  the  Parish 
shall  have  been  excused  by  the  Council  from  such  requirement, 
such  Parish  shall  not  be  entitled  to  representation  in  such 
Council." 

Whereupon  the  Council,  by  vote,  repealed  the  same. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons, 
as  follows,  was  received  and  adopted : 

"The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  recommend 
the  following  as  an  amendment  to  Section  2,  Canon  1,  Title  1: 
Add  to  the  end  of  Section  2,  as  originally  adopted,  the  following 
words : 

"Each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  shall  annually  contribute 
toward  the  Diocesan  expenses  one-half  as  many  dollars  as  there 
are  resident  Communicants  in  said  Parish,  who  have  communed 
during  the  year,  ending  on  the  Epiphany  day  last,  preceding 
the  meeting  of  the  Council  to  which  the  payments  are  to  be 
made. 

"  This  assessment  is  hereby  imposed  on  the  Vestry  in  each 
Parish. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  of  each  Parish,  or,  in 
his  absence,  of  the  Senior  Warden,  annually,  on  or  before  the 
first  Sunday  in  February  in  each  year,  to  report  to  the  Vestry, 
in  writing,  the  number  of  persons  resident  in  the  Parish  who 
have  communed  at  least  once  during  the  year,  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  last  previous  Epiphany  day. 

"The  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Parish  to  the  Diocesan 
Council  shall,  as  a  necessary  part  of  their  credentials,  present 
to  the  Council  the  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  or 
other  satisfactory  evidence  showing  the  payment  of  this  assess- 
ment. 
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'^Profdded,  That  the  Council,  when  formally  organized,  may, 
for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  excuse  any  delinquent  Parish 
from  the  payment  of  any  portion  or  all  of  this  assessment.

Resolved,  That  when  this  Council  adjourn,  it  acyoum  to  meet  in  Christ 
Church,  little  Rock,  on  the  Thursday  after  Easter,  A.  D.  1S80. 

The  Rev.  D.  McManus  then  offered  the  following,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Council : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  procure  the  printing  of  500 
copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council,  and  that  the  expenses  incurred  in  print- 
ing and  distributing  the  same  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diooese  on 
presentation  of  the  proper  vouchers. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  received : 

"  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows : 
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"  Year  after  year  we  are  called  to  report  upon  the  progress 
of  our  work^  and  summing  up  all  that  has  been  said  in  the  past, 
with  the  facts  of  the  present  before  us^  and  anticipating  the 
future  as  well^  we  cannot  but  lament  that  we  have  so  little  to 
report  of  an  encouraging  character;  that  so  extensive  a  field  as 
Arkansas  presents,  should  have  remained  so  long  a  time  com- 
paratively unoccupied,  by  this  Church,  may  seem  strange  to 
those  unacquainted  with  the  peculiar  difficulties  to  be  met  and 
overcome. 

"  We  allow  that  this  is  a  hard  and  uninviting  field  for  the 
Clergy ;  nothing  but  hard  work,  rough  usage  and  a  meagre  sup- 
port, in  old  as  well  as  new  places,  invite  to  duty.  Everywhere 
throughout  the  State  we  find  the  scattered  sheep  of  our  fold,  and 
many  of  them  are  lefl  w^ithout  a  shepherd ;  and  while  our 
Parishes  do,  in  form,  though  not  in  fact,  include  them,  still  the 
church  means  to  do  them  service — remembering  them  in  her 
daily  prayers,  following  them,  reminding  them  of  the  solemn 
vows  and  tender  recollections  of  their  consecration  to  God. 
The  Church  never  means  to  forget  or  forsake  them,  because 
they  are  precious  in  the  sight  of  God.  But  it  must  be  confessed 
that  our  words  given  out  in  this  form,  tender  and  loving  though 
they  be,  supply  but  a  poor  medium  of  sympathy. 

"  We  apprehend  that  one  of  the  chief  drawbacks  to  the 
greater  usefulness  of  the  Church  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
the  Laity,  in  their  kindness,  leave  quite  too  much  of  the  Church's 
work  to  the  Clergy. 

"  The  blessed  privilege  of  giving  money  for  charitable  and 
benevolent  purposes  is  too  often  supposed  to  be  the  measure  of 
duty,  and  these  matters  are  allowed  to  rest  under  the  violent 
presumption  that  the  Minister  can  and  will  do  the  rest.  A  warm, 
generous  sympathy  permeating  the  whole  body  of  the  Church 
cannot  fail  to  give  active  vitality  to  all  our  religious  enterprises, 
and  unify  the  body  of  Christ. 

"  Our  centers  of  Church  work  are  not  kept  up  to  the  full 
measure  of  our  ability;  and  here,  perhaps,  we  may,  with 
humility,  say  that  our  consecration  to  our  high  and  holy  privi- 
leges fall  below  the  standard  of  our  better  judgment. 
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*'  We  have  examined  reports  from  eleven  Parishes  as  compared 
with  twenty-two  last  year.  Howto  account  for  this  falling  off  is  not 
so  easy,  unless  it  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  places 
named  in  last  year's  report  have  neither  Rector  nor  Wardens. 
The  omission  shows  a  large  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Com- 
municants, amounting  to  190;  and  with  those  added  in  on  the 
basis  of  last  year's  report,  and  with  all  that  have  been  confirmed 
this  year,  still  there  is  a  deficit  of  about  37.  One  Parish  report- 
ing 100  Communicants  last  year,  reports  only  60  this  year,  and 
the  same  is  true  of  several  others,  but  not  so  in  the  same  degree. 
It  is  not  numbers,  however,  that  make  up  the  true  strength  of 
the  Church,  nor  does  flaming  adjectives  and  vague  generalities 
tell  the  true  state  of  facts,  even  in  the  hands  of  careful  men ;  still 
the  Church  cannot  afford  to  stand  before  the  world  with  words 
upon  her  lips  calculated  to  deceive. 

"  We  cannot  resist  the  conviction  that  comes  from  the  fact 
that  in  the  near  future  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  will  be  able  to 
launch  a  scheme  by  the  building  of  a  Cathedral  with  its  accesso- 
ries, which  will  give  new  life  to  the  Church  in  Arkansas ;  although 
we  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  Church  is,  in  temporal  and  spiritual 
matters,  somewhat  in  advance  of  any  previous  year  in  the  last 
decade. 

"  The  limited  time  allowed  your  Committee  has  precluded 
the  possibility  to  refer  to  the  importance  of  a  general  and  local 
Missionary  organizations  as  a  means  of  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  Church.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

Again  we  are  assembled  in  Diocesan  Council,  and  now  for 
the  seventh  time.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  changes. 
The  Rev.  F.  B.  Gilbert  has  been  forced,  by  ill  health,  to  seek  a 
milder  climate.  The  Rev.  Thomas  May  Thorpe  has  severed  his 
connection  with  the  Parish  of  St.  Luke^s,  Hot  Springs,  and  is 
for  the  present  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Diocese  of 
Missouri,  though  still  Canonically  resident  in  Arkansas.  This 
diminution  of  our  Clerical  force  is  very  painful  to  me.  I  did 
hope  a  year  ago  that  we  should  retain  what  we  had  and  increase 
our  numbers.  But  every  year  brings  its  disappointments  and 
stimulates  hope  anew.  To  cou*nterbalance,  in  a  measure,  these 
losses,  we  have  the  return  to  Arkansas  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Mat- 
thews, who  was,  at  the  time  of  the  last  Annual  Council,  resident 
in  Mississippi.  Last  fall  I  received  into  the  Diocese,  from  the 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Colorado,  the  Rev.  D.  Converse. 
He  labored  very  acceptably  for  several  months  at  Prescott  and 
Arkadelphia,  and  subsequently  at  Camden;  but,  much  to  my 
regret,  has  taken  Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  Rev.  Wm.  E.  Phillips,  who  has  been  several  years 
resident  at  Chicago,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Illi- 
nois. 

But  among  the  changes  of  the  past  twelve  months  there  are 
others  well  calculated  to  demand  our  closer  and  more  thoughtful 
attention.  In  my  last  Annual  Address  I  coy  Id  say  that  since 
my  connection  with  the  Diocese  "  we  have  lost  no  Clergymen, 
by  death,  while  resident  in  Arkansas!*'  I  cannot  repeat  that 
saying  to-day.  In  less  than  a  week  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  Council,  on  June  23d,  being  the  first  Sunaay  after  Trinity, 
at  Des  Arc,  Arkansas,  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Trezevant,  M.  D., 
entered  into  rest  and  became  a  dweller  in  the  Paradise  of  Ood. 
I  shall  not  here  attempt  to  give  a  biographical  sketch  of  Dr. 
Trezevant.  I  trust  that  such  a  sketch  will  be  prepared  and 
entered  upon  our  Journal.  Suffice  here  to  say,  that  in  early  life 
he  cherished  the  purpose  of  entering  upon  the  work  of  the  sacred 
Ministry.  This  he  subsequently  relinquished  and  became  a 
member  of  the  medical  profession,  in  which  he  practiced  with 
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great  skill  and  good  success.  But  he  could  not  forget  that  he 
had  in  thought  devoted  himself  to  the  Holy  Priesthood.  After 
much  deliberation  and  correspondence  with  his  old  friend  and 
teacher,  the  Bishop  of  Pittsburgh,  and  myself,  he  reaolved  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  cherished  in  his  youth.  He  had  kept  up 
in  no  small  degree  his  theological  reading  and  his  well-trained 
mind  enabled  him  to  readily  prepare  for  Deacon's  orders,  and 
on  the  19th  of  December,  1873,  he  was  made  a  Deacon  in  Grace 
Church,  Jacksonport.  He  began  his  ministry  in  Des  Arc,  where 
he  had  practiced  medicine  for  years,  and  his  success  in  his  old 
home  and  among  his  old  friends,  affords  high  testimony  to  Dr. 
Trezevant's  Christian  character  as  a  Layman.  Though  cut  off 
for  a  long  time  from  the  privileges  of  the  Church,  he  so  bore 
himself  that  the  whole  community  looked  upon  him  as  most 
meet  for  his  high  office.  Had  he  remained  in  Des  Arc,  I  am 
convinced  we  should  have  there  at  this  time  a  well  established 
Parish.  But  his  medical  skill  caused  his  old  patients  to 
frequently  importune  him  to  resume  his  practice.  This  led  him 
to  seek  a  new  field  of  labor,  and  the  following  spring  he  took 
charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesville,  where  he  labored  with 
marked  success.  On  St.  Matthias'  day,  1875,  Dr.  Trezevaut 
was  ordered  Priest  in  St.  John's  Church,  Helena.  In  the  early 
part  of  1878,  finding  that  the  3alary  at  Batesville  was  inadequate 
to  the  support  of  his  family,  and  also  that  his  health  was  failing, 
he  resigned  his  charge  and,  returning  to  Des  Arc,  resumed  the 
practice  of  his  former  profession.  He  did  not  abandon  the  work 
of  the  Ministry.  Both  he  and  I  were  corresponding  in  regard 
to  some  field  that  would  afford  him  the  very  moderate  salary  of 
$1000.  He  had  resigned  a  practice  worth  more  than  three 
times  that  sum,  and  did  so  cheerfully.  It  seemed  hard  that  the 
Church  could  not  afford  him  sufficient  to  keep  him  from  debt 
and  want.  What  share  his  disappointments  had  in  hastening 
the  crisis  of  the  fell  disease  which  had  already  seized  upon  him, 
I  do  not  know ;  but  I  do  know  that  care  and  chagrin  are  not 
conducive  to  health,  and  God  knows  how  little  self-sacrifice  and 
show  of  kindness  is  required  on  the  p^rt  of  the  Laity  to  lift 
these  from  the  heart  of  many  a  weary  and  drooping  Priest  of 
God.  But  hia  cares  are  over,  and  he  is  at  rest.  Remember  in 
your  prayers  the  loved  ones  he  has  leflb  behind  him. 

Scarcely  less  grievous  is  the  loss  which  our  Diocese  has  sus- 
tained in  the  death  of  one  who  deliberated  with  you  a  year  ago— 
widely  known  and  as  widely  esteemed  was  the  Lay  Deputy  from 
St.  Paul's,  Batesville,  Mr.  Allen  D.  Ramsey.  I  say  widely 
known,  though  his  was  a  life  comparatively  uneventful  in  its 
outward  circumstances;  but  the  light  within  was  so  pure  that  it 
shone  forth  in  all  directions,  and  led  men  to  glorify  our  Father 
in  Heaven.     He  was  indeed  a  living  Epistle,  wherein  all  who 
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beheM  could  read  the  beauty  and  truth  of  our  holy  religion. 
Though  he  was  called  away  s^uddenly,  without  a  moment^s  warn- 
inj^,  no  one  who  knew  hira  had  the  least  doubt  of  his  readiness 
to  go ;  all  felt  assured  of  the  thoroughness  of  his  preparation. 
The  peace  of  God  was  with  him  in  Hie,  and  he  rests  in  peace. 
Who  will  rise  up  to  taKe  his  place  and  endeavor  to  fill  it? 

I  cannot  forbear  mentioning  here,  though  very  briefly,  the 
departure  into  life  of  one  formerly  a  member  of  this  body,  but 
lately  connected  with  the  Dioces<^  of  Mississippi.  I  refer  to  my 
son  in  the  Gospel  Ministry,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Burt  Littlejohn. 
His  career  as  a  Minister  of  our  Communion  was  short.  But  he 
did  good  service  and  gave  promise  of  yet  greater  things  in  the 
(lays  to  come.  God  called  him  early  and  he  fell,  as  every  Chris- 
tian man  should  wish  to  fall — at  the  post  of  duty.  While  min- 
istering to  his  flock,  sorely  smitten  by  the  yellow  fever  epidemic, 
and  contending  bravely  against  the  destroyer,  he  was  stricken 
down.  His  was  a  noble  death,  which,  perhaps,  accomplished  as 
luurh  for  God  and  His  Chur  ;h,  as  long  years  of  labor  would 
have  done.  It  is  when  the  pestilence  sweeps  over  the  land  that 
we  see  the  difference  between  the  hireling  and  the  true  Pastor. 
Ix:t  us  thank  God  for  every  addition  to  the  Noble  Army  of 
Martvrs. 

It  now  becomes  my  duty  to  lay  l>efore  you  some  account  of 
my  labors  during  the  past  year.  Several  things  have  conspired 
to  keep  me  at  home  more  than  in  previous  years.  First  the 
epidemic  interrupted  travel  so  as  to  render  it  impossible  for  me 
to  continue  my  visitations  until  late  in  the  fall.  Then  the  great 
cold  of  the  early  winter,  the  severest  I  have  known  in  Arkansas, 
rendered  it  unadvisable  to  start  to  work  until  the  latter  part  of 
January;  for  few  of  our  Churches  are  well  prepared  for  cold 
weather,  and  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  draw  out  fair 
congregations,  at  such  series  of  services  as  I  am  wont  to  hold  at 
the  points  visited.  The  larger  part  of  the  general  work  in  the 
Diocese  has,  therefore,  been  condensed  into  less  than  five 
months.  In  presenting  this  abstract  of  my  journal,  I  would 
remind  you  that  it  presents  very  imperfectly  the  amount  of 
labor  done  and  shows  nothing  of  the  cares,  sorrows,  vexations, 
and  trials  of  a  Bishop^s  life.  Only  a  Bishop  fully  understands 
the  significance  of  St.  PauPs  words — "  Besides  those  things  that 
are  without,  that  which  cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all 
the  Churches." 
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ABSTRACT  OF  JOURNAL. 


Tuesday,  June  18,  1878 — Immediately  after  the  adjournaient 
of  the  last  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  I  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  and  ordered  Priest,  the  Kev.  Daniel  Brook 
Ramsey,  Deacon.  All  the  Clergy  present  at  the  Council  assisted 
in  the  services  and  joined  in  the  imposition  of  hands.  The 
Holy  Communion  I  celebrated  unassisted,  as  the  rubric  fc=eems 
to  require.  Tidings  of  the  dangerous  illness  of  Rev.  R.  B. 
Trezevant,  M.  D.,  readied  us  yesterday,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bruce 
hastened  to  his  bedside,  at  Des  Arc.  On  the  20th,  Mr.  Bruce 
returned  to  Little  Rock  and  reported  Dr.  Trezevant  more  com- 
fortable; though  smitten  with  a  fatal  disease,  he  did  not  apj^iear 
to  be  in  immediate  danger  of  death.  There  was  a  probability 
of  him  lingering  for  weeks,  if  not  for  months.  Under  these 
circumstances,  I  resolved  to  postpone  our  intended  visit  to  him 
for  a  week  or  ten  days.  But  I  was  never  to  see  his  beloved  fare 
again  in  this  world.  On  the  following  Sunday  he  breathed  hi? 
last,  and  the  first  notice  I  had  of  his  death  was  a  letter  inform- 
ing me  of  his  burial  at  Des  Arc,  on  the  24th  of  June. 

June  23 — First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  I  assisted  at  morning  service  and  preached ;  at 
night,  I  assisted  in  the  services. 

June  SO — The  second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  assisted  at  morn- 
ing service,  and  at  night  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Little 
Rock. 

July  6 — Received  "Letters  Dimissory"  transferring  Mr. 
Frank  E.  Bridges,  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Mississippi  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

July  7 — The  third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  in  the  morning,  assisted  in  saying  service,  preached 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion ;  also  assisted  at  evening 
service. 

July  14 — The  fourth  Sunday  aft«r  Trinity,  in  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  assisted  at  morning  service  and  preached,  and 
assisted  at  evening  service. 

July  21 — The  fifth  Sunday  aft;er  Trinity,  in  Christ  Charcli, 
Little  Rock,  assisted  at  morning  service  and  preached,  and 
assisted  at  evening  service. 

July  28 — The  sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  St.  Augustine's 
Chapel,  at  the  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  I 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  early  service,  and 
attended  the  morning  and  evening  services. 

July  29 — Attended  morning  prayer  in  the  Chapel;  during

the  day  attending  the  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South. 

July  30 — Attending  seasions  of  Board,  etc. 

July  -31 — At  the  Board,  etc. 

August  1 — Attended  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  and  session  of  the  Board  ;  at  night,  attended 
Prof.  McCrady's  lecture  on  Biology. 

August  2 — Occupied  in  the  business  of  the  Board. 

August  3 — At  the  Board;  at  night,  heard  Prof.  McCrady's 
lecture. 

August  4, — The  seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  at 
St.  AugUiitine^s  Chapel,  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  at  morning  service. 

August  5 — At  tiie  session  of  the  Board;  at  night,  attended 
Prof.  McCrady's  lecture.  All  who  listened  to  these  masterly 
lectures  were  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  Dr.  McCrady 
hu.s  no  superior  among  the  scientists  of  the  age,  while  he  is  a 
devout  Christian.  The  Board  adjourned  to-day,  and  I  cannot 
forbear  saying  that  never  has  the  University  seemed  to  me  in  so 
hopeful  a  condition  as  at  present;  with  a  faculty  inferior  to  none 
in  the  land;  with  a  curriculum  as  extensive  as  the  best  of  our 
universities ;  with  methods  of  study  enlightened  and  thorough, 
this  grand  Christian  educational  institution  is  worthy  of  the 
supyu>rt  and  patronage  of  every  Churchman  of  the  South,  and 
indeed  of  the  whole  country.  Hitherto  Arkansas  has  done  but 
little  toward  sustaining  it,  otherwise  than  by  furnishing  students. 
I  trust  the  day  is  not  far  off*  when  we  may  contribute  our  fair 
(juota  toward  the  endowments  necessary  to  make  it  conform,  in 
all  respects,  to  the  grand  ideal  sketched  in  the  minds  of  the  noble 
founders.  I  can  recommend  it  most  heartily  to  all  who  have 
sons  to  educute.  Nowhere  can  y©u  find  such  great  advantages 
on  so  reasonable  terms. 

August  11 — The  eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,I  assisted  at  morning  service  and  preached ; 
also  assisted  at  evening  service. 

August  14 — Owing  to  the  yellow  fever  epidemic  existing  east 
<»f  the  Mississippi  River,  Little  Rock  established  a  quarantine. 
This  prevented  my  visiting  several  points  and  doing  much  work 
laid  out  for  the  summer  months ;  for  should  I  leave  home,  a 
return  might  become  impossible  at  any  time.  I  therefore  devoted 
most  of  the  time  to  study. 

August  18 — The  ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  I  preached  at  night.  Owing  to  ill  health,  I  did  not 
attend  morning  service. 

Augustus — The  tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  assisted  at  morning  service,  preached  and  assisted 
at  evening  service. 

AugvM  29 — In  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  assisted  by  the 
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Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper,  Rector,  I  joined  in  Holy  Matrimony  the 
Rev.  Frank  B.  Gilbert,  B.  D.,  Rector  of  St.'  John's  Church, 
Fort  Smith,  Arkansas,  and  Miss  Lizzie  Darden,  of  Little  Rock. 

September  I — The  eleventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  at  morning  service,  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  at  night  preached. 

September  8 — The  twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  assisted  at 
morning  and  evening  service  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock. 

September  11 — At  Little  Rock,  1'  confirmed,  in  private,  a 
sick  man  and  his  wife,  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper  presenting  the 
candidates. 

September  16 — ^The  thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  1  assisted  at  morning  service,  and  at  night 
I  preached. 

September  2^ — The  fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  at  the  morning  service  and 
preached ;  at  night,  I  assisted  in  the  service. 

Septemher  29 — The  fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  at  morning  service  and  preached  ; 
at  night,  I  assisted  in  the  service. 

September  30 — I  transferred,  by  Letters  Dimissory,  the  Rev. 
William  E.  Phillips  to  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  Chicago. 

October  5 — Visited  a  sick  person  and  vsaid  the  office  appointed. 

October  6 — The  sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  ChvUx 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  at  morning  service  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion ;  at  night,  I  preached. 

October  13 — The  seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  at  morning  service  and  preached; 
at  night,  I  assisted  in  the  service. 

October  20 — The  eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  at  morning  service;  at  3  P.  M.  I 
preached  at  the  Rectory  to  a  congregation  of  colored  people; 
at  night,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church. 

October  25 — Attended  evening  prayer  in  Christ  Church. 

October  27 — The  nineteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  assisted! 
at  morning  service,  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  preached; 
at  3  p.  M.,  assisted  at  a  funeral ;  at  night,  assisted  in  the  service* 
and  confirmed  three  persons  (one  male  and  two  females)  and  ad- 
dressed the  class. 

November  3 — The  twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  at  morning  service  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion ;  at  night,  I  preached.

Miles  traveled  in  performing  these 
duties,  5,367. 

In  order  that  you  may  have  a  better  view  of  the  condition 
of  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  I  add  the  following  items: 

The  church  building  at  Arkadelphia,  which  was  in  danger  of 
being  lost  to  us  by  a  builder's  lien^  upon  it,  has  been  freed  from 
debt  and  so  saved. 

At  Hope  a  new  Church  has  been  built  and  completed  so  ftr 
as  to  be  available  for  services. 

Grace  Church,  Phillips  County,  has  done  a  good  work  in 
erecting  a  Rectory.    Advance  has  been  made  toward  the  finishing 
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of  the  interioi's  of  St.  Paul^s  Church,  Fayetteville,  and  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Dardanelle ;  and  bells  have  been  put  up  by 
Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  and  St.  PauPs  Church,  Batesville. 

All  these  things  are  evidences  of  progress. 

The  Rev.  D.  MoManus,  who  was  without  charge  at  the  time 
of  our  last  Council,  has  become  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Phil- 
lips County.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  Matthews  has  returned  to  Arkan- 
sas and  taken  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren,  and  St. 
Paul's*  Church,  Dardanelle.  He  is  giving  occasional  services  at 
Russellville  and  other  intervening  points. 

The  Rev.  P.  G.  Jenkins  has  taken  up  his  residence  at  Rich- 
mond, and  is  devoting  the  most  of  his  time  to  that  place  and 
Rocky  Comfort.  But  he  is  holding  occasional  services  at  various 
other  points  in  southwestern  Arkansas. 

A  Clergyman  has  been  called  to  iill  the  vacancy  in  the 
Rectorship  of  St.  John^s  Church,  Fort  Smith. 

Here  I  end  my  items  of  an  -encouraging  character,  and  I 
cannot  but  despond  when  I  think  of  the  numerous  vacancies 
existing  in  the  Diocese,  and  my  want  of  success  in  filling  them. 
We  need  a  Clergyman  at  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  and  at  St. 
John's,  Camden;  also  one  to  take  charge  of  St.  James,  Prescott, 
with  St.  Mark's,  Arkadelphia;  also  another  for  Grace  Church, 
Washington,  and  the  Church  at  Hope;  and  lastly,  one  for 
Immanuel  Church,  I^ake  Village.  Here  are  five  vacancies,  and 
these  points,  leaving  out  of  account  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs, 
which,  I  trust,  will  soon  call  a  Rector,  can  offer  salaries  of  $550 
to  $7()0  per  annum,  if  the  Missionary  stipend  be  added  to  what 
will  be  contributed  by  the  Parishes  themselves.  I  know  these 
incomes  are  not  temptations  to  our  young  and  unmarried  Clergy, 
but  they  are  such  as  a  man  without  a  family  can,  by  economy, 
live  upon.  They  are  far  greater  than  I  myself  received  the  first 
four  years  of  my  Ministry,  and  I  believe  there  are  young  Cler- 
gymen who  will  cheerfully  live  upon  the  salaries  here  oflered, 
and  even  upon  less,  if  thev  can  work  under  better  auspices. 
No  wonder  that  a  young  Minister  becomes  disheartened  when 
left  to  struggle  alone  against  all  the  diflSculties  which  his  inexpe- 
rience encounters  in  the  Missionary  field.  Our  Lord  sent  nis 
Disciples  out  two  by  two.  He  knew  that  his  Ministers  must 
ever  feel,  more  or  less,  a  sense  of  isolation.  He  knew  that  they 
would  ever  be,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  sharers  of  his  loneli- 
ness; hence,  he  provided  that  they  should  have  companionship. 
Well  will  it  be  for  the  Church  in  this  land  when  she  learns  and 
feels  that  Christ's  plan  is  the  wisest,  best  and  most  efficient  one. 
Every  year  presents  us  with  a  list  of  vacancies  at  the  points 
where  the  Church  has  already  set  up  her  standard.  Every  year 
new  places  are  springing  up  along  our  railways  and  rivers  which 
the  Church  should  occupy.     But  the  work  before  us  cannot  be 
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adequately  accomplished  by  any  methods  heretofore  employed 
in  Arkansas ;  and  yet  laborers  can  be  peciired  and  retained  by 
the  adoption  of  a  better  system.  I  can  do  no  more  than  I  am 
doing,  if  our  present  plan  of  working  be  adhered  to,  nor  do  I 
think  more  can  be  done,  for  I  certainly  have  spared  no  efforts. 
But  I  believe  success  will  crown  our  efforts  if,  humbly  seekinjr 
the  Divine  Blessing,  we  work  in  the  right  mode,  and  that  mode 
is  the  one  established,  as  I  believe,  by  the  inspired  Apostles,  and 
employed  by  the  Primitive  Church.  Your  Bishop  has  never 
been  in  the  position  in  which  God  intended  him  to  be  placed. 
He  has  no  center  to  work  from ;  he  has  no  stand-point  from 
which  he  may  operate  efficiently ;  he  has  no  reserved  corps  from 
which  to  reinforce  our  struggling  forces  when  likely  to  be  driven 
back  and  overwhelmed  by  our  adversaries.  And  the  question 
for  our  Council  to  decide  is  this:  Shall  the  blunders  of  the 
past  be  repeated,  or  will  you  place  your  Bishop  in  this  young 
Diocese,  in  the  position  where  he  can  work  hopefully  and 
efficiently  for  God  and  His  Church?  I  shall  lay  before  you 
plainly  and  succinctly  what,  in  my  opinion,  ought  to  be  done^ 
and  then  I  shall  leave  you  to  say  whether  the  Church  in  Arkan- 
sas will,  through  you,  approve  of  the  plan  and  aid  me,  as  you 
may  be  able,  in  carrying  it  into  operation. 

If  you  will  search  the  annals  of  the  Primitive  Church,  you 
will  find  that  for  many  centuries  there  was  no  Bishop  without 
his  Cathedral.  A  Cathedral  does  not  imply  a  magnificent  struct- 
ure and  great  endowments.  The  building  may  be  of  humblest 
construction  and  of  diminutive  size.  Its  revenues  may  be  only 
the  free-will  offerings  of  God's  poor.  But  it  is  the  Church  where 
the  Bishop  has  his  See ;  where  the  services  are  under  his  full 
control ;  where  he  may  gather  a  band  of  faithful  co-workers, 
and  where,  as  from  a  center,  he  may  carry  on  the  Missionary 
work  of  the  Church.  Originally,  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
were  connected  with  the  Cathedral,  and  the  different  congrega- 
tions, however  numerous  or  strong,  were  mere  appendages  to  it. 
But  the  Congregationalism  which  has  unfortunately  grown  up 
in  very  modern  times,  and  become  like  an  excresence  upon  the 
Catholic  and  Primitive  system,  renders  this  no  longer  practic- 
able. Yet  we  may  make  such  approximations  to  the  ancient 
system,  as  the  changed  circumstances  may  admit  of,  and  the 
Bishop  may  hold  his  old  position,  exercise  under  proper  restric- 
tions his  rightful  and  God-given  authority,  and  work  efficiently 
in  fulfilling  the  great  commission  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature.  On  him  rests  a  responsibility  such  as  no  Lay- 
man and  no  Priest  is  called  upon  to  bear,  and  he  can  be  allowed 
to  act  freely  and  be  aided  in  meeting  it.  Another  thing  is  clear 
to  every  student  of  ecclesiastical  history — the  Bishop's  Cathedral 
was  always  in  a  chief  city  and  generally  in  the  political  capital 
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of  the  district.  This  was  in  accordance  with  common  sense, 
and  the  reasons  for  it  were  so  obvious  that  we  need  not  dwell 
upon  them. 

Now  what  I  desire  and  propose  to  do^  is  simply  this :  To  fix 
ray  See  and  to  plant  a  Bishop's  Church — a  Cathedral — here  in  this 
v\iy  of  Little  Rock,  the  capital,  the  chief  city  and  the  center  of 
the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  wish  to  connect  with  this  Church  a 
corps  of  Clergy  not  less  than  four  in  number  at  first,  which 
Dumber  I  hope  to  see  increased  till  it  eventually  reaches  six  or 
eight.  I  propose  that  these  shall  be  all  unmarried  men,  and 
that  they  shall  have  a  common  home  in  a  Clergy  house  near  the 
Cathedral.  Over  these,  as  i^oon  as  circumstances  permit,  is  to  be 
placed  a  Clergyman  of  experience  and  maturity  in  years,  who 
shall  be  Dean.  These  Clergy  are  to  be  employed  in  extending 
the  Church  in  the  city  and  in  planting  it  in  every  town  and  vil- 
lage along  the  railway  lines  leading  out  of  Little  Rock.  While 
the  services  are  regularly  kept  up  at  the  Cathedral  by  a  part  of 
the  force,  the  rest  will  hold  Sunday  and  weekly  services  at  the 
various  accessible  points.  In  case  a  Missionary  station  already 
occupied  becomes  vacant,  if  said  station  is  r**mote  from  Little 
Rock,  one  of  the  Cathedral  Clergy  will  be  detailed  to  continue 
the  work  there  till  the  vacancy  can  be  filled.  Should  much  time 
elapse  before  this  is  accomplished,  the  Clergyman  detailed  to 
this  duty  may,  after  a  month  or  so,  return  to  the  Clergy-house 
and  another  take  his  place.  If  he  wishes  to  become  the  settled 
Missionary  at  said  point  he  can  do  so,  if  he  is  acceptable  to  the 
people  there,  and  a  new  Clergyman  will  take  his  place  at  the 
Cathedral. 

Again.  All  vacant  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  are,  by  Section  1, 
Canon  1,  Title  2,  placed  under  the  Pastoral  care  of  the  Bishop, 
and  it  is  his  duty  to  see,  so  far  as  he  can,  that  they  are  provided 
with  services.  With  the  proposed  system  well  at  work,  I  could 
meet  this  obligation  fully  by  sending  a  Minister  to  occupy  the 
point  till  another  Rector  was  chosen.  For  I  hold  it  of  more 
importance  to  maintain  the  positions  already  attained,  than  to 
make  new  advances.  A  strong  Parish  suffers  much  more  from 
the  interruption  of  regular  services,  than  a  recently  occupied 
Missionary  station  does. 

I  could  go  much  farther  into  particulars,  but  I  trust  this  brief 
sketch  of  the  plan  of  working  will  be  sufficient  for  the  present. 
I  will  add  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  must  do  something 
for  the  religious  training  of  the  freedraen.  That  work  also  I 
propose  to  enter  upon,  and  design  to  begin  it  by  so  constructing 
the  Cathedral  that  the  colored  people  may  find  in  it  as  comfort- 
able seats  as  are  furnished  for  the  whites.  Of  course  the  two 
races  will  not  be  in  any  way  mingled  together,  for  this  would 
he  for  both  alike  unpleasant.     There  will  be  no  interference 
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which  the  most  fastidious  could  object  to,  and  yet  both  will  be 
equally  well  accommodated.  With  such  as  yst em  in  operation,  1 
believe  the  strength  of  the  Church  in  Little  Rock  would  be 
more  than  doubled,  and  in  the  whole  Diocese  largely  increased 
in  less  than  four  years. 

But  is  the  scheme  practicable?  I  am  fully  convinced  that  it 
is.  I  have  given  much  thought  to  the  matter,  and  carefully 
calculated  the  expense,  and  I  know  that  at  present  prices  I  can 
erect  a  Church,  which  will  seat  about  800  persons,  for  the  very 
moderate  sura  of  J6000,  or  even  less.  The  mode  and  style  of 
building  to  be  adopted  will  secure  large  results  for  a  small  sum 
of  money,  and  in  saying  this  I  do  not  speak  from  mere  the<iry, 
but  from  experience.  I  am  also  well  persuaded  that  the  means 
for  the  accomplishment  of  this  great  work  can  be  secured,  and 
should  the  resolution  to  begin  it  be  deliberately  adopted,  I  shall 
devote  a  portion  of  the  ensuing  year  to  raising  the  neces.*ary 
funds.  I  shall  seek  for  them  within  the  Diocese  and  without, 
nor,  if  my  life  be  spared,  shall  I  cease  my  efforts  till  succesn 
crowns  the  undertaking. 

When  the  Church  is  built,  the  task  will  be  virtually  per- 
formed. I  need  not  particularize  here,  but  I  have  a  perfectly 
definite  and  distinct  perception  of  how  the  whole  work  is  to  be 
sustained  when  the  stand-point  is  once  secured.  There  will  be 
no  scarcity  of  the  necessary  revenues,  nor  do  I  believe  there  will 
be  any  lack  of  faithful,  energetic  and  able  workers.  Your 
Bishop  will  then  be  in  his  proper  position,  and  be  ten-fold  more 
efficient  than  he  can  be  with  the  present  appliances,  and  under 
the  present  circumstances;  and  in  a  few  years  the  center  will 
become  so  strong  in  resources  that  it  will  be  able  to  extend  aid 
and  succor  to  struggling  flocks  in  every  portion  of  the  Diocese. 

I  cannot  leave  this  subject  without  answering  a  question 
which  has  already  been  presented  to  me,  and  which  will  naturally 
arise  in  many  minds  throughout  the  State.  It  has  been  asked: 
"  Why  should  not  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  the  old  mother 
Church  of  the  Diocese,  become  the  Cathedral  ?"  My  reply  is, 
that  such  was  my  own  hope.  1  had  a  desire  to  see  the  Church 
work  in  Little  Rock  unified,  as  it  could  be  only  on  the  condition^ 
of  this  Parish  assuming  a  Cathedral  position.  Accordingly,  on 
the  3d  of  April  last,  I  laid  before  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestry,  duly  assembled,  a  proposition  looking  to  such  an  arrange- 
ment, suggesting  that  the  same,  if  it  met  with  the  approval  of 
that  body,  should  be  presented  to  the  Parish  in  Vestry  assembled, 
at  the  Easter  Monday  meeting.  This  suggestion  was  mado 
because  it  is  obvious  to  any  conversant  with  ecclesiastical  law 
and  Church  usage,  that  the  Vestry  of  a  Parish  are  simply  it** 
agents  to  perform  certain  prescribed  duties,  and  that  they  have 
no  authority  to  change,  in  any  way,  the  relations  of  the  rarish 
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to  the  Bishop  or  this  Diocese.     The  power  to  do  this  rests  with 
the  congregation  duly  assembled,  and  after  proper  notice  given. 

The  response  to  my  communication  was  most  courteous  and 
kind  to  myself,  personally;  but  it  conveyed  to  me  the  convic- 
tion of  the  parties  concerned,  that  the  interests  of  Christ  Church 
would  not  be  best  subserved  by  changing  its  present  relations 
and  assuming  a  Cathedral  position. 

I  do  not  mention  this  matter  because  I  have  any  intention 
of  reflecting  on  the  authorities  of  Christ  Church  for  the  action 
taken.  Possibly  the  decision  came  to  may  prove  in  the  end  to 
be  the  best  for  all  concerned,  for  the  Parish  as  well  as  the 
Diocese.  Perhaps  the  work  proposed  can  be  better  accomplished 
if  freed  from  the  trammels  imposed  by  the  precedents  and  long 
settled  policy  of  an  old  Parish. 

I  have  now  laid  before  you  my  plans.  I  hope  they  will 
meet  with  your  indorsement  and  hearty  approval.  I  expect  but 
little  aid  from  you.  What  I  desire  most,  is  an  opportunity  of 
working  eflGciently  myself.  If  there  is  any  legislation  required 
in  the  premises,  I  trust  any  necessary  changes  in  the  Canons 
may  be  made.  If  there  is  none  required,  a  simple  resolution  of 
approval  is  all  that  1  ask,  in  order  that  I  may  have  your  moral 
support. 

What  relation  shall  exist  between  the  Cathedral  and  the 
Diocese  at  large  will  be  a  subject  for  Canonical  action.  What 
I  want  now  is  simply  a  Cathedral  in  the  old  sense  of  the  word — 
a  Bishop's  Church. 

I  will  close  this  protracted  address  by  suggesting  that  more 
should  be  done  toward  accumulating  the  Episcopal  fund.  I 
recommend  that  a  small  assessment  be  levied  for  this  purpose. 
I  speak  the  more  freely  on  this  point,  because  to  me,  personally, 
it  is  never  likely  to  be  of  the  least  importance. 

There  are  various  other  topics  upon  which  I  should  like  to 
address  you,  but  I  have  already  trespassed  upon  your  patience 
too  long.  I  will  therefore  close,  by  praying  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  may  guide  us  in  all  our  deliberations,  teaching  us  what  to 
do,  and  giving  us  grace  to  fulfill  the  same.

The  Eighth  Annual  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  assembled  in  Christ  Church  tliis 
diiy,  pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  Annual  ('ouncil  of  1S70. 

After  morning  prayer,  the  Convention  Sermon  by  the  Rev. 
iaines  A.  Matthews,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren, 
and  the  celebration  of  tlie  Holy  Communion  by  the  Rt.  Rev., 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Council  was  called  to  order. 

Tlie  roll  of  the  ('lergy,  canonically  resident,  as  given  by 
the  Hishop,  having  been  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  foUow- 
ing  were  fouml  to  be  present:  The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Niles 
Pierce,  D. D.,  LL.  D.,  Bisliop;  the  Rev.  Caleb  A.  Bruce;  the 
Kev.  DanieJ  McManus;  the  Rev.  James  A.  Matthews;  the 
Kcv.

Tiiat  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  in  reference  to  the  build- 
ing of  an  Episcopal  residence  for  the  Church  in  Arkansas 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  special  Committee,  consisting 
of  l{evs.  T.  C.  Tapper  and  D.  B.  Ramsey,  and  Messrs.  M.  L. 
Bell,  diaries  Minor  and  V.  K.  Roots. 

That  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  concerning  the  matter 
of  the  Annual  Diocesan  Assessment  against  each  Parish  was, 
on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  following  was  reported  and  adopted: 

"  Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  in  reference  to  the  building  of  an  Kpiscopal

"The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom,  to«rether  with  the 
(liancellor  of  the  Diocese,  was  referred  the 'matter  of  chani(ing 
Section  2,  Canon  1,  Title  1,  rej^arding  tlie  assessment  upon 
the  l^arishes  for  Diocesan  expenses,  with  a  view  to  increasing 
the  same,  and  providing  a  sinking  fund  towards  the  procure- 
ment of  an  Episcopal  Residences  heg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  had  tlie  matter  under  consideration,  and  resp(»cttully 
recommend  that  no  change  at  present  is  advisable. 

"The}'  find  that  the  operation  of  said  Canon  has  so  lar 
proved  satisfactory,  and  now  yields  a  fund  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  defray  the  saul  Diocesan  ex[)enses,  leaving  at  present 
a  small  surplus.  They  concur  in  the  view  that  it  is  not  ad- 
vi8al)le,  in  the  existing  condition  ot  the  Diocese,  to  enter,  at 
[jresent,  upon  the  enterprise  of  erecting  an  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence, with  the  expense  and  risk  necessarily  incident  thereto, 
as  such  an  undertaking  would  be  likely  to  imperil  the  prop- 
erty and  nucleus  of  the  Episcopal  fund  already  ac^cumulated.

The  Chairman  of  the  C'Ommittec  on  the  Stiite^ol  tiio 
Church,  Kev.  J).  F.  McDonald,  D.  D.,  made  the  followiMir 
report,  which  was  received: 

"  When  (■hurchmen  talk  of  the  Church,  tliey  do  not  talk 
of  her  as  a  pet  human  scheme  or  invention — they  vaik  of  Ikt 
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as  an  aggressive  organic  body,  having  the  imperishably  vital 
principle  within  herself,  which  assimilates  to  herself  all  possi- 
ble triiths  in  an  organism  of  everlasting  harmony. 

"If  the  first  and  most  fleeting  thought  of  infancy  be 
caught  up  into  the  machinery  of  God's  universe,  how  much 
more  largely  must  the  abundant  and  manifold  labors  of  a 
C5hristian  Bishop,  and  a  corps  of  faithful  Priests  and  a  Chris- 
tian Laity  be  projected  into  that  machinery  ? 

"Say  what  you  like  about  their  apparent  defects  or  fail- 
ures, no  observer  worthy  of  the  name  can  truthfully  say  that 
the  Church  here  and  now,  as  in  all  places  and  in  all  times,  is 
not  doing  her  work  successfully.  As  of  old,  and  as  it  ever 
shall  be  in  this  world  of  phases  and  changes,  the  Church 
courts  difficulties,  and  is  often  satisfied  with  apparent  failures. 
The  difficulties  of  the  Cliurch,  her  peculiar  discouragements 
and  her  manifold  conflicts  are  but  evidences  of  her  existence — 
and  her  existence  implies  ultimate  triumph.  Rest  satisfied  as 
to  the  final  safety  and  last  victory  of  that  which  is  in  God's 
good  keeping. 

**  We,  your  Committee,  would  say  that  should  the  Bishop's 
plans  as  to  the  Cathedral  be  realized  (as,  no  doubt,  they  will 
be),  it  will  be  the  first  ecclesiastical  building  on  this  great 
continent  properly  entitled  to  the  name.  We  would  say  that 
this  quiet  recurrence  of  his  to  the  primitive  Christian  insti- 
tutions will  afibrd  one  more  proof  that  the  Church  of  history 
and  antiquity  is  not  in  any  process  of  extinction  in  this  west- 
ern world.  His  address  exhibits  an  amount  of  labor,  in  view 
of  which  sometimes  Apostles  even  grew  weary. 

*'From  the  various  Parochial  reports,  the  zeal  of  the  Clergy 
and  the  kind  Christian  spirit  of  the  Laity  are  more  than 
abundantly  manifest.  We  would  report  that  God  has  been 
very  good  to  us  as  a  part  of  His  Chu'ch,  though  there  is  no 
lack,  and  will  be  no  lack,  ot  ever- recurring  difficulties.  Life 
itself  is  but  a  struggle,  and  frequently  a  failure.  The  life  of 
the  Church  is  always  a  difficulty,  but  never  a  failure." 
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The  Council  next  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Con«- 
cil  for  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Stout,  which  was  accordingly  done. 

On  motion  of  Chancellor  Whipple,  it  was  ordered  by  tiio 
(Council  that  Rev.  Mr.  Stout,  Jicjsristrar  of  tlie  Diocese,  be 
allowed  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  have  prepartMl 
some  suitable  boxes  in  which  to  deposit  for  sdfe  keepin<^  the 
archives  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  C.  Minor  moved. 'Hhat  after  paying  the  expenses  of 
the  Eighth  Annual  Council  out  of  the  Fund  raised  for  that 
purpose,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  residue  be,  and  the  ganu' 
is  hereby,  appropriated  to  reimburse  the  members  of  tlu* 
Standing  Conmiittee  of  the  last  year  for  actual  expenses  in- 
curred by  them  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  (Committee; 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  be,  and  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  tor  the  amounts  to  he 
paid  each  member  upon  application  therefor." 

Pending  the  discussion  for  and  against  the  above  motion, 
tjie  Rev.  W.C.  Stout  offered  the  following  resolution  as  a  sub- 
titute  therefor,  and  which,  after  being  amended  by  ('ol.  Bell, 
was  adopted  by  the  C-ouncil,  to-wit: 

li(^sf)lve(l,  That  after  paying  th<!  expenses  of  the  Eighth  Annual  Oounril 
out  of  the  Fund  raised  for  that  purpose,  and  retaining  a  suflleiont  amount  to 
pay  the  assessment  of  the  (ieneral  Convention  t»f  the  Church  against  this  Dii»- 
cese,  and  reserving,  also,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  any  contingent  ex[i4Mi>r< 
which  may  arise,  the  balance  ha  paid  over  to  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whipple,  it  was  ordered  by  the  Council 
that  the  Bishop,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Dio- 
cese constitute  a  Committee  to  revise  and  approve  the  Min- 
utes before  publication  of  the  same. 

Mr.  P.  K.  Roots  then  moved  that  the  Council  meet  the 
next  year  on  the  second  Friday  after  Easter.     Adopted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bruce  moved  that  the  kin<l  invitation  ot  \h\ 
Trimble  be  accepted  by  the  ('Ouncil,  and  that  the  Ninth  An- 
nual Council  conveite  in  Pine  Pluff  on  condition  of  the  rail- 
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road  being  completed  l)ctwecn  Little  Kock  and  that  city; 
otherwise,  that  the  Bishop  sliall  appoint  the  place  of  meeting, 
which  was  adopted. 

Also  the  following  motion,  offered  b}-  Kev.  Mr.  Bruce,  that 
*'a  vote  of  thanks  he  tendered  the  Rector,  Vestry  and  Con- 
gregation of  (/hrist  Church  for  the  generous  hospitality  shown 
the  members  ot  the  Council  during  their  sojourn  m  the  beau- 
tiful Citv  of  Hoses." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  V.  K.  Roots,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
Secretary  have  printed  500  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Dio- 
cesan ('Ouncil.  . 

After  Devotional  exercises,  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die,

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

We,  to-day,  assemble  for  the  eighth  time  in  Diocesan 
Council.  It  is  hardly  more  than  three-fonrths  of  a  year  since 
we  last  met;  consequenily  I  have  labored  less  within  the 
bounds  of  Arkansas  tJian  in  any  previous  year.  I  was  absent 
from  the  Diocese  nearly  one-half  of  tlie  time,  but  not  idle, 
nor  engaged  in  labors  which  did  not  look  to  the  future  well- 
l)eing  and  growth  of  the  Church  within  our  borders.  The 
changes  during  the  past  year  have  been  less  than  in  the  year 
previous.  The  Rev.  Thomas  May  Thorpe,  who  was  residing 
in  Missouri  at  the  date  of  the  last  Council,  has  now  been 
transferred  to  that  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Charles  11.  Newman 
has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  is 
now  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith.  The  Rev. 
David  F.  McDonald,  D.D.,  who  left  us  for  a  field  of  labor  on 
the  Pacific  slope  more  than  two  years  since,  has  lately  returned 
and  resumed  his  old  position  of  Rector  of^t.  Paul's  Church, 
Dardauelle.  A  Clergyman  has  been  recently  called  to  take 
charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Camden,  and  I  hope  to  learn 
soon  that  the  vacancy  there,  which  has  existed  for  about  a 
year,  is  satisfactorily  filled.  To  fill  the  vacancy  at  Hot 
Springs^  Rev.  J.  C.  Welwood  has  been  called  from  the  Diocese 
ol  MassachuBetts,  and  he  has  accepted  the  call.  Lake  Vil- 
lage IS  yet  unsupplied,  but  I  hope  that  action  lately  taken 
may  result  in  securing  a  Rector.  Arkadelphia  and  l^rescott 
still  continue  without  a  Minister,  and  the  prospect  of  supply- 
ing them  is  gloomy  until  my  Cathedral  scheme  is  in  oiiera- 
tion.  The  Rev.  P.  G.  Jenkins  is  temporarily  absent  in  South 
('arolina,  having  been  forced  by  circumstances  to  take  his 
children  to  friends  in  that  State.  This  step  became  necessary 
from  his  sad  bereavement.  Last  fall  Mrs.  Jenkins  was  called 
away  by  death  to  her  great  reward.  Her  loss  is  a  heavy 
one,  not  only  to  her  husband  and  family,  but  to  the  commu- 
nity in  which  she  dwelt,  and  to  the  Church  in  Arkansas. 
8he  was  one  of  God's  saints  in  the  high  sense  of  that  word, 
llcrs  was  one  of  the  truest  and  purest  hearts  I  have  ever  known. 
She  was  faithful  and   earnest  in   all   the   relations  of  life, 
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abounding  in  good  works  and  zealous  for  God  and  His 
Church.  Witli  a  soul  filled  with  simple  faith,  fervent  love,  un- 
feigned charity  and  unostentatious  piety,  she  possessed  a  clear 
head,  a  sound  judgment,  and  a  mind  well  furnished  and  of 
rare  culture.  Wherever  she  was  known,  she  will  be  long  re- 
membered, missed  and  mourned.  She  rests  from  her  labors 
and  her  works  do  follow  her. 

Having  thus  briefly  noticed  the  changes  of  the  past,  I 
proceed  to  hiy  before  you  an  outline  of  my  own  labors.  In 
order  to  condense  the  account  jis  much  as  [)ossible,  I  leave  out 
all  items  concerning  travel,  etc.,  and  present  a  bare  statement 
of  otHcial  acts.  Should  this  sketch  be  made  a  history,  it 
would  flll  many  volumes.  My  jounuil  itself  is  but  a  brief 
sketch  indeed. 

ABSTRACT   OF   JOURNAL. 

My  last  Annual  Address  gave  a  brief  account  of  my  offi- 
cial acts  to  June  20th  inclusive,  the  day  on  which  assembletl 
the  l)ii>eesan  Council  of  1870.  Since  that  date,  but  nine 
months  and  eleven  days  have  elapsed.  Of  course,  we  all  have 
less  to  report  than  would  naturally  be  expected  from  us  in  u 
full  year.

Beyond  the  limits  of  this  Diocese  I  have  confirmed  two 
persons  and  ordained  one  Priest. 

In  performing  thet-e  duties  I  have  traveled  6,171  miles. 

As  encouraging  signs  of  Church-life,  1  can  rejK>rt  thar  the 
Church  edifice  at  Fayctteville  is  being  finislied  on  the  inpide, 
and  when  w'ell  furnished  with  comfortable  scats,  it  will  he  a 
very  attractive  house  of  worship.  St.  Luke's,  at  Hot  Sjirings, 
has  been  handsomely  seated.  The  {)rospect  of  new  Churelies 
at  Van  Buren  and  Xew[)ort  ^rows  brighter,  and  steps  are 
being  taken  at  various  points  towards  the  erection  (»f  Ke*  - 
tones.  This  is  a  matter  which  I  would  stronj'lv  urijc  upon 
the  attention  of  the  different  Parishes.  The  weaker  a  Tarisli 
is,  the  greater  should  be  the  effort  to  jirovide  a  homo  for  the 
Rector,  since,  by  saving  him  the  expense  of  house-rent,  he  will 
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be  enabled  to  live  more  comfortably  on  his  small  salary,  and 
heing  provided  with  a  permanent  home,  he  will  be  rid  of  the 
annoyance  of  removing  from  house  to  house.  By  judicious 
management,  I  believe  it  possible  for  almost  every  Parish  in 
this  Diocese  to  build,  and  eventually  to  thoroughly  furnish,  a 
comfortable  Parsonage;  and  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say,  in 
this  connection,  that  the  time  has  come  for  this  Diocese  to 
make  a  determined  eft'ort  to  secure  an  Episcopal  Residence. 
The  Diocesan  Council  has  already  resolved  that  the  first 
moneys  available  from  the  Episcopal  Fund  sliall  be  donated 
to  this  object.  If  the  Council  is  now  ready  to  enter  earnestlv 
ii[>on  this  work,  I  think  I  can  show  them  a  way  whereby  it 
tail  be  accomplished  in  a  few  months.  The  plan  I  propose 
will  be  unfolded  to  you  during  this  session,  should  a  proper 
interest  be  manifested  in  the  subject. 

I  would  recommend  to  you  a  reconsideration  of  your 
action  last  year  on  two  points: 

First,  I  would  suggest  that  the  time  of  holding  the  Annual 
Council  be  tixed-one  week  later  than  it  is  now ;  that  is,  on  the 
>/ro//7,  instead  of  the  Jtrd,  Thursday  after  Easter.  The  Clergy 
are  generally  very  busy  during  Easter  Week,  and  it  is  not 
(Icsirable  for  a  Rector  to  be  absent  from  his  Church  on  so 
i^'reat  a  festival  as  Low  Sunday,  the  Octave  of  Easter. 

Another  suggestion  is,  that  you  restore  the  old  rule  of 
ntaking  the  number  of  mjisterrd  communicants,  and  not  the 
ninnber  of  persons  actually  communing  during  the  year  past, 
the  bjisis  of  assessment  of  the  Parishes  fur  Diocesan  purposes. 
Hue-half  dollar  for  each  registered  communicant  is  so  light  a 
tax  that  no  Parish,  however  weak,  ought  to  complain  of  it. 
If  this  light  burden  cannot  be  borne  patiently,  how  will  you 
l)ear  the  far  heavier  burden  which  will  be  laid  upon  you  ere 
long,  and  possibly  in  a  very  near  future,  when  you  will  have 
to  [u-ovide  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. in  this  Diocese? 

Last  year  I  brought  before  you  the  subject  of  a  Cathedral 
tor  the  i)iocese,  as  a  center  of  Missionary  work,  and  as  a 
means  of  keeping  up  the  services  in  vacant  Parishes.  My 
deep  convictions  of  the  necessity  of  such  a  center  have  been 
deepened  still  more  (luring  the  past  year.  I  have  been  dili- 
i^ent  in  working  towards  this  desiraWe  end.  I  have  already 
succeeded  in  securing  about  20  per  cent  of  the  sum  required, 
ami  am  sanguine  of  securing  the  other  80  per  cent  at  no  dis- 
tant <lay,  if  a  merciful  God  spares  my  life  and  health. 

I  cannot  close  this  Address  without  expressing  my  great 
satisfaction  that  steps  are  being  taken  towards  the  erection 
of  a  permanent  Church  on   the  noble   foundation   laid   by 
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Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  some  years  a^o.  A  large  sub- 
scription has  been  secured,  and  the  congregation  seem  to  be 
thoroughly  aroused  to  the  importance  of  this  much-needed 
work.  I  nope  to  see  that  Church  built  during  the  ensuing 
twelve  months.  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  see  it  occupied  by  tbo 
congregation  before  the  foundation  of  the  Cathedral  is  laid, 
and  this  last,  I  trust,  may  not  be  postponed  many  months. 

I  contemplate  beginning  work  among  the  freedmen  in  tbis 
city  before  many  weeks;  but  in  this  I  shall  be  governed  )>y 
circumstances,  and  shall  be  guided  by  what  shall  seem  to  )>e 
the  indications  of  Providence. 

I  cannot  say  my  last  words  on  this  occasion  without  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Diocese  to  need  of  greater  efforts  to  secure 
a  better  support  to  the  Clergy.  Most  of  them  are  working 
on  salaries  so  low  that  a  Layman  would  despise  them  if  offered 
as  a  competent  recompense  for  labors  much  lighter  tlian  the 
Ministers  of  Christ  have  to  perform.  Surely,  the  Clergy 
should  not  be  called  upon  to  bear  all  the  burdens  and  to  nn 
dergo  all  the  self-denials  which  the  Gospel  calls  uj)on  us  U) 
make. 

There  are  many  other  points  of  interest  upon  which  1 
could  dwell,  and  perhaps  profitably;  but  I  have  alrealy  de- 
tained you  too  long  from  your  labors,  and  I  close  with  tbe 
earnest  prayer,  that,  by  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  we 
'^may  both  perceive  and  know  what  things"  we  "ought  to 
do,  and  also  may  have  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfill 
the  same,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  Amen."

FIRST  DAY. 

Trinity  Church,  Pink  Bluff,  \ 
Friday,  April  ^^,  1881.      j' 

The  Ninth  Annual  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  met  in  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  this  day 
pursuant  to  decision  of  the  Council  of  1880. 

Morning  Prayer  and  the  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said 
by  the  Clergy  present ;  the  Convention  Sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayette- 
ville ;  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  present  participating. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  services,  the  Council  was 
called  to  order. 

The  Official  List  of  the  Clergy,  canonically  resident,  was  fur- 
nished by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the 
Roll.  The  following  answered  to  their  names :  The  Rt.  Rev. 
H.  N.  Pierce,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Johnson,  the  Rev. 
Edward  Magee,  the  Rev.  D.  McManus,  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Mat- 
thews, the  Rev.  Geo.  Moore,  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey,  the  Rev, 
VV.  C.  Stout,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble,  LL.D.,  the  Rev.  T.  C. 
Tupper,  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx. 

A  quorum  of  the  Cfergy  being  present,  the  Chair  appointed 
as  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  the  Revs.  D. 
McManus  and  J.  A.  Matthews. 
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added  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  the  name 
of  P.  O.  Thweatt  was  placed  on  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church,  and  that  of  W.  G.  Whipple  on  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  offered  a  motion,  which  was  amend- 
ed by  Rev.  Edward  Magee,  that  the  name  of  the  mover  of  any 
resolution  be  always  annexed  to  the  same.     Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  made  the  fol- 
lowing report  on  the  Order  of  Business,  to  go  into  effect  at  the 
next  Annual  Council,  which  was  approved  and  adopted,  to-wit: 

"The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  considered  the  matter  of  the  Order  of 
Business  before  the  Council,  referred  to  them,  and  suggest  the 
following  arrangement  as  the  most  feasible  way  of  proceeding 
with  the  work  of  the  Council,  viz :

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  pertaining  to  Diocesan  Missions,  was  read  and  adopted, 
to-wit : 

"  Your  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  an  offering  in  each  Par- 
ish once  a  year  for  Diocesan  Missions,  beg  leave  to  offer  the 
following  resolution  : 

"  Resolved,  An  offering  shall  be  made  in  each  Parish  the 
fourth  Sunday  in  Lent  for  Diocesan  Missions ;  and  that  at  each 
Mission  Station  an  offering  shall  be  /made  at,  or  as  near,  that 
time  as  possible. 

"  Your  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  following 
clause  be  added  to  Section  5,  Title  III,  Canon  I :  '  Until  such  time 
as  the  Bishop  shall  divide  the  Diocese  into  districts,  the  Bishop 
and  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  con- 
stitute said  Missionary'  Committee.' 

"  They  also  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
report  to  this  Council  a  form  of  organization  for  a  Missionary 
Station.

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The  Council  then  took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock  p.  m, 


At  3  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Council  was  called  to  order. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  was  read  and  adopted : 

**The  undersigned,  who  were  appointed  a  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  find  it  to  be 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  The  evidences  of  this  are 
found  in  the  number  of  baptisms  and  confirmations  reported, 
as,  also,  in  the  contributions  for  church  purposes  from  the  sev- 
eral Parishes,  all  of  which  must  be  taken  as  signs  and  tokens  of 
a  vigorous  spiritual  life. 

"  Thirty  years  ago  there  were  but  small  and  hardly  apprecia- 
ble signs  of  such  life  in  the  State.  It  was  indeed  only  at  a  ver)* 
few  points  that  even  one  church  family  could  be  found  which 
might  become  a  nucleus  of  future  growth  by  accretion,  but 
amidst  many  discouragements  the  work  went  on,  and  in  due 
time  bore  fruit  if  not  in  a  geometrical  certainly  in  a  marked 
arithmetical  ratio  of  increase.  The  field  of  labor  gradually  ex- 
tended ;  the  few  laborers  therein  being  effectually  helped  by 
the  strong  and  generous  hands  of  the  Church  in  the  older 
States.  Almost  everywhere  in  Arkansas  the  Ministers  thus 
sustained  came  to  be  received  and  welcomed  as  the  genuine 
representatives  of  the  Sacramental  host  of  God's  elect  who 
won  the  day  for  God's  truth  in  the  great  Reformation. 

*'  Within  the  last  decade  there  has  been  no  falling  off,  but 
rather  a  positive  advance  in  Church  effort  and  enterprise  with 
their  blessed  results  of  adding  daily  to  the  Church  such  «^s 
shall  be  saved. 

"  It  is,  therefore  with  pain  that  your  Committee  feels  called 
upon  to  advert  to  statements  made  in  the  late  General  Conven- 
tion. If  they  are  regarded  to  be  correct ;  if  it  be  claimed  as 
true  that  the  Church  in  Arkansas  has  not  grown  to  the  height 
of  a  mushroom  for  about  eleven  years,  your  Committee  re- 
spectfully ask  that  a  Committee  of  Inquiry  be  appointed  to  e.x- 
amine  into  the  Church  statistics,  and  by  comparison  with  those 
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of  preceding  years  ascertain  whether  the  workers  in  this  por- 
tion of  the  Lord's  vineyard  deserve^to  be  so  disparaged.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons  was  received  and  adopted  : 

"  The  Committee  on  Canons  beg  leave  to  report  the  follow- 
ing form  for  organizing  Mission  Stations,  to  be  known  as  Canon 
III,  of  Title  III,  and  that  Canon  III,  IV  and  V  be  numbered  IV, 
V  and  VI. 

"In  any  community  where  there  are  twelve  baptized  adults, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  male  communicant,  desirous  of  organ- 
izing a  Mission  Station,  they  shall  assemble  themselves — their 
own  Missionary  being  present,  or  if  they  have  no  Missionary, 
any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  being  present  and  consentinf' 
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and  adopt  the  following  form  of  organization,  affixing  their 
signatures  thereto,  and  sending  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  his  approval. 

"  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desirous  of  en- 
joying the  privileges  of  religious^worship  and  instruction  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  according  to  the  forms 
and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 

States  of  America,  have  this  day  of '- —  A.  D. 

r,  at in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  formed  ourselves 

into  a  congregation,  and  adopted  the  followyig  Articles  of  As- 
sociation : 

"Article  I.  This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Mission  of Church. 

'*  Article  II.  This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to, 
and  will  be  governed  by  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine,  dis- 
cipline and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  ^nnnn-^/^Wjfl  nf  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

"  Article  III.  When  any  person  uniting  with  this  Associa- 
tion shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Association  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
voting  in  the  election  of  officers,  of  being  elected  an  officer,  or 
of  exercising  any  function  concerning  or  ccnnected  with  the 
said  Association  ;  but  this  exclusion  shall  not  affect  the  spiritual 
standing  of  the  excluded, 

"  Article  IV.  In  this  Mission,  regular  attendants  at  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  officers  and 
on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter  meeting. 

**  Article  V.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  the 
Minister  in  charge  as  President  ex-officio.  A  warden,  who  must 
be  a  male  communicant,  and  appointed  by  the  Minister.  A 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer  elected  by  ballot  annually  the  Mon- 
day in  Piaster  week,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  due  no- 
tice having  been  given  of  time  and  place  of  election. 

"  Article  VI.     The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  the  same 
s  those  of  like  officers  in  organized  Parishes. 
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"  Article  VII.  All  lands,  tenements  or  other  property,  real 
or  personal,  of  this  Association,  shall  vest  in  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese,  or  under  whose  supervision  it  may  for  the  time  be,  and 
his  Canonical  successors,  to  be  by  him  and  them  held  in  trust 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Mission. 

"Article  VIII.     We  promise  to  pay  the  sum  of  % per 

annum  for  the  support  of  the  Missionary  whom  the  Bishop  or 
Missionary  Committee  may  send  to  us.       *^r 

•'  Your  Committee  also  recommends  that  between  the  words 
*•  Council "  and  "  provided  *'  in  the  second  part  of  Seection  2 
Canon  I,  Title  I,  this  clause  be  inserted,  '  and  ever>'^  duly  or- 
ganized Mission  Station  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  Delegate.*

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tupper  the  Bishop  was  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  Committee  consisting  of  two  Clergymen  and  one  Lay- 
man to  revise  and  codify  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  ;  said  Com- 
mittee to  report  the  result  of  their  work  at  some  future  Council. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  proposed  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  read  and  adopted : 

"  Resolved,  That  after  paying  the  expenses  of  the  Ninth  An- 
nual Council  out  of  the  fund  raised  for  that  purpose,  and  re- 
taining a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  assessment  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  the  Church  against  this  Diocese,  and  reserv- 
ing, also,  the  sum  of  $50  for  any  contingent  expenses  which 
may  arise,  the  balance  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustee  of 
the  Episcopate  fund,  to  be  added  to  that  fund.

"The  Auditing  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
ports of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Trustee  of  the 
different  funds,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  same  with  the  accompanying  vouchers,  and  find  them  cor- 
rect.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Moore,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Council  for  Col.  L.  H.  Roots  for  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese. 
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Col.  Wm.  G.  Whipple  was  elected  by  ballot  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese  for  the  next  ensuing  three  years. 

The  following  named  gentlemen  were  elected  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee,  Tenn. :  Rev.  Innes  0. 
Adams,  Messrs.  M.  L.  Bell  and  Logan  H.  Roots. 

Maj.  P.  K.  Roots  was  elected  viva  voce  Trustee  of  the  Epis- 
copate Fund. 

The  following  motion  of  Maj.  P.  K.  Roots :  '*  a  vote  of  thanks 
is  hereby  tendered  the  Vestry  and  Congregation  of  Trinity 
Church,  Pine  BlufiT,  and  especially  to  their  Committee  on  Enter- 
tainment, Messrs.  M.  L.  Bell,  J.  B.  Trulock  and  R.  \ .  Mc- 
Cracken,  for  the  generous  hospitality  shown  the  men^bers  of 
the  Council  during  our  delightful  sojourn  in  their  city,"  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  Hon.  P.  O.  Thweatt  was 
adopted : 

'*  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  tendered  to 
the  Memphis  and  Little  Rock ;  the  Little  Rock  and  Fort 
Smith,  the  Little  Rock,  Mississippi  River  and  Texas,  and  St. 
L.,  L  &  S.  Railroad  Companies  in  giving  the  Delegates  to  this 
Convention  commutation  of  fare  to  and  from  the  Council." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Matthews,  the  Secretary  was  re- 
quested to  insert  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Council 
a  memorial  page,  as  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Mr. 
Charles  Minor,  deceased,  and  Mr.  James  B.  Gordon,  deceased. 

Maj.  P.  K.  Roots  suggested  also  the  name  of  the  late  Judge 
John  Wassell,  of  Little  Rock. 

On  motion  of  Col.  Whipple,  the  Secretary  was  authorized 
to  have  made  a  suitable  chest  to  deposit  for  safe  keeping  the 
Journals  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Matthews  the  Secretary  was  di- 
rected to  have  printed  four  hundred  copies  of  this  Journal. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  Col.  Whipple  was  unan- 
imously adopted : 

*'  Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  be  holden  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  Arkan- 
sas, on  the  second  Friday  after  Easter,  1882;  Prmnded^ih^i 
if  circumstances  should  require  a  change  in  the  time  or  place 
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of  holding  said  Council,  the  Bishop  be  authorized  to  make  such 
change,  and  the  Secretary'  duly  notify  all  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations  of  said  change/' 

The  Council  then  adjourned  until  Sunday  evening  after  ser- 
vice. 


Sunday,  May  1,  9  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.     There  being  no 
business  before  the  Council  the  Bishop  made  a  few  remarks  ap- 
propriate to  the  occasion  and  encouraging  the  Clerg>'  and  Laity 
in  their  work  for  the  future. 

After  devotional  exercises  conducted   by  the  Bishop,   the 
Council  adjourned  sine  die.

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THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

On  assembling  for  the  ninth  time  in  Diocesan  Council  I  find, 
amid  many  discouragements,  some  few  things  to  encourage  us. 
The  number  of  Clergymen  actually  at  work  within  our  borders 
is  larger  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  our  list  of  Clergy  can- 
onically  connected  with  the  Diocese  is  larger  than  ever  before. 
The  number  confirmed  is  also  larger  than  last  year,  and  that 
though  the  protracted  ill  health  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Pine  Bluff,  has  prevented  him  from  preparing  a  class 
for  confirmation  this  season,  and  circumstances  have  induced 
me  to  postpone  my  regular  visitations  of  St.  John's,  Camden, 
and  St.  Paul's,  Fayetteville,  till  some  time  later  in  the  spring. 
Since  we  last  met  we  have  had  the  great  pleasure  of  welcoming 
to  the  Diocese  four  new  Clerical  brethren,  the  Rev.  Innes  O. 
Adams,  from  the  Diocese  of  Texas;  the  Rev.  Geo.  Moore,  from 
the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  ;  the  Rev.  Edward  Magee,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Michigan,  and  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Johnson,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Springfield,  in  the  province  of  Illinois,  all  of  whom 
are  working  acceptably  and  efficiently  in  their  -different  fields, 
viz :  Rev.  Mr.  Adams  in  St.  John's  Church,  Camden ;  Rev.  Mr. 
Moore  in  Grace  Church,  Washington,  and  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Hope ;  Rev.  Edward  Magee  in  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith ; 
Rev.  Mr,  Johnson,  at  Conway,  where  a  new  work  has  been  be- 
gun, with  very  fine  success  so  far.  The  only  other  Clerical 
change  within  the  Diocese  is  that  of  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce,  who  has 
resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  and 
taken  charge  of  a  Missionary  field,  embracing  Mariana  and 
Forrest  City,  a  field  which  promises  well,  and  I  trust  may  yield 
fruits  worthy  of  its  promise. 

The  suggestion  made  last  year  as  to  the   building  of  Rec- 
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tories  has  been  efficiently  acted  on  in  only  one  instance.  St. 
John's,  Camden,  has  completed  and  paid  for  a  comfortable  home 
for  its  Minister.  I  hope  others  will  soon  follow  this  good  exam- 
ple. I  am  glad  to  know  that  in  several  quarters  steps  have 
been  taken  in  that  direction.  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  has  been 
adorned  with  beautiful  chancel  windows  of  stained  glass.  The 
Church  to  be  erected  at  Newport  would  have  been  ready  for 
services,  had  not  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey,  to  whose  zeal  we  are 
indebted  for  the  move,  been  hindered  in  obtaining  the  requisite 
lumber.  The  erection  of  a  new  and  handsome  brick  Church 
will,  in  a  few  weeks,  be  begun  at  Van  Buren.  This  is  much 
needed,  as  the  small  wooden  Church  is  wholly  inadequate  to 
the  accommodation  of  those  who  would  worship  within  its 
walls. 

While  the  number  of  Clergy  now  at  work  is  larger  than  ever 
before,  two  important  points  are  vacant  so  far  as  I  am  advised. 
These  are  St.  John's,  Helena,  and  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs.  The 
Vestries  of  these  Parishes  have  been  corresponding,  with  a  view 
to  the  settlement  of  Rectors,  and  hope  that  both  places  may 
soon  be  well  filled  with  efficient  workers  in  these  fields.  We 
should  be  at  a  point  considerably  in  advance  of  any  hitherto 
attained. 

But  Prescott,  Arkadelphia  and  Lake  Village,  at  all  of  which 
places  we  have  Church  buildings,  are  still  unprovided  for;  and 
how  to  provide  for  them  is  a  perplexing  question. 

The  appropriation  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  for  Missionary' 
work  in  Arkansas,  has  been  diminished  from  time  to  time,  and 
this  year  it  has  undergone  a  farther  reduction  af  $300  per  an- 
num. That  it  will  be  increased  in  the  future  is  not  in  my  ex- 
pectation. New  openings  are  presenting  themselves  every  year. 
Ope*nings  inviting  and  full  of  promise,  too ;  and  our  means  ot 
availing  ourselves  of  them  are  becoming  less  and  less.  What 
to  do  ?     I  see  only  three  things  within  our  power : 

First,  Our  Canons  require  every  Clergyman  to  perform  Mis- 
■onary  work  beyond  his  Parish  four  Sundays  every  year,  if  the 
ishop  shall  so  require.     If  we  avail  ourselves  of  this  provision

we  may  do  something,  perhaps  much,  to  build  up  our  waste 
places. 

Second,  We  must  organize  and  push  with  vigor  our  own 
Diocesan  Missionar>'  work.  I  have  already  made,  this  year, 
some  collections  for  this  purpose,  and  still  hold  the  sums  raised 
in  hand.  Henceforth  all  the  collections  made  by  me  on  my 
visitations  will  be  devoted  to  this  object,  and  I  recommend  that 
other  and  stated  offertories  should  be  made  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, and  that  the  obligations  to  make  these  be  enforced  by 
Canon. 

Third.  The  Parishes  that  have  long  received  aid  from  the 
Board  of  Missions  must  look  in  the  near  future  to  a  gradual 
decrease  of  the  stipends  allowed,  and  work  earnestly  to  become 
self-sustaining.  By  this  means  we  could  set  free  some  funds  to 
be  used  at  new  places.  I  know  this  will  require  zeal  and  effort 
on  the  part  of  these  Parishes,  but  God  will  bless  them  abundantly 
if  they  will  thus  aid  the  spreading  of  the  truth  and  the  building 
up  of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth. 

I  will  add  here  what  might  have  been  introduced  earlier,  but 
what  will  be  all  the  more  conspicuous,  as  I  desire  it  to  be,  for 
being  introduced  just  in  this  place.  It  is  this :  So  far  as  I  am 
informed — and  I  know  well  the  condition  of  them — no  Parish  in 
Arkansas  is  encumbered  with  any  debt.  I  do  not  think  any  Dio- 
cese in  the  land  can  say  as  much.  Herein  I  am  sure  we  have 
done  well,  and  I  thank  God  for  it. 

It. now  remains  for  me  to  give  the  briefest  possible  abstract 
of  my  Journal.  I  need  scarcely  remind  you  that  it  is  not  even 
an  outline  of  the  work  done  :

Friday,  April  21,  1882.  j 

The  Tenth  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  convened  in  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Hot  Springs,  Friday  morning  the  21st  of  April,  1882. 

Morning  Prayer  and  the  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said 
by  the  Clergy  present.  The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Daniel  B.  Ramsey,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Batesville. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  assisted  in  the  administration  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Stout, 
the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  present  receiving  the  blessed  Sacra- 
ment. 

At  the  close  of  the  services  the  Council  was  called  to  order. 
The  official  list  of  the  Clergy  canonically  resident  in  the  Dio- 
cese was  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  following  gentlemen 
answered  to  their  names:  The  Rt.  Rev.  H.  N.  Pierce,  D.  D., 
LL.D.,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Innes  O.  Adams,  G.  S.  Gibbs,  P.  A. 
Johnson,  D.  McManus,  D.  B.  Ramsey,  W.  C.  Stout,  T.  C.  Tup- 
per,  J.  J.  Vaulx. 

A  quorum  of  the  Clergy  being  present,  the  Secretary  then 
proceeded  to  call  the  list  of  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Dio- 
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cese,  and  the  following  Parishes  were  found  to  be  represented 
in  the  Council  by  Lay  Delegates,  viz:  St.  John's,  Camden; 
St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs ;  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock. 

A  quorum  of  Lay  representation  not  being  present,  the 
Council  adjourned  until  8:45  p.  m. 

In  consequence  of  a  severe  rain-storm  the  Council  was  pre- 
vented from  assembling  at  the  time  designated. 

Afterwards  the  Bishop  gave  notice  that  the  Council  would 
meet  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  on  the  22d  inst.,  at  7  o'clock  p.  m. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Saturday  Evenings  April  22^  1882, 

Council  met  pursuant  to  notice,  as  above. 

Present  same  as  yesterday.  The  Rev.  W.  B.  Burrows,  of 
Helena,  appeared  and  answered  to  his  name;  also  Col.  M.  L. 
Bell,  Lay  Delegate  from  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  appointed  Committee  on 
Credentials:  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  J.  Vaulx  and  I.  O.  Adams,  who 
reported  that  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  St.  John's,  Camden, 
St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  and  Trinity,  Pine  Bluff,  were  duly  rep- 
resented in  Council. 

The  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  being  called,  the  following  gen- 
tlemen answered  to  their  names :  W.  G.  Whipple,  Chancellor, 
Messrs.  L.  E.  Barber,  RJ.  L.  Bell,  J.  P.  Mellard  and  C.  H.  Stone. 

A  quorum  of  Lay  Delegates  being  present,  on  motion,  the 
Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper  was  unanimously  re-elected  Secretary,  and 
the  Council  was  then  declared  to  be  organized. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Berne,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Ft. 
Smith,  was  invited  to  a  seat  in  ths  Council. 

The  following  Committees,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  were 
announced : 

On  Constitution  and  Canons — Rev.  W.  C.  Stout,  Rev.  Geo. 
S.  Gibbs,  Messrs.  W.  G.  Whipple  and  C.  H.  Stone. 

On  the  State  of  the  Church — Rev.  Messrs.  I.  O.  Adams,  J. 
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J.  Vaulx,  P.  A.  Johnson,  Messrs.  J.  P.  Mellard  and  M.  L.  BelL 

On  Finance  and  Auditing  Committee — Messrs.  L.  E.  Barber,, 
J.  P.  Mellard  and  M.  L.  Bell. 

On  New  Parishes — Rev.  D.  McManus,  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey 
and  C.  H.  Stone. 

On  Unfinished  Business — Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper  and  J.  P.  Mel- 
lard. 

The  Bishop  then  proceeded  to  read  his  Annual  Address. 
(See  Appendix  "A.") 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ramsey,  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress relating  to  the  University  of  the  South  and  the  Columbia 
Female  Institute,  was  referred  to  a  Committee  on  Education^ 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  as 
said  Committee  the  following  gentlemen :  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey 
and  Col.  M.  L.  Bell. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Adams,  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
about  the  death  of  Dr.  Trimble  was  referred  to  a  Committee  of 
three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  to  report  at  this  Council. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee  Rev.  Messrs. 
Stout,  Tupper,  Vaulx  and  Messrs.  Barber  and  Whipple. 


The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

"The  Standing  Committee  met  in  Trinity  Church,  Pine 
Bluff,  Friday,  April  29,  1881,  for  organization.  All  the  mem- 
bers elect  being  present,  viz.:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  D.  B.  Ramsey, 
J.  J.  Vaulx  and  T.  C.  Tupper,  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  M.  L. 
Bell  and  P.  K.  Roots,  of  the  Laity.  Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper  was 
duly  elected  President,  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots,  Secretary. 

"The  application  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Pierce,  Postulant,  to  be  ad- 
mitted a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  presented.  Testimo- 
nials were  signed  and  his  admission  recommended  to  the  Bishop. 

"The  Committee  met  in  Little  Rock,  December  15,  1881. 
Testimonials  of  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Cortlandt  Whitehead, 
D.D.,  to  the  Bishopric  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  were  pre- 
sented,  and  the  testimonials  of  the  Bishop-elect  signed,  the 
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Committee  giving  unanimous  consent  to  his  consecration.  At 
the  same  time  and  place,  the  application  of  Mr.  A.  W^  Pierce 
for  Deacon's  orders  was  laid  before  the  Committee.  His  testi- 
monials were  signed,  recommending  him  for  ordination  to  the 
Diaconate. 

"The  Committe  met  in  Little  Rock,  January  25,  1882.  The 
application  of  Rev.  W.  B.  Burrows,  Deacon,  for  Priest's  orders 
was  presented,  accompanied  by  the  proper  testimonials.  His 
ordination  to  the  sacred  order  of  Priests  was  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.

the  limits  of  Parishes,  may  be  properly  modified  to  meet  pos- 
sible contingencies,  and  on  which  they  will  further  report.

Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  Financial  Agent  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment of  the  University  of  the  South  in  the  Diocese  of  Ar- 
kansas, made  a  statement  to  the  Council  of  the  claims  of  the 
Theological  School  of  that  University,  in  which  he  showed  how 
entirely  dependent  that  part  of  the  University  was  upon  the  ten 
Southern  Dioceses  for  maintenance — supported,  as  it  is,  exclu- 
sively by  the  offerings  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  in  those  Dio- 
ceses— and  begging  the  co-operation  and  help  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  in  Arkansas  to  sustain  the  institution. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  Monday  morning, 
the  24th  inst.,  at  6  o'clock.

Monday  Morning,  April  24.,  1882,

"  As  there  have  been  only  eight  reports  from  Parishes  to 
this  Council,  whereas  there  are  seventeen  Parishes  and  four- 
teen Missions,  your  Committee  find  it  impossible  to  render  a 
very  accurate  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese ;  but  from  the  information  they  have  obtained  they  do 
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not  find  that  it  is  in  a  less  prosperous  condition  than  in  the 
past ;  on  the  contrary,  though  the  number  of  persons  confirmed 
has  not  been  so  great  as  last  year,  the  number  of  Communi- 
cants has  been  largely  increased.     Aware  of  the  rapidity  with 
which  Arkansas  is  growing,  the  great  question  to  bring  before 
our  minds  is:     What  is  the  Church  in  Arkansas  doing?    Is 
it  growing?     We  feel  that  we  can  answer  yea,  in  every  re- 
spect.    The  constant  and  faithful  attendance  of  the  Bishop  and 
the  Clergy  of  the  Church  at  her  altars,  and  the  blessed  results 
that  are  crowning  their  labors,  as  well  as  the  manifested  love 
and  united  labor  of  her  Laity,  who  are  advancing  in  holiness 
and  availing  themselves  of  the  means  of  grace,  bespeak  her 
spiritual  life  and  growth.     The  great  number  baptized,  the  in- 
crease in  Communicants,  the  active  energy  and  the  improve- 
ment of  Church  property,  tell  its  growth  in  other  things.     It  is 
with  sad  hearts  that  we  note  the  seeming  indifference  in  one  of 
our  Parishes  to  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  we  trust  the  Mis- 
sionary in  charge  may,  under  God,  bring  about  a  different  state 
of  things  by  another  year.     In  only  one  instance  do  we  find 
Parochial  indebtedness  reported,  and  this  can  be  cancelled  im- 
mediately.    At  all  times  death  strikes  us  with  a  feeling  of  sad- 
ness, but  when  it  takes  away  from  the  Church  of  God  fifty-four 
souls  in  twelve  months,  they  must  be  missed,  and  we  must 
pause,  that  we  may  lovingly  remember  them.     Yet,  after  all, 
death  is  but  a  narrow  vale  that  separates  the  great  Church  mil- 
tant  froAi  the  Church  expectant,  at  rest  in  the  paradise  of  God. 
So,  we  thank   God  for  all  those  servants  that  have  departed 
this  life  in  faith  and  fear,  and  we  give   Him  praise  that  it  has 
pleased  Him  to  spare  so  many  for  future  service  in  the  Holy 
Church  on  Earth 

"  In  this  connection,  we  must  say  that  it  is  with  pain  that 
we  re  forced  to  realize  that,  within  a  few  days,  God  has  taken 
from  our  midst  by  death,  an  aged  Father,  a  faithful  servant  of 
God,  a  dutiful  and  devoted  Priest,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Trimble. 

"  We  find  that  there  are  now  connected  with  the  Diocese, 
one  Bishop,  thirteen  Priests,  two  Deacons,  also  seventeen  Par-

been  instituted  as  Rector  of  some  Parish  of  the  Diocese.

3,  Canon  8,  Title  2,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  deem  the  pro- 
visions thereof  embarrassing  in  case  of  Parishes  established  in 
different  tov/ns  of  the  same  County,  and  even  of  two  or  more 
Parishes  in  the  same  city  or  town,  and  respectfully  recommend 
that  said  section  be  repealed ;  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

"  Resolved,  That  Sec.  3,  Canon  8,  Title  2,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  in  the  Tenth 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas : 

My  last  Annual  Address  closed  April  28th,  the  day  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

April  29 — I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  the  opening 
services  of  the  Annual  Council  of  Arkansas,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Pine  Bluff,  and  preached  in  the  same  during  its  session. 

April  30 — I  preached  after  morning  prayer  in  Trinity 
Church,  Pine  Bluff.  The  Council  adjourned  sine  die,  late  in 
the  day. 

May  I — The  second  Sunday  after  Easter,  and  Feast  of  St. 
Philip  and  St.  James.  At  morning  service  in  Trinity  Church, 
Pine  Bluff,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist,  being  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  D.  McManus. 

May  8 — The  third  Sunday  after  Easter.  I  assisted  at 
morning  service  in  Christ   Church,  Little   Rock,  and  preached. 

May  22 — The   fifth    Sunday  after   Easter.     In   St.  Luke's 
Church,  Hot  Springs.     I  said  the  Ante-Communion,  preached, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist.     In  the  afternoon  I   bap 
tized  four  children.     At  night  I  preached  in  St  Luke's. 

May  23 — At  5  p.  m.  I  preached  in  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs, 
also  baptized  four  children.  At  night  I  confirmed,  in  private,  a 
sick  person — a  young  lady. 

May  26 — Ascension  Day.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucha- 
rist in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  assisted  by  the  Rector. 

May  29 — Sunday  after  Ascension.     Assisted  in  saying  the 
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services,  morning  and  evening,  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock. 

June  5 — Whitsun-Day.  In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville, 
Arkansas,  assisted  at  morning  service,  preached,  and,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist. 
At  night  I  preached  again,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  ad- 
dressed the  Class. 

June  6 — Monday  in  Whitsun-Week.  At  8  a.  m.,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist  in  St.  Paul's 
Church.  At  8  p.  m.  I  assisted  in  saying  evening  prayer,  and 
lectured  on  the  Whitsuntide  lessons. 

June  7 — Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Week.  I  attended  service  at 
8  a.  m.,  and  received  the  Holy  Eucharist.  The  Rev.  J.  J. 
Vaulx  celebrated.     At  6  p.  m.  I  assisted  at  evening  prayer. 

June  ii — In  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Bentonville,  Arkan- 
sas, after  evening  prayer  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  1 
preached. 

June  12— Trinity  Sunday.  At  11  a.  m.,  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Bentonville,  I  assisted  at  morning  service,  preached, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  J.  J. 
Vaulx.  The  offertory,  amounting  to  $4.90,  was  taken  for  Di- 
ocesan Missions,  and  went  towards  defraying  the  traveling  ex- 
penses. (In  like  manner  all  the  offertories  during  my  visit  to 
northwestern  Arkansas  were  disposed  of.)  At  8  p.  m.,  after 
evening  prayer  said  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  I  preached  again. 

June  13 — I  preached  at  evening  service  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 

Fayetteville. 

June  14 — At  8  p.  m.,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville,  I 

preached,   confirmed   four  persons,  and   addressed   the   Class. 

This  confirmation  made  the  whole  number  confirmed  for  St. 

Paul's,  on  this  visitation,  seventeen. 

June  19 — The  first  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  the  Northern 
Methodist  Church  at  Eureka  Springs,  at  1 1  a.  m..  Rev.  J.  J. 
Vaulx  said  morning  prayer  and  Litany,  and  read  the  Epistle. 
I  said  the  Ante-Communion,  preached,  and,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist.  At  night  I 
preached  again. 

June   26 — The   second   Sunday   after  Trinity.     In    Christ 
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Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  in  saying  morning  service,  and 
preached.     At  night  I  assisted  at  evening  service. 

July  3 — The  third  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  Trinity  Church, 
Pine  Bluff,  I  said  the  morning  service,  and  preached.  At  6  p. 
m.,  I  met  the  members  of  the  Vestry,  and  consulted  with  them 
concerning  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the 
Rectorship  by  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Trimble,  LL.  D.  At  night  I 
said  evening  prayer,  and  preached  again. 

July  8 — In  the  afternoon,  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  I 
confirmed  two  persons. 

July  10 — The  fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  Trinity 
Church,  Pine  Bluff.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McCracken,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Mississippi,  said  morning  prayer,  and  preached.  I  said  the 
Litany  and  the  Ante-Communion.  At  night,  Rev.  Mr.  Mc- 
Cracken said  the  evening  prayer,  and  I  preached. 

July  17 — The  fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I  assisted  at 
morning  service  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock. 

July  24 — The  sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I  assisted  at 
morning  service  and  preached  in  St.  Lazarus'  Church,  Mem- 
phis, Tennessee,  occupied  at  the  time  by  the  congregation  of 
Calvary  Church. 

July  30 — In  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  on 
occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist,  and 
during  the  day  attended  its  sessions. 

July  31 — The  seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  St.  Augus- 
tine's Chapel,  Sewanee,  I  assisted  at  morning  service.  At 
night  I  preached  before  the  Missionary  Society. 

August  i — Attended  prayers  in  the  Chapel  at  8  a.  m., 
during  the  day  attending  the  sessions  of  the  Board.  At  night, 
acted  as  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  declamation  contest  among 
the  Grammar  School  pupils. 

August  2 — Attended  the  Board. 

August  3 — At  work  in  the  Board  and  in  Committee  all  day. 
At  night  attended  the  contest  in  oratory  between  the  Literary 
Societies. 

August  4 — At  work  in  the  Board  and  in  Committee.     At 
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1 1  a.  m.,  attended  the  commencement  exercises  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South.  I  am  convinced  that  no  Institution  in  the 
land  is  more  worthy  of  support  than  this  University.  Its  Corps 
of  Professors  is  as  able  as  can  be  found,  and  its  course  of 
instruction  extensive  and  thorough.  I  urge  all  who  have  sons 
to  educate  to  send  them  to  Sewanee. 

August  5 — At  the  Board  and  in  Committee.  At  4  p.  m.. 
attended  the  services  at  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  erected 
to  the  memory  of  the  much-lamented  Prof.  Dabney.  At  night 
heard  the  oration  and  poem  before  the  Alumni  Association. 

August  6 — At  noon  the  Board  adjourned  sine  die.  At 
night  I  assisted  at  the  first  public  meeting  of  the  "  Logos  Club," 
and  made  a  short  speech. 

August  7 — The  eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  after  morning  prayer  and  Litany,  said 
by  Rev.  Dr.  George  Wilmer,  I  said  Ante-Communion,  preached, 
and,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Geo.  Wilmer,  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist. 

August  14 — The  ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  St.  Peters 
Church,  Columbia,  Tennessee,  after  morning  service  said  by 
Rev.  Drs.  Beckett  and  Newell,  I  preached. 

Allow  me  to  speak  here  of  the  Institute  at  Columbia,  Ten- 
nessee, of  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beckett  is  the  head.  Established 
many  years  ago  through  the  efforts  of  that  heroic  Bishop  of 
Tennessee,  the  Rt.-Rev.  Dr.  Otey,  it  continues  to  increase  in  its 
facilities  for  instruction,  and  in  its  usefulness  to  the  Church 
from  year  to  year.  Its  graduates  may  be  found  all  over  the 
Southern  States,  and  wherever  you  find  one,  you  find  a  Christian 
lady,  well  educated,  refined,  having  an  intelligent  love  for,  and 
an  earnest  devotion  to,  the  Church.  Dr.  Beckett  is  admirably 
adapted  to  his  work,  a  man  of  fine  intellect,  broad  culture,  pa- 
tient in  his  labors,  and  quick  in  his  sympathies.  His  assistants 
are  such  as  we  might  expect  such  a  man  to  choose.  Every 
branch  required  by  the  most  advanced  advocates  of  female  ed- 
ucation, is  taught  there,  and  well  taught.  Miss  Boles,  of  Ken- 
tucky, is  now  nobly  devoting  herself  to  the  great  work  of  lay- 
ing  broad   and   strong   the   foundations  of  Christian    culture 
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among  the  young  ladies  of  the  South.  She  is  erecting  an  addi- 
tional building,  of  large  dimensions,  in  connection  with  the  In- 
stitute, wherein  she  will  place  her  collection  of  scientific  speci- 
mens and  works  of  art ;  and  she  will  render  this  museum  still 
more  valuable  by  her  course  of  lectures  on  science  and  art, 
henceforth  to  be  a  part  of  the  annual  course  at  Columbia. 
Arkansas  has  no  school  of  high  order  for  the  training  of  young 
ladies,  nor  of  voting  gentlemen ;  nor  do  I  see  a  likelihood  that 
anything  of  the  kind  will  be  founded  very  soon.  I  suggest, 
therefore,  that  we,  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  adopt  Sewanee 
and  Columbia  as  our  own,  and  pledge  our  influence  towards 
the  support  of  these  two  great  Southern  Church  Institutions. 
Let  us  make  our  influence  felt  by  concentrating  it.  I  believe 
we  can  not  do  better.  Whatever  action  this  Council  may  deem 
proper  to  take,  I,  as  your  Bishop,  recommend  these  noble  Insti- 
tutions to  all  the  Churchmen  of  Arkansas.  While  the  fact 
that  Columbia  is  only  about  twenty-four  hours  distant  from 
Little  Rock,  renders  it  more  eligible  than  any  schools  further 
east,  I  believe  it  is  the  equal  of  any  of  them,  and  the  superior 
of  most  of  them. 

August  21 — The  tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  At  Grace 
Church,  Memphis,  I  assisted  at  morning  service,  and  preached. 

August  28 — The  eleventh  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  in  saying  morning  service,  and 
preached. 

September  4 — The  twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  I  assisted  in  saying  morning  service,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist.

The  firr^t  Sunday  in  Lent  I  had 
appointed  to  visit  Newport,  and  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent  I 
was  to  ordain  my  son,  Mr.  A.  W.  Pierce,  to  the  Dioconate  in 
St.  Mar}''s  Cathedral,  Memphis,  Tennessee.  The  great  over- 
flow of  the  Mississippi  and  its  tributaries,  prevented  my  fulfill- 
ing either  appointment.  Newport  was  overflowed,  and  all 
travel  between  Little  Rock  and  Memphis  was  cut  off.     At  the

ordination,  the  Rt.-Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  officiated  for 
me. 

March  10 — I  assisted  at  morning  service  in  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock.

After  the  close  of  the  service  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  greeting  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Berne,  the  newly-elected 
Rector,  who  arrived  by  the  evening  train. 

April  i — In  St.  John's  Church,  Ft.  Smith,  Rev.  J.  L.  Berne 
said  evening  prayer.  I  preached,  and  closed  by  a  short  ad- 
dress to  the  people  as  to  their  duty  towards  their  new  Rector. 

April  2 — The  Sunday  next  before  Easter.  In  St.  John's 
Church,  Fort  Smith,  I  assisted  at  morning  and  evening  services, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Berne  preached.  At  night  Rev.  J.  L.  Berne 
said  evening  prayer,  and  I  preached. 

April  4 — In  Holy  Week.  In  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock, 
I  assisted  at  morning  and  evening  services,  and  at  the  morning 
service  gave  a  short  lecture. 

April  5 — In  Holy  Week.  In  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock, 
I  assisted  at  morning  service  and  lectured.  I  assisted  at  the 
evening  service  also. 

April  6 — I  assisted  at  evening  service  and  lectured. 

April  7 — Good  Friday.  In  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  I 
assisted  in  saying  morning  prayer  and  preached.  I  assisted  in 
saying  the  evening  service  also. 

April  9 — Easter  Sunday.  I  assisted  in  saying  the  morning 
service,  preached,  and,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Eucharist.  At  night. I  assisted  in  saying  prayer;  the 
Rev.  T.  C.  Tupper  preached,  and  I  confirmed  ten  persons — 
making,  in  all,  sixteen  persons  confirmed  in  Christ  Church,  Lit- 
tle Rock,  during  the  past  year. 

April  i6 — The  first  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  Trinity  Church, 
Pine  Bluff,  I  said  morning  service,  preached,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Eucharist.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  the  Rev.  R.  W. 
Trimble,  LL.  D.,  late  Rector  of  the  Parish,  and  found  him  very 
ill.  I  used  portions  of  the  "  Office  for  the  Visitation  of  the 
Sick,"  with  him.  Prayers  for  him  were  offered  up  at  the  serv- 
ces  in  Church.     At   night   I   said   evening   prayer  in  Trinity 
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Church,  preached,  confirmed  fourteen  persons,  and  addressed 
the  Class. 

April  17 — I  called  on  Dr.  Trimble  again,  and  found  him 
about  the  same  as  on  yesterday.  Having  to  make  prepara- 
tion for  the  coming  Council,  I  returned  to  Little  Rock  by  the 
evening  train,  thinking  that,  though  there  seemed  to  be  little 
ground  to  hope  for  the  Doctor's  restoration  to  health,  he  might 
linger  for  a  week  or  more ;  but,  on  the  evening  of  the  1 8th 
instant,  I  received  a  telegram  announcing  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred about  I  o'clock  p.  m.  that  day. 

April  19 — Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Stout  and  the 
Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey,  I  took  the  morning  train  for  Pine  Bluff, 
where,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.  we  buried,  from  Trinity  Church,  the 
first,  and,  so  far,  the  only.  Rector  of  that  Parish,  the  Rev.  R. 
W.  Trimble,  LL.  D.  All  the  Clergy  present  participated  in  the 
solemn  services,  and  I  delivered  a  discourse  on  the  sad  occa- 
sion. He  died  the  death  of  the  triumphant  Christian,  ready 
and  more  than  willing  to  depart.  He  was  conscious  to  the 
very  last,  and  full  of  pleasant  anticipations.  For  twenty-two 
years  he  had  labored  in  that  one  field,  and  done  a  noble  work. 
He  found  there  nothing ;  he  left  behind  him  a  Parish  by  no 
means  weak,  and  a  Church  edifice  which  is  a  noble  monument 
to  his  memory.     He  rests  from  his  labors.

These  are  my  official  acts  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  Be- 
yond the  limits  of  the  Diocese  I  have  confirmed  one  person, 
buried  two  persons,  and  married  one  couple.     All  the  baptisms 
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are  recorded  in  the  Parishes  where  they  occurred,  and  will  ap- 
pear in  the  different  Parochial  Reports. 

I  have  done  less  work  in  the  past  twelve  months  than  in 
any  year  of  my  Episcopate.  But  one  reason  for  this  is  because 
I  have  a  considerable  portion  of  my  Diocese  yet  to  visit  The 
Rector  of  St.  John's,  Camden,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons, 
requested  me  to  postpone  my  visit  to  a  later  day  than  the  third 
Sunday  in  Lent,  the  time  I  had  appointed.  This  led  me  to 
postpone  my  visitations  of  all  points  of  the  Diocese  south  of 
Hot  Springs.  My  appointment  at  Newport  fell  at  a  time  when 
the  town  was  overflowed  by  the  high  waters  in  White  River. 
This,  again,  led  nie  to  defer  my  visit  to  Batesville.  Dardanelle 
remains  unvisited  as  yet,  owing  to  my  failing  to  obtain  an  an- 
swer in  due  time  to  my  communications.  The  small  number 
of  confirmations  is  readily  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  seve- 
ral of  our  important  Parishes  were  vacant  for  a  long  time.  Hot 
Springs  has  had  no  resident  Rector  for  several  years,  until 
within  the  past  fortnight;  Helena  lay  vacant  nine  months; 
Fort  Smith  lay  vacant  about  eight  months,  and  Pine  Bluff  was 
vacated  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Trimble,  eleven 
months  since,  and  has  been,  owing  to  the  Doctor's  protracted 
illness,  virtually  vacant  for  nearly  two  years  and  a  half.  The 
remedy  for  these  evils  so  detrimental  to  the  growth  of  the 
Church,  did  not  lie  in  the  Bishop's  hands.  Had  that  been  the 
case,  they  would  have  soon  ceased. 

I  will  not  now  suggest  what  ought  to  be  done  in  instances 
of  vacancies  existing  for  a  long  time ;  nor  will  I  inquire  here 
whether  we  ought  to  legislate  with  reference  to  them.  Should 
it  become  advisable  hereafter,  I  may  lay. before  you  a  plan  of 
proceedure  in  such  cases,  which  might  enable  us  to  surmount 
a  great  difficulty  often  encountered.  But  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
there  is  no  necessity  for  legislation  in  that  direction  just  now; 
for  Helena  is  now  filled  by  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Burrows,  Deacon, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  who  entered  upon  his  labors 
there  late  in  the  autumn  of  last  year.  Fort  Smith  has  been 
filled  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  L.  Berne,  from  the  Diocese  of  Min- 
nesota, and  still  holding  his  canonical  residence  there,  though 
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I  trust  Arkansas  may  soon  be  able  to  claim  him  as  all  her  own. 
He  arrived  just  in  time  to  conduct  the  solemn  services  of  Holy 
Week.  Hot  Springs  has  been  filled  by  the  Rev.  George  S. 
Gibbs,  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  who  arrived  just  in  time 
to  make  glad  Easter  still  more  glad  to  the  congregation  of  St. 
Luke's.  This  leaves  only  one  vacancy  in  the  older  and 
stronger  Parishes  to  be  provided  for ;  and  we  trust  that  Pine 
Bluff  will  soon  have  a  faithful  Pastor  to  minister  to  the  spirit- 
ual wants  of  the  people. 

I  hoped  that  the  action  taken  at  the  last  Annual  Council 
would  enable  us  to  do  something  in  the  way  of  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, but  I  am  afraid  that  action  was  not  understood.  I  sup- 
posed that  it  bound  every  Clergyman  having  a  care  of  souls  to 
take  up  one  offertory  at  least,  and  that  on  a  specified  Sunday, 
for  Missionary  work  in  our  own  Diocese.  This  was  to  be  ad- 
ditional to  the  collections  made  by  myself  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, on  my  regular  visitations.  But  the  Rev.  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  Phillips  County,  is,  so  far  as  I  have  ascertained,  the 
only  one  of  the  Clergy  who  has  obeyed  the  command  of  the 
Diocese  given  at  the  last  Annual  Council.  Now,  I  ask  you  to 
appoint  two  Sundays  in  the  year,  one  Trinity  Sunday  and  the 
other  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent,  on  which  collections  are  to  be 
made,  and  to  render  it  obligatory  on  every  Clergyman  to  obey 
the  order.  It  is  a  shame  to  pass  Resolutions  and  Canons,  and 
put  them  before  the  world,  and  then  utterly  ignore  them  in 
practice.  You  may  make  your  machinery  never  so  perfect — 
but  machinery  will  not  run  itself.  Neither  science  nor  religion 
has  yet  invented  a  self-running  machine — a  perpetual  motion. 
No  methods  of  acting  will  dispense  with  our  individual  action.

There  is  another  matter  to  which  I  must  call  your  attention. 
I  have  spoken  before  of  the  University  of  the  South,  at  Se- 
wanee,  Tennessee.  There  is  a  Theological  Department  there, 
almost  wholly  unaided  as  yet.  To  prevent  its  dying  out,  there 
is  absolute  need  of,  at  least,  ^5,000  a  year.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  resolved  to  raise  that  sum.  I  proposed  that  it  should 
be  divided  among  the  Dioceses  in  the  ten  States  according  to 
the  number  of  Clergymen  in  each.  As  thus  divided,  the  share 
of  Arkansas  was  very  small,  say,  $150.  I  became  sponsor  for 
this  Diocese.  I  agreed  to  pay  if  the  Diocese  failed.  I  have 
paid,  from  moneys  at  my  disposal,  $83.50.  I  propose,  in  a  few 
weeks,  to  send  on  $16.50  more.  This  will  make  $100,  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole.  The  Rev.  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Lit- 
tle Rock,  has  devoted  a  part  of  his  Easter  offertory  to  this  ob- 
ject, and  has  sent,  I  believe,  $20.  This  will  leave  only  $30  to 
make  up  the  full  amount  of  the  pledge.  If  you  do  not  try  to 
meet  it,  I  shall  try  to  do  so.  But  you  ought  not  to  allow  me  to 
do  it.  The  same  sum  will  be  required  from  this  Diocese  next 
year ;  you  must  take  steps  to  provide  the  means.  I  shall  not 
personally  assume  the  responsibility  again  ;  but  I  will  help  you 
to  raise  it  if  you  will  do  your  duty.  The  Rev.  the  Rector  of 
St.  John's,  Camden,  has  a  report  to  make  on  this  matter.  He 
knows  Sewanee  and  its  value  to  us.  I  hope  he  may  be  able  to 
stir  up  a  lively  interest  in  the  subject  in  all  hearts. 

Arkansas  is  growing.  Shall  the  Church  keep  pace  in 
growth  with  the  State  ?  Everybody  is  ready  to  say :  "  The 
Bishop  should  do  this,"  and,  "  The  Bishop  should  do  that."  I 
have,  to  use  a  very  expressive  Southern  word,  toted  this  Diocese 
for  twelve  long  years,  and  every  year  it  becomes  heavier.  You 
must  come  to  my  help,  and  take  your  share  of  the  burden, 
'^here  is  not  a  Parish  in  the  State  that  has  begun  to  do  what  it 
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<:an  do — to  give  what  it  can  give.  You  complain  of  poverty ; 
you  will  become  poorer  still  if  the  people  of  Arkansas  do  not 
stop  robbing  God  in  tithes  and  offerings. 

Let  me  add,  in  way  of  encouragement,  that,  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey,  a  neat  Church  edifice  has 
been  erected  at  Newport.  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx  has  secured  a  fine 
lot  at  Bentdtiville,  and  has  pledges,  to  a  small  amount,  towards 
the  erection  oT  a  Church  there. 

I  omitted  to  say  that  I  took  up  collections  for  Diocesan 
Missions  in  my  visitation  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx's  wide  field  in 
Northwestern  Arkansas.  These  I  put  to  the  best  of  uses — 
that  of  defraying  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Missionary.  I 
<:an  not  say  what  was  the  amount  gathered,  as  I  have  not  my 
memoranda  at  home,  but  it  should  properly  be  added  to  the 
sum  already  mentioned,  in  order  to  estimate  fairly  my  own  suc- 
cess in  raising  means  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

At  Fort  Smith  a  lot  for  a  Rectory  has  been  secured,  and  I 
hope  to  see  a  convenient  edifice  on  it  ere  long.  I  shall  be  re- 
joiced to  see  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  following  this  good 
example.  Improvement  in  the  Churches  have  been  made  at 
Helena,  Fayetteville  and  Hot  Springs;  and  Christ  Church,  Lit- 
tle Rock,  will  soon  have  a  good  Pipe-organ.

REPORT  OF  REV.  P.  A.  JOHNSON,  MISSIONARY. 

I  officiated  at  Conway  every  Sunday  until  November  i, 
1882,  excepting  two  Sundays  at  Hot  Springs. 

November  i,  I  resigned  my  appointment  as  Missionary^  at 
Conway. 

I  was  then  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  General  M^ssionar>^ 
I  visited  several  places  on  the  Little  Rock  and  Fort  Smith 
Railroad.  I  held  services  one  Sunday  in  Fort  Smith.  I  spent 
one  week  in  Bentonville  and  two  weeks  at  Eureka  Springs,  and 
officiated  several  times  in  each  of  these  places. 

I  was  unwell — unfitted  for  work — during  the  winter,  and 
remained  in  Missouri  three  months  with  my  family,  and  offici- 
ated several  times  for  the  Minister  in  Nevada,  Mo. 

I  reported  to  the  Bishop  the  first  week  in  March,  and  I  was 
requested  by  him  to  visit  Prescott,  Hope  and  Washington. 

I  visited  Prescott  four  times,  and  held  seven  services  in  the 
Church,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once  in  the 
Church  there,  to  four  persons.  I  spent  much  time  in  visiting 
about  among  the  people,  and  was  glad  to  find  several  English 
families  who  welcomed  the  services. 

I  received  about  J 11,  in  Prescott.  The  people  there  did 
not  seem  willing  to  commit  themselves  to  give  any  special 
amount  for  services. 

I  visited  Hope  three  different  times,  and  held  4  services  in 
the  Church,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once.  Re- 
ceived 81.50. 

I  was  very  kindly  welcomed  in   Washington,  and  was  re- 
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quested  by  the  Vestry  to  remain  until  after  Easter.  I  remained 
most  of  the  time  in  Washington,  going  from  there  to  other 
places.  I  held  twenty-four  services  in  Washington,  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  three  times — communicants  at- 
tending, fifteen.  On  Easter  I  baptized  three  children.  Received 
there.  ^40.  I  sent  $2  for  prayer  books,  to  New  York,  for  Wash- 
ington. The  Sunday-school  is  regularly  held  there,  and  faithful 
teachers  attend.     The  people  there  need  regular  services. 

I  visited  Spring  Hill,  and  held  an  evening  service  in  a  de- 
serted Church,  and  baptized  an  infant.  There  are  three 
Church  families  in  that  vicinity.

ADOPTED  IN  GENERAL  CONVENTION, 

In    PHILADEIiPHIA,    OCTOBEB,    1789* 


ARTICLE    1. 

There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  in 
every  third  year,  from  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one ;  and  in  such 
place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention ; 
and  in  case  there  shall  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or 
any  other  good  cause  to  render  it  necessary  to  alter 
the  place  fixed  on  for  any  such  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  have  it  in  his 
power  to  appoint  another  convenient  place  (as  near 
as  may  be  to  the  place  so  fixed  on)  for  the  holding 
of  such  Convention :  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  at  other  times,  in  the  manner  hereafter 
to  be  provided  for ;  and  this  Church,  in  a  majority 
of  the  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adopted  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  represented,  before  they  shall 
proceed  to  business ;  except  that  the  representation 
from  two  Dioceses  shall  be  sufficient  to  adjourn ; 
and  in  all  business  of  the  Convention  freedom  of 
debate  shall  be  allowed. 

ARTICLE    2. 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  representation  of  both  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity. 
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Such  representation  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  conmiunicants 
in  this  Church,  residents  in  the  Diocese,  and  chosen 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Convention  there- 
of;  and  in  all  questions  when  required  by  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese, 
each  Order  shall  have  one  vote ;  and  the  majority 
of  suffrages  by  Dioceses  shall  be  conclusive  in 
each  Order,  provided  such  majority  comprehend 
a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  represented  in  that 
Order.  The  concurrence  of  both  Orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 
If  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  should  neglect 
or  decline  to  appoint  Clerical  Deputies,  or  if  they 
should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  Lay  Deputies, 
or  if  any  of  those  of  either  Order  appointed  should 
neglect  to  attend,  or  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  any 
other  accident,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be 
considered  as  duly  represented  by  such  Deputy  or 
Deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  Lay  or  Clerical. 
And  if,  through  the  neglect  of  the  Convention  of 
any  of  the  Churches  which  shall  have  adopted  or 
may  hereafter  adopt  this  Constitution,  no  Deputies, 
either  Lay  or  Clerical,  should  attend  at  any  Gen- 
eral Convention,  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  shall 
nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  such  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE    3. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall 
be  three  or  more,  shall,  whenever  General  Conven- 
tions are  held,  form  a  separate  House,  with  a  right 
to  originate  and  propose  acts  for  the  concurrence 
of  the  House  of  Deputies  composed  of  Clergy  and 
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Laity ;  and  when  any  proposed  act  shall  have  passed 
the  House  of  Deputies,  the  same  shall  be  transmit- 
ted to  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall  have  a  neg- 
ative thereupon ;  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  authenticated  by  both  Houses.  And  in  all 
cases  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  signify  to  the 
Convention  their  approbation  or  disapprobation 
(the  latter  with  their  reasons  in  writing)  within 
three  days  after  the  proposed  act  shall  have  been 
reported  to  them  for  concurrence ;  and  in  failure 
thereof,  it  shall  have  the  operation  of  a  law.  But 
until  there  shall  be  three  or  more  Bishops,  as  afore- 
said, any  Bishop  attending  a  General  Convention 
shall  be  a  member  ex  officio^  and  shall  vote  with  the 
Clerical  Deputies  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  be- 
longs ;  and  a  Bishop  shall  then  preside. 

ARTICLE   4. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be 
chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Convention  of  that  Diocese ;  and  every  Bishop 
of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Epis- 
copal Oflice  to  his  proper  Diocese,  unless  requested 
to  ordain,  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  other  act  of 
the  Episcopal  Office  in  another  Diocese  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 

ARTICLE    5. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the 
United  States,  or  any  Territory  thereof,  not  now 
represented,  may,  at  anytime  hereafter,  be  admit- 
ted on  acceding  to  this  Constitution ;  and  a  new 
Diocese,  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more  existing 
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Dioceses,  maybe  admitted  under  the  following  re- 
strictions, viz. :  — 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  with- 
in the  limits  of  any  other  Diocese,  nor  shall  any 
Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more 
Dioceses,  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each  of  the 
Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the 
General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory  assur- 
ance of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new  Diocese. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which 
shall  contain  less  than  six  Parishes,  or  less  than  six 
Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year 
canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such 
new  Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor 
shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any 
existing  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain 
less  than  twelve  Parishes,  or  less  than  twelve  Pres- 
byters who  have  been  residing  therein  and  settled 
and  qualified  as  above  mentioned :  provided^  that 
no  city  shall  form  more  than  one  Diocese. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  or 
more  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan  of  the  Diocese  divided 
may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  bo  attached,  and 
shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  thereof;  and 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect  the 
one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ;  and  if  it  be  not 
the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  Dio- 
cesan thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a  Diocese  into  two  or 
more  Dioceses  shall  be  ratified  by  the  General  Con- 
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Yention,  each  of  the  Dioceses  shall  bo  subject  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so 
divided,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent, 
until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by 
the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese 
shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dio- 
ceses, the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing 
Dioceses  to  which  the  greater  number  of  Clergy- 
men shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of 
such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  altered 
by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

ARTICLE    6. 

The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided 
by  the  General  Convention.  The  Court  appointed 
for  that  purpose  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only. 
In  every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters 
and  Deacons  may  be  instituted  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pro- 
nounce sentence  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  deg- 
radation from  the  Ministry,  on  any  Clergyman, 
whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

ARTICLE    7. 

No  pei-son  shall  be  admitted  to  Holy  Orders  until 
he  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  Bishop,  and  by 
two  Presbyters,  and  shall  have  exhibited  such  tes- 
timonials and  other  requisites  as  the  Canons,  in 
that  case  provided,  may  direct.  Nor  shall  any 
person  be  ordained  until  he  shall  have  subscribed 
the  following  declaration :  — 

I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment to  be  the  Word  of  Qod,  and  to  contain  aU  things  neces- 
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sary  to  salyation ;  and  I  do  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to  the 
Doctrines  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  In 
the  United  States.       >6         /  ^.  /■ 

uT.  Cr*  ^ .  '  ^  i  9%-"' 
No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop  shall  be 
permitted  to  officiate  as  a  Minister  of  this  Church, 
until  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  Canon  or 
Canons  in  that  case  provided,  and  have  also  sub- 
scribed the  aforesaid  Declaration. 
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ARTICLE    8. 

A  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  Administration  of 
the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremo- 
nies of  the  Church,  Articles  of  Religion,  and  a 
Form  and  Manner  of  making,  ordaining,  and  con- 
secrating Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  when 
established  by  this  or  a  future  Greneral  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  used  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  those  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adopted 
this  Constitution.  No  alteration  or  addition  shall 
be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  or  other 
Offices  of  the  Church,  or  the  Articles  of  Religion, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  proposed  in  one  Greneral 
Convention,  and  by  a  resolve  thereof  made  known 
to  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  and  adopted 
at  the  subsequent  General  Convention.  Provided, 
however^  That  the  General  Convention  shall  have 
power,  from  time  to  time,  to  amend  the  Lection- 
ary;  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall  be  valid 
which  is  not  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House 
of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Dep- 
uties. 
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ARTICLE    9. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  unless  in 
General  Convention,  by  the  Church,  in  a  majority 
of  the  Dioceses  which  may  have  adopted  the  same ; 
and  all  alterations  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one 
General  Convention,  and  made  known  to  the  sev- 
eral Diocesan  Conventions,  before  they  shall  be 
finally  agreed  to,  or  ratified,  in  the  ensuing  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

ARTICLE    10. 

Bishops  for  foreign  countries,  on  due  application 
therefrom,  may  be  consecrated,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  signified  to  the  Presiding  Bishop ;  he 
thereupon  taking  order  for  the  same,  and  they  being 
satisfied  that  the  person  designated  for  the  office 
has  been  duly  chosen,  and  properly  qualified :  the 
Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the 
one  used  in  this  Church.  Such  Bishops,  so  conse- 
crated, shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  Diocesan, 
or  Assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the  United 
States,  nor  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in 
said  States. 

Done  in  the  Oeneral  Convention  of  the  Bishops  ^ 
Clergy  y  and  Laity  of  the  Churchy  the  2d  day 
of  October,  1789. 

Note. — When  the  Constitution  was  originally 
adopted,  in  August,  1789,  the  first  Article  provid- 
ed that  the  triennial  Convention  should  be  held 
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on  the  first  Tuesday  in  August.  At  the  adjourned 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  held  in  October  of  the 
same  year,  it  was  provided  that  the  second  Tuesday 
in  September,  in  every  third  year,  should  be  the 
time  of  meeting.  The  time  was  again  changed  to 
the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1804. 

The  first  Article  was  put  into  its  present  form  at 
the  General  Convention  of  1841. 

The  second  Article  was  put  into  its  present  form 
at  the  General  Convention  of  1856. 

The  third  Article  was  so  altered  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1808,  as  to  give  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops a  full  veto  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  other 
House. 

The  fourth  Article  was  put  into  its  present  form 
at  the  General  Convention  of  1874. 

The  fifth  Article  was  put  into  its  present  form 
at  the  General  Convention  of  1871. 

The  sixth  Article  was  put  into  its  present  form 
at  the  General  Convention  of  1841. 

The  second  sentence  of  the  eighth  Article  was 
adopted  at  the  General  Convention  of  1811.

CANON    1. 
Of  the  Orders  of  Ministry  in  this  Church. 

In  this  Church  there  shall  always  be  three  Orders 
in  the  Ministry,  namely:  Bishops,  Priests,  and 
Deacons.* 

CANON    2. 

Of  the  Admission  of  Persons  as  Candidates  for 

Holy  Orders. 

§  1.  All  persons  seeking  admission  to  the  Minis- 
I  try  of  this  Church  are  to  be  regarded  as  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders,  or  as  Postulants  for  admission  to 
Candidateship.^ 

§  ii.  [1.]  Every  person  desiring  to  be  admitted 
Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  is,  in  the  first  instance, 
to  consult  his  immediate  Spiritual  Pastor  or  Rector, 
setting  before  him,  freely  and  fully ,  the  grounds  of 
his  desire  for  admission  to  the  Ministry,  together 
with  such  circumstances  in  his  personal  constitu- 
tion, relations,  and  position,  as  may  bear  on  his 
qualifications,  or  tend  to  afiect  his  course  of  prep- 
aration.

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[2.]  If  counselled  to  persevere  in  his  intention, 
such  person  shall  then,  with  letter  of  approval  and 
introduction  from  the  Pastor  or  Rector,  personally, 
if  possible,  or  by  letter,  give  notice  of  his  intention 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  stating  whether  he 
has  ever  applied  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  in 
any  other  Diocese ;  (2)  whether  he  is  prepared  at 
once  to  apply  for  recommendation  to  be  admitted 
Candidate ;  (3)  or,  if  not  so  prepared,  where  he  pro- 
poses to  prosecute  preparatory  studies,  and  whether 
he  expects  or  desires  aid  in  such  studies  while  a 
Postulant ;  and  (4)  the  time  and  place  of  his  Bap- 
tism, Confirmation,  and  first  Communion:  Pro^ 
videdy  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  Bishop,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  him- 
self, from  receiving  such  application  and  notice, 
without  such  letter  of  approval  and  introduction, 
if  the  same,  when  applied  for,  be  not  given  by 
such  Pastor  or  Rector.* 

1 3.]  Such  notice  must  be  given  to  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  in  which  the  person  is  actually  resident, 
and  can  be  received  by  none  other.** 

[4.]  A  Bishop  may,  at  his  discretion,  permit 
the  transfer  of  such  application  to  the  Bishop  of 
another  Diocese,  for  reasons  seeming  to  him  to 
justify  such  transfer.^ 

[5.]  A  Bishop  may  not  receive  such  application 
from  a  person  who  has  been  refused  admission  as  a 
Candidate  in  any  other  Diocese,  or  who,  having 
been  admitted,  has  afterward  ceased  to  be  a  Candi-

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date,  until  he  shall  have  caused  such  person  to  pro- 
duce a  certificate  from  the  Bishop  in  whose  Dio- 
cese he  has  been  refused  admission,  or  has  been  a 
Candidate,  declaring  the  cause  of  refusal,  or  of  ces- 
sation of  Candidateship ;  and  such  certificate  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese in  which  such  second  application  shall  be 
made.* 

[6.]  A  Standing  Committee,  acting  under  canon- 
ical provision  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  a 
Diocese,  in  vacancy,  or  for  other  causes,  shall  be 
competent  to  receive  and  do  all  assigned  to  the 
Bishop  in  the  foregoing  clauses.^ 

§  iii.  [1.]  The  Postulant  for  admission  to  Can- 
didateship may  at  any  time,  after  application  to  the 
Bishop  duly  made,  apply  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  Diocese  for  recommendation  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate.^ 

[2.]  In  order  thereto,  he  shall,  with  his  applica- 
tion, lay  before  the  Committee  testimonials^  in  the 
following  words : 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  testify,  Arom  our 
personal  knowledge  and  belief,  that  A.  B.  is  pious,  sober,  and 
honest;  that  he  is  attached  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  he  is  a 
Communicant  of  the  said  Church  in  good  standing ;  and  do 
furthermore  declare  that,  In  our  opinion,  he  possesses  such 
qualifications  as  fit  him  for  entrance  on  a  course  of  prepara- 
tion for  the  Holy  Mlnlstry.o 

[3.]  Such  testimonials  shall  be  signed  either  by 
the  Rector  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestry  of  the

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Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  the  Postulant  may 
belong,  said  Vestry  being  duly  convened,  and  this 
fact  being  explicitly  stated  on  the  face  of  the  testi- 
monials, or,  in  circumstances  justifying  such  alter- 
native, by  at  least  one  Presbyter  and  four  respect- 
able Laymen,  Communicants  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church.* 

[4.]  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  sole  judge 
of  the  propriety  of  receiving  testimonials  signed  by 
others  than  a  Rector  and  Vestry.** 

[5 . 1  A  majority  of  members  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee having  the  requisite  personal  knowledge  of 
a  Postulant  for  recommendation,  may,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Committee,  dispense  with  the  pres- 
entation of  testimonials  by  a  Rector  and  Vestry, 
or  by  others  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity.** 

[6.]  The  Standing  Committee,  on  the  receipt  of 
such  testimonials,  or,  in  its  discretion,  on  the  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  its  members,  being  duly  satis- 
fied that  there  is  not  sufficient  objection  on  grounds 
either  physical,  intellectual,  moral,  or  religious,  may 
proceed  to  recommend  a  Postulant  for  admission  to 
Candidateship,  by  a  certificate  bearing  the  signa- 
tures of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
in  the  following  words : 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  do  certify  that 
(from  personal  knowledge,  or  from  testimonials  laid  before 
us,  as  the  case  may  be)  we  believe  that  A.  B.  is  pious,  sober, 
and  honest;  that  he  is  attached  to  the  doctrine,  discipUne, 
and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  be

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is  a  Commimicant  of  the  said  Church  in  good  standing ;  and 
do  ftirthermore  declare  that,  in  our  opinion,  he  possesses  such 
qaaiifications  as  fit  him  for  entrance  on  a  course  of  prepara- 
tion for  the  Holy  Ministry.^ 

[7.]  In  the  action  of  the  Bishop  on  the  first  ap- 
plication of  any  Postulant  for  admission  to  Candi- 
dateship,  and  in  that  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
application  for  its  recommendatory  certificate,  it  is 
always  understood,  and  it  is  also  at  proper  oppor- 
tunities to  be  made  known  to  every  Candidate,  for 
whatever  Order  of  the  Ministry,  and  enforced  upon 
his  consideration,  that  the  Church  expects  of  all 
such  Candidates  what  can  never  be  brought  to  the 
test  of  any  outward  standard,  —  an  inward  fear 
and  worship  of  Almighty  God,  a  love  of  religion 
and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influences,  a  habit  of 
devout  affection,  and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  all 
those  graces  which  are  called  in  Scripture  the 
fiiiits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  His  sacred 
influences  can  be  manifested.^ 

§  iv.  [1.]  Upon  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the 
Standing  Committee,  recommending  a  Postulant 
for  admission  to  Candidateship,  the  Bishop  shall 
require  such  Postulant  to  make  signification  of  his 
intention,  whether  it  be  to  become  a  Candidate  for 
the  office  and  ministration  of  a  Deacon  only^  or  to 
be  a  Candidate  for  the  the  Priesthood  also.^ 

[2.]  If  the  Postulant  desires  to  be  Candidate 
for  Priesthood f  as  well  as  for  the  Diaconate,  he

Of  the  Admission  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 


must  lay  before  the  Bishop  a  satisfactoiy  diploma, 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  that  he  is  a  grad- 
uate in  arts  of  some  university  or  college  in  which 
the  learned  languages  are  duly  studied ;  and  if  the 
Bishop  be  not  fully  satisfied  of  the  sufficiency  of 
such  diploma,  he  may  remit  the  same,  for  considera- 
tion and  advice,  to  the  Standing  Conmdttee  of  the 
Diocese.* 

[3.]  But  if  the  Postulant  desiring  to  be  Candi- 
date for  the  Priesthood  be  not  a  graduate  as  afore- 
said, he  shall  be  remitted  by  the  Bishop  to  the 
Examiners  of  Candidates  for  Priesthood,  for  exam- 
ination as  prescribed  in  the  Canon  of  Examina- 
tions. In  a  case  of  emergency,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  any  two  or  more  learned  Presbyters  to 
hold  such  examination.* 

[4.]  On  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  degree  in 
arts,  or  report  of  satisfaction  by  examiners,  the 
Bishop  may,  after  personal  conference  with  the 
Postulant,  admit  him  to  be  a  Candidate  for 
PriesCs  Orders^  and  shall  thereupon  record  his 
name,  with  the  date  of  admission,  and  such  other 
particulars  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  forthwith  give  the 
Candidate  written  notice  of  such  record.^ 

[5 .  ]  Such  admission  and  notification  of  a  Candi- 
date for  Priesthood  is  his  sufficient  admission  as 
Candidate  for  the  Diaconate^  from  the  date  of  such 
admission  and  record.^ 

[6.]  With  the  notification  of  his  admission, 
every  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  shall  also  re-

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ceive  from  the  Bishop  the  assignment  of  texts  of 
Scripture,  upon  which  he  is  expected  to  prepare 
discourses  for  presentation  at  his  examiiiations.* 

§  V.  [1.]  A  Postulant  for  admission  to  Candidate- 
ship  desiring  to  become  Candidate  for  the  office  and 
ministration  of  a  Deacon  onli/j  must  present  to  the 
Bishop,  at  the  time  of  signification  of  such  desire, 
certificates  from  two  or  more  learned  Presbyters, 
that  on  their  personal  knowledge  of  him,  and  act- 
ual examination  for  further  satisfaction,  they  deem 
him  to  possess  such  personal  qualifications,  and  to 
have  attained  such  proficiency  in  the  English  Ian- 
guage  and  learning,  and  in  particular  m  the  art  of 
reading  aloud,  and  such  general  acquaintance  with 
the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  as  justify  the  expectation  of  his  usefulness 
in  the  office  of  Deacon,  when  thereto  admitted, 
after  due  trial  and  preparation  in  his  Candidateship : 
Provided^  always,  that  in  the  case  of  a  Postulant 
proposing  to  minister  in  a  congregation  worship- 
ping in  a  language  other  than  English,  testimony 
of  proficiency  in  the  English  language  may  be  dis- 
pensed with.* 

[2.]  The  Bishop,  on  receipt  of  such  certificates, 
may  admit  a  Postulant  recommended  by  the  Stand- 
ing Conunittee  as  a  Candidate  for  Deacon^s  Or^ 
derSy  and  shall  thereupon  record  his  name,  with  the 
date  of  admission,  and  the  names  of  the  Presby- 
ters signing  such  Certificate,  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such 
record.*

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[3.]  A  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders  may 
become  a  Candidate  for  Priesfs  Orders  by  signi- 
fying to  the  Bishop  his  desire  to  be  admitted  such 
Candidate,  complying  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion iv  of  this  Canon,  and  obtaining  from  the 
Bishop  admission  and  entry  in  the  proper  record. 
His  Candidateship  shall  then  date  from  the  time 
of  such  admission  and  entry,  as  notified  by  the 
Bishop.* 

[4.  A  Deacon  may  be  admitted  Candidate  for 
Priest's  Orders  in  the  same  manner.* 

§  vi.  [1.]  When  a  Postulant  for  admission  as  a 
Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  wishes  a  knowledge 
of  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  and 
other  branches  of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesias- 
tical, to  be  dispensed  with,  he  shall  communicate 
his  wish  to  the  Bishop.** 

[2.]  If  the  Bishop,  on  consideration  of  the  cir- 
cumstances of  his  case,  encourage  him  to  proceed, 
he  shall  procure  and  lay  before  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  Pres- 
byters of  this  Church,  certifying  that  in  their 
opinion  the  Postulant  possesses  extraordinary 
strength  of  natural  imderstanding,  a  peculiar  apti- 
tude to  teach,  and  a  large  share  of  prudence,  and 
adding  any  other  reason  for  dispensation  which 
they  may  believe  to  exist.** 

[3.]  On  the  receipt  of  such  testimonial,  the 
Standing  Committee,  by  a  vote  o^  two  thirds  of  all

[4.]  The  Bishop  may  thereupon  grant  to  the 
applicant  a  certificate  of  the  dispensation  required, 
for  exhibition  to  his  examiners.* 

[5.]  The  Bishop  shall  have  the  sole  discretion 
of  dispensation  with  a  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew 
language,  in  the  case  of  any  Candidate  satisfactorily 
showing  that  its  attainment  by  him  is  impracticable, 
and  the  Bishop's  certificate  of  such  dispensation 
shall  exempt  the  bearer  from  examination  on  that 
subject  only." 

§  vii.  [1.]  A  person  not  having  had  Episcopal 
Ordination,  but  acknowledged  as  an  Ordained 
Minister  or  Licentiate  in  any  other  denomination 
of  Christians,  may  become  a  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders  in  this  Church. 

[2.]  Such  person  must  give  notice  of  his  desire 
to  become  Candidate  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
in  which  he  may  be  resident,  stating,  1st,  whether 
he  has  applied  for  admission  as  Candidate  in  any 
other  Diocese ;  and,  2d,  the  ground  and  reasons  of 
his  desire ;  and,  3d,  furnishing  sufficient  evidence 
of  his  standing  in  the  denomination  in  which  he 
has  been  Minister  or  Licentiate. 

[3.]  With  the  aforesaid  notice  of  desire  must  be 
forwarded  a  written  certificate  from  at  least  two 
Presbyters  of  this.  Church,  stating  that,  from  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  Postidant,  or  from  satisfac-

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tory  evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe  that 
his  desire  to  leave  the  denomination  to  which  he 
belonged  has  not  arisen  from  any  circumstance  un- 
favorable to  his  moral  or  religious  character,  or  on 
account  of  which  it  may  be  inexpedient  to  admit 
him  to  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Church ; 
and  they  may  also  add  what  they  know,  or  believe 
on  good  authority,  of  the  circumstances  leading  to 
the  said  desire. 

[4.  J  If,  on  receipt  of  such  notice  and  certificate, 
the  Bishop  authorize  further  procedure,  the  Postu- 
lant may  apply  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  for  recommendation ;  in  order  to  which  he 
must  lay  before  the  Committee,  — 

(1)  A  testimonial  from  at  least  twelve  members 
of  the  denomination  from  which  he  comes,  or 
twelve  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  or  twelve  persons  —  in  part  of  the  de- 
nomination from  which  he  comes,  and  in  part  of 
this  Church  —  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  cer- 
tifying that  the  Postulant  has,  for  three  years  last 
past,  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly ;  and 

(2)  A  testimonial  from  at  least  two  Presbyters 
of  this  Church,  certifying  that  they  believe  the 
Postulant  to  be  pious,  sober,  and  honest,  and  sin- 
cerely attached  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and 
worship  of  the  Church ;  and  that,  in  their  opinion, 
he  possesses  such  qualifications  as  fit  him  for  iise- 
fulness  in  this  Church. 

[5.]  The  Standing  Committee  and  Bishop  may 
then  proceed  as  provided  for  in  Section  iii  and 
Section  iv  of  this  Canon.*

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[6.]  Should  the  Postulant,  applying  as  an  or- 
dained Minister  or  Licentiate  of  another  denomi- 
nation, not  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  the 
Bishop  to  whom  application  is  made  shall  require 
of  him,  with  the  notice  of  his  intent  to  become  a 
Candidate,  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  at  that 
time  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the  United  States." 

[7.]  But  should  such  Postulant  apply  on  the 
ground  of  a  call  to  a  Church  in  which  Divine  Ser- 
vice is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  language,  (1)  the 
foregoing  requisition  may  be  dispensed  with ;  and 
(2)  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  to  dispense  with  the  testimo- 
nials required  in  Section  ii  and  Section  iii  of  this 
Canon,  and  to  accept  and  act  upon  such  other  evi- 
dence as  in  the  natui*e  of  the  case  may  be  obtain- 
able, and  shall  seem  to  their  judgment  fully 
equivalent;  and  (3)  in  such  case  an  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Standing  Committee,  at  a  meeting  duly 
convened,  shall  be  requisite :  Provided^  also,  that 
the  Postulant  shall  be  required  to  produce  to  the 
Bishop  a  certificate,  signed  by  at  least  four  re- 
spectable members  of  this  Church,  testifying  to 
the  authenticity  and  credibility  of  the  written 
evidences  of  his  religious,  moral,  and  literary 
qualifications ;  which  certificate  shall  also  be  laid 
before  the  Standing  Conunittee.^ 
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such  Committee  shall  be  competent  to  receive  and 
do  all  assigned  to  the  Bishop  in  Section  iii,  Section 
iv,  and  Section  vi  of  this  Canon. 

§  ix.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  and  other  Canons  relating  to'  Candi- 
dates and  Ordinations,  shall  be  understood,  in  cases 
so  requiring,  to  signify  an  Assistant  Bishop,  when 
so  empowered  under  Canon  13,  Section  v  of  Title 
I,  a  Provisional  Bishop,  a  Missionary  Bishop,  and 
any  other  Bishop  canonically  in  charge  of  a  Dio- 
cese, Missionary  District,  or  Congregation  in 
foreign  parts. 

§  X.  [I.]  The  provisions  of  this  and  other  Canons 
respecting  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  extend  to 
persons  coming  from  places  in  the  United  States 
in  which  the  Constitution  of  this  Church  has  not 
been  acceded  to,  equally  with  others, 

[2.]  Any  such  person  shall  apply  for  recommen- 
dation (Section  iii)  to  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  of  the  Bishop  to  whom  his  notice  of 
intention  has  been  given. 
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§  i.  [1.]  The  superintendence  of  a  Candidate  for 
Holy  Orders,  and  direction  of  his  theological 
studies,  pertain  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

[2.]  In  a  Diocese,  vacant  or  otherwise  canoni- 
cally under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
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Standing  Committee,  the  Clerical  Members  of  such 
Committee  shall  exercise  said  superintendence  and 
direction. 

[3.]  Care  shall  be  taken  that  the  Candidate  shall 
pursue  his  studies  diligently,  and  under  proper 
direction ;  and  that  he  do  not  indulge  in  any  vain 
or  trifling  conduct,  or  in  any  amusements  most 
likely  to  be  abused  to  licentiousness,  or  unfavorable 
to  that  seriousness,  and  to  those  pious  and  studious 
habits,  which  become  a  person  preparing  for  the 
Holy  Ministry.* 

§  ii.  [1.]  A  Candidate  once  admitted  must  re- 
main in  connection  with  the  Diocese  in  which  he 
has  been  admitted  until  his  ordination,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

[2.]  Letters  of  dismission  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
any  other  Bishop  of  this  Church  may  be  given  him 
by  the  Bishop,  upon  actual  change  of  residence,  or 
for  other  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  established  as 
such  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop. 

[3.]  The  convenience  of  attending  any  theolog- 
ical or  other  seminary  shall  not  be  held  to  be  such 
sufficient  reason  or  ground  of  change  of  residence.^ 

§  iii.  A  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  accept  from  any  Diocesan  Convention  an 
appointment  as  a  Lay  Deputy  to  the  House  of  Cler- 
ical and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention.*^

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§  iv.  [1.]  A  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  maybe 
licensed  by  the  Bishop  to  perform  the  Service  of 
the  Church  as  a  Lay  Reader  in  his  own  Diocese, 
but  in  no  other. 

[2.]  Without  such  license  a  Candidate  may  not 
take  upon  himself  such  functions. 

[3.]  With  the  consent  of  his  own  Bishop,  a  Can- 
didate may  receive  such  license  as  a  Lay  Reader, 
for  temporary  use,  from  any  other  Bishop,  for  the 
Diocese  of  such  Bishop  only. 

[4.]  A  Candidate  so  licensed  shall  submit  to  all 
the  regulations  which  the  Bishop  licensing  him 
may  prescribe. 

[5.]  He  shall  also  be  bound  to  conformity  to  all 
the  other  restrictions  and  regulations  of  the  Canon 
"of  Lay  Readers."* 

§  V.  [1.]  Every  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  shall 
report  himself  to  the  Bishop,  personally  or  by  letter, 
once  at  least  in  every  three  months,  giving  account 
of  his  manner  of  life  and  progress  in  theological 
studies. 

[2.]  Failure  to  make  such  report,  not  satisfac- 
torily accounted  for  to  the  Bishop,  shall  be  ground 
of  refusal  of  admission  to  Holy  Orders.* 
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Of  Examinations.^ 

§  i.  In  each  Diocese  there  shall  be  two  or  more 
Examining  Chaplains,   to  be  appointed  by  the

§  ii.  [1.]  An  examination  of  the  literary  qtuzlifi" 
cations  of  a  Postulant  or  Candidate  shall  extend  to 
his  knowledge  of  the  English  language  and  litera- 
ture, and  at  least  the  first  principles  and  general 
outlines  of  logic,  rhetoric,  mental  and  moral  phi- 
losophy, physics  and  history,  and  the  Latin  and 
Greek  languages.  ^ 

[2.]  A  distinct  report  of  the  subjects  of  exam- 
ination, and  the  satisfaction  given  in  each,  shall  be 
made  by  the  Examimng  Chaplains. 

[3.]  The  examination  may  be  adjourned,  or  re- 
peated after  an  assigned  period,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Examining  Chaplains. 

[4.]  Such  examination  shall  be  made  as  pre- 
scribed in  Canon  2,  Section  iv,  [3.] 

§  iii.  [1.]  The  examination  of  a  Candidate  for 
the  office  and  ministration  of  a  Deacon  only  shall  be 
so  conducted  as  may  most  thoroughly  ascertain  the 
extent  of  his  acquaintance  with  the  Holy  Scriptures 
of  the  Old  and  the  New  Testaments  —  in  every 
part  of  which  he  shall  be  required  to  be  well 
versed  —  and  also  his  familiarity  with  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  in  all  its  parts  and  adjuncts,  and 
with  the  Book  of  Articles. 

[2.]  The  Candidate  shall  also  be  examined  as 
to  his  sufficiency  for  the  edifying  performance  of 
the  Service  of  the  Church,  and  for  the  ministration 
of  the  office  of  a  Deacon,  in  all  its  parts  and 
functions. 
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Of  Examinations. 

[3.]  If  the  Candidate  be  one  who,  not  having 
had  Episcopal  Ordination,  has  been  acknowledged 
as  an  ordained  or  licensed  Minister  in  any  other 
denomination  of  Christians,  he  shall  also  be  exam- 
ined on  those  points  in  which  the  denomination 
whence  he  comes  differs  from  this  Church,  with  a 
view  of  testing  his  information  and  soundness  in 
the  same. 

[4.]  This  examination  shall  always  be  conducted 
by  the  Examining  Chaplains,  the  Bishop  being 
present  at  his  discretion. 
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§  iv.  [1.]  There  shallbe  assigned  to  every  Can- 
didate ybr  PriesCs  Orders  three  different  examinsr 
tions,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Examining 
Chaplains  shall  appoint. 

[2.]  Except  for  extraordinary  reasons  of  great 
urgency,  these  examinations  shall  not  be  accumu- 
lated into  one,  but  shall  each  be  assigned  as  the 
business  of  a  separate  day. 

[3.]  Each  examination  shall  be  conducted  in  part 
orally,  and  in  part  by  questions  or  themes  pro- 
pounded in  writing,  to  which  written  answers  shall 
be  made,  in  presence  of  one  or  more  of  the  Exam- 
ining Chaplains. 

[4.]  At  the  discretion  of  the  Examining  Chap- 
lains, such  written  questions  or  themes  may,  or  may 
not,  be  previously  communicated  to  the  Candidate. 

[5.]  At  each  examination  the  Candidate  shall 
produce,  and  read,  a  Sermon  or  Discourse,  com- 
posed by  himself,  on  some  passage  of  Scripture 
assigned  to  him  for  that  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
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and  shall  also  hand  in  two  other  Sermons  or  Dis- 
courses on  some  passage  or  passages  of  Scripture 
selected  by  himself;  all  which  Sermons  or  Dis- 
courses shall  be  submitted  to  the  criticisms  of  the 
Examining  Chaplains. 

[6,]  At  eithe?  or  all  of  the  examinations,  the 
Examining  Chaplains  may,  and  at  some  one  of 
them,  at  least,  shall,  subject  the  Candidate  to  such 
proof  of  liis  ability  to  conduct  the  Service  of  the 
Church  in  an  edifying  manner,  and  to  deliver  his 
Sermons  with  propriety  and  effectiveness,  as  shall 
fully  satisfy  them  of  his  competence  for  the  public 
duties  of  the  Holy  Ministry. 

[7.]  If  the  Candidate  be  one  who,  not  having 
had  Episcopal  Ordination,  has  been  acknowledged 
as  an  ordained  or  licensed  Minister  in  any  other 
denomination  of  Christians,  and  be  not  yet  admit- 
ted to  Deacon's  Orders,  he  shall,  at  the  first  exam- 
ination, be  also  examined  On  those  points  in  which 
the  denomination  whence  he  comes  differs  from 
this  Church,  with  a  view  of  testing  his  information 
and  soundness  in  the  same. 

[8.]  No  examination  at  any  theological  or  other 
literary  institution  shall  be  held  to  be  equivalent  to 
any  one  or  more  Canonical  examinations,  or  allowed 
to  supersede  the  same ;  nor  shall  any  certificate  of 
graduation  or  diploma  from  any  theological  or  other 
literary  institution  be  held  to  be  sufilcient  ground 
for  dispensing  with  any  part  of  the  Diocesan  ex- 
aminations of  a  Candidate. 

§  V.   The  three  examinations  shall  be,  — 
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[1.]  The  first  examinationj  on  the  Books  of 
Scripture,  the  Candidate  being  required  to  give  an 
account  of  the  different  Books,  to  translate  from 
the  original  Greek  and  Hebrew,  and  to  explain 
such  passages  as  may  be  proposed  to  him. 

[2.]  In  cases  of  Candidates  having  dispensa- 
tions from  Latin,  Greek,  or  Hebrew,  and  other 
branches  of  learning  not  strictly  Ecclesiastical,  the 
fii'st  examination  shall  extend  only  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  text  and  interpretation  of  the  English 
Bible,  with  such  other  matters  as  are  comprised 
in  what  are  commonly  known  as  Introductions  to 
the  Holy  Scriptures. 

[3.]  The  second  examination  shall  be  on  the 
Evidences  of  Christianity,  Christian  Ethics,  and 
Systematic  Divinity. 

[4.]  Tlie  third  examination  shall  be  on  Church 
History,  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  —  its  history  and  contents,  and  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church,  and  those 
of  the  Diocese  to  which  th*  Candidate  belongs. 

[5.]  In  all  these  examinations  reference  shall 
be  had,  as  closely  as  possible,  to  the  course  of 
study  established  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  to 
the  books  therein  recommended,  or  equivalent 
works  of  more  recent  date. 

§  vi.  [1.]  The  Bishop,  at  his  discretion,  may 
take  part  and  preside  in  either  or  all  of  the  exam- 
inations of  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders. 

[2.]  The  Bishop  may  also  invite  the  presence 
and  assistance,  at  any  such  examination,  of  any 
Presbyter  to  whom  he  may  desire  to  assign  the 
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duty  of  presenting  one  or  more  of  the  Candidates 
for  ordination. 

[3.]  If  any  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  be  not 
examined  by  the  Bishop  in  at  least  one  of  the  ex- 
aminations by  the  Examining  Chaplains,  he  shall, 
before  his  ordination,  be  examined  by  the  Bishop 
and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  subjects  above 
prescribed. 

[4.]  A  Candidate  ordained  for  a  Diocese  vacant 
or  canonically  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall,  besides  the  ex- 
amination by  the  Examining  Chaplains,  be  again 
examined  by  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  shall  be  rec- 
ommended for  ordination,  and  two  or  more 
Presbyters,  on  the  studies  prescribed  by  this 
Canon. 

§  vii.  [1.]  The  examinations  of  a  Candidate  for 
Priest's  Orders  may  take  place  either  before  or 
after  ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

[2.]  Their  satisfactory  passage  by  the  Candi- 
date shall  be  his  sufficient  examination  for  Dea- 
con's Orders :  Provided^  that  if  the  Bishop  shall 
not  have  taken  pait  in  one  or  more  of  such  exami- 
nations, then  the  Candidate  shall  be  examined  by 
the  Bishop  and  two  Presbyters  in  the  mode  pre- 
scribed in  Section  iii  of  this  Canon. 

[3 .  ]  The  satisfactory  passage  of  the  first  exami- 
nation for  Priest's  Orders  alone  shall  suffice  for  the 
admission  of  the  Candidate  to  Deacon's  Orders : 
Provided  as  above,  BXidi  farther  provided  that,  in 
any  case,  before  ordination,  he  be  examined  by  the 
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Bishop  and  at  least  two  Presbyters  on  his  familiar- 
ity  with  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  in  all  its 
parts  and  adjuncts,  and  with  the  text  of  the  Book 
of  Articles ;  and  that  such  examination  on  the 
Prayer  Book  be  not  held  to  have  satisfied  in  his 
case  the  requisitions  of  the  tliird  examination  for 
Priest's  Orders. 

§  viii.  Satisfaction  given  in  any  examination 
shall,  in  every  case,  be  certified  in  writing  to  the 
Bishop,  with  the  signatures  of  the  examiners. 

§  ix.  Violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Canon  shall  disqualify  for  ordination  the  Candidate 
implicated,  and  shall  also  subject  any  other  party 
concerned  to  canonical  procedure  and  censure. 

§  X.  [1.]  A  Candidate  forPrie&t's  Orders  must 
apply  for  at  least  \A^  first  and  ^econeZ  examinations 
within  three  years,  and  his  </uVc/ within  five  years 
from  his  admission,  or  else  assign,  to  the  Bishop, 
causes  which  he  shall  deem  satisfactory  for  failure 
so  to  do. 

[2.]  For  contravention  of  this  rule  the  name  of 
the  ofiender  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Can- 
didates, after  due  warning  by  the  Bishop. 


CANON    5. 

Provisions  and  Cautions  concerning  Ordination. 

§  i.  [1.]  No  Candidate  who  maybe  refused  Holy 
Orders,  in  any  Diocese,  shall  be  ordained  in  any 
other  Diocese,  except  by  renewal  of  Candidateship, 
under  the  provisions  of  Canon  2. 
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[2.]  A  Bishop  who  shall  finally  reject  the  appli- 
cation of  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  shall  im- 
mediately notify  such  rejection  to  every  Bishop 
and  other  Diocesan  Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  this 
Church.* 

§  ii.  [1.]  A  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  recom- 
mended by  a  Standing  Committee,  canonically  act- 
ing as  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  if  he  have  lately 
resided  for  a  length  of  time,  not  less  then  one  year, 
in  any  other  Diocese,  shall  apply  to  the  Bishop  of 
such  Diocese  for  ordination. 

[2.]  Such  Candidate  shall,  besides  his  recommen- 
dation from  his  own  Diocese,  apply  for  recommen- 
dation from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese in  which  he  seeks  ordination.^ 

§  iii.  [I.]  No  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  ordain 
any  person  to  officiate  hi  any  Congregation  or 
Church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,  situated  without  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  except  with  the 
canonically  prescribed  testimonials  and  examina^ 
tions. 

[2.]  Should  any  person  so  ordained  desire  to  set- 
tle in  any  Congregation  or  Parish  of  this  Church, 
he  must  obtain  a  special  license  therefor  from  the 
Bishop,  and  officiate  as  a  Probationer  for  at  least 
one  year." 

§  iv.  A  Clergyman  who  presents  a  person  to  the 
Bishop  for  Holy  Orders,  as  specified  in  the  Office

for  Ordination,  without  having  good  grounds  to 
believe  that  the  requisitions  of  the  Canons  have 
been  complied  with,  shall  be  liable  to  Ecclesias- 
tical censure.^ 

§  V.  [1.]  Agreeably  to  the  practice  of  the  prim- 
itive Church,  the  stated  times  of  ordination  shall 
be  on  the  Sundays  following  the  Ember  Weeks, 
namely,  the  second  Sunday  in  Lent,  the  Feast  of 
Trinity,  and  the  Sundays  after  the  Wednesday 
following  the  14th  day  of  September  and  the  13th 
of  December. 

[2.]  Occasional  ordinations  may  be  held  at 
other  times,  as  the  Bishop  shall  appoint.^ 
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§  i.  A  Candidate  for  the  Office  and  Ministration 
of  a  Deacon  only  shall  not  be  ordained  within  one 
year  from  his  admission,  unless  the  Bishop,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
deem  it  expedient  to  ordain  him  after  the  explica- 
tion of  a  shorter  period,  in  no  case  to  be  less  than 
six  months.® 

§  ii.  Before  the  examination  preceding  ordina- 
tion, such  Candidate  shall  be  required  to  present 
to  the  Bishop  a  testimonial  from  at  least  one  Eec-

tor  of  a  Parish,  signifying  the  belief  that  he  is  well 
qualified  to  minister  in  the  Office  of  a  Deacon  to 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  edification  of  the  Church.* 

§  iii.  A  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  shall  not 
be  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  within  three  years 
from  his  admission,  unless  the  Bishop,  for  urgent 
reasons,  with  the  consent  of  three  fourths  of  the 
Standing  Conmiittee,  shall  admit  him  to  the  Diac- 
onate while  yet  prosecuting  his  course  of  theologi- 
cal studies ;  in  which  case  he  may  be  ordained  at 
any  time  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  his 
admission.^ 

§  iv.  [1.]  No  person  shall  be  ordained  Deacon 
in  this  Church  unless  he  be  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  ordination  by  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

[2.]  In  order  to  such  recommendation,  the 
Candidate  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee testimonials  from  the  Minister  and  Vestry  of 
the  Parish  or  Congregation  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber, or  from  the  Vestry  alone,  if  the  Parish  be 
vacant ;  or,  if  there  be  no  orgauized  Parish  or 
Congregation  where  he  has  resided,  from  at  least 
twelve  respectable  members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  testifying  to  his  piety,  good 
morals,  and  orderly  conduct,  in  the  following 
words : 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  do  testify,  Arom 
evidence  satisfactory  to  ns,  that  A.  B.,  for  the  space  of  three

years  last  past,  hath  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly ;  and 
hath  not,  so  far  as  we  know  or  believe,  written,  taught,  or  held 
anything  contrary  to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church ;  and,  moreover,  we  think  him  a  person 
worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons.  In  wit- 
ness whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands,  this day 

of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord . 

[3 . ]  But  in  case  a  Candidate,  from  some  pcouliar 
circumstances  not  affecting  his  pious  or  moral  char- 
acter, shall  be  unable  to  procure  testimonials  from 
the  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  where  he 
resides,  the  Standing  Committee  may  accept  testi- 
monials, of  the  purport  above  stated,  from  at  least 
twelve  respectable  members  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church. 

[4.]  The  Candidate  shall  also  lay  before  the 
Standing  Committee  a  testimonial,  signed  by  at 
least  one  respectable  Presbyter  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  in  the 
followmg  words: 

I  [or  wc]  do  certify  that  A.  B.,  for  the  space  of  three  years 
last  past,  hath  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly ;  and  hath 
not,  so  far  as  I  [or  we]  know  or  believe,  written,  taught,  or  held 
anything  contrary  to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church ;  and,  moreover,  I  [or  we]  think  him  a 
person  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons. 
This  testimonial  is  founded  on  my  [or  our]  personal  knowledge

[5.]  The  Standing  Committee,  on  receipt  of  such

to  recommend  the  Candidate  for  ordination,  by  a 
testimonial  addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
in  the  following  words :

hath  laid  before  us  satisfactory  testimonials  that,  for  the  space 
of  three  years  last  past,  he  hath  lived  piously,  soberly,  and 
honestly ;  and  hath  not  written,  taught,  or  held  anything  con- 
trary to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church ;  and,  moreover,  we  think  him  a  person  worthy  to  be 
admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons.

This  testimonial  shall  have  the  signatures  of  all

§  V.  In  the  case  of  a  Candidate  not  having  had 
Episcopal  ordination,  but  acknowledged  as  an  or- 
dained Minister  or  Licentiate  by  some  other  de- 
nomination of  Christians,  the  testimonials  to  be  laid 
before  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  testimonial 
given  by  the  Committee  shall  be  required  to  cover 
only  the  time  since  the  admission  of  the  person  to 
a  Candidateship.^ 

§  vi.  The  same  provision  shall  apply  to  the  case 
of  a  person  to  be  ordained  on  the  gi'ound  of  a  call 
to  a  Church  in  which  Divine  Service  is  celebrated 

in  a  foreign  language."

§  vii.  Deacon's  Orders  shall  not  be  conferred  on

§  i.  A  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  who  has 
been  a  Candidate  for  the  Ministry  of  any  other 
denomination  of  Christians,  may  be  allowed  as 
part  of  the  duration  of  his  Candidateship,  by  the 
Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, the  period  during  which  he  may  have  been  a 
Student  of  Theology,  or  Candidate  in  such  other 
denomination :  Provided^  that  the  time  so  allowed 
shall  not  exceed  two  years.** 

§  ii.  A  Candidate  for  Priesthood  shall  not  be

§  i.  A  Clergyman  comingfrom  a  foreign  country, 
and  professing  to  have  been  ordained  out  of  the 
United  States  by  a  foreign  Bishop  in  communion 
with  this  Church,  or  by  a  Bishop  consecrated  for  a 
foreign  country  by  Bishops  of  this  Church  under 
Article  10  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  a  Missionary 
Bi<hop  elected  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in 
any  place  or  places  out  of  the  United  States,  shall, 
before  he  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  Parish  or 
Congregation,  exhibit  to  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be 
no  Minister  to  the  Vestry  thereof,  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee  duly  convened, 
that  his  letters  of  Holy  Orders  are  authentic,  and 
given  by  some  Bishop  in  communion  with  this 
Church,  and  whose  authority  is  acknowledged  by 
this  Church ;  and  also  that  he  has  exhibited  to  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  pious  and  moral  character,  and  of  his  theolog- 
ical acquirements ;  and  in  any  case,  before  he  shall 
be  permitted  to  settle  in  any  Church  or  Parish,  or 
be  received  into  union  with  any  Diocese  of  this

§  i.  [1.]  It  is  hereby  required  that,  on  the 
election  of  a  Minister  into  any  Church  or  Parish, 
the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered, 
to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the 
same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this  effect : 

We,  the  Churchwardens  [or,  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minis- 
ter,  We,  the  Rector  and  Churchwardens],  do  certiiy  to  the 
Right  Rev.  [naming  the  Bishop'] ,  or  to  the  Rev.  [naming  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee],  that  [naming  thr  person] 
has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  [or,  Assistant  Minister,  as  the 
case  may  be]  of  [naming  the  Parish  or  Church], 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names 
of  those  who  certify. 

[2.]  If  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee 
be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified 
Minister  of  this  Church,  the  Bishop,  or  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  tmnsmit 
the  said  certificate  to  the  Seci^etary  of  the  Conven- 
tion, who  shall  record  it  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose.** 

[3.]  And  if  the  Minister  be  a  Presbyter,  the 
Bishop,  or  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,

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may,  at  the  instance  of  the  Vestry,  proceed  to  have 
him  instituted  according  to  the  OiBce  established 
by  this  Church,  if  that  Office  be  used  in  the  Diocese. 
But  if  ho  be  a  Deacon,  the  act  of  institution  shall 
not  take  place  until  after  ho  shall  have  received 
Priest's  Orders.  This  provision  concerning  the 
use  of  the  Office  of  Institution  is  not  to  be  consid- 
ered as  applying  to  any  congregation  destitute  of 
a  house  of  worship.* 

§  ii.  No  Minister,  removing  from  one  Diocese

I  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.  A.  B.  has  been  canonically 
transferred  to  my  Jarisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regaiar

§  iii.  The  Alms  and  Contributions  at  the  Admin- 
istration of  the  Holy  Communion  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  or  with  such  Church 
officer  as  shall  be  appointed  by  him,  to  bo  applied 
by  the  Minister,  or  under  his  superintendence,  to 
such  pious  and  charitable  uses  as  shall  by  him  be 
thought  fit.« 

§  iv.  [1.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Ministers  to

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ordinance  of  Confirmation.  And  on  notice  being 
received  from  the  Bishop  of  his  intention  to  visit 
any  Church,  which  notice  shall  be  at  least  one 
month  before  the  intended  visitation,  the  Minister 
shall  give  immediate  notice  to  his  parishioners, 
individually,  as  opportunity  may  offer,  and  also  to 
the  Congregation  on  the  first  occasion  of  public 
woi-ship  after  the  receipt  of  said  notice.

[3.]  And  further,  the  Ministera  and  Church- 
wardens of  such  ConoTe«mtions  as  cannot  be  con- 
veniently  visited  in  any  year,  shall  bring  or  send 
to  the  Bishop,  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese,  information  of  the  state  of 
the  Congregation,  under  such  heads  as  shall  have 
been  committed  to  them  at  least  one  month  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention.*

[2.]  Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined 
by  law,  or  settled  by  Diocesan  authority  under 
Section  ii  of  Canon  5  of  Title  III  of  this  Digest, 
or  are  not  otherwise  settled,  they  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Section,  be  defined  by  the  civil 
divisions  of  the  State,  as  follows : 

*  GanoD  29, 1832L 
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Parochial  boundaries  shall  be  the  limits,  as  now 
fixed  by  law,  of  any  village,  town,  township,  in- 
corporated borough,  city,  or  the  limits  of  some 
division  thereof  which  may  have  been  recognized 
by  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  constituting  the 
boundaries  of  a  Parish. 

If  there  be  but  one  Church  or  Congregation 
within  the  limits  of  such  village,  town,  township, 
borough,  city,  or  such  division  of  a  city  or  town 
as  herein  provided,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  the 
parochial  cure  of  the  Minister  having  charge 
thereof.  If  there  be  two  or  more  Congregations 
or  Churches  therein,  it  shall  be  deemed  the  cure 
of  the  Ministers  thereof,  and  the  assent  of  a  major- 
ity of  such  Ministers  shall  be  necessary ;  but  noth- 
ing in  this  Canon  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any 
Clergyman  of  this  Church  from  officiating  in  any 
Parish  Church  or  in  any  place  of  public  worship 
used  by  any  Congregation  of  this  Church,  or  else- 
where within  the  parochial  cure  of  the  Minister  of 
the  said  Congregation,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Clergyman  in  charge  of  such  Congregation ;  or,  in 
his  absence,  of  the  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen 
or  Trustees  of  such  Congregation,  or  of  a  majority 
of  them. 

When,  under  Diocesan  authority,  a  new  Parish 
is  constituted,  and  its  boundaries  defined,  this 
Section  shall  be  applicable  to  the  same  as  so 
established. 

[3.]  If  any  Minister  of  the  Church,  from  in- 
ability or  any  other  cause,  neglect  to  perform  the 
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regular  services  in  his  Congregation,  and  refuse, 
without  good  cause,  his  consent  to  any  other  Min- 
ister of  the  Church  to  officiate  within  his  cure,  the 
Churchwardens,  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  such 
Congi'cgation  shall,  on  proof  of  such  neglect  or 
refusal  before  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  before  the  Standing  Committee,  or 
before  such  persons  as  may  be  deputed  by  him  or 
them,  or  before  such  pcraons  as  may  be,  by  the 
regulations  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese,  vested 
with  the  power  of  hearing  and  deciding  on  com- 
plaints against  Clergymen,  have  power,  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  before-mentioned  authority, 
to  open  the  doors  of  their  Church  to  any  regular 
Minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

[4.]  This  Canon  shall  not  affect  any  legal 
rights  of  property  of  any  Parish.* 

§  vii.  [1.]  A  Minister  of  this  Church  removing 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  or  other 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall,  in  order  to  gain 
canonical  residence  within  the  same,  present  to 
said  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  testimonial  from 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary District  in  which  he  last  resided,  which 
testimonial  shall  set  forth  his  true  standinsr  and 
chamcter.  The  testimonial  may  be  in  the  following 
words : 

I  hereby  certify  that  A.  B.,  who  has  sigDificd  to  me  his 

desire  to  be  transferred  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of , 

Is  a  Presbyter  (or  Deacon)  of ,  in  regnkir  standing,  and 

lias  not,  BO  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  been  Justly  liable  to  evU

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report,  for  error  in  religion  or  vicionsness  of  life,  for  three 
years  last  past. 

[2.]  All  such  testimonials  shall  be  called  Let^ 
ters  Ditnissory.  No  such  letter  shall  affect  a  Min- 
ister's canonical  residence,  until,  after  having  been 
presented  according  to  its  address,  it  shall  have 
been  accepted,  and  notification  of  such  acce])tanco 
given  to  the  authority  whence  it  proceeded.  The 
residence  of  the  JMlnister  so  transferred  shall  date 
from  the  acceptance  of  his  letter  of  transfer.  If 
not  presented  within  three  months  after  its  date,  it 
may  be  considered  as  void  by  the  authority  whence 
it  proceeded ;  and  shall  be  so  considered,  unless  it 
be  presented  within  six  months. 

[3.]    If  a  Minister,  removing  into  anotlier  Dio- 
cese, who  has  been  called  to  take  charge  of  a  Parish 
or  Congregation,  shall  present  a  testimonial  in  the 
form  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclsias- 
tical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  has  re- 
moved, to  accept  it,  unless  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee  should  have  heard  rumors,  that  he  or 
they  believe  to  be  well  founded,  against  the  charac- 
ter of  the  Minister  concerned,  which  would  form  a 
proper  ground  of  canonical  inquiry,  and  present- 
ment ;  in  which  case  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Bishop  or  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  whose  jurisdiction 
the  said  Minister  belongs;  and,  in  such  case,  it 
shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Author*  ■ 
ity  to  accept  the  testimonial,  unless,  and  until, 
the  Minister  ahall  be  exculpated  from  the  said 
charges. 
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[4.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Ministers,  except 
Professors  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
Professors  and  Tutors  in  any  University  or  College 
which  is  maintained  and  governed  by  two  or  more 
Dioceses,  associated  for  that  purpose,  Officersof  the 
Board  of  Missions,  and  Chaplains  in  the  Army  and 
Xavy,  to  obtain  and  present  letters  of  transfer  as 
above  described,  whenever  they  remove  from  one 
Diocese  or  Missionary  District  to  any  other  Diocese 
or  Missionary  District,  whether  Domestic  or  For- 
eign, and  remain  thei'e  for  the  space  of  six  months. 
But  when  a  Diocese  is  divided  into  two  or  more 
Dioceses,  any  Professor  in  a  Theological  Seminary 
therein,  which  is  governed  by  Trustees  from  every 
part  of  such  original  Diocese,  may  select  to  which 
of  said  Dioceses  he  shall  belong,  and  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  obtain  and  present  the  above-mentioned 
letters  of  transfer.* 


CANON   15. 

Of  Bishops. 

§  i.  [1.]  To  entitle  a  Diocese  to  the  choice  of  a 
Bishop,  by  the  Convention  thereof,  there  must  be, 
at  the  time  of  such  choice,  and  have  been  during 
the  year  previous,  at  least  six  officiating  Presbyters 
therein,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or  Church,  and 
qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop,  and  six  or  more 
Parishes  represented  in  the  Convention  electing. 
But  two  or  more  adjoining  Dioceses,  not  having 
respectively  the  requisite  number  of  Presbyters  to

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entitle  either  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  may  asso- 
ciate and  proceed  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  to  ex- 
ercise jurisdiction  alike  in  each  of  the  associated 
Dioceses,  if  there  be  at  the  time  of  such  choice,  and 
have  been  during  the  year  previous,  nine  or  more 
such  Presbyters  residing  in  any  part  of  such  asso- 
ciated Dioceses,  qualified  as  aforesaid;  and  the 
Bishop,  so  elected,  shall  exercise  Episcopal  juris- 
diction over  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  until 
such  time  as  some  one  of  such  Dioceses,  having  six 
or  more  Presbyters  canonically  qualified  to  elect  a 
Bishop,  shall  elect  him,  and  he  shall  have  accepted 
the  office  as  its  own  exclusive  Diocesan ;  whereupon, 
his  connection  with  the  other  associated  Diocese 
or  Dioceses  shall  cease  and  determine :  Provided^ 
always,  that  the  Dioceses  thus  associated  in  the 
election  of  a  common  Bishop,  and  the  Conventions 
thereof,  shall,  in  all  other  respects,  remain  as  be- 
fore, unconnected  and  independent  of  each  other : 
and  Provided^  also,  that  such  association  shall 
be  dissolved  on  the  demise  of  the  Bishop,  if  not 
before. 

[2.  J  A  Minister  is  settled,  for  all  purposes  here 
or  elsewhere  mentioned  in  these  Canons,  who  has 
been  engaged  permanently  by  any  Parish,  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  of  said  Diocese,  or  for  any  term 
not  less  than  one  year.* 


Certificates  to  be 
produced  by  the 
Bishop  elect. 


§  ii.  [1.]  Every  Bishop-elect,  before  his  conse- 
cration, shall  produce  to  the  House  of  Bishops, 
from  the  Convention  by  whom  he  is  elected,  evi- 
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dencc  of  such  election ;  and,  from  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  General  Convention, 
evidence  of  their  approbation  of  his  testimonials, 
and  of  their  assent  to  his  consecration ;  and  also  cer- 
tificates, respectively,  in  the  following  words ;  such 
certificates,  in  both  cases,  to  be  signed  by  a  consti- 
tutional majority  of  the  members  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  or  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  same  evidence 
of  election  by,  and  the  same  certificate  from,  the 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
in  General  Convention. 

Testimony  from  the  Members  of  the  Convention  in  the  Diocese 
from  vchence  the  person  is  recommended  for  coTisecration. 

We,  whose  names  are  nndcrwitten,  fblly  sensible  how  im- 
portant it  is  that  the  sacred  office  of  a  Bishop  should  not  be 
unworthily  conferred,  and  firmly  persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty 
to  bear  testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion,  without  partiality 
or  affection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  Uod,  testify  that 
A.  B.  is  not,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  Justly  liable  to  evil 
report,  cither  for  error  in  religion,  or  for  vlciousness  in  life ; 
and  that  we  do  not  know  or  belieye  there  is  any  impediment, 
ou  account  of  which  he  ought  not  to  be  consecrated  to  that 
Holy  Ofllce.  AVe  do,  moreover.  Jointly  and  severally  declare 
that  we  do,  in  our  conscience,  believe  him  to  be  of  such  suffi- 
ciency in  good  learning,  such  soundness  in  the  faith,  and  of 
such  virtuous  and  pure  manners,  and  godly  conversation, 
that  he  is  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  Office  of  a  Bishop  to 
the  honor  of  God,  and  the  edifying  of  Ills  Church,  and  to  be  a 
wholesome  example  to  the  flock  of  Christ. 

The  above  certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  General 
Convention. 
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T.  stimony  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in 

General  Convention, 

We,  whose  names  are  underwritten,  fUlly  sensible  how  in- 
portant  it  is  that  the  sacred  Office  of  a  Bishop  should  not  Ik' 
unworthily  conferred,  and  firmly  persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty 
to  bear  testimony,  on  this  solemn  occasion,  without  partiality 
or  affection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  testify  that 
A.  B.  is  not,  so  far  as  we  are  informed.  Justly  liable  to  cril 
report,  either  for  error  in  religion,  or  for  viciousncss  of  life ; 
and  that  we  do  not  know  or  believe  there  Is  any  impediment, 
on  account  of  which  he  ought  not  to  be  consecrated  to  that 
holy  Office,  but  that  he  hath,  as  we  believe,  led  his  life,  for 
three  years  last  past,  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly. 

[2."  If  the  House  of  Bishops  consent  to  the 
consecration,  the  Presiding  Bishop,  with  any  two 
Bishops,  may  proceed  to  perform  the  same,  or  any 
three  Bishops  to  whom  he  may  communicate  the 
testimonials.^ 

§  iii.  [1.]  If,  during  the  recess  of  the  General 
Convention,  the  Church  in  any  Diocese  should  be 
desirous  of  the  consecration  of  a  Bishop  elect,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Church  in  such  Dio- 
cese may,  by  their  president,  or  by  some  person  or 
persons  specially  appointed,  communicate  the  desire 
to  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Churches  in  the 
different  Dioceses,  together  with  copies  of  the  ne- 
cessary testimonials ;  and  if  the  major  number  of 
the  Standing  Committees  shall  consent  to  the  pro- 
posed consecration,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  concerned  shall  forward  the  evidence  of 
such  consent,  together  with  other  testimonials,  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  or, 
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in  case  of  his  death,  to  the  Bishop  who,  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  is  to  preside 
at  the  next  General  Convention,  who  shall  com- 
municate the  same  to  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church 
in  the  United  States ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
Bishops  consent  to  the  consecration,  the  Presiding 
Bishop  or  Bishops  aforesaid,  with  any  two  Bishops, 
may  proceed  to  perform  the  same,  or  any  three 
Bishops  to  whom  he  may  communicate  the  testimo- 
nials. 

[2.]  The  evidence  of  the  consent  of  the  differ- 
ent Standing  Committees  shall  be  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed for  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
in  General  Convention ;  and,  without  the  aforesaid 
requisites,  no  consecration  shall  take  place  during 
the  recess  of  the  General  Convention ;  but  in  case 
the  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  take  place  within  six 
months  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, all  matters  relative  to  the  consecration  shall  be 
deferred  until  the  said  meeting.^ 

§  iv.  No  man  shall  be  consecrated  a  Bishop  of 
this  Church  until  he  shall  be  thirty  years  old.** 

§  V,  When  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by 
reason  of  old  age,  or  other  permanent  cause  of 
infirmity,  or  by  reason  of  the  extent  of  his  Diocese, 
to  discharge  his  Episcopal  duties,  one  Assistant 
Bishop  may  be  elected  by  and  for  the  said  Diocese, 
who  shall,  in  all  cases,  succeed  the  Bishop  in  case 
of  surviving  him :  Provided^  that  before  the  elec- 
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tion  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  for  the  reason  of  extent 
of  Diocese,  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention, 
or  during  the  recess  thereof,  the  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Bishops  and  of  the  several  Standing 
Committees,  must  be  had  and  obtained.  The 
Assistant  Bishop  shall  perform  such  Episcopal 
duties,  *and  exercise  such  Episcopal  authority  in 
the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  assign  to  him ; 
and,  in  case  of  the  Bishop's  inability  to  assign  such 
duties,  declared  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Assistant  Bishop  shall,  during  such  inability, 
perform  all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  author- 
ities which  appertain  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop.  No 
person  shall  be  elected  or  consecrated  a  Suffragan 
Bishop,  nor  shall  there  be  more  than  one  Assistant 
Bishop  in  a  Diocese  at  the  same  time.* 

§  vi.  A  Diocese  deprived  of  the  services  of  its 
Bishop  by  a  sentence  of  suspension  without  a  pre- 
cise limitation  of  time,  may  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  Provisional  Bishop,  who,  when  duly  conse- 
crated, shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authority 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  during  the  suspension 
of  such  Bishop ;  and  who,  in  case  of  the  remission 
of  the  sentence  of  the  Bishop,  and  his  restoration 
to  the  exercise  of  his  jurisdiction,  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  Assistant  Bishop  prescribed  by  Section 
V  of  this  Canon ;  and  who  in  all  cases  shall  suc- 
ceed to  the  Bishop  on  his  death  or  resignation.** 

§  vii.  [1.]  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties may,  from  time  to  time,  on  nomination  by  the 
House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  pcr- 
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sons  to  be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to 
exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  States  or  Territories, 
or  parts  thereof  not  organized  into  Dioceses.  The 
evidence  of  such  election  shall  be  a  certificate,  to 
be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  said 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form 
required  by  Section  ii  of  this  Canon,  to  be  given 
by  the  membci*s  of  Diocesan  Conventions  on  the 
recommendation  of  Bishops  elect  for  consecration, 
which  certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the  House 
of  Bishops ;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  con- 
sent to  the  consecration,  they  may  take  order  for 
that  purpose. 

[2.]  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  so  elected  and  conse- 
crated, shall  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  such 
States  and  Territories,  or  parts  thereof,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  and  under  such  regulations  and  instruc- 
tions, not  inconsistent  therewith,  as  the  House  of 
Bishops  may  prescribe ;  and  the  House  of  Bishops 
may,  at  anytime,  increase  or  diminish  the  number 
of  States  or  Territories,  or  parts  thereof,  over  which 
the  said  Bishop  or  Bishops  shall  exercise  Episcopal 
functions. 

[3 .  ]  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Mis- 
sionary Bishop,  or  of  vacancy  by  other  cause,  the 
charge  of  the  vacant  Missionary  Episcopate  shall 
devolve  on  the  senior  Bishop  of  this  Church,  with 
the  power  of  appointing  some  other  Bishop  as  his 
substitute  in  said  charge. 

[4.]  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Church  extending 
in  right,  though  not  always  in  form,  to  all  persons 
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belonging  to  it  within  the  United  States,  it  is 
hereby  enacted  that  each  Missionary  Bishop  shall 
have  jurisdiction  over  the  Clergy  in  the  district 
assigned  him ;  and  in  case  a  presentment  and  trial 
of  a  Clergyman  become  proper,  the  Clerical  Mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Missionary  Bishop  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for 
may  make  presentment ;  and  the  trial  shall  take 
place  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
any  Diocese  of  this  Church  which  may  have  been 
selected  by  the  said  Missionary  Bishop  at  the  time 
of  the  appointment  of  such  Standing  Committee  : 
Provided^  that  the  Court  shall  be  composed  of  at 
least  three  Presbyters,  excluding  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  the  accused.  And  if 
there  be  not  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  Pres- 
byters within  his  jurisdiction,  the  said  Missionary 
Bishop  may  call  to  his  aid  Presbyters  of  any  Dio- 
cese or  Missionary  jurisdiction  sufficiently  near. 

[5.]  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  conse- 
(^rated  under  this  Section  shall  be  entitled  to  a  scat 
in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organized 
Diocese  within  the  United  States.  And  whenever 
a  Diocese  shall  have  been  oi^anized  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  such  Missionary  Bishop,  if  he  shall 
be  chosen  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  he  may  accept 
the  office  without  vacating  his  Missionary  appoint- 
ment :  Providedy  that  he  continue  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  Missionary  Bishop  within  the  residue  of 
his  original  jurisdiction,  if  there  be  such  residue.

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[6.]  Every  such  Bishop  shall  yearly  appoint  two 
Presbyters,  and  two  Laymen  communicants  of  this 
Church,  resident  within  his  Missionary  jurisdiction, 
to  perform  the  duties  of  a  Standing  Conmiittee  for 
such  jurisdiction,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till 
their  successors  are  appointed :  Provided j  that  no 
Standing  Conmiittee  constituted  under  this  Section 
shall  have  power  to  give  or  refuse  assent  to  the 
consecration  of  a  Bishop. 

[7.]  Every  such  Bishop  shall  report  to  each 
General  Convention  his  proceedings,  and  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Church  within  his  Missionary 
jurisdiction;  and,  at  least  once  a  year,  make  a 
report  to  the  Board  of  Missions.* 


§  viii.  [1.]  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time,  on  nomination 
by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person 
or  persons  to  be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this 
Cluuxsh,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any 
Missionary  station  or  stations  of  this  Church  out 
of  the  Territory  of  the  United  States,  which  the 
House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  may  have 
designated.  The  evidence  of  such  election  shall 
be  a  certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional 
majority  of  said  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, expressing  their  assent  to  the  said  nomination, 
which  certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the  House  of 
Bishops ;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent 
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to  the  consocration,  they  may  take  order  for  that 
purpose. 

[2.]  Any  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  under 
this  Section,  or  any  foreign  Missionary  Bishop 
heretofore  consecrated  to  exercise  Episcopal  func- 
tions in  any  place  or  country  which  may  have  been 
thus  designated,  shall  have  no  jurisdiction,  except 
in  the  place  or  country  for  which  he  has  been 
elected  and  consecrated.  He  shall*  be  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  but  shall  not*  be- 
come a  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organized  Diocese 
within  the  United  States,  unless  with  the  consent 
of  three  fourths  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  also  of  three  fourths 
of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  present  at  the 
Session  of  the  General  Convention,  or,  in  the 
recess  of  the  General  Convention,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Standing  Conunittees  of  three  fourths  of  the 
Dioceses. 

[3.]  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  consecrated  under 
this  Section,  or  any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop 
heretofore  consecrated,  shall,  on  presentment  oy 
two  thirds  of  the  Missionaries  under  his  charge,  for 
immorality  or  heresy,  or  for  a  violation  of  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  bo  tried, 
and,  if  found  guilty,  sentenced,  in  all  particulars 
as  if  he  were  actually  resident  within  the  limits  of 
the  United  States,  except  that  the  trial  may  be 
within  any  Diocese  in  the  United  States. 

[4.]  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  conse- 
crated under  this  Section,  or  any  Foreign  Mission- 

*  These  words  wexe  thus  altered  in  1865. 
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ary  Bishop  heretofore  consecrated,  or  any  Bishop 
to  whom  the  exercise  of  Episcopal  powers  and 
functions  in  a  foreign  Church  or  Congregation  shall 
have  been  assigned  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  may 
ordain  as  Deacons  or  Presbyters,  to  officiate  within 
the  limits  of  their  respective  Missions,  or  in  such 
foreign  Church  or  Congregation,  any  persons,  of 
the  age  required  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church, 
who  shall  exhibit  to  him  or  them  the  testimonials 
required  by  Canons  6  and  8  of  this  Title,  signed  by 
not  less  than  two  of  the  ordained  Missionaries  of 
this  Church  who  may  bo  subject  to  his  or  their 
charge,  or  by  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  in 
good  standing,  connected  with  such  foreign  Church 
or  Congregation. 

Provided  J  nevertheless,  that  if  there  be  only  one 
ordained  Missionary  attached  to  the  Mission,  or 
only  one  Presbyter  of  this  Church  connected  with 
such  foreign  Church  or  Congregation,  and  capable 
of  acting  at  the  time,  the  signature  of  a  Presby- 
ter in  good  standing  under  the  juiisdiction  of  any 
Bishop  in  communion  with  this  Church  may  be 
admitted  to  supply  the  deficiency.* 

[5.]  Any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  conse- 
crated under  this  Section,  or  heretofore  consecrated, 
Daay,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  two  Presbyters, 
one  of  whom,  if  necessity  require,  shall  be  a  Pres- 
byter in  good  standing  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
any  Bishop  in  communion  with  this  Church,  dis- 
pense Avith  those  studies  required  from  a  Candidate 
for  Deacon's  Orders  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church :

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Provided^  that  no  person  shall  be  ordained  by  him 
who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  in 
the  presence  of  two  Presbyters,  as  to  his  theological 
learning  and  aptitude  to  teach :  and  Provided,  fur- 
ther, that  no  person  shall  be  ordained  by  him  until 
he  shall  have  been  a  Candidate  for  at  least  three 
years.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon,  so  ordained,  be  ad- 
vanced to  the  Order  of  Presbyters,  who  has  not 
been  in  Deacon's  Orders  for  at  least  one  year. 
Nor  shall  any  Deacon  or  Priest,  who  shall  have 
been  ordained  under  this  Section,  be  allowed  to 
hold  any  cure,  or  officiate  in  the  Church  in  these 
United  States,  until  he  shall  have  complied  with 
existing  Canons  relating  to  the  learning  of  persons 
to  be  ordained. 

[  6 .  ]  Any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  or  Bishops 
elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Section,  or  any 
Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  heretofore  consecrated, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  and  government  according 
to  the  Canons  of  this  Church  over  all  Missionaries 
or  Clergymen  of  this  Church,  resident  in  the  dis- 
trict or  country  for  which  he  or  they  may  have  been 
consecrated. 

[7.]  Every  such  Bishop  may  yearly  appoint  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  Presbyters,  resi- 
dent within  his  Missionary  jurisdiction  and  acting 
under  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
to  act  as  a  Standing  Committee  in  such  Missionary 
jurisdiction,  upon  all  questions  pertaining  to  the 
interests  of  such  Missionary  jurisdiction ;  and,  in 
case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  his  juris- 
diction, or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  said 
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Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  such  Missionary  jurisdiction. 

[8.]  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church,  acting  under 
a  Foreign  Missionary  appointment,  and  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  shall  commit  any  offence  which  comes 
within  the  provisions  of  Canon  2  of  Title  IE,  Oj 
Offences  for  which  Ministers  may  be  tried  and 
punished;  or  shall  refuse  obedience  to  the  lawful 
authority  of  the  Missionary  Bishop,  such  Clergy- 
man shall  be  proceeded  against  according  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  any  Diocese  of  this 
Church  which  may  have  been  selected  at  the  time 
of  the  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
such  Missionary  jurisdiction :  Providedythat  a  pre- )  Proviso, 
sentment  shall  first  be  made  by  the  members  of 
said  Standing  Committee,  or,  if  the  accused  party 
be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  by  the 
other  member  or  members  thereof. 

[9.]  The  Court  for  the  trial  of  such  Minister 
shall  consist  of  five  Presbyters,  excluding  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee ;  or,  if  there  be 
not  five,  then  of  all  the  members  of  such  Missionary 
jurisdiction.  If  there  be  more  than  five,  then  shall 
the  Standing  Committee  select,  by  lot,  the  five  who 
shall  compose  the  Court,  which  Court  shall  proceed 
in  the  trial,  according  to  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to  such  a  case ; 
and  where  no  provision  is  made  adequate  to  the 
exigency,  the  Court  shall  consider  and  adjudge  the 
case  according  to  the  principles  of  law  and  equity. 
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[10.]  The  sentence  of  the  Court  shall  bo  ren- 
dei*e(l  to  the  Bishop  of  such  Missionary  jurisdiction, 
who  shall  have  power  to  revise  and  modify  the 
same,  and  the  decision  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive. 

[11.]  Every  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated 
under  this  Section,  or  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop 
heretofore  consecrated,  shall  report  to  each  General 
Convention  his  proceedings  and  acts,  and  the  state 
of  the  Mission  under  his  supervision.  He  shall 
also  make  a  similar  report  at  least  once  a  year  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Church.* 

§  ix.  [1.]  ^Vhen  a  Diocese,  entitled  to  the  choice 
of  a  Bishop,  shall  elect  as  its  Diocesan  a  Missionary 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  if  such  election  shall  have 
taken  place  within  three  months  before  a  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  evidence  thereof  shall  be 
laid  before  each  House  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  concurrence  of  each  House,  and  its  express 
consent,  shall  be  necessary  to  the  validity  of  said 
election,  and  shall  complete  the  same ;  so  that  the 
Bishop  thus  elected  shall  be  thereafter  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  which  has  elected  him. 

[2.]  If  the  said  election  have  taken  place  more 
than  thi'ee  months  before  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  the  above  process  may  be  adopted,  or 
the  following  instead  thereof,  viz. :  The  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  electing  shall  give  duly 
certified  evidence  of  the  election  to  every  Bishop 
of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of 
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every  Diocese.  On  receiving  notice  of  the  con- 
currence of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  and  of  the 
Standing  Committees  in  the  election,  and  their  ex- 
press consent  thereto,  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  concerned  shall  transmit  notice  thereof 
to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  each  vacant  Diocese,  which  no- 
tice shall  state  what  Bishops  and  what  Standing 
Committees  have  consented  to  the  election.  And 
the  same  Committee  shall  transmit  to  every  Congre- 
gation in  the  Diocese  concerned,  to  be  publicly  read 
therein,  a  notice  of  the  election  to  the  Episcopate 
thereof  of  the  Bishop  thus  elected,  and  also  cause 
public  notice  thereof  to  be  given  in  such  other  way 
as  they  may  think  proper.** 

§  X.  It  is  deemed  proper  that  every  Bishop  of 
this  Church  shall  deliver,  at  least  once  in  three 
years,  a  charge  to  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocese,  unless 
prevented  by  reasonable  cause.  And  it  is  also 
deemed  proper  that,  from  time  to  time,  he  shall 
address  to  the  people  of  his  Diocese  Pastoral  Let- 
ters on  some  points  of  Christian  doctrine,  worship, 
or  manners.** 

§  xi.  [1.]  Every  Bishop  in  this  Church  shall 
visit  the  Churches  within  his  Diocese  at  least  once 
in  three  years,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the 
state  of  his  Church,  inspecting  the  behavior  of  his 
Clergy,  administering  the  Apostolic  rite  of  Con- 
firmation, ministering  the  Word,  and,  if  he  think 
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fity  administering  tho  Sacrament  of  the  L#ord's 
Supper,  to  the  people  committed  to  his  chai^. 
And  if  a  Bishop  shall  decline,  for  more  than  three 
years,  to  visit  a  Parish  or  Congregation,  for  rea- 
sons which  to  him  shall  seem  sufficient,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Rector  or  Minister,  and  Vestry,  or 
of  one  uf  them,  to  apply  to  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
to  appoint  the  five  Bishops  in  charge  of  Dioceses, 
who  live  nearest  to  the  Diocese  in  which  such 
Church  or  Congregation  may  be  situated,  to  act  as 
a  Council  of  Conciliation,  who  shall  amicably  de- 
termine all  matters  of  difference  between  the  par- 
ties, and  each  party  shall  conform  to  the  decision 
of  the  Council  in  the  premises.  If  the  Presiding 
Bishop  shall  be  the  party  within  whose  jurisdiction 
the  Parish  or  Congregation  may  be,  then  the  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop  next  in  sen- 
iority. And  in  any  such  case  as  is  above  men- 
tioned, the  Bishop  within  w*hose  jurisdiction  the 
Parish  or  Congregation  may  be,  may,  at  anytime,  if 
he  please,  apply  himself  to  the  Presiding  Bishop,  for 
a  Council  of  Conciliation :  Provided ^  that  if,  by  the 
action  of  the  General  Convention,  any  Canon  shall 
hereafter  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  Coun- 
cil or  Councils  of  Conciliation,  for  the  general  pur- 
pose of  amicably  reconciling  differences  of  this  or 
any  other  kind,  then  such  a  case  as  is  above  named 
shall  be  referred  to  such  general  Council  of  Con- 
ciliation, and  the  parties  shall  abide  by  its  deci- 
sion. 

[2.]    To  enable  the  Bishop,  who  may  be  Rector 
of  a  Church,  to  make  his  official  visitation,  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  Clergy,  in  such  i*easonable  rota- 
tion as  may  be  devised,  to  officiate  for  him  in  the 
performance  of  his  parochial  duties,  provision 
being  made  for  the  payment  of  their  expenses. 

[3.]  It  is  left  to  each  Diocese  to  make  provi- 
sion, in  such  way  as  it  may  deem  proper,  for 
defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's 
visitation. 

[4.]  The  Bishop  shall  keep  a  register  of  his 
proceedings  at  every  visitation  of  his  Diocese.* 

§  xii.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church  to  reside  within  his  Diocese. ** 

§  xiii.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Bishop  of  a 
Diocese  who  is  about  to  leave,  or  has  left,  his  Dio- 
cese, with  the  intention  of  going  out  of  the  limits 
of  the  United  States,  or,  if  remaining  out  of  his 
Diocese  for  the  space  of  three  calendar  months 
although  without  leaving  the  United  States,  to 
authorize,  by  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  the 
Assistant  Bishop,  or,  should  there  be  none,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  such  Diocese,  to  act  as  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof.  The  Assistant 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  so  authorized,  shall 
thereupon  become  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
such  Diocese,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  until  such 
writing  shall  be  revoked,  or  the  Bishop  shall  return 
within  the  Diocese :  Provided^  that  nothing  in  this 
Canon  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any 
Bishop  who  may  have  signed  such  writing  from 
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exercising  his  jurisdiction  himself,  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  practicable,  during  his  absence  from 
his  Diocese,  or  from  permitting  and  authorizing 
any  other  Bishop  to  perform  Episcopal  offices  for 
him.* 

§  xiv.  The  Bishop  of  each  Diocese  may  com- 
pose forms  of  prayer  or  thanksgiving,  as  the  case 
may  require,  for  extraordinary  occasions,  and  trans- 
mit them  to  each  Clergyman  within  his  Diocese, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  use  such  forms  in  his 
Church  on  such  occasions.  And  the  Clei^  in 
those  States  or  Dioceses  or  other  places  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Church  in  which  there  is  no  Bishop, 
may  use  the  form  of  prayer  or  thanksgiving  com- 
posed by  the  Bishop  of  any  Diocese.  The  Bishop 
in  each  Diocese  may  also  compose  forms  of  prayer 
to  be  used  before  legislative  and  other  public 
bodies.** 
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§  XV.  [1.]  Any  Bishop,  Assistant  Bishop,  or 
Missionary  Bishop  may,  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Convention  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  any 
Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  or  where  the 
Bishop  is  for  the  time  under  a  disability  to  perform 
Episcopal  offices  by  reason  of  a  judicial  sentence, 
visit  and  perform  Episcopal  offices  in  that  Diocese, 
or  in  any  part  thereof;  and  this  invitation  may  be 
temporary,  and  it  may  at  any  time  be  revoked. 

[2.]  A  Diocese  without  a  Bishop,  or  of  which  the 
Bishop  is  for  the  time  under  a  disability  by  reason 
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of  a  judicial  sentence,  may,  by  its  Convention,  be 
placed  under  the  full  Episcopal  charge  and  author- 
ity of  the  Bishop  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a  Mis- 
sionary Bishop,  who  shall  by  that  act  be  authorized 
to  perform  all  the  duties  and  offices  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  so  vacant  or  having  the  Bishop  dis- 
abled :  until,  in  the  case  of  a  vacant  Diocese,  a 
Bishop  be  duly  elected  and  consecrated  for  the 
same ;  and,  in  the  case  of  a  Diocese  whose  Bishop 
is  disqualified  as  aforesaid,  until  the  disqualification 
be  removed ;  or  until,  in  either  case,  the  said  act  of 
the  Convention  be  revoked. 

[3.]  No  Diocese  thus  placed  under  the  full  charge 
and  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  another  Diocese,  or  of 
a  Missionary  Bishop,  shall  invite  a  second  Bishop  to 
perform  any  Episcopal  duty,  or  exercise  authority, 
till  its  connection  with  the  first  Bishop  has  expired 
or  is  revoked.'* 

§  xvi.  [1.]  If,  during  the  session  of  the  General 
Convention,  or  within  six  calendar  months  before 
the  meeting  of  any  such  Convention,  a  Bishop  shall 
desire  to  resign  his  jurisdiction,  he  shall  make 
known,  in  writing,  to  the  House  of  Bishops  such 
his  desire,  together  with  the  reasons  moving  him 
thereto ;  whereupon  the  House  of  Bishops  may  in- 
vestigate the  whole  case  of  the  proposed  resignation, 
including  not  only  the  facts  and  reasons  that  may 
be  set  forth  in  the  application  for  the  proposed 
rfesignation,  but  any  other  facts  and  circumstances 
bearing  upon  it,  so  that  the  whole  subject  of  the 
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propriety  or  necessity  of  such  resignation  may  be 
placed  fully  before  the  House  of  Bishops. 

[2.]  An  investigation  having  thus  been  made, 
the  House  of  Bishops  may  decide  on  the  applica- 
tion ;  and,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  present, 
accept  or  refuse  to  accept  such  resignation ;  and  in 
all  cases  of  a  proposed  resignation,the  Bishops  shall 
cause  their  proceedings  to  be  recorded  on  their  jour- 
nal ;  and  in  case  of  acceptance,  the  resignation  shall 
be  complete  when  thus  recorded ;  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies. 

[3.]  In  case  a  Bishop  should  desire  to  resign  at 
any  period  not  within  six  calendar  months  J[>efore 
the  meeting  of  a  General  Convention,  he  shall  make 
known  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  such  his  desire, 
with  the  reasons  moving  him  thereunto ;  whereupon 
the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  communicate,  without 
delay,  a  copy  of  the  same  to  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church  having  Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  and  also 
to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  which 
the  Bishop  desiring  to  resign  may  belong ;  and,  at 
the  same  time,  smnmon  said  Bishops  to  meet  him 
in  person,  at  a  place  to  be  by  him  designated  and  at 
a  time  not  less  than  three  calendar  months  from  the 
date  of  his  summons ;  and  should  a  number  not  less 
than  a  majority  of  all  the  said  Bishops  meet  at  the 
time  and  place  designated,  they  shall  then  have  all 
the  powers  given  by  the  previous  clauses  of  this  Sec- 
tion to  the  House  of  Bishops ;  and  should  a  number 
less  than  a  majority  assemble,  they  shall  have  power 
to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  they  can  secure 
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the  attendance  of  a  majority  of  all  the  said  Bishops. 
Should  a  proposed  resignation  of  a  Bishop  be  ac- 
cepted at  any  meeting  of  the  Bishops  for  that  pur- 
pose held  during  a  recess,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Senior  Bishop  present  to  pronounce  such  res- 
ignation complete,  and  to  communicate  the  same  to 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese,  who 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  communicated  to  the  sev- 
eral Clergymen  in  charge  of  congregations  therein. 
And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop  to  cause  such  resignation  to  be  formally  re- 
corded on  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Bishops  that 
may  meet  in  General  Convention  next  thereafter. 
If  the  Bishop  desirous  of  resigning  should  be  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  then  all  the  duties  directed  in 
this  Section  to  be  performed  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop  shall  devolve  upon  the  Bishop  next  in 
seniority. 

[4.]  No  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  the  Episco- 
pal jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  has  been  consununated 
pursuant  to  this  Section,  shall,  under  any  circum- 
stances, be  eligible  to  any  Diocese  now  in  union,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  admitted  into  union,  inth 
this  Church ;  nor  shall  he  have  a  seat  in  the  House 
of  Bishops ;  but  he  may  perform  Episcopal  acts  at 
the  request  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church  having 
Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  within  the  limits  of  his 
Diocese. 

[5 .]  A  Bishop  who  ceases  to  have  the  Episcopal 
charge  of  a  Diocese  shall  still  be  subject  in  all  mat- 
ters to  the  Canons  and  authority  of  the  General 
Convention, 
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[6.]  Ill  case  a  suspended  Bishop  of  this  Church 
should  desire  to  resign  at  any  period  not  within 
six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  a  Gen- 
eral Convention,  he  shall  make  known  by  letter  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop  such  desire ;  whereupon  the 
Presiding  Bishop  shall  communicate  a  copy  of  the 
same  to  each  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  juris- 
diction ;  and,  in  case  a  majority  of  such  Bishops 
shall  return  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  their  written 
assent  to  such  resignation,  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  valid  and  final ;  and  written  information 
of  the  said  resignation  shall  at  once  be  communi- 
cated by  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  the  Bishop  and 
Diocese  concerned,  and  to  each  Bishop  of  this 
Church.* 

§  xvii.  [1.]  If  during  the  recess  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  more  than  six  months  previous  to 
its  session,  any  vacancy  arise,  either  by  death, 
resignation,  or  other  cause,  in  the  office  of  any 
Missionaiy  Bishop  of  this  Church  (whether  Do- 
mestic or  Foreign),  the  House  of  Bishops  shall, 
on  the  written  request  of  twelve  members  of  the 
same,  be  convened  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  or, 
in  case  of  his  death,  by  the  Bishop  who,  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  is  to  preside 
at  the  next  General  Convention ;  and  thereupon 
may  proceed  to  fill  any  and  every,  such  vacancy 
that  may  then  exist,  by  electing  a  suitable  person 
or  persons  to  be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this 
Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  within  the 
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district,  country,  territory,  station,  or  jurisdiction, 
where  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  may  exist ;  and 
in  case  of  such  election,  they  shall,  by  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop,  or  by  some  person  or  persons  spe- 
cially appointed,  communicate  the  fact  of  such  elec- 
tion to  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Churches 
in.the  different  Dioceses ;  and  each  Standing  Com- 
mittee that  shall  consent  to  the  proposed  consecra- 
tion shall  forward  the  evidence  of  such  consent  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop,  or  Bishop  as  aforesaid. 
And  if  the  major  number  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees shall  consent  to  the  proposed  consecration, 
the  Presiding  or  other  Bishop  as  aforesaid  shall 
forward  copies  of  the  evidence  of  such  consent  to 
each  Bishop  of  this  Church  then  within  the  limits 
of  the  United  States ;  and  if  a  majority  of  such 
Bishops  consent  to  the  consecration,  the  Presiding 
Bishop  or  Bishop  aforesaid,  with  any  two  Bishops, 
or  any  three  Bishops  to  whom  he  may  communi- 
cate the  testimonials,  may  proceed  to  perform  the 
same. 

[2.]  The  evidence  of  the  consent  of  the  differ- 
ent Standing  Committees  shall  be  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed for  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties in  General  Convention;  and  without  the 
aforesaid  requisites  no  consecration  shall  take 
place  of  any  Missionary  Bishop  elected  during  the 
recess  of  the  General  Convention. 

[3.]  Every  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated 
under  this  Section  shall  have  the  several  functions, 
jurisdiction,  powers,  and  rights  granted  by  any 
Canon  or  Canons  of  this  Church  to  Missionary 
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Bishops,  whether  Domestic  or  Foreign,  according 
as  such  Bishop  shall  be  elected  to  be  a  Domestic 
or  a  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop ;  and  shall  in  all 
matters  be  subject  to  the  Canons  and  authority  of 
the  General  Convention.* 
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§  i.  The  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  Clergy 
of  this  Church,  whose  names  shall  be  delivered  to 
him  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say :  Every 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall,  at 
the  time  of  every  General  Convention,  deliver,  or 
cause  to  be  delivered,  to  the  said  Secretary,  a  list 
of  the  names  of  all  the  Ministers  of  this  Church  in 
their  proper  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their 
respective  cures,  or  of  their  stations  in  any  colleges 
or  other  seminaries  of  learning ;  or,  in  regard  to 
those  who  have  not  any  cures  or  other  stations,  their 
places  of  residence  only ;  and  also,  with  particulars 
of  time  and  place,  of  all  Ministers  belonging  to  the 
Diocese,  who  had  been  ordained  to  the  Diaconate 
or  the  Priesthood,  or  have  been  deposed,  or  have 
died,  since  the  preceding  General  Convention; 
and  the  said  list  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  pub- 
lished in  the  journals  of  the  General  Convention.**

§  i.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of 
the  Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and 
necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Min- 
ister of  this  Church,  or  if  the  parish  be  vacant  the 
Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  where  there  is  no 
Bishop  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations, 
Marriages,  andFunerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Com- 
municants in  his  Parish  or  Church ;  also  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish ; 
also  of  the  amount  of  the  Communion  alms,  the 
contributions  for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic,  and 
Foreign,  for  Parochial  Schools,  for  Church  purposes

in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  Clergy- 
man, not  regularly  settled  m  any  Parish  or  Church, 
shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he  may  hare 
performed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  ser- 
vices, the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the 
same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as 
the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 

§  ii.  At  every  Annual  Diocesan  Convention, 
the  Bishop  shall  deliver  an  Address,  stating  the 
afiairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Convention ;  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  he 
has  visited;  the  number  of  persons  confirmed; 
the  names  of  those  who  have  been  received  as 
Candidates  for  Orders,  and  of  those  who  have  been 
ordained,  suspended,  or  degraded;  the  changes 
by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken 
place  among  the  Clergy ;  and  in  general,  all  mat- 
ters tending  to  throw  light  on  the  affairs  of  the 
Diocese ;  which  address  shall  be  inserted  on  the 
journals. 

§  iii.  At  every  General  Convention,  the  journals 
of  the  different  Diocesan  Conventions,  since  the 
last  General  Convention,  together  with  such  other 
papers,  viz..  Episcopal  charges,  addresses,  and 
pastoral  letters,  as  may  tend  to  throw  light  on  the 
state  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.

A  Committee  shall  then  be  appointed  to  draw  up 
a  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  and  to  make 
report  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ; 
which  report,  when  agreed  to  by  the  said  Plouse, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the 
request  that  they  will  draw  up,  and  cause  to  be 
published,  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  members  of 
the  Church.

§  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Church  in  every  Dio- 
cese, or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing 
Committee  only,  to  prepare,  previously  to  the 
meeting  of  every  General  Convention,  a  condensed 
report,  and  a  tabular  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church  in  their  Diocese,  comprising  therein  a 
summary  of  the  statistics  from  the  parochial  re- 
ports, and  from  the  Bishop's  addresses,  specifying, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  capital  and  proceeds  of  the

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Of  PiMishing  Editions^  etc, 

siouaiy  associations  of  Churchmen  within  the  Dio- 
cese, and  present  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Deputies  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
of  the  session,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church,  appointed  by 
the  House  of  Deputies,  in  drafting  their  reports.* 

§  yi.  All  incorporated  schools,  all  parochial 
schools,  all  academies  and  colleges,  and  all  hospitals, 
asylums  for  orphans  or  other  children  of  either  sex, 
maintained  at  the  expense,  or  conducted  under  the 
management  of  members  of  this  Church,  are  ex- 
pected to  report  annually  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese at  the  annual  Convention,  such  reports  to  be 
disposed  of  as  the  parochial  reports ;  and  at  every 
General  Convention  the  tabular  view  of  the  state 
of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  and  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  shall 
include  the  results  of  such  reports.''

Of  Publishing  Editions  of  the  Book  of  Common

§  i.  The  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese, 
or  where  there  is  no  Bishop  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee thereof,  shall  appoint  one  or  more  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  who  shall  compare  and  correct  all  new 
editions  of  the  Common  Prayer  Book,  the  Articles, 
Offices,  Metre  Psalms  and  Hymns,  by  a  copy  of  the 
standard  edition ;  and  a  certificate  of  said  editions 
having  been  so  compai*ed  and  corrected  shall  be 
published  with  the  same.  And  in  case  any  edition 
shall  be  published  without  such  correction,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  give  public 
notice  that  such  edition  is  not  authorized  by  the 
Church. 

§  ii.  [1.]  The  octavo  edition  of  the  Book  of 
Conunon  Prayer,  Administration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments, and  other  Kites  and  Ceremonies  of  the 
Church,  Articles  of  Religion,  and  the  Form  and 
Manner  of  Making,  Ordaining,  and  Consecrating 
Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  set  forth  by  the 
General  Convention,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1871,

byters ;  and  all  alterations,  corrections,  and  emen- 
dations thus  made  shall  be  reported  by  the  said

Of  the  Due  Celebration  of  Sundays. 

All  persons  within  this  Church  shall  celebrate 
and  keep  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday, 
in  hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in 
private  and  public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of 
devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all  godly 
and  sober  conversation.^

The  Ministers  of  this  Church  who  have  charge 
of  parishes  or  cures,  shall  not  only  be  diligent  in 
instructing  the  children  in  the  Catechism,  but  shall 
also,  by  stated  catechetical  lectures  and  instmction, 
be  diligent  in  informing  the  youth  and  others  in 
the  Doctrine,  Constitution,  and  Liturgy  of  the

§  i.  Every  Minister  shall,  before  all  sermons  and 
lectures,  and  on  all  other  occasions  of  public  wor- 
ship, use  the  Book  of  Conunon  Prayer,  as  the  same 
is  or  may  be  established  by  the  authority  of  the< 
General  Convention  of  this  Church ;  and  in  per- 
forming such  service,  no  other  prayers  shall  be 
used  than  those  prescribed  by  the  said  Book.''

[2 .  ]  If,  after  investigation,  it  shall  appear  to  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Conmiittee  that  ceremonies 
or  practices  not  ordained  or  authorized  as  afoi'e- 
said,  and  setting  forth  or  symbolizing  erroneous  or 
doubtful  doctrines,  have  in  fact  been  introduced  as 
'aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  by  in- 
strument of  writing  under  his  hand,  to  admonish 
the  Minister  so  offending  to  discontinue  such  prac- 
tices or  ceremonies ;  and  if  the  Minister  shall  dis- 
regard such  admonition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Standing  Committee  to  cause  him  to  be  tried  for  a 
breach  of  his  ordination  vow.

§  i.  The  Selection  of  the  Psalms  in  metre,  and 
Hymns  which  are  set  forth  by  authority,  and  An- 
thems in  the  words  of  Holy  Scripture,  are  allowed 
to  be  sung  in  all  Congregations  of  this  Church 
before  and  after  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and 
also  before  and  after  sermons,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  by  standing 
directions,  or  from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  such 
authorized  Psalms,  Hymns,  or  Anthems  as  are  to 
be  sung. 

§  ii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of 
this  Church,  with  such  assistance  as  he  may  see  fit 
to  employ  from  persons  skilled  in  music,  to  give 
order  concerning  the  tunes  to  be  sung  at  any  time 
in  his  church,  and  especially  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
suppress  all  light  and  unseemly  music,  and  all 
indecency  and  irreverence  in  the  perfoiTQance  by 
which  vain  and  ungodly  persons  profane  the  service 
of  the  sanctuary.

Of  the  Consecration  of  Churches. 

§  i.  No  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  consecrated 
until  the  Bishop  shall  have  been  sufficiently  certified 
that  the  building  and  ground  on  which  it  is  erected 
have  been  fully  paid  for,  and  are  free  from  lien  or 
other  incumbrance;  and  also  that  such  building 
and  ground  are  secured,  by  the  terms  of  the  devise, 
or  deed,  or  subscription  by  which  they  are  given, 
irom  the  danger  of  alienation  from  those  who  pro- 
fess and  practise  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  except  in  the  cases  pro- 
vided for  in  Sections  ii  and  iii  of  this  Canon: 
Provided^  that  this  shall  not  preclude  the  alieu- 
ation  of  lots  for  burial  in  vaults  or  otherwise,  nor 
apply  to  land  owned  by  the  Church  corporation 
and  not  necessary  for  religious  uses. 

§  ii.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Vestry,  Trus- 
tees, or  other  body  authorized  by  law  of  any  State 
or  Territory,  to  hold  property  for  any  Diocese, 
Parish,  or  Congregation,  to  incumber  or  alienate  any 
consecrated  Church  or  Chapel  without  the  previous 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
in  which  such  Church  or  Chapel  be  situated :  P/t>- 
videdy  that  this  section  shall  not  be  operative  in  any 
State  with  the  laws  of  which,  relating  to  the  title 
and  holding  of  property  by  religious  corporations, 
the  same  may  conflict.

§  iii.  No  consecrated  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be 
removed,  taken  down,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  for 
any  "unhallowed,  worldly,  or  common  use,'*  with- 
out the  previous  consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee

CANON     1. 


Of  Amenability  and  Citations. 

§  i.  Evert  minister  shall  be  amenable,  for  of- 
fences committed  by  him,  to  the  Bishop,  and  if 
there  be  no  Bishop  to  the  Clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he 
is  canonically  resident  at  the  time  of  the  charge. 

§  ii.  Unless  a  Diocesan  Convention  shall  other- 
wise provide,  a  citation  to  any  Minister  to  appear, 
at  a  certain  time  and  place,  for  the  trial  of  an  of- 
fence, shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly  served  upon  him 
if  a  copy  thereof  be  left  at  his  last  place  of  abode 
within  the  United  States,  sixty  days  before  the  day 
of  appearance  named  therein ;  and  in  case  such 
Minister  has  departed  from  the  United  States,  by 
also  publishing,  six  months  before  the  said  day  of 
appearance,  a  copy  of  such  citation  in  some  news- 
paper printed  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the 
State  in  which  the  Minister  is  cited  to  appear/ 

§  iii.  Anotice  or  citation  required  by  any  Canon 
of  this  Church,  when  no  other  mode  of  service  is 
provided,  may  be  served  by  leaving  a  copy  with

Of  Offences  for  which  Ministers  may  be  Tried  and 

Punished. 

§  i.  Every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be 
liable  to  presentment  and  trial  for  the  following 
offences,  viz. : 

[1.]  Crime  or  immorality. 

[2 .  ]  Holding  and  teaching  publicly  or  privately, 
and  advisedly,  any  doctrine  contrary  to  that  held 
by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America. 

[3.]  Violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 

the  General  Convention. 

[4.]  Violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs. 

[5.]  Any  act  which  involves  a  breach  of  his  Or- 
dination vows. 

And,  on  being  found  guilty,  he  shall  be  admon- 
ished, suspended,  or  degraded,  according  to  the 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  trial  takes 
place,  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  General 
Convention.^

§  ii.  If  a  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  ac- 
cused, by  public  rumor,  of  discontinuing  all  exer- 
cise of  the  ministerial  ofBce  without  lawful  cause, 
or  of  living  in  the  habitual  disuse  of  public  wor- 
ship or  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  according  to  the 
Offices  of  this  Church,  or  of  being  guilty  of  any 
or  either  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  Section  i, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  op,  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  to  see  that  an  inquiry  be  instituted 
as  to  the  truth  of  such  public  rumor.  And,  in  case 
of  the  individual  being  proceeded  against  and  con- 
victed according  to  such  rules  or  process  as  may 
be  provided  by  the  Conventions  of  the  respective 
Dioceses,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or 
degraded,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require,  in 
conformity  with  their  respective  Constitutions  and 
Canons,*

0/  a  Clergyman  in  one  Diocese  or  Missionary 
District  chargeable  with  Misdemeanor  in  another, 

§  i.  If  a  Clergyman  of  this  Church,  belonging 
to  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  shall  have 
conducted  himself  in  any  other  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary District  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  liable  to 
presentment  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  2,  Title 
n,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof  shall  give 
notice  of  the  same  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority

the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  record  the  dec- 
laration so  made ;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  of  any 
Bishop  who,   being  requested  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  consent  to  act  in  the  matter,  to 
depose  such  person  from  the  Ministry,  and  to  pro- 
noimce  and  record,  in  the  presence  of  two  or  more 
Clergymen,  that  the  person  so  declaring  has  been 
deposed  from  the  Ministry  of  this  Church :  Pro- 
videdf  however^  that  if  the  Bishop  shall  be  satis- 
fied that  the  person  so  declaring  is  not  amenable 
for  any  canonical  offence,  and  that  his  renunciation 
of  the  Ministry  is  not  occasioned  by  foregoing  mis- 
conduct or  irregularity,  but  is  voluntary  and  for 
causes,  assigned  or  known,  which  do  not  affect  his 
moral  character,  he  shall  so  declare  in  pronoun- 
cing and  recording  said  deposition,  and  shall,  if 
desired,  give  a  certificate  to  this  effect  to  the  per-

CANON    6. 

Of  tfie  Abandonment  of  the  Communion  of  this 
Church  by  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon. 

§  i.  If  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  shall,  without 
availing  himself  of  the  provisions  of  Canon  5  of 
this  Title,  abandon  the  Communion  of  this  Church, 
by  an  open  renunciation  of  the  doctrine,  discipline, 
or  worship  of  this  Church,  or  by  a  formal  admis- 
sion into  any  religious  body  not  in  communion 
with  the  same,  or  in  any  other  way,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to 
make  certificate  of  the  fact  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Bishop 
of  an  adjacent  Diocese ;  which  certificate  shall  be 
recorded,  and  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  as  equivalent  to  a  renun- 
ciation of  the  Ministry  by  the  Minister  himself, 
and  the  said  Bishop  may  then  proceed  to  suspend 
for  six  months  the  Presbjrter  or  Deacon  so  certified

as  abandoning  the  Communion  of  this  Church. 
Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  said  Minister  by  the 
said  Bishop  receiving  the  certificate ,  that,  unless 
he  shall  within  six  months  make  declaration  that 
the  facts  alleged  in  said  certificate  are  false ,  he 
will  be  deposed  from  the  Ministry  of  this  Church.' 

§  ii.  And  if  such  declaration  be  not  made 
within  six  months,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Bishop  to  depose  said  Minister  from 
the  Ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and  record,  in  the 
presence  of  two  or  more  Presbyters,  that  he  has 
been  so  deposed :  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  if 
the  Minister  so  renouncing  shall  transmit  to  the 
Bishop  receiving  the  certificate  a  retraction  of  the 
acts  or  declarations  constituting  his  offence,  the 
Bishop  may,  at  his  discretion,  abstain  from  any 
further  proceedings.^ 


CANON    7. 


Of  a  Clergyman  absenting  himsdffrom  his  Diocese. 

When  a  Clergymanhas  beenabsent  from  the  Dio- 
cese  to  which  ho  belongs  during  five"  years,  without 
reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop  thereof,  he  shall 
be  required  by  the  Bishop  to  declare  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof  in  writing ;  and  if  he  refuse  to  give 
his  reasons,  or  if  they  be  deemed  insufiSicient  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Bishop  may,  with  the  advice  and  con-

sent  of  the  three  Bishops  next  in  seniority,  shall 
then  suspend  said  Bishop  from  the  exercise  of  his 
office  and  ministiy  until  such  time  as  the  House  of 
Bishops  shall  consent  or  refuse  to  consent  to  his 
deposition ;  and  in  case  the  Bishop  so  abandoning 
the  Communion  of  the  Church  be  the  senior  Bish- 
op, the  Bishop  next  in  the  order  of  seniority  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  act  as  the  Presiding 
Bishop  under  this  Canon. 

Notice  shall  then  be  given  to  said  Bishop  by  the 
Bishop  receiving  the  certificate,  that  unless  he  shall, 
within  six  months,  make  declaration  that  the  facts 
alleged  in  said  certificate  are  false,  and  shall  de- 
mand a  trial,  he  will  be  deposed  from  the  Ministry.

Bishop  present,  shall  proceed  to  depose  from  the 
Ministry  the  Bishop  so  certified  as  abandoning,  and 
to  pronounce  and  record  in  the  presence  of  two 
or  more  Bishops,  that  he  has  been  so  deposed :

CANON    9. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Bishop. 

§  i.  Any  Bishop  of  this  Church  may  be  pre- 
sented for  trial  onchargesfor  the  following  offences, 
viz. :  1.  Crime  or  immorality.  2.  Holding  and 
teaching  publicly,  or  privately  and  advisedly,  any 
doctrine  contrary  to  that  held  by  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.  3.  Viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Greneral 
Convention.  4.  Violation  of  the  Constitution  or 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs.  5. 
Any  act  which  involves  a  breach  of  his  Ordination 
or  Consecration  vows. 

§  ii.  [1.]  The  proceedings  shall  commence  by 
charges  in  writing ;  and,  except  when  the  charge  is 
holding  and  teaching  doctrine  contrary  to  that  held 
by  this  Church,  shall  be  signed  by  either 

Five  male  conununicants  of  this  Church,  in  good 
standing,  belonging  to  the  Diocese  of  the  accused, 
of  whom  two  at  least  must  be  Presbyters ;  or, 

By  seven  male  communicants  of  this  Church,  in 
good  standing,  of  whom  two  at  least  shall  be  Pres- 
b}rters,  and  three  of  which  seven  shall  belong  to 
the  Diocese  of  the  accused. 

[2.]  Whenever  a  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  in  circulation 
rumors,  reports,  or  charges  affecting  his  moral  or 
religious  character,  he  may,  if  he  please,  acting  in 
conformity  with  the  written  advice  and  consent  of 
any  two   of  his  brother  Bishops  whom  he  may

select,  demand  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  or  if  he  be  the  Bishop  affected 
by  such  rumors,  or  if  he  be  related  to  him  within 
the  degrees  hereinafter  mentioned,  then  to  the 
Bishop  next  in  seniority  not  so  related,  to  convene 
a  Board  of  Inquiry  in  the  mode  hereinafter  set 
forth,  to  investigate  such  rumors,  reports,  and 
charges,  and  to  proceed,  in  al]  respects,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  as  if  charges  had 
been  formally  made  in  either  of  the  two  modes  first 
mentioned  in  this  Section. 

[3. J  Whenever  charges  are  formally  made  in 
cither  of  the  modes  first  above  mentioned,  the  ac- 
cusers may,  if  they  choose,  select  a  lay  communi- 
cant of  this  Church,  of  the  profession  of  the  law, 
to  act  as  their  adviser,  advocate,  and  agent,  in  pre- 
paring the  accusation,  proofs,  etc.,  until  such  time 
as  a  Board  of  Inquiry  is  convened  in  such  manner 
as  is  hereinafter  provided  for ;  or  they  may  prepare 
such  charges  themselves,  without  regard  to  any 
particular  form ;  and,  in  either  case,  the  groimds  of 
accusation  must  be  set  forth  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty of  time,  place,  and  circumstance. 


§  iii.  The  charges,  having  been  prepared  in

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§  iv.  A  Board  for  making  a  preliminary  inquiry 
into  charges  thus  preferred,  shall  be  constituted  as 
follows,  whenever  such  Board  shall  be  necessary, 
viz. : 

[1.]  The  Presiding  Bishop,  or  senior  Bishop,  as 
the  case  may  be,  to  whom  such  charges  are  deliv- 
ered, shall  take  the  list  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties to  the  last  General  Convention  that  was  held 
before  such  charges  were  presented,  and  from  that 
list  shall  choose  by  lot  two  Presbyters  and  two 
Laymen  from  the  deputation  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
accused,  and  two  Presbyters  and  two  Laymen  from 
each  of  the  respective  deputations  of  the  three 
Dioceses  adjoining  that  of  the  accused;  and  if 
there  be  not  three  adjoining,  of  the  three  nearest 
thereto ;  and  if  more  than  three  Dioceses  adjoin 
that  of  the  accused,  those  three  that  have  the 
largest  number  of  canonically  resident  Presbyters 
in  them  shall  be  accounted  adjdining,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Canon ;  and  the  sixteen  individuals 
thus  selected  by  lot  shall  constitue  the  Board  of 
Inquuy,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum 
for  doing  business. 

[  2 .  ]  The  Presiding  Bishop ,  or  next  in  seniority , 
as  the  case  maybe,  immediately  after  thus  selecting 
by  lot  the  Board  of  Inquiry,  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  each  member  of  said  Board,  and  direct 
him  to  attend,  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by 
him,  and  organize  the  Board ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  member  so  to  attend.  The  place 
must  be  within  the  Diocese  of  the  accused.  The 
Presiding  Bishop  shall,  at  the  same  time,  send  a

copy  of  the  charges  to  the  senior  Presbyter  of 
those  thus  selected  by  lot  from  the  four  Dioceses. 

[3 .  ]  On  assembling,  the  Board  shall  organize  by 
choosing  from,  among  themselves  a  President  and 
Secretary,  and  shall  also  appoint  a  Church  Advo- 
cate, who  must  be  a  lay  commimicant  of  this 
Church,  and  of  the  profession  of  the  law,  and  who 
thenceforward  shall,  in  all  stages  of  the  proceed- 
ings, if  a  trial  be  ordered,  represent  the  Church, 
and  be  the  party  on  the  one  hand,  while  the  ac- 
cused is  the  party  on  the  other.  The  sittings  of 
the  Board  shall  be  private ;  the  Church  Advocate 
shall  not  attend  as  prosecuting  counsel,  but  shall 
be  at  all  times  at  hand  and  in  readiness  to  give 
his  advice  in  all  questions  submitted  to  him  by  the 
Board. 

[4.]  In  conducting  the  investigation,  the  Board 
shall  hear  the  accusations,  and  such  proof  as  the  ac- 
cusers may  produce,  and  shall  determine  whether, 
upon  matters  of  law  and  of  fact,  as  presented  to 
them,  there  is  sufficient  ground  to  put  the  accused 
Bishop  upon  his  trial ;  and  in  such  investigation,  as 
well  as  in  all  cases  of  trial  by  an  Ecclesiasfical  Court 
now  authorized,  or  hereafter  to  be  authorized,  by  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  such  investigation  or 
trial  is  had,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  law  of  evi- 
dence, shall  bo  adopted  and  taken  as  the  rules  by 
which  the  said  Board  or  Court  shall  be  governed. 
If  a  majority  of  the  Board  present  on  such  investi- 
gation shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  are  sufficient 
grounds  to  put  the  accused  Bishop  upon  his  trial, 
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they  shall  direct  the  Church  Advocate  to  prepare  a 
presentment,  to  be  signed  by  such  of  the  Board  as 
agree  thereto ;  and  to  that  end  shall  place  in  his 
hands  all  the  charges,  together  with  .the  testimony 
that  has  been  laid  before  the  Board. 

[5.]  The  Board  shall  then  direct  the  C!hurch  Ad- 
vocate to  transmit  to  the  Bishop  from  whom  they 
received  the  charges,  the  presentment  thus  signed ; 
and  shall  cause  him  also,  without  delay,  to  send  to 
the  accused  Bishop  a  copy  of  the  same,  certified  by 
the  Church  Advocate  to  be  correct. 

[6.]  If  a  majority  of  the  Board  present  shall  be 
of  opinion  that  there  is  not  sufficient  ground  to  put 
the  accused  Bishop  upon  his  trial,  in  such  case  the 
charges,  together  with  a  certificate  of  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  its  refusal  to  make  a  presentment, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  to  be  deposited  among  the  archives  of  that 
House.  And  no  proceedings  shall  thereafiter  be  had 
by  way  of  presentment  on  such  charges,  except 
upon  the  affidavit  of  a  respectable  communicant 
of  the  Church  of  the  discovery  of  new  testimony 
as  to  the  facts  charged,  and  setting  forth  what  such 
testimony  is. 

[7.]  No  presentment  shall  be  found  in  any  case, 
imless  the  alleged  ofience  shall  have  been  commit- 
ted within  five  years  neict  before  the  day  on  which 
the  charges  were  delivered  to  the  Presiding  or 
senior  Bishop.  But  if  the  accused  shall  have  been 
convicted  of  the  alleged  offence  in  a  State  court, 
notwithstanding  five  years  may  have  elapsed  since 
its  commission,  a  presentment  may  be  founded  on 
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charges  delivered  to  the  Presiding  or  senior  Bishop, 
at  any  time  within  one  year  after  such  conviction. 

§  V.  [1.]  When  a  presentment  has  been  made 
by  the  Board  of  Inquiry,  or  a  majority  thereof,  to 
the  Bishop  from  whom  they  receive  the  charges, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Bishop  forthwith  to 
give  to  the  accused  written  notice  to  attend,  at  some 
place  not  more  than  one  hundred  miles  from  the 
place  of  residence  of  the  accused  Bishop,  and  at 
some  time  not  less  than  twenty  days  after  the  time 
of  serving  such  notice,  either  personally,  or  by 
some  agent  authorized  by  him  in  vrriting  to  act  for 
him  in  the  premises,  for  the  purpose  of  selecting 
the  Bishops  who  shall  form  the  Court  for  the  trial 
of  the  said  accused  Bishop  upon  the  said  present- 
ment. He  shall  also  give  notice  to  the  Church 
Advocate  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  such 
selection. 

[2.]  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  in  the 
notices,  the  Bishop  who  has  given  the  notices  shall 
attend ;  and,  in  the  presence  of  the  accused  Bishop, 
or  of  his  agent  authorized  as  aforesaid,  and  also  in 
the  presence  of  the  Church  Advocate,  or  of  such 
person  or  persons  as  may  attend  in  his  behalf,  or,  if 
no  person  shall  attend  on  behalf  of  one  or  both,  of 
two  Presbyters  named  by  himself,  the  said  Bishop 
shall  cause  to  be  placed  in  a  vessel  the  names  of  all 
the  Bishops  of  this  Church  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  then  being  within  the  territory 
of  the  United  States,  except  the  accused  and  those 
Bishops  who  may  be  related  to  him  either  by  con- 
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sanguinity  or  affinity,  in  the  direct  ascending  or  de- 
scending line,  or  as  brother,  uncle,  or  nephew.  He 
shall  then  cause  eleven  of  the  said  names  to  be 
drawn.  The  names  so  drawn  shall  be  entered  upon 
a  list  as  they  are  drawn,  and  the  accused,  or  his 
agent,  may  strike  off  the  list  one  name,  and  the 
said  Church  Advocate,  or  his  agent,  another  name, 
and  so  on  alternately,  until  the  number  be  reduced 
to  seven.  If  it  shall  happen  that  either  party  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  strike,  then  the  Bishop  who  has 
given  the  notices  shall  reduce  the  number  to  seven 
by  striking  off  so  many  of  the  last  drawn  names  as 
will  reduce  the  list  to  that  number.  The  seven 
Bishops  whose  names  remain,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  when  assembled,  shall  constitute  the  Court 
for  the  trial  of  the  accused  upon  the  present- 
ment. 

[3.]  The  Court  having  been  thus  constituted,  the 
Bishop  to  whom  the  presentment  was  made  shall 
immediately  communicate  to  each  Bishop  who  has 
thus  been  by  lot  designated  as  one  of  the  triers, 
the  fact  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Court.  He 
shall  also  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the  assem- 
bling of  the  Court.  The  time  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  nor  more  than  six  calendar  months  from  the 
day  on  which  the  notice  should  arrive  at  the  most 
distant  Diocese,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  pub- 
lic mail.  The  place  shall  be  within  the  Diocese  or 
Missionary  field  of  the  accused  Bishop,  unless 
where  the  same  may  be  of  such  difficult  access,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Presiding  or  senior  Bishop, 
that  reasonable  convenience  may  require  the  ap- 
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pointment  of  another  location.  And  the  said  senior 
Bishop  shall  cause  the  Church  Advocate  to  send 
certified  copies  of  the  said  presentment  to  all  the 
Bishops  who  constitute  the  Court. 

[4.]  The  Bishop  to  whom  the  presentment  has 
been  made  shall  also  immediately  communicate  to 
the  accused  the  names  of  the  members  of  the 
Couit,  and  inform  him  of  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  its  meeting,  and  sunmion  him  then 
and  there  to  appear  and  answer.  He,  or  any  other 
Bishop  of  this  Church  having  chaise  of  a  Diocese, 
shall  have  power,  until  the  Court  assembles,  upon 
the  application  of  either  the  Church  Advocate  or 
the  accused,  to  issue  a  summons  for  witnesses. 

§  vi.  The  Bishops  who  constitute  the  Court,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  having  assembled  according  to 
the  notice  given  them,  which  notice  it  is  hereby 
made  their  duty  to  obey,  shall  proceed  as  follows, 
viz. : 

[1.]  They  shall  elect  a  President  out  of  their 
own  number,  and  appoint  a  Presbyter  of  the 
Church  as  Clerk,  and,  if  necessary,  another  Presby- 
ter as  Assistant  Clerk ;  and  when  thus  organized, 
the  President  shall  direct  the  Clerk  to  call  the 
names  of  the  Church  Advocate  and  the  accused ; 
and  if  both  appear,  he  shall  then  cause  the  Clerk 
to  read  the  presentment  which  was  delivered  to 
the  Presiding  or  senior  Bishop,  whose  duty  it  is 
hereby  made  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Court  upon 
its  organization. 

[2.]    The  accused  shall  then  be  called  upon  by 
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the  Court  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty 
of  the  offence  or  offences  charged  against  him,  and 
his  plea  shall  be  duly  recorded ;  and  on  his  neglect 
or  refusal  to  plead ,  the  plea  of  not  guilty  shall  be 
entered  for  him,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed :  Pro- 
videdf  that,  for  sufficient  cause,  the  Court  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time :  and  Providedy  also, 
that  the  accused  shall,  at  all  times  during  the  trial, 
have  liberty  to  be  present,  and  in  due  time  and 
order  produce  his  testimony,  and  to  make  his 
defence. 

[3 .  ]  If  the  accused  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  in 
person,  according  to  the  notice  served  on  him  as 
aforesaid,  except  for  some  reasonable  cause  to  be 
allowed  by  the  Court,  they  shall  proceed  to  pro- 
nounce him  in  contumacy,  and  notify  him  that  sen- 
tence of  suspension  or  degradation  will  be  pro- 
nounced against  him  by  the  Comi;  at  the  expiration 
of  three  months,  unless  within  that  time  he  tender 
himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  take 
his  trial  on  the  presentment.  But  if  the  accused 
shall  not  tender  himself  before  the  expiration  of 
the  said  three  months,  sentence  of  suspension  or 
degradation  from  the  Ministry  may  be  pronounced 
against  him  by  the  Court. 

[4.]  The  accused  being  present,  and  the  trial 
proceeding,  it  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the 
principles  of  the  common  law,  as  the  same  arc 
generally  administered  in  the  United  States ;  nor 
shall  any  testimony  be  received  at  the  trial,  except 
from  witnesses  who  have  signed  a  declaration  in  the 
following  words,  to  be  read  aloud  before  the  wit- 
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ness  testifies,  and  to  be  filed  with  the  records  of 
the  Couit : 

I,  A.  B.,  a  witness  summoned  to  testify  on  the  trial  of  a  pre* 
sentment  against  the  Right  Bev. ,  a  Bishop  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  now  pending, 
do  most  solemnly  call  God  to  witness  that  the  evidence  I  am 
about  to  give  shall  be  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing 
but  the  truth ;  so  help  me  God  I 

And  if  it  be  necessary  to  take  the  testimony  of 
an  absent  witness  on  a  commission,  such  testimony 
shall  be  preceded  by  a  similar  written  declaration 
of  the  ^vitness,  which  shall  be  filed  and  transmitted 
with  his  or  her  deposition  to  the  Court.  The  testi- 
mony of  each  witness  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 
And  in  case  there  is  ground  to  suppose  that  the 
attendance  of  any  witness  on  the  trial  cannot  be 
obtained,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either  party  to  apply 
to  the  Court,  if  in  session,  or  if  not,  to  any  member 
thereof,  who  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  commissary 
to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  such 
party  so  desiring  to  take  the  deposition  shall  give 
to  the  other  party  reasonable  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  taking  such  deposition,  accompanying 
such  notice  with  the  interrogatories  to  be  pro- 
pounded to  the  witness ;  whereupon  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  other  party,  within  six  days  after  such 
notice,  to  propound  cross-interrogatories ;  and  such 
interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories,  if  any  be 
propounded,  shall  be  sent  to  the  commissary,  who 
shall  thereupon  proceed  to  take  the  testimony  of  such 
witness,  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  and  transmit  it 
under  seal  to  the  Court.     But  no  deposition  shall 
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be  read  at  the  trial,  unless  the  Court  have  reason- 
able assurance  that  the  attendance  of  the  witness 
cannot  be  procured,  or  unless  both  parties  shall 
consent  that  it  may  be  read :  Proiidedj  that  in  any 
Diocese  in  which  the  civil  government  has  author- 
ized the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  therein  to  issue  sum- 
mons for  witnesses,  or  to  administer  an  oath,  the 
Court  shall  act  in  conformity  to  such  laws. 

[5.]  All  notices  and  papers  may  be  served  by  a 
summoner  or  sunmioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Court,  when  the  same  is  in  session,  or  by  a  member 
thereof;  and  the  certificate  of  any  such  summoner 
shall  be  evidence  of  the  due  service  of  a  notice  or 
paper.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the 
fact  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person. 
The  delivery  of  a  written  notice  or  paper  to  the 
accused  party,  or  to  the  Church  Advocate,  or  leav- 
ing it,  or  a  copy  thereof,  at  the  residence,  or  last 
known  residence,  of  either,  shall  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient service  of  such  notice  or  paper  on  the  Church 
Advocate  and  accused,  respectively.  If  the  person 
to  be  served  with  any  notice  or  paper  shall  have 
left  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  a  sufficient  service 
thereof  to  leave  a  copy  of  such  notice  or  paper  at 
his  last  place  of  abode  within  the  United  States, 
sixty  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  appear- 
ance, or  other  act  required  by  the  said  notice  or 
paper,  is  to  be  performed. 

[6.]  The  accused  party  may,  if  he  think  proper, 
have  the  aid  of  counsel ;  and  if  he  should  choose 
to  have  more  than  one  counsel,  the  Church  Advo- 
cate may  have  assistant  advocates,  to  be  named  by 
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the  accusers ;  but  in  every  case  the  Court  may  reg- 
ulate the  number  of  counsel  who  shall  address  the 

w 

Court,  or  examine  witnesses.  The  Church  Advo- 
cate shall  be  considered  the  party  on  one  side,  and 
the  accused  on  the  other.  All  counsel  must  be 
communicants  of  the  Church. 

[7.]  The  Court,  having  fully  heard  the  allega- 
tions and  proofs  of  the  parties,  and  deliberately 
considered  the  same,  after  the  parties  have  with- 
drawn, shall  declare  respectively  whether,  in  their 
opinion,  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  each 
particular  charge  and  specification  contained  in  the 
presentment,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  set 
forth ;  and  the  accused  shall  be  considered  as  not 
guilty  of  every  charge  and  specification  of  which 
he  shall  not  be  pronounced  guilty  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Court. 

[8.]  The  decision  of  the  Court  as  to  all  the 
charges  and  specifications  of  which  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Court  have  found  him  guilty, 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  those 
who  assent  to  it;  and  the  decision  thus  signed 
shall  be  regarded  as  the  judgment  of  the  Court, 
and  shall  be  pronounced  in  the  presence  of  the 
parties,  if  they  shall  think  proper  to  attend. 

[9.]  If  the  accused  shall  be  found  guilty  of  any 
charge  or  specification,  the  Court  shall  proceed  to 
ask  him  whether  he  has  anything  to  say  before  the 
sentence  is  passed,  and  may,  in  their  discretion, 
give  him  time  to  prepare  what  he  wishes  to  say, 
and  appomt  a  time  for  passing  the  sentence ;  and 
before  passing  sentence,  the  Court  may  adjourn 
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from  time  to  time,  and  give  the  accused  reasonable 
opportunity  of  showing  cause  to  induce  a  belief 
that  justice  has  not  been  done,  or  that  he  has  dis 
covered  new  testimony ;  and  the  Court,  or  a  major- 
ity of  its  members,  may,  according  to  a  sound  dis- 
cretion, grant  him  a  new  trial ;  but,  in  such  new 
trial,  no  Bishop  shall  sit  who  has  ali'eady  been  a 
trier.  Before  passing  sentence,  the  accused  shall 
always  have  the  opportunity  of  being  heard,  if  he 
have  aught  to  say  in  excuse  or  palliation. 

[10.]  The  accused  having  been  heard,  or  not 
desiring  to  be  heard,  the  sentence  of  the  Court 
shall  then  be  pronounced,  and  shall  be  either  ad- 
monition, suspension  as  defined  by  the  existing 
Canons  of  this  Church,  or  degradation,  as  the  of- 
fence or  offences  adjudged  to  be  proved  shall  seem 
to  deserve.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court, 
whenever  sentence  has  been  pronounced,  whether 
it  be  upon  a  trial,  or  for  contumacy,  to  communi- 
cate such  sentence  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  every  Diocese  of  this  Church ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  Authority  to  cause  such  sentence 
to  be  made  known  to  every  Clergyman  under  his 
jurisdiction. 

[11.]  Every  Court  shall  keep  a  full  record  of 
its  proceedings,  including  the  whole  evidence  given 
before  it.  Should  any  Court  refuse  to  insert  in  its 
record  a  statement  of  any  testimony  which  has 
been  received,  or  of  any  decision  which  the  Court 
has  made,  or  of  any  fact  which  has  occurred  in 
Court,  or  any  paper  which  either  party  has  pro- 
duced, it  shall  be  the  right  of  either  party  to  file 
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an  exception  in  writing,  containing  a  statement  of 
such  evidence,  decision,  or  fact,  or  referring  to 
or  describing  such  paper,  which  paper  shall  also  be 
filed  with  the  exception.  All  exceptions  and  papers 
so  filed  shall  become  parts  of  the  record. 

[12.]  Such  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk, 
and  inserted  in  a  book,  to  be  attested  by  the  signa- 
tures of  the  President  and  Clerk.  'Every  such 
book,  and  all  papers  connected  with  any  trial,  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  Registrar  of  the  General 
Convention.  Such  books  and  papers  shall  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  every  member  of  this 
Church. 

[13.]  Every  Court,  constituted  under  the  author- 
ity of  this  Canon,  may  be  attended  by  one  or  more 
lay  advisers,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  this 
Church,  and  of  the  profession  of  the  law.  Such 
advisers  may  be  present  at  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  Court,  but  they  shall  have  no  vote  in  any  case 
whatever ;  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  in  person 
to  the  Court  an  opinion  on  any  question  not  theo- 
logical, upon  which  the  Court  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  either  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion.  If 
a  dispute  shall  arise  whether  any,  question  be  or 
be  not  theological,  it  shall  be  decided  by  the  Court 
by  a  majority  of  votes.  The  Court  may  always,  by 
unanimous  consent,  appoint  an  adviser  or  advisers. 
If  they  are  not  unanimous,  each  member  of  the 
Court  may  name  a  candidate ;  if  not  more  than 
three  are  named,  they  shall  all  be  advisers ;  if  moi'e 
than  three  are  named,  the  Court  shall  reduce  them 
to  three  by  lot. 
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§  vii.  [1.]  Any  Bishop  of  this  Church  may  be 
presented  for  holding  and  teaching  doctrine  incon- 
sistent  with  that  of  this  Church,  by  any  Bishop  in 
communion  with  this  Church  and  not  under  sus- 
pension or  degradation.  No  Bishop  shall  be  pre- 
sented in  any  other  mode  for  this  offence ;  and  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  two  or  more  persons  to  unite 
in  any  such  presentment.  The  Bishop  making 
such  presentment  shall  appoint  a  Church  Advo- 
cate. 

[2.]  Every  presentment  for  alleged  erroneous 
doctrine  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  making  it, 
and  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and 
delivered  to  the  senior  Bishop  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  House  of  Bishops,  and  not  being  the  accused 
or  the  accuser,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  convene  a 
Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused.  The  Court 
shall  be  composed  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  except  the  accuser 
and  the  accused.  Three  fourths  of  such  Bishops 
shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  but  the  consent  of  two 
thirds  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
House  of  Bishops  shall  be  necessary  to  a  convic- 
tion. 

§  viii.  [1.]  If  charges  be  preferred  against  a 
Missionary  Bishop  who  is  not  a  Diocesan,  such 
Missionary  Bishop  shall  be  required  by  the  Presid- 
ing or  senior  Bishop  to  name  some  one  of  the  three 
Dioceses  nearest  to  his  District  or  Missionary  field : 
and  such  selection  having  been  made,  the  proceed-

ings  shall  then  be  precisely  such  as,  under  this 
Canon,  they  would  be  were  he  the  Diocesan  of  the 
Diocese  named  by  him.  Should  the  Missionary 
Bishop  refuse  to  name  a  Diocese,  then  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop  may  name  any  one  of  the  three  above 
designated,  and  the  effect  shall  be  the  same  as  if 
the  nomination  had  been  made  by  the  accused 
IVIissionary  Bishop. 

[2.]  If  charges  be  preferred  against  a  Bishop 
having  no  jurisdiction,  he  shall  be  proceeded 
against  precisely  as  if  he  were  the  Diocesan  of 
the  Diocese  in  which  he  has  his  civil  residence.* 


CANON    10. 

Of  Sentences.^ 

§  i.  Whenever  the  penalty  of  suspension  shall  be 
inflicted  on  a  Bishop,  Priest,  or  Deacon,  in  this 
Church,  the  sentence  shall  specify  on  what  terms, 
or  at  what  time,  said  penalty  shall  cease.® 

§  ii.  [1.]  When  any  Minister  is  deposed  from 
the  Holy  Ministry,  he  is  deposed  therefrom  en- 
tirely, and  not  from  a  higher  to  a  lower  Order 
in  the  same ;  and  whenever  a  Minister  shall  be  de- 
posed, the  Bishop  who  pronounces  sentence  shall, 
without  delay,  give  notice  thereof  to  every  Minister 
and  Vestry  in  the  Diocese,  and  also  to  all  the 
Bishops  of  this  Church,  and  where  there   is   no

Of  the   Remission  or  Modification  of  Judicial 

Sentences, 

§  i.  The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  who  are  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  may  alto- 
gether remit  and  terminate  any  judicial  sentence 
which  may  have  been  imposed,  by  Bishops  acting 
collectively  as  a  judicial  tribunal ;  or  modify  the 
same  so  far  as  to  designate  a  precise  period  of  time, 
or  other  specific  contingency,  on  the  occurrence  of 
which  such  sentence  shall  utferly  cease,  and  be  of 
no  further  force  or  effect :  Provided ^  that  no  such 
remission  or  modification  shall  be  made  except  at  a 
meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  during  the  ses- 
sion of  some  General  Convention,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  said  Bishops,  which  shall  bo  con- 
vened by  the  Presiding  Bishop  on  the  application 
of  any  five  Bishops ;  three  months'  notice,  in  writ- 
ing, of  the  time,  place,  and  object  of  the  meeting 
being  given  personally  to  each  Bishop,  or  left  at 
his  usual  place  of  abode  :  Provided,  also,  that  such 
remission  or  modification  be  assented  to  by  a  num- 
ber of  said  Bishops,  not  less  than  a  majority  of  the

§  ii.  A  Bishop  of  this  Church  may,  for  reasons 
which  he  shall  deem  sufficient,  remit  and  termi- 
nate any  sentence  of  deposition  or  degradation 
pronounced  by  him  upon  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon ; 
but  he  shall  exercise  this  power  only  upon  the  fol- 
lowing conditions : 

1.  That  he  shall  act  with  the  unanimous  advice 
and  consent  of  his  Standing  Committee. 

2.  That  he  shall  first  submit  his  proposed  ac- 
tion, with  his  reasons  therefor,  to  the  judgment 
of  five  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  whose  Dio- 
ceses or  Missionary  Jurisdictions  are  nearest  to 
iiis  own,  and  shall  receive  in  writing,  from  at  least 
four  of  said  Bishops,  their  approval  of  the  said  re- 
mission and  their  consent  thereto. 

3.  That  before  remitting  such  sentence  he  shall 
require  the  person  to  be  restored  to  the  Ministry 
to  subscribe  the  declaration  set  forth  in  Article  7 
of  the  Constitution. 

4.  That  in  case  such  person  was  deposed  for 
abandoning  the  Communion  of  this  Church,  or 
having  been  deposed  by  reason  of  his  renunciation 
of  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  or  for  other  cause, 
he  have  also  abandoned  its  Communion,  the  Bishop, 
before  granting  such  remission,  shall  be  satisfied 
that  such  person  has  lived  in  lay-communion  with

5.  That  in  case  the  person  applying  for  such 
remission  shall  reside  out  of  the  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary District  in  which  he  was  deposed »  the 
Bishop,  before  granting  such  remission,  shall  be 
furnished  with  written  evidence  of  the  approval  of 
such  application  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or 
District  in  which  such  person  resides.'

CANON  12. 
Regulations  respecting  the  Laity. 

§  i.  A  communicant  removing  from  one  parish 
to  another  shall  procure  from  the  Rector  (if  any) 
of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or,  if  there  be 
no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate 
stating  that  he  or  she  is  a  communicant  in  good 
standing ;  and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  or  Congre- 
gation to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be 
required  to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  communicant 
until  such  letter  be  produced.** 

§  ii.  [1.]  If  any  persons  within  this  Church 
offend  their  brethren  by  any  wickedness  of  life, 
such  persons  shall  be  repelled  from  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, agreeably  to  the  rubric. 

[2.]  There  being  the  provision  in  the  second 
rubric  before  the  Communion  Service  requiring 
that  every  Minister  repelling  from  the  Communion

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shall  give  an  account  of  the  same  to  the  Ordinary, 
it  is  hereby  provided  that,  on  the  information  to 
the  effect  stated  being  laid  before  the  Ordinary, 
that  is,  the  Bishop,  it  shall  not  be  his  duty  to  insti- 
tute an  inquiry,  unless  thei*e  be  a  complaint  made 
to  him  in  writing  by  the  repelled  party,  within 
three  months  from  such  repulsion.  But  on  receiv- 
ing complaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop, 
unless  he  think  fit  to  restore  him  from  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  cause  assigned  by  the  Minister,  to 
institute  an  inquiry,  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  event  has 
taken  place.

[3.]  In  case  of  great  heinousness  of  offence  on 
the  part  of  members  of  this  Church,  they  may  be 
proceeded  against  to  the  depriving  them  of  all 
privileges  of  Church  membership,  according  to 
such  rules  or  process  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
General  Convention ;  and  until  such  rules  or  pro- 
cess shall  be  provided,  by  such  as  may  be  provided 
by  the  different  Diocesan  Conventions.**

§  i.  If  any  persons  be  joined  together  otherwise 
than  as  God's  Word  doth  allow,  their  marriage  is 
not  lawful.

§  ii.  No  Minister,  knowingly  after  due  inquiry, 
shall  solemnize  the  marriage  of  any  person  who 
has  a  divorced  husband  or  wife  still  living,  if  such 
husband  or  wife  has  been  put  away  for  any  cause 
arising  after  marriage ;  but  this  Canon  shall  not 
be  held  to  apply  to  the  innocent  party  in  a  divorce 
for  the  cause  of  adultery,  or  to  parties  once 
divorced  seeking  to  be  united  again. 

§  iii.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  have 
reasonable  cause  to  doubt  whether  a  person  desir- 
ous of  being  admitted  to  Holy  Baptism,  or  to  Con- 
firmation, or  to  the  Holy  Communion,  has  been 
married  otherwise  than  as  the  Word  of  God  and 
discipline  of  this  Church  allow,  such  Minister, 
before  receiving  such  person  to  these  ordinances, 
shall  refer  the  case  to  the  Bishop  for  his  godly 
judgment  thereupon:  Provided j  however,  that  no 
Minister  shall,  in  any  case,  refuse  the  Sacraments 
to  a  penitent  person  in  imminent  danger  of  death. 

§  iv.  Questions  touching  the  facts  of  any  case 
arising  under  Section  ii  of  this  Canon  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Mission- 
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ary  Jurisdiction  ia  which  the  same  may  occur ;  or 
if  there  be  no  Bishop  of  such  Diocese  or  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction,  then  to  some  Bishop  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  the  Bishop 
to  whom  such  questions  have  been  so  referred 
shall  thereupon  make  inquiry  in  such  manner  as 
he  shall  deem  expedient,  and  shall  deliver  his 
judgment  in  the  premises.

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CANON    1. 

Of  the  General  Convention^ 

§  i.  [1.]    The  right  of  calling  special  meetings 
of  the  General  Convention  shall  be  in  the  Bishops. 
This  right  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Presiding  ; 
Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his  death,  by  the  Bishop  who,  | 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  is  i 
to  preside  at  the  next  General  Convention :  Pro- 
videdj  that  the  summons  shall  be  with  the  consent, 
or  on  the  requisition,  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops, 
expressed  to  him  in  writing. 

[2.]  The  place  of  holding  any  Special  Convention 
shall  be  that  fixed  on  by  the  preceding  General 
Convention  for  the  meeting  of  the  G^nei"al  Conven- 
tion, unless  circumstances  shall  render  a  meeting  at 
such  a  place  unsafe ;  in  which  case  the  Presiding 
Bishop  may  appoint  some  other  place. 

[3.]  The  Deputies  elected  to  the  preceding  (Jen- 
eral  Convention  shall  be  the  Deputies  at  such 
Special  Convention,  unless  in  those  cases  in  which 
other  Deputies  shall  have  been  chosen  in  the  mean 
time  by  any  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  then 
such  other  Deputies  shall  represent  in  the  Special

[4.]  The  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House  of  Dep- 
uties shall  be  in  force  in  the  ensuing  General  Con- 
vention, until  the  oi^nization  thereof,  and  until 
they  be  amended  or  repealed  by  the  said  House.^ 

§  ii.  [1.]  The  journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  and 
other  documents,  which,  under  Canon  Tl9  of  Title 
I,  entitled.  Of  Securing  an  Accurate  View  of  the 
State  of  the  Churchy  or  in  any  other  manner,  shall 
become  the  property  of  either  House  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  this  Church,  shall  be  commit- 
ted to  the  keeping  of  a  Presbyter  to  be  elected  by 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  upon 
nomination  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall 
be  known  as  the  Registrar  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

[2.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar  to 
procure  all  such  journals,  files,  papers,  i*eports,  and 
other  documents  now  in  existence ;  to  arrange, 
label,  file,  index,  and  otherwise  put  in  order,  and 
provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of,  the  same,  and  all 
such  others  as  may  hereafter  come  into  his  posses- 
sion, in  fire-proof  box  or  boxes,  in  some  safe  and 
accessible  place  of  deposit,  and  to  hold  the  same 
imder  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the 
General  Convention  may  from  time  to  time  pro- 
vide. 

[3.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar 
to  procure  a  proper  and  sufficient  book  of  record,

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and  to  enter  therein  a  record  of  the  Consecrationa 
of  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  designating 
accurately  the  time  and  place  of  the  same,  with 
the  names  of  the  Consecrating  Bishops,  and  of 
others  present  and  assisting;  to  have  the  same 
authenticated  in  the  fullest  manner  now  practi- 
cable ;  and  to  take  care  for  the  similar  record  and 
authentication  of  all  future  Consecrations  in  this 
Church,  by  securing  in  person,  or  by  deputy,  at 
the  time  and  place  of  every  such  Consecration, 
a  certificate  signed  by  the  Bishop  presiding,  and 
by  two  or  more  of  the  Bishops  assisting  in  the  said 
Consecration,  which  certificate  shall  be  entered  in 
the  said  book  of  record  under  the  attestation  of  a 
-Notary  Public,  and  also  placed  on  file.' 

[4.]  The  expenses  necessary  for  the  purposes 
contemplated  by  this  Section  shall  be  provided  for 
by  vote  of  the  General  Convention,  and  defrayed 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  same.^

§  iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  whenever  any 
alteration  of  the  Constitution  is  proposed,  or  any 
other  subject  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  to  give  a  par- 
ticular notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity of  this  Church  in  every  Diocese.* 


Tretuurer. 
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§  iv.   At  every  triennial  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen,  who  shall

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remain  in  office  until  the  next  stated  Conyention, 
and  until  a  successor  be  appointed.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  col- 
lected under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and 
of  which  the  collection  and  disbursement  shall  not 
otherwise  be  regulated ;  and  to  invest,  from  time 
to  time,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Convention,  such 
surplus  funds  as  he  may  have  on  hand.  His  ac- 
count shall  be  rendered  triennially  to  the  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  examined  by  a  Committee  acting 
under  its  authority.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  an 
appointment  to  be  made  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
'  Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belonged ; 
and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act 
imtil  an  appointment  be  made  by  the  Convention.* 

§  V.  In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  General  Convention  may  be  defrayed,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions 
to  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, at  or  before  any  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  three  dollars  for  each  Clergyman 
within  such  Diocese.^

§  i.  In  every  Diocese  there  shall  be  a  Standing 
Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention 
thereof,  whose  duties,  except  so  far  as  provided

for  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  may- 
be prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  respective  Dio- 
ceses. They  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a 
President  and  a  Secretary.  They  may  meet  on 
their  own  adjournment  from  time  to  time;  and 
the  President  shall  have  power  to  summon  special 
meetings  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary. 

§  ii.  In  every  Diocese  where  there  is  a  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  Council  of 
Advice  to  the  Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned 
on  the  requisition  of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall 
wish  for  their  advice.  And  they  may  meet  of 
their  own  accord,  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules, 
when  they  may  be  disposed  to  advise  the  Bishop. 

§  iii.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee  is  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  all 
purposes  declared  in  these  Canons.' 
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Of  the  Trustees  of  the  Missionary  Bishops*  Fund. 

§  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, at  each  triennial  session,  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church,  to  appoint  five  laymen  of  this  Church, 
to  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Missionary 
Bishops'  Fund. 

§  ii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Trustees  to 
take  charge  of  all  contributions  of  money  or  real

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estate  which  may  be  made  to  them,  and  accompa- 
nied by  designation  from  the  donors  thereof,  for 
any  or  either  of  the  purposes  herein  specified, 
viz. : 

[1 .]  For  the  present  support  of  any  Missionary 
Bishop  of  this  Church. 

[2.]  For  investment,  the  interest  or  proceeds 
to  be  applied  to  such  present  support. 

[3.]  For  the  support  of  Bishops  of  this  Church 
in  new  Dioceses,  or  in  regions  in  which  the  Church 
is  not  yet  organized. 

[4.]  For  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  in 
new  Dioceses,  or  in  regions  in  which  the  Church 
is  not  organized. 

§  iii.  All  contributions,  the  disposition  of  which 
may  not  have  been  designated  by  the  donors,  shall 
be  applied  by  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  accord- 
ing to  their  discretion,  for  the  above-named 
objects,  until  the  direction  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion in  the  premises. 

§  iv.  All  moneys  received  by  either  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Committees  of  the  Board  of  Missions  spe- 
cifically for  either  of  the  purposes  designated  in 
this  Canon,  shall  bo  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  hereby  constituted,  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  of  the  directions  of  the 
donors. 

§  V.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  hereby  constituted, 
shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  keep  fair  ac- 
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counts  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Board.  These  accounts  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or 
of  any  accountant  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
any  three  Bishops  of  this  Church.  The  Board 
shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary  disburse- 
ments in  the  dischaige  of  then-  trust. 

§  vi.  The  Board  shall  make  a  triennial  report 
to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  on  the 
third  day  of  the  session  of  the  General  Convention ; 
and  shall  accompany  their  report  with  an  account 
of  their  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  last 
three  years.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  House  to 
refer  such  account  to  a  committee  to  be  audited. 

§  vii.  Such  Trustees  are  hereby  empowered  to 
I)rocure  an  act  of  incorporation  for  the  purposes 
and  objects  specified  in  this  Canon.* 


CANON    4. 
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Of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Tlieological 

Seminary. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention of  every  Diocese  to  forward  to  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  at  every  General 
Convention,  a  certificate  of  the  nomination,  by  the 
Diocese,  of  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  for  the  General 
Theological  Seminary ;  and  without  such  certificate 
the  nomination  shall  not  be  confirmed.*^

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CANON    5. 


Of  Congregations  and  Parishes. 

§  i.  Whereas,  a  question  may  arise  whether  a 
congregation  within  the  Diocese  of  any  Bishop,  or 
within  any  Diocese  in  which  there  is  not  yet  any 
Bishop  settled,  may  unite  themselves  with  the 
Church  in  any  other  Diocese,  it  is  hereby  deter- 
mined and  declared  that  all  such  unions  shall  be 
considered  as  irregular  and  void ;  and  that  every 
congregation  of  this  Church  shall  be  considered  as 
belonging  to  the  body  of  the  Church  of  the  Dio- 
cese within  the  limits  of  which  they  dwell,  or 
within  which  there  is  seated  a  Church  to  which 
they  belong.  And  no  Clergyman,  having  a  Parish 
or  cure  in  more  than  one  Diocese,  shall  have  a  seat 
in  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  other  than  that  in 
which  he  resides.* 

§  ii.  [1.]  The  ascertainment  and  defining  of  the 
boundaries  of  existing  Parishes  or  parochial  cures, 
as  well  as  the  establishment  of  a  new  Church  or 
Congregation,  and  forming  a  new  Parish  within 
the  limits  of  any  other  Parish,  is  left  to  the  action 
of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  for  the  Dio- 
ceses respectively. 

[2.]  Until  a  Canon  or  other  regulation  of  a 
Diocesan*  Convention  shall  have  been  adopted,  the 
formation  of  new  Parishes,  or  establishment  of 
new  Churches  or  Congregations  within  the  limits 
of  other  Parishes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  of

the  Diocese  y  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Standing  Committee  thereof;  and  in 
case  of  there  being  no  Bishop ,  in  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

[3.]  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  shall  af- 
fect any  legal  rights  of  property  of  any  Parish.* 

§  iii.  [1.]  It  shall  be  lawful,  under  the  condi- 
tions hereinafter  stated ,  to  organize  a  Church  or 
Congregation  in  any  foreign  country  (other  than 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland ,  and  the  colonies  and 
dependencies  thereof) »  and  not  within  the  limits 
of  any  foreign  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church. 

[2.]  The  Bishop  in  charge  of  such  Congrega- 
tions, and  the  Standing  Committee  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  may  authorize  any  Presbyter  of  this 
Church  to  officiate  temporarily  at  any  place  to  be 
named  by  them,  within  any  such  foreign  country, 
upon  being  satisfactorily  assured  that  it  is  expe- 
dient to  establish  at  such  place  a  Congregation  of 
this  Church.  Such  Presbyter,  having  publicly 
officiated  at  such  place  not  less  than  four  Sundays 
consecutively,  may  give  notice,  in  the  time  of 
Divine  Service,  that  a  meeting  of  the  members  of 
this  Church  attending  such  services  will  be  held,  at 
a  time  and  place  to  be  named  by  him,  to  organize  a 
Church  or  Congregation.  All  male  persons  of  full 
age  belonging  to  this  Church  may  take  part  in  said 
meeting.  And  the  said  meeting  may  proceed  to 
effect  an  organization,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  said  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  and  in

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conformity  to  such  regulations  as  the  said  Standing 
Committee  may  prescribe. 

[3.]  Such  Church  or  Congregation  shall  be  re- 
quired, in  its  Constitution,  or  Plan,  or  Articles  of 
Organization,  to  recognize  and  accede  to  the  Con- 
stitution, Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and  Wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  particularly  to  sub- 
mit to  and  abide  by  such  directions  as  may  be,  from 
time  to  time,  received  from  the  Bishop  in  charge, 
and  the  Standing  Committee  hereinafter  provided 
for,  in  order  to  its  being  received  under  the  direc^ 
tion  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church. 

[4.]  In  order  to  such  reception,  it  shall  be  re- 
quired to  declare  its  desire  therefor,  duly  certified 
by  the  Minister,  one  Churchwarden,  and  two  Ves- 
trymen or  Trustees  of  said  Church  or  Congre- 
gation. 

[5.]  Such  certificate,  and  the  Constitution,  Plan, 
or  Articles  of  Organization,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  General  Convention  during  its  session,  or  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops  at  any 
other  time  ;  and  in  case  the  same  are  found  satis- 
factory, a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Dep- 
uties of  the  General  Convention,  who  shall  there- 
upon place  its  name  on  the  list  of  foreign  Churches 
under  the  direction  of  the  General  Convention ; 
and  also  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  forwarded  to 
and  filed  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Church,  and  such 
Church  or  Congregation  shall  thereupon  become 
subject  to  and  placed  under  the  Episcopal  govem- 
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ment  and  jurisdiction  of  such  Presiding  Bishop  for 
the  time  being. 

[6.]  Such  Presiding  Bishop  may,  from  time  to 
time,  by  written  commission  under  his  own  signa- 
ture and  seal,  assign  to  aqy  other  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  having  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States, 
the  full  Episcopal  charge  of  such  Churches  or  Con- 
gregations, and  the  Clergymen  .officiating  therein, 
for  such  period  of  time  as  he  may  deem  expedient : 
Provided^  such  commissions  shall  not  extend  to  a 
period  longer  than  three  years,  and  shall  then  cease 
and  determine,  unless  renewed  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop. 

[7.]  To  aid  the  Presiding  Bishop,  or  the  Bishop 
in  charge  of  these  foreign  Churches,  in  adminis- 
tering the  affairs  of  the  same,  and  in  settling  such 
questions  as  may,  by  means  of  their  peculiar  situa- 
tion, arise,  there  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to 
consist  of  communicants  of  this  Church,  who  shall 
be  chosen  and  elected  as  follows :  Each  Church  or 
Congregation,  thus  in  union  with  the  General  Con- 
vention, shall  have  the  right  to  nominate,  to  the 
Bishop  in  charge,  one  person,  who  shall  be  a  com- 
municant, and  the  General  Convention  shall  nomi- 
nate four  persons,  of  whom  two  at  least  shall  be 
Clergymen,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  General 
Convention  next  ensuing,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected,  and  together  they  shall  constitute  the 
said  Standing  Committee,  of  which  the  Bishop  in 
charge  of  said  foreign  Churches  shall  be  the  chair- 
man. Said  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  the  same.  A  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
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bers  resident  in  the  United  States  shall  be  a  quo- 
rum. This  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  Council 
of  Advice  to  the  Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned 
on  the  requisition  of  the  Bishop ,  whenever  he  shall 
desire  their  advice.  And  they  may  meet  of  their 
own  accord,  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when 
they  may  be  disposed  to  advise  the  Bishop. 

[8.]  In  case  a  Clergyman  in  charge  of  either 
of  these  Congregations  in  foreign  lands  shall  be 
charged  with  either  of  the  punishable  offences,  as 
specified  in  Section  i  of  Canon  2  of  Title  11  of 
the  Digest,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  in 
charge  of  such  Churches  to  siunmon  the  Standing 
Committee  above  provided  for,  and  to  see  that  an 
inquiry  be  instituted  as  to  the  truth  of  such  public 
charges ;  and  should  there  be  reasonable  grounds 
for  believing  them  to  be  true,  the  Bishop  in 
charge  and  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  appoint 
a  Commission,  consisting  of  three  Clergymen  and 
two  La3rmon,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  obtain  all 
the  evidence  in  the  case  from  the  parties  inter- 
ested, and  who  shall,  if  possible,  hold  their  meet- 
ing in  the  place  where  the  accused  resides,  giving 
to  the  accused  all  rights  under  the  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  which  can  be  exer- 
cised in  a  foreign  land.  The  judgment  of  said 
Commission,  solemnly  made  and  subscribed  to, 
shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Bishop  in  charge,  and  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop,  and,  if  approved  by  them, 
shall  bo  carried  into  cflTect :  Provided^  that  no  such 
Commission  shall  recommend  any  other  discipline 
than  admonition  or  removal  from  his  charge  as 
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Minister  of  said  Congregation.  Should  the  result 
of  the  inquiry  of  the  aforementioned  Commission 
reveal  evidence  tending  to  show  that  said  Clergy- 
man deserves  a  severer  discipline ,  then  aU  the 
documents  in  the  case  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  who  shall  then  proceed 
against  said  Clergyman  (as  far  as  possible)  accord- 
ing to  the  Canon  of  Discipline,  under  Title  II  of 
the  Digest,  and  the  Diocesan  Canons  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  the  said  Presiding  Bishop. 

[9.]  If  there  be  but  one  such  Church  or  Con- 
gregation within  the  limits  of  any  city,  said  city 
shall  be  deemed  the  parochial  cure  of  the  Minister 
having  charge  of  the  same,  and  no  new  Church 
or  Congregation  shall  be  established  therein,  imless 
with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  in  charge,  and  of 
the  Standing  Committee  herein  appointed.  Nor 
shall  any  Church  or  Congregation  be  organized  in 
any  foreign  city,  underthe  provisions  of  this  Canon, 
unless  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  in  charge, 
and  the  Standing  Committee  herein  provided  for. 

[10.]  In  cases  of  difference  between  the  Minis- 
ter and  his  Congregation,  the  Bishop  in  charge 
shall,  with  the  Standing  Committee,  duly  examine 
the  same,  and  said  Bishop  and  Standing  Commit- 
tee shall  have  full  power  to  settle,  and,  if  possible, 
adjust  such  differences  upon  the  recognized  princi- 
ples of  Ecclesiastical  law,  as  laid  down  in  the  Canon 
law  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

[11.]  No  Clergyman  shall  be  allowed  to  take 
charge  of  such  Congregation  until  he  shall  have 
been  nominated  by  the  Vestry  thereof  (or,  if  there 
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be  no  such  Vestry,  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
provided  for  by  this  Canon) ,  and  approved  by  the 
Bishop  in  chaige;  and  when  such  appointment 
shall  have  been  accepted  by  the  Clergyman  so 
appointed,  he  shall  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Bishop  in  charge.* 


CANON    6. 


Of  the  Organization  of  New  Dioceses  y 

§  i.  Whenever  any  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed 
within  the  limits  of  any  other  Diocese,  or  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts  of  Dio- 
ceses, and  the  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  the 
General  Convention,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
within  the  limits  of  which  another  is  formed,  or  in 
case  of  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or 
parts  of  Dioceses,  the  Bishop  of  eldest  consecration 
over  the  Dioceses  furnishing  portions  of  such  new 
Diocese,  shall  thereupon  call  the  Primary  Conven- 
tion of  the  new  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
abling it  to  organize,  and  shall  fix  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  same,  such  place  being  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  new  Diocese. 

§  ii.  In  case  there  should  be  no  Bishop  who  can 
call  sucn  Primary  Convention,  pursuant  to  the  fore- 
going provisions,  then  the  duty  of  calling  such 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  and  the 
duty  of  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  its  meeting,

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shall  be  vcstod  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  within  the  limits  of  which  the  new  one  is 
erected,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  eldest  of 
the  Dioceses  by  the  junction  of  which,  or  parts  of 
which,  the  new  Diocese  may  be  formed.  And 
such  Standing  Committee  shall  make  such  call  im- 
mediately after  the  ratification  of  a  division  by  the 
General  Convention.* 

§  iii.  Whenever  one  Diocese  is  about  to  be  di- 
vided into  two  Dioceses,  the  Convention  of  such 
Diocese  shall  declare  which  portion  thereof  is  to  be 
the  new  Diocese,  and  shall  make  the  same  known 
to  the  General  Convention  before  the  ratification  of 
such  division.** 

§  iv.  Whenever  the  formation  of  a  new  Diocese 
shall  be  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  such 
new  Diocese  shall  be  considered  as  admitted  under 
Article  5  of  the  Constitution,  so  soon  as  it  shall 
have  organized  in  Primary  Convention,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  the  previous  Sections  of  this 
Canon,  and  the  naming  of  the  new  Diocese  shall  be 
a  part  of  its  organization.^ 


CANON    7. 


Of  the  Requisites  of  a  Quorum. 

In  all  cases  in  which  a  Canon  of  the  General 
Convention  directs  a  duty  to  be  performed,  or  a 
power  to  be  exercised,  by  a  Standing  Committee,

It  is  hereby  declared  lawful  for  the  Dioceses  now 
existing  or  hereafter  to  exist,  within  the  lunits  of 
any  State  or  Commonwealth,  to  establish  for  them- 
selves a  Federate  Convention,  or  Council,  repre- 
senting such  Dioceses,  which  may  deliberate  and 
decide  upon  the  common  interests  of  the  Church 
within  the  limits  aforesaid ;  but  before  any  deter- 
minate action  of  such  Convention,  or  Council,  shall 
be  had,  the  powers  proposed  to  be  exercised  there- 
by shall  be  submitted  to  the  Greneral  Convention 
for  its  approval. 

Nothing  in  this  Canon  shall  be  construed  as  for-

Of  the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

§  i.  The  Constitution  of  the  said  Society,  which 
was  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  is  hereby  amended  and 
established  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Constitution  of  The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis^ 
sionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America^  as 
established  in  1820,  and  since  amended  at  va- 
rious times. 

Abticle  I.  This  institution  shall  be  denomi- 
nated The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Soci- 
ety of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Abticle  II.  This  Society  shall  be  considered 
as  comprehending  all  persons  who  are  members 
of  this  Church. 

Abticle  III.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  such  Society,  composed  of  the  Bishops  of 
this  Church,  and  the  members  for  the  time  being 
of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  Greneral  Conven- 
tion of  this  Church,  Bishops  and  Deputies  sitting 
apart  as  in  General  Convention,  or  together  when 
they  shall  so  decide.  The  Board  of  Missions  thus 
constituted  shall  convene  on  the  third  day  of  the 
session  of  the  General  Convention,  and  shall  sit 
from  time  to  time  as  the  business  of  the  Board 
shall  demand.

Abticle  IY.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, comprismg  all  the  Bishops  as  members  ex 
officio^  and  fifteen  Presbyters  and  fifteen  laymen, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  at 
every  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, who  shall  have  the  management  of  the  Gen- 
eral Missions  of  this  Church,  and  shall  remain  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  chosen,  and  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in 
their  number.

Abticle  Y.  The  Board  of  Managers  is  author- 
ized to  form,  from  its  own  members,  a  Committee 
for  Domestic  Missions  and  a  Committee  for  For- 
eign Missions,  and  such  other  Committees  as  it 
may  deem  desirable  to  promote  special  Mission- 
ary work,  and  is  also  authorized  to  appoint  sudi 
officers  as  shall  be  needful  for  carrying  on  the 
work.

necessary  for  its  own  government  and  for  the  gov- 
emment  of  its  Committees:  Provided^  always^ 
that  in  relation  to  organized  Dioceses  and  Mission- 
ary Jurisdictions  having  Bishops,  the  appropria- 
tions shall  be  made  in  gross  to  such  Dioceses  and 
Missionary  Jurisdictions,  to  be  disbursed  by  the 
local  authorities  thereof.  The  Board  shall  notify 
to  the  several  Bishops  the  gross  sums  so  appropri- 
ated ;  and  those  Bishops  shall  regulate  the  number 
of  Mission  Stations,  appoint  the  Missionaries,  and 
assign  to  them  their  stipends,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  a 
Missionary  who  is  not  at  the  time  a  Minister  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  regular  stand- 
ing; but  nothing  in  this  Section  precludes  the 
Committees  from  making  pecuniary  appropria- 
tions in  aid  of  Missions  under  the  care  of  other 
Churches  in  communion  with  this  Church,  or  of 
employing  laymen  or  women,  members  of  this 
Church,  to  do  Missionary  work. 

Article  VIII.  The  Board  of  Managers  is 
authorized  to  promote  the  formation  of  auxiliary 
Missionary  Associations,  whose  contributions,  as 
well  as  those  specially  appropriated  by  individuals, 
shall  be  received  and  paid  in  accordance  with  the 
wish  of  the  donors,  when  expressed  in  writing.

Joint  Resolution  of  the  Two  Houses  of  General

Resolved  f  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
that  it  is  incompatible  with  the  duty,  position,  and 
sacred  calling  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Church  to  bear 
arms. 

Explanatory  Ifote^  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies: 

The  spirit  and  intent  of  this  resolution  do  not 
extend  to  the  office  of  Chaplain  in  either  branch  of 
the  Military  Service,  nor  to  that  of  Professor  or 
Instructor  in  any  Military  or  Naval  Academy. 
The  duties  of  these  offices  are  civil,  and  entirely 
compatible  with  the  duties  of  the  Sacred  Ministry.

§  i.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Secretary,

riesy  in  the  order  of  their  appointment,  or  in  the 
absence  of  all,  the  person  appointed  as  hereinafter 
provided  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese in  which  the  General  Convention  is  to  meet, 
shall  call  to  order  the  members  present  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  names  of  those 
whose  testimonials,  in  due  form,  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him ;  which  record  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  pei*sons  whose  names  are 
therein  recorded  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House 
of  Deputies.  If  there  be  a  quorum  present,  by 
the  record,  the  Secretary  shall  so  declare,  and  the 
House  shall  proceed  to  organize  by  the  election  by 
ballot  of  a  President  from  the  members  of  the 
House,  and  of  a  Secretary ;  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  shall  bo  necessary  to  an  election. 
So  soon  as  a  President  and  Secretary  have  been 
elected,  a  committee  shall  bo  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  inform  them  of 
the  organization  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  its 
readiness  to  proceed  to  business. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  House ;  transcribe  them,  with 
all  reports,  into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ; 
preserve  the  Journal  and  Records  of  the  House ; 
deliver  them  to  his  successor ;  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  directed  or  assigned  to  him 
by  the  House.

Of  the  Expenses  of  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

(Adopted  by  the  House  of  Deputies,  October  18,  1877.) 

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to 
pay,  from  time  to  time,  on  the  order  of  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  such  expenses 
as  he  may  necessarily  incur  in  the  execution  of  his 
office  for  clerk  hire,  printing,  stationery,  etc.,  not 
exceeding  four  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year ; 
it  being  understood  that  the  travelling  expenses  of 
the  Presiding  Bishop  are  paid  by  the  Diocese  or 
other  body  at  whose  instance  they  are  incurred. 
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
